TH E Marquis of Argyl^i who did not believe that 
che King would ever have veotur'd imp Scotland 
upon the conditions he^had fent, was furprifed 
with the account the Commiffioners had given 
him, ^* that his M ajefty refolv'd to Embark the 
"one day; that he would leave all his Chaplains, and his 
" other iienranrs behind him, and only defer^d to take the 
"Covenant himfeif till he came thither, with a refolution to 
"&asf7 the Kirk if they prefs'd it. Thereupon he immedi-Argy re 
ateiydiibatched away another Veflcl with new Propofitions,/*"^ »«* 
whih the Commiffioners were to infift upon, and not to con- J^'^^//'^^/?* J 
fax to the King's coming into that Kingdom, without HeJ^";^g^f* 
likewife confented to thofc. But that Vefiel met not with the 
King'$ Fleet, which, that it might avoid that of the Parlia- 
nxDt, which attended to intercept the King, had held its 
coorfe more Northward, where there are good Harbours ; * 
aod (b had put into a Harbour near Sterlmfth.9Lt is, within a 
<iay$ Journey of it, but where there was no Town nearer than 
that tor his Majefty's reception, or where there was any ac- 
commodation even for very ordinary Paflengers, 

From thence notice was fcnt to the Council of the King's n^i^rf; 
wival: the firft welcome he received , was a new demand -Tiv^if* 
"that he would fign the Covenant himfelf, before he fet his^®^'*"^*^

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^^ foot on (bore 9 which all about him prefs'd him to do : and 
he now found, that he had made haft chirher upon very un- 
skilful imaginations, and prefuroptions : yet he confenced uh- 
Thf Kj^^i jQ ^hat they fo imperioufly required , that he might have 
uvrnMa" 'cave to put himfelf into the hands of ihofe who refoVd no- 
thing lefs than to ferve him. The Lords of the other Party, 
who had prevailed with him to fubmit to all that had been 
required of him, quickly found that they had deceiv'd both 
Him and Themfelves, and that no body had. any authority 
but thofe Men who were their mortal Enemies. So that they 
would not expofe therofelves to be imprifon'd, or to be re- 
moved from the King ; but , with his Majefty's leave, and 
having eivcn him the beft advice they could, what hediould 
do for Himfelf, and what he (hould do for Them, (hey put 
themfelves on Shore before the King difembark'd ; and fbund 
means to go to thofe places where they might be fome time 
concealed, and which were like to be at diftance enough from 
Hamilton the King. And (hortly after Duke Hamilton retired to the 
^d Lau- Ifland otArramj which belonged to himfelf j where he had 
Eherdaie ^ j^^^^ Houfe well enoi^h accommodated, the Ifland being 
•wl^ifT ^' ^® ^^ft P*^^ inhabited with wild Bcafts : JJmtberdale 
concealed himfelf amongft his Friends , taking care both to 
be well informed of all that fliould pafs about tne King, and 
to receive their advice upon any occaiions.

Scotland : War ; for which they were not without fome difcourfe of put- 

^idbdHtjb. ting him to death; but tney did immediately bariifh him the 

'^ Kingdom, and obliged him to fign a paper, by which be con- 

fented to be put to death, if be were ever after found in th)^ 

Kingdom. They 
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Thet fent away likewife M' Rohert Long^ who was his ^m- Long 
Phndpal, if aoc only. Secretary of Scacc, and had very much*'/* /*"» 
perfwaded his going thither ; and S^ Edioard Walker y who was •"'*^* 
Ckrk of the Council, and had been Secretary at War dur- 
ing the late War, and fome others , upon the like exceptions. 
They placed other Servants of all conditions about the King, 
but principally celied upon their Clergy^ who were in fuch r/itiV cvrjor 
a concinoaJ attendance about him , that he was never free ^^^*y[ 4^»»»* 
fiomiheir. importunities, under pretence of inftrufting him '^'* *^"*^' 
inRetigioD : and To they obliged him co their conilant hours 
of their long Prayers , and m:de him obfcrve the Sundays 
vkh more rigour than the 7««;; accuftom'd to do their Sab- 
bath; and reprehended him very Oiarply if he fmiled on thofc 
days, and if bis looks and geftures did not pleafe them, whild 
all their Prayers and Sermons, at which he was compelled toThtir Ser- 
bcprcfent, were libels, and bitter invcftives againft all the '*?«'**>* 
AAionsof bis Father, the Idolatry of his Mother, and his own *"^* 
Malignity. 

He was not prefent in their Councils, nor were the refults 

thereof communicated to him; nor was he, in the lead dc- 

f^ee, communicated with, in any pare of the Government : 

Yet they made great fhew of outward Reverence to him, and 

evcD the Qiaplains, when they ufed Rudenefs and Barbarity 

in their reprehenfions and repuroaches , approached him dill 

with bended knees, and in the bumbled ppftures. There was 

never a better Coiirtier than Argjie\ who uied all poflibleArgyle'i 

addrefe to make bimfelf gracious to the King, entertain'd him^'^^*'**"* 

with very pleafant difcourfes, with fuch indnuations, that the '"'^* 

King did not only very well like his Converfation, but often 

believ'd that he had a mind to pleafe and gratify him: but 

tbeo, when his Majefty made any attempt to get Tome of his 

Servants about him, or to reconcile the two Fadtions, that 

^ Kingdom might be united,}ie gathered up his countenance, 

^ tetir'd from him, without ever yielding to any onePro* 

pobioQ that was made to him by his Majefty. In a word, 

tl)c King's Table was well ferv'd j there he fate in Majefty, 

waited upcm with decency : he had good Horfes to ride abroad 

to cake the Air, and was then well attended j and, in all pub- 

Wt Appearances, feem'd to want nothing that was due to a 

peatKingi In all other refpcfts, with reference to Power 

tooWigeorgratify any Man, to difpofe or order any thing, 

orljimfclftogofoany other place than was affign'd to him, 

kc had nothing of a Prince^ut might very well be look'd 

opooasaPfifoner.^>fc£,, ij/1aZ-y5 3yy. 

But that which was of flatc au fuffremade moft noife, 

i&dvas induftrioufly. tranfmitted into all Nations axid States; 

the other cf difrefpeft orieftraint, was not communicated;

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and if ic could not be entirely conccAl'd, it was confiJcr'd 
only as aFaAion between particular greac Men, who con- 
tended to get the Power into their hands, that they might 
the more notortoufly and eminently ferve that Prince whom 
they all equally acknowledg'd. The King's Condition feem'd 
wonderfully advanced, and his being pcflefs'd of a Kingdom 
without a Rival, in which there was no appearance if an 
Enemy, look'd like an earneft for the Recovery of the other 
Two, and, for the prefent, as a great addition of Power to 
him in his Kingdom of Ireland^ by a conjunction, and abfo- 
lolutc Submiflionof aliche Scots in Uifter to the Marquis of Or- 
ni9nd^ the King's Lieutenant there. 

All Men who had diflwaded his Majefty's repair into 
Scotland^ were look'd upon as very weak Politicians, or as 
Men who oppofed the Publick good, becaufe they were ex- 
cluded, and might not be fuffer'd to a£t any pare in the ad- 
venture; and they who had advanced the debgn/valii'd them- 
felves exceedingly upon their adivity in that Service. The 
States of Holland thought they had merited much in fuficring 
their Ships to Tranfport him, and fo being miniflerialto his 
greatnefs y which they hoped would be remembered ; and they 
gave all Countenance to the Scotijb Merchants andFaAors 
who liv'd in their Dominions, and fome fecretCredit,that they 
might fend Armes and Ammunition, and whadbevcr elfewas 
seceflaryforthe King's Service in that Kingdom. France it 
lelf look'd very chearfully upon the change; Qmgratularcd 
the Queen witii much Ceremony, and many Profedions ; and 
took pains to hat^e it thought and believ'd, that (hey had 
, had a (hare in the Counfel, and contributed very much to the 
^aC. reception the King found in Scotlandy by their influence upon 
Argjle and his Party. • And it hath been mention'd before, 
how great a Reputation this little dawning of Power, how 
clouded foever, gave to the Embafladours in Sfamy and had 
raifedthem, from fuchadegreeofdifreijped, as was near to 
contempt, to the full dignity andeilimationinthdt Court that 
was due to the Station in whfch they were. 

There fell out there an accident at this time, which was 
a great maniftation of the Aflfeftion of that Court, and in- 
deed of the Nation. As Don Almnjode Cardmas had ufed all 
the Credit he had, to difpofe that Court to a good correfpon- 
dence with the Parliament, fo he had employ'd as much care 
to endine thofe in England to haveaconhde^ice in the Affe- 
dionofhis Maftcr, andaffur'd them, "that if they would 
^^ fend an Embafl&dour , or other Minifter into Sfam , he 
" fliould find a good reception. The Parliament, in the in- 
fancy of their Common- wealth, had more inclination to make 
a Friendfliip with Spam than with Franco^ having at that 
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time a very great prejudice to the Cardinal^ and therefore,;^ 
upoQ this eocouragemeot from Dcm Abmzo^ they reiblvV 
tend an Envoy to MairU-^ and made choice of one Afcb 
a Scholar, who had been concern'd in drawing up the King 
Tryal, and had wricten a Book to determine in what time/Mf* Spain 
and after bow many years, the Allegiance which is due from/'^'*". ^^ 
Subjeds to their Sovereigns, comes to be deter min'd after ^\f^^\^^ 
Cooqoeft y and that, from that term, it ought to be paid to . '° ' 
chofe who had fiibdtied them : A fpeculation they thought fit 
to cherifii. 

This Man, unacquainted with bufineb, and unskill'd in 
language, attended by three others, the one a Renegado flr^r*- 
<^€m Fryar, who had been bred in Sfam^ and was well verfed 
n the Language; another, who was to ferve in the condition 
of a Secretary ; and the third, an inferior Fellow for any Ser- 
vice, arriv'd ail in Sfam in an Englijb Merchant's Ship : Of 
wh:ch Dmi Ah9z» gave fuch timely notice, that he was re- 
oe v'd and entertain'd by the chief Magiftrate aC his landing, 
until they gave notice of it to the Court The Town was 
qu'cUy full of the rumour, that an Embadadour was Landed 
from EmgUmd^ and would be received there ^ which- no body 
feem'd to be wellpleafed with. And thcEmbafl^doursespc- 
ftulated with Dm Lewis de Haro with fome warmth, ^^thatn^fmi^/: 
*^ his Catholick Majefty fliould be the firft Chriftian Prince ^i^r#r«»er« 
**that would receive an Embafladour from the odious, and««f»A''^'« 
"eiccrable Murcherers of a Chriftian King, his Brother and^'J^^^^ 
" AUy ; which no other Prince had yet done, out of the de- ^Z.^ 
" teftatioD of that horrible Parricide : And therefore they de- 
fired bioQ, ^' that Spam would not give fo infamous an exam* 
''pie to the other parts of the World. Don Lewis afliired ^^ ^^y-,^. 
them, ''that there was no fach thing as an Embafladour com- 
**• ing from EMglsndy nor had the King any purpofe to re- 
"ccive any : That it was true, they were informn that there 
''was an £fl;^iS/i& Gentleman Landed ac Cales^ and come to Se^ 
"i«/; who faid, he was fenc from the Parliament with Let- 
"ters for the King; which was tcftified by a Letter from 
^lUmAhmxj^ de CardinMS to the Duke of Medina Celiy who 
"thereupon had given order for his Entertainment at Sevi/, 
" till the King fliould give further order : That it was not 
^poSble for the King to refufe to receive the Letter, or to 
"fee the Man who brought it ; who pretended no kind of 
" Charader : That having an £mba(&dour refiding m jEff^- 
^Iggd to preferve the Trade and Commerce between the two 
** Nations, they did believe, that this Meflenger might be 
^kat with fome Propofitions from the £«£/$(& Merchants for 
'^the advancement of that Trade, and if they (hould refufe 
^(obeu what he laid, it might give a jufto&ace, and do- 
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"flroy all the Commerce J which would be a great dunage ta 
"both Nations, 

Th a t this now Agent might come fccurelf to MMdridy 
an old Officer of the Arm/ wis ftnt ftom Stvil to acoompan/ 
him thither ; Who came wirh him in ihe Coach, and gave 
roiice evQry night to Osn Lewii of their advance. There 
were at that time, over and above the EngHfb Merchants, 
m.iny Offi;crs and Soldiers in Madrid, who tiad fcrv'd in the 
Spanijb Armie*, both in Catalonia and in Fertugai; and tbcfe 
Ivlcn had confulred amongft thcmfclvcs how they might kill 
ihis fellow, who came as an Agent fiom the new Republick 
of England, and half a dozen of them, having notice of the 
day he was to com; into the Town, which waj generally 
diicourfcd of, rode out of th: Town to meet hiro ; but, mif- 
fing him, they reiutn'd again, and found that he had enter'd 
into it by another way ; and having faken a view of his Lodg- 
ing, they met again the ncict Morning ; and finding, actiden- 
tally, one of the EmbafTadours Servants in the (Ircecs, they 
pctfwaded him to go with them, and (o went to the Houfe 
where Afikam Lodged j and,' without asking any Queftions, 
walked dircflly up the ftairs into his Chamber, leaving a 
couple of the;r number a: the door of the ftrect, left, upoo " 
any noifc in the Houfe, that door might be (liut upon them. 
They who went up, drew their Swords ; and belides their in- 
tentions, in difordcr, kill'd the Fryar as well u the AgMC; 
f- p u/ AshtS^ Arch»m and foreturn'd to their Companioiu with their Swords naked 
,&f< y •}y''» kii'diifiMt znA bloody, and fome foohfhcxprcflionsof triumph, as if they 

"*' "■" ' "crfbrm'd a very gallant and a juftifiable Service. Not- 

:andiog all which, they might have difperfed themfclves, 
een fecure, the People were To little conoern'd to en- 
what they had done. But they being in confufion, and 
ing no compofcd thoughts about them, finding the door 
ttlc Chapel open, went in thither for fandtuary : Only 
10 was in Service of (he Embafladours, leparated him- 
om the reft, and went into the Houfe of.tbe Venetum 
{ladour. By this time the People of the Houfe where 
!an lay, had gone up into the Chamber ; where they 
two dead, and the other two crept, in a terrible fright, 
the Bed ; and rhe Magiftratcs and People went about 
ihurch, and talking with, and examining the Perfons 
were there ; And the Rumour was prefently divulged

baSudouTj^cy were in uoubleand perplexity; difmi&'d their 
Ccwdi, aod rcturn'd to tbeir Lodging. Though thej abhorr'd 
die Aftioa (hat was committed, (hey roreGiw, the prercnce 
ofoneof their own Servants in it, and evca fome pafSonate 
wordi they had ufed, in their expoltulation with Dm Lemt^ 
igainft the reception of fucha MeOengeT, as if *' the King 
" their l^fier had too manySubjeds in tbac place, for fuch a 
"fcUow to appear there wtih any Ibcurity, would make it be 
belicv'd bjr many, that th^ attempt had not beea made with- . 
on tbeir conicnt or privity. In ihis trouble of mind, they 
immediately writ a Letter co p»M latok de Kar*, to cxpreis 
ihc fcnlc they had of thii unfortunate raifa A^iooj "of 
"wbicbjihey hoped, he did believe, if they had had any no- 
"ticeor fufpicion, ibeywould have ^evented it. On Ltviit j,^^j^^_ 
icnim'd them a very dry Anfwcr} "That he could not ima- jUwj ■;((« 
" gtDc that' they cauid have a hand in To foul an AlTaflina- '• Don 
"lion in the Court (fbralliUAA^ti cali'd, and loolt'd upon^'^t" 
as the Court ) " of a Perfon under the immediate Protcftion _^!jim> 
"of theKii^: However, that it was an Adton fo unheard 
" of, and fo Vtfhonourable to the King, that his Majedy was nii-^'fif- 
"feiblv'd to have it ezamln'd to the l>ottam, and that cxcm- 
"plary Juftice QiouW be done upon the Offenders : That his 
"own Embai£dour iaBx^iaul might be in great danger upon 
"thisMorther; and that they would fendanExprefsprelcntly 
" diitber to Jatisfr the Parliament how much his Catholick 
"Majefty detefled, and was offended with it, and relblv'd co 
"dojuftice upon itj and if his Kmbanadoui' underwent any 
"iocoovenicnce There, they were not to wonder, ifhisMa- 
"jcfty were fevere Here ; and fo ieli it to them to imagine 
tint their own Perfons might not be faf.;. 

But ttiey knew the temper of cheCourt too well, tohave 
the leaft apprebenlion of rhat: yetihey were a little furprifed, 
when ibey firft faw the Multitude of People gather'd toge- 
ther about their Houfe, upon the firft News of the Adion ; 
iofcmuch that the ilreet tiefore their Houfe, which was the 
broadeft iq Madrid ( the Caffe dt Aktdt ) was fi) thtong'd, 
that Men could hardly pafs. But they were qiiickly out of 
that apprebenlion, being afTured, that the jealoufy that one ' 
of the B»gl^ Em{>a(^dour5 had fuSbr'd Violence, had brought 
that Multitude tc^ether; which [h^y found to be true ^ for 
they no fooner llicw'd tkemfelvcs in a Balcony co the People, rtijJ iiut 
but ibcy faluted them with great kindners,pra>'d for the King/"'"'*' 
ibcir Mafier, curfedand reviled the Muithcrcrs of his Father ;JV^j^"^ 
and fo departed. -fThey who had betaken themfeivcs to the^^'^p'^' 
Qupel,were, the next day or the fecond, taken from thencefwii; i** 
bf a principal Officer after F.xaminaticffl, and f«QC to tljcPri-*^'' •*"""' 
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(on : the other was not inquir'd after ; bur, having conceal'd 
himfeif fbf ten or cweive days, he wenc out of the Towd in - 
the night; and, without any iDteriuptioo or trouble, went 
into Franet 

Of all the Couns in Chrinendom Madrid la that where 
Embaflidours, and Pubtick Miniflers, receive the greateft 
Rcfpeft, which, bcfides the Honour and Punduality of ihac 
Feaplc, bred up in the obfcrvation of dillancxg apd order, 

fwoceeda from the excellent method ihe Embalkdours have of 
iTing with mutual refptjdt towards'each other, and in mutual 
concernment tor each others Honour and Privileges : To that, 
if any EmbalTjdour, in Himfelt' or his Servants, receive anv Af- 
IVont or DifrefpeA, all the otiier Emballadouis repair to nim ^ 
and ofler their Service, andlntcrpofition, by which means they 
arc not only prefcrv'd from any Invafion by any private and 
particular In foie nee, but even from jpme PiGa of Power, which 
the Court it felf hath liimc time thought fit to ezercife, upon 
an extraordinary occafion, towards a Mini&er of whom they 
bad CO regard. All are united oo thebehalf of theChara^r^ 
and will DOC fufier that to be done towards one, which, by the 
confcquence, may reHed upon all. * 

I T cannot be imagin'd, with what a gcneial compallion all 
the EmbafTadours look'd upon thele unhappy Gentlemen, 
who had involv'd themlelvcs by their rafhndj in fo much 
perU. They came to the Engl^ Embal&dours to Advife, 
and Confult what might be done to preferve them, every 
ooeoffiiring his AOlllance. The hOXoa could la no degree 
be jullified j all that could be urged and infilled upon in their 
behalf, was the Privilege of Sanduary, " They had betaken 
" themfelves to the Church j and the taking them from thence. 
'* by what Authority foevcr, was a violation of the Ri^is ana 
- "Immunities ofthe Church, which, by the Law of theKing- 
" dom, was ever defended with all tenderneli. So that be- 
\ -"fore the guilt of the Blood could be examin'd, the Prj- 
" Toners defir'd that their Privilcf^e might be examin'd, and 
"that they might have Council a(%n'd them to that purpofe; 
which was granted ; and feveral Arguments were made upon 
the matter of Law before the Judges ; who were favourable 
enough to the Prifoners. The King's Council urged, " that 
"in cafe of Aflaffination, the Privilegeof Sanduary was ne- 
"vcr allow *d (which is true) and cited many Prefidents of 
late years in Madrid it felf, where, for lefs Crimes than of 
Blood, Men had been taken out of (he San&uary, and tried, 
and executed. The Engtifb EmbaiEtdouri ihoughtnot fit to 
appear on their behalf, and yet were not willing that the new 
Remiblick (bould iccdve fo much Countenance from that 
luttiog thofe Gentkmen 
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to ddtfa as if chey had kill'4 a Publick Minifter. The Pope's 
Kumo, JtJio ItB^^D^j who was afterwards Clitnent the m Nwi/t* 
Nioch^ ooold not, according to the Style of the Roman Court, Rofpigliofi 
ekher give ox receive Vifits from the EffgRJh Embaffadours : ^'2J^7iIit 
ixit chey performed Civilities to each other by MeOages, and iluvi^'d 
pafled mutual Salutations, with all rcfpeft to each other, as btlck, 
chey met abroad. And the Vemtum Erobafladour brought (hem 
frequent affiirances, '^ chat the Nuntio had fpoken very ef- 
*^feftual|v to the King, and to IhmLenuis, for the redelivery 
^ of the rrtfoners to the Church, and preiled it fo hard upon 
^ the Contcience of the King, that he had feme promife that 
^ they ibould not fu£(er. 

In the mean time, thundering Letters came from the Par- 
Ittment, with great Menaces what they would do, if exem- 
plary Jdlice was not infliAed upon thofe who had Murthei'd 
dicir Envoy ; and Dom jibnxj^ urged it, as if ** he thought 
^himfelf in danger till full fatisfadion Oiould be given in that 
^particular; all which for the prefent made deep impreflion, 
b that they knew not what to do ; the King often declaring 
'^ that he would not infringe the Privilege of the Church, and 
"^founcfergo theCenfure of the Pope, for any advantage he 
"could receive with reference to any of his Dominions. In 
the end ( that the difcourfe of this Affair may not be refum'd ^ W«* •/ 
a^ain hereafter) after a long Imprifonmenc (for during the]T^,J^^' 
^abafladoars ftay they would not bring them to any Trial, Emb^f^ 
kft they might feem to do any thing upon their foUici-^'^i d^f^rl 
tatkm) the Prifoners were proceeded againft aflbon, or'"'«* 
Diortly after the Embaffiidours had left MMdrid^ and were all 
ooodemn'd to dye; and aOoon as the Sentence was declar'd, 
all the Prilbners were again delivered into the fame Church ; 
where diey romain'd many days, having Prgvifions of Vi&u- 
als fent to them by many Perlons of Quality, until they had 
allopportttxtity to make their Efcape, which was very fuccefs- /^

days Journey finom AMria^ and carried back thither, and put 
to death: which was all the fatisiaAion the Parliament could 
obtain in that A£Fair ; and is an inftance, how far that People 
was firodi any Afie£Hon to thofe of B»giand in their Hearts, 
iiowoHich (bever they comply 'd with them out of the necef- 
fity of their Fortune. 

Wh b n fome weeks were pa(&d after that unlucky acci- 
dent, the EmbaflSidours went to confer with Dm Lewis upon 
fixne other occurence, with no purpofe of mentioning any 
dung of the PrKboers. Ihm Ijnris ipoke of ie in a manner 
tliey did not erpeft, one expreflE»n was <^ Tq ttifgo mvidm J» 
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" tfiti CsvMlert c^. I envy thofe Gcaclemco for having 
"done To noble 20 AAion, how penal foercric may prove

The King defir'd that be might Command this Army, at lean / 

lun the Fortune of it. But they were hardly prcvail'd with 

to ^ve him leave once to fee it ; and, after he had been in it 

three or four houi>, upon the obfcrvation that the Common 

Soldiers Icem'd to be much pleas'd to (ee him, they caufed 

him to return, and the bezt day carried him to a place at a 

greater diftance from the Army ; declaring, " that they fbuod 

"the Soldiers too moch IndindtoputtheirCoofidence in the

\vJmj cymnwi? enter'd Se»t/and, and march'd without crami 
uyoppofition till he came within lefs than a days Journey ncn 
of BMmi^mig/i ; where hefound the Scatifb Army encamped l>"d- 
nponavery advantageous ground; and he made nls Quarters 
V (tear as he could conveniently, and yet with difadvantages 
eaough. For the Country waa fo deftroyed behind him , 
ud the PaOes fo guarded before, that he was compelled to 
indfor all his Provifion for Horfe atid Foot from BHglMut 
bySea ; infomuch as the Army was reduced to great ftrelghts ; 
aod the Setts really bcliev'd, that ihey had them all at their 
Mercy, except fuch as would Embark on board their Ships- 
fiat s^xiD as CrmmoiU had recover'd fome Provtfiooi , his 
Anoy begun to remove , and feem'd to provide for their 
Miroi- Wbetber thai March was to recite out of fo barren 
a Coun^ 
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a Country for want of Provifions ( which no doubt were very 
^fcarce; and theSeafon of the year would not permit them to 
depend upon all necefl^ry Supplies by Sea, for it was now the 
Month of ieptemher ) or whether chat motion was only to 
draw the Scots from the advantageous poft of which they 
were poflefled, is not yec underftood. But it was confcOed 
on all (ides , that , if the Scots had remain'd , within their 
Trench. 6, and fenr Parties ofHorfeto have followed the JB»- 
Tht dtfirefi glijb Army ciofely, they rouft have {o diibrder'd them, that 
•/croni- they would have lefc.their Cannon, and all their heavy Car- 
riage behind them , bcfides the danger the Foot muft have 
been in. But the Scots did not intend to part with them fo 
e.ifily 'y they doubted not but to have the Spoil of the whole 
Array. " And therefore they no fooncr di(cern'd that the £»• 
glijh were upon their march, but they decamped, and fbliow'd 
with their whole Body all the Night following, and found 
themlcives in the Morning within a fmali dtftanceof the Ene* 
my : for CromweHwzs quickly adveriUed that the Scoti/b Ar- 
my was diflodged, and marched after him ; and thereupon he 
made a (land, and put his Men in good order. The Scots 
found chey were not upon fo clear a chafe as they imagined, 
and placed themfelves again upon fuch a fide of a Hill, as 
they beiiev'd thcEnglifh would not have the Courage to attack 
them there. 
But Cromwell knew them too well to fear them upon any 
r«/7r#(;r«Hr« ground, when there were no Trenches^ or Fortifications to

and were purfued with a great execution. The Foot de- 
[ ided much upon their Minifters, whopreach'd, and pray'd, 
.andaflared them of the Victory, till the E?sgl^ were upon 
them ; and fomeof their Preachers wereknock'd in the head, 
hilft they were promifingthe Vidory. Though there was 
fo little refiftance made, that CrowweU\o& very few Men by 
that days Service, yet the Execution was very terrible, upon 
the Enemy ; the whole Body of the Foot being, upon the 
matter, cut in pieces; no quarter was given till they were 
weary of killing ; fothat there were between five and fix thou- 
fand dead upon the place ; and very few , but they who 
efcaped by tne heels of their Horfe, were without terrible 
wounds; of which very many died fliortly after; efpecially 
fuch of their Minifters who were not kill'd upon the place, 
as very many were, had very notable marks about the head, 
and tne face, that any Body might know that they were noc 
hurt by chance, or in the croud, but by very good will. All 
the Cannon, Ammunition, Qirriages^ and Baggage, were en- 
tirely 
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tirely taken, 2nd CrofmueB with his viAorious Army marched Cromwell 
direftly to BJeHh^ougb ^ where he found plenty of all things «»r«''Edtn. 
vUchJ)e wanted, md good accommodation for the refrein- ^'^^S^* 
iog hfs Army , which flood in need of it. 

Never Vidory was attended with le(s lamentations : for 
•sOMnMdGf had great argument of Triumph in the total De- 
feat and deftruAton of the only Army that was in Scotltmd\ 
which Defeat had put a great prtofthat Kingdom, and the , 
diiefCity of ir, under his Obedience; fo the King, who was 
then at & yobnBons^ was glad of it, as the greateft happi- Thi kSh 
nefc that could befall him, in the lofs of fo ftrong a Body of^**' *^^^ 
Ih Enemies; who, if ih:-y (hou)d have prevailed, hisMajefty'^^^ ' 
did believe that rhey would have (hut him up in a Prifon the j 
next day y which had been only a ftrlAer confinement than ( 
he fiiSer'd already : for the Lord Lome, eldeft Son to the 
Marquis of ArfjU^ being Captain of his Guard, had fo watch- 
fa] a care of him both night and day, that his Majefty could 
not go any whither without his leave. But, after this De- 
feat^ they all look'd upon the King as one they might ftand 
in need of : they permitted his Servants, who had been fe- 
quefter'd from him from his Arrival in the Kingdom, to at- 
tend, and wait upon him, and begun to talk of calling a Par- 
liament, and of a time for the King's Coronation \ which had 
not hitherto been ^ken of. Some Minifters begun to Preach 
obedience to the King ; the Officers, who had been calhier'd 
for their Malignity, calked aloud of ^ the mticarriages in the 
*^ Government^ and that the Kingdom was betrayed to the 
^ Enemy for want of confidence in the King , who alone 
^ could preferve the Nation. They of the Council feem'd 
not to have fo abfolute a dependence upon the Marquis of 
ArgfUy bnt fpoke more freely than th^y had ufed to do \ and 
the Marqois applied himfelf more to the King, and to thofe 
about him : fo that the King did, in a good degree, enjoy the 
firnit c^ this ViAory, as well as Crommett^ though his Ma* 
jefty's advantage was di(cern'd by a few Men only, andthofi 
redoced into an obicure quarter of the Kingdom ^ but the 
odier made the Mat. The deilrudion of the only Army, 
and the poflefling of Edentarougby was lo< k'd upon, in all 
places, as the entire conaueft i[)f the whole Kingdom . 

Don AhmxA made haft to fend the News into Sfain of 
^^thetota] and irrecoverable defeat of the King; that he was 
^ driven into the High^lands ; from whence he would be 
^^coropeU'd zo fly,aflbona$ he could get means to efcape : that 
''dieRepuMick was now fettled, and no more fear or hope 
^of ^ Ki0g - the efieft of all which , thei Embafl&dours 
qofcily faaod at Madrid^ by the carriage and countenance of 
iatiios 0^ ^^ Council j though it cannot be denied chat 

the 
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the Common people appearM to have a much more generous 
fenfe ofchc Aiteracion, than the others did. The Embaffi.- 
dours receiv'd fliortly a full advertifement of the truth ; and 
^ that the King thought his condition much improved by the 
^'defeat; and they uiied^all the means they could, by ieveral 
Audiences, to intotrntheKingof Spain zndDoft-Lewu of the 
truth; and ^^that they were misinform'd, as if the Army 
^^ overthrown was the King's ; whereas they were indeed as 
^^ much his Enemies, as Cromwell's was. But in this they could 
obtain no credit, and all ways were taken co make them per- 
ceive, . th^t- ic was heartily wiQi'd they were gone ^ which cney 
were Tefolv'd. to take no notice of. • 

TbeSteritiry I N the .cod, oHc momiog, the Secretary of State came to 
0/ St4i» them from: the King ^ and told them, ^^ that they had been

^KjM^f " treated, notwithftanding fomc mifcarriages , which migbc 
Spam f«rfa^^ very juftly have incenfed his Catholick MajeftyT .mention-

^'''•'•* "bafladours, and io needed not any Letters of Revocation; 
Mt^r '* " ^^*t ^^^T ^^ ''ccelv'd Anfwers to all they had propofed, and 
^ ' " w^re at liberty to depart i which his Catholick Majefty dc- 
^^ fired they would do^ fince their prefence in the Court would 
<< be very pr^udicial to his Afl&irs. This unexpeded and 
unufual MdO&ge, deliverM ungracefully enough by an old 
Man, who, notwithftanding his Oflfice, was look'd upon with 
little reverence to his* parts, made them believe ^^ that he had 
*^ miftaken his MeQjge, at leaft that he had deliver'd it with 
*^ lefs Courtly circumftances than he ought to have done. And 
therefore they return'd no other Anfwer, than ** that they 
^^ would attend Dan Lewis d€ Haro^ and undcrftand from Hirff 
TiwjP4^^/jrtf^^the King's pleafure. The next day, they fent for an Audi- 
DottLewis. ence to Don Lewis ; whom they found with a lefs open Coun- 
tenance than he ufcd to have ; nor did he appear any thing 
more Courtly than the Secretary had done ; but told them, 
that there were Orders Tent to fuch a Perfon (whom he named) 
to prepare their prefent; which fliould be ready within very 
few days,and prefs'd them very plainly, and without any regard 
to the feafon of the year, it beinjg then towards the eiKi of 
January y to ufe all poflible expedition for their departure, as 
a thing that, even in that refpeA, did exceedingly concern 
the fervv:c of the King. This made the Emba^oours ima- 

fine, which was likewift reported, that there was a formal 
Imbafladour upon his way from EflrgAiW, and that the Court 
7W w^iHi/^Qylj be no more liable to the like Accidents. But they 
J^tfit* 12? knew afterwards, that the caufcof all this haft was, that they 
/«ftMi^id might bring into the Town as many Pidhires, and other choice 
infufk b*f. and rich Furniture, as did load eighteen Mules i whkh, as 
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was ikid before, Dmi AUmz§ had bought of the King's goods, 
tsi then fent to the Groyne^ and which they did not then think 
ooold be decently brought to the Palace, whilft the Embafli- 
dnrsfliould oontioueand remain in the Town. 

This injunftion to leave MdJridy in fo unleafonable a time 
of cbe year, was rery fevere to the Embaffidours. The Lord 
Cfttivgtm was at this timefeventy fix years of Age, once or 
nrkein a year troubled with the Gout^^ in other refpeds of 
peat vigour oTBody and Mind ; nor did there appear in his 
camral parts any kind of decay. He had refolv'a, when he 
firft propoM this Embafly to the King, and, it may be, it 
was the diief reafonof propofing ir«that, if therefliould be no 
door open to let him return into Bftglsmdy by the time that 
kisEii^afly QiouU expire, he would remain and die in Sfam. 
Bat he did then believe, that he (hould have found another 
kind of Entertainment there than he had done. He had^ 
without doubt, deferv'd very well from that Nation, having 
always performed thofe Offices towards them which made 
hiffl Jook'd upoo at home as too well afl^ed to that People, 
which, together with his conftant oppofition of the French^ 
bad rniderd him very ungracious to the Queen : yet there 
were fome feafans, in which his credit and authority was not 
great eooi^ to obtain all things for them which they defir'd^ 
and expeaed ; as when their Fleet, under the command of 
Ofscnfc, about the year 1(^39, had beenailaulted in the Domts, 
and defeated by the Dutct Fleer, for want of that pretention 
which they thought the King might have given to them. And 
it » probable their Embafladour^ , who were then in EngUnd^ 
whereof Don Ahmz9 was on<f, did not find that readinefsand 
alacrity in him to appear in their fervice, as they had former- 
ly dooe^ he very well knowing, that the being follicicous for 
tbem, in that conjunAure, might do Himfelf harm, and 
oould do Tbem no good. But thcfe OmjfTions were now re* 
member'd, and all his fervices forgotten : fo that fas hach been 
tOQch'd bdbre ) his reception, from the firft hour of his com- 
ing lafl thither, was vei7 cold both from the King and the 
Cwrt And though he was now willing to refume his former 
reblQUon of Aaying there; yet the treatment he hadreceiv'd, 
aod this laft farewel, made him doubt, very reafonably, whe- 
ther he flxNild be permitted to ftay there or not. 

Th£Re was another circumftance, which was necefllary to 
his rcGding in Spsmj in which he met with fome difficulties 
thathebad notforefeen, and whidb did exceedingly perplex 
lusi ; ind which he plainly enough difccrn'd,^nd xnewto be 
themiecaufeof all the diicountenance he had met with in 
that Cburt f though he was willing the other EmbaAdour, 
vho knew nothing of |t| fliould believe that it proceeded 
% from 
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from what hadpafled in Et^iamd) which was then remem- 
ber'd in the difcourfeof theCourc, and was thetniecaufeof 
the general prejudice co him there. He had been formerly re- 
conciled in that Kingdom to the Church cf 12mw, atxl had 
conftantly gone to the Mafs there ^ and declaring himil-lf af- 
terwards in England to be of the Religion of the Church of 
Eifglamdj he was Apoftatiz'd from ihe other; which, in char 
Country, is look'd upon as fuch a Brand, as the infamy of it 
can never be wiped out j and this indeed was the realbn of 
that King's fo notable averfion from him. The truth is, he 
had never made any enquiry into Religion to inform bimielf, 
but had a)nform'd to that which the Erovince he held obliged 
him to ; and though he could never get the reputation in £0^- 
/jtivi/ of being well afiv:Aed to that Church, and was always 
look'd upon as moft inclin'd to the Romany yet he convinced 
thofe who would have taken advantage of that guilt, by being 
prefcnt at Prayers, and Sermons , and (bmetimes receiving 
the Sacrament, as he did the very iafl: &tnJayhe ftay'd in the 
Hague bzfoTC he begun his Journey towards Spaing and even 
after his arrival there, was conftant at the reading the Coni- 
mon Prayers both Morning, and Evening, by their own Chap- 
lain, in their Houfe, as long as the Chaplain iiv'd : and many, 
who knew him very well, did believe that if he had died in 
England, he would have died in the Communion of that 
Church; But there is no doubt, he did refolve, from the time 
that he meant to remain and die inSpamy that he would be- 
come a Bffman Catholick again , which he thought to be a 
much eafier thing than it was ^ and that he might have been 
reconciled by any Prieft in as private a manner as Y\t could 
defire. But when he confulted that affair with ajefuit^who 
frequently came to the Houie, he found, that after an Apo- 
ftacy, asthey term'dit> itwasnot in the power of any Prieft 
to reconcile him , but that \t was referv'd to the Pope him* 
felf j who rarely gives the fapqlty to any but Co his own Nun- 
tios. This obliged htm torefort thither; which he could 
not eafily do without communicaring it to the other Embaf- 
fadour ; towards whom this was the only fecret he referv'd. 
And he found a way, as he thought^ to elude him in this par- 
ticular. He told him, fcveral days, that the Nuntio had fent 
him fuch and fuch Mefllages by that Jefuft concerning thofe 
Gentlemen who were in Prifon, the fubftanoe whereof did 
not difier from what the Fenetian Embafladour had formerly 
delivered from him: at laft, he told him, ^' that he found the 
^' Nuntio had fomewhat to fay in that Affair which be would 
^^ not communicate by MeflTagc, but wilh'd to fpeak with him 
*^ in private ; for publickly he muft not be knowa to have 
^^any conference with him i and that hereupon be refolv'd to 
X go

be did, and was cfaea reconctted ^ and renirn'd home;, mak- 
isg fiidi a relacion of their co6ference to his Companion as 
kthougjhc fit; and deliver'd the Nuntio's Talucation to hita.

And. before that time, when they both Vi- 
fitedtbe ?i^itm Je U HezienJay who carried them Iniohli 
Ubnry, wfailft the other Embafladour Wafs cafting his Eyeidf 
opoQ feme Books ( it being the beft private Library It Md^ 
mi) che Lord Ci^ftwgtom toM Ae Prefident, <^ that he wa^ 
^himfeifaCaCholick, but that his Companion was aii obftl- 
"natc Herecick : of which the Prcfidcnt fent him informaliorf 
die next day. But fince himfelf forbore ever to Communi- 
cate this fecret to him, odt of an opinion, it isrery probable^ 
that he might give ibme diftinbance to hi^refolutiorf, he like- 
vife took no miknnf^ of dOQce of it to him to the minttte of 
diefrparting. 

This di£BciiI^ being over, there reniainM yet another ^yTheiMi 
vhicbwas, his having permiflioh to ftay in that Country ^Couingfon 
for which he addfeTs^l himfelf to Dmt Ltuns*^ mentioned'!'/''^'""' . 
«hif Agej his infirmity oftheGottt ; ^hich would infeniWy^J/'MT'

" was impdEEbie for him to make the Journey. Dm zJttms told 
him, ** be ooold afifwer him to partbf what he (aid Without 
'^ peaking to the King; that hemiift not think of ftaylng 
'*wiih theCharader of an Embaffiid6ur, nor of refiding in 
^^MiJrui, ifi bow private a condition fbe^ct; if he defired 
"anything with tbefe two reftraittts,'he wouM move the 
"King in it. The other told him, ^thathefubmiited to Both 
"ihefe co&diti<rt& ; and oftly dcfircd Licence to refide fn Fal- 
^lidoUy wher6 he had liv'd marfy years, when the Court re- 
''main'd there, in the time of King PlhSp the third. 

This {Aace was not diffik'd ; and within few days^ Dcm 
hKm fent him word ** that the fcing lippfov'd it ; and that 
" he (hottM have a Letter to the chiief Magiftrate there, to treat 
"Mm with all retpeft.j and that bis Majel!y would fake care 
"that he (hould not undergo any diftrefs, but would iupply 
"Umas his neceffities x^^ttd. And, fhortly after, a mtt- 
Tip was fear to the Embolladours to let them know, that the 
Cnghad appcdntedfoch a day for to give them an Audiences* fi«A4/i 
totdce their leave. Thii new importunity was as extraordi-A<i»«ri h^» 
nay as the fof mer ; bowefver , they perform'd their Ceremo- ^«^«»^* ^ 
ntsi and about thebegtt»iiiigofil/tfr^i&, after they had been ''*'* 
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in that Court hear fifteen Months, the/ both left Mddrui in 
the fame hour : the Lord Cctti^gton taking his Courfe for ya/- 
Vm Lffi ladolid\ where he had the fanaeHoufe provided, and made 
^"*"B^®° ready forhim by thecareof the £ji5gii^jjcfuir8 there, in vrhich 
vTuXlid ^^ ^*^ dwelt at the time of his Agency, when the Courc re- 
tiUht di9i, fided there ; where be died within one year after, in the 7 7<^ 

year of his Age.< 
Hm chifi^ H E was a vQry wife roan, by the great and long experience 
#«r. he bad in buGnefs of all kinds ^ and by his natural temper,wbich 

was not liable to any tranfport of Anger, or any other paili- 
OD, but could bear contradidton, and even reproach, witnout 
being moved, or put out of his way : for be was very fteady 
in purfning what he propofed tohimfelf, and had a courage 
not to be frighted with any oppoficion. It is true he was illt- 
terate as to the Grammar of any Language, or the principles 
of any Science, but by his perfe^ly underftandiog the SpmnHh 
( which hefpoke as a SpimiarJ) the Frencby and Itmlum Lan- 
guages, and having jread very much in all, he could not be 
faid to be ignorant in any part of Learning, Divinity only rc^ 
cepred. He had a very fine and extraordinary underftanding in 
the Nature of Beafts aod Birds, and above all in all kind of 
Plantations and Arts of Husbandry. He was born a Gentle- 
man both by Father and Mother, his Father having a pretty 
entire Scat near Bfutm in Somerfet Jbire^ >v<)rth above two 
hundred pounds a year, which had defcended frpm Father to 
Son for rnany hundred years, and is ftill in the pofleffion oP 
his Elder Brother's Children, the Family haying been always 
Roman Catholick. His Mother W2s'^ Staffbrdy nearly allied 
coSr Edvifrd Stafford ; who was Vice-Chatnterlaio to Queen 
Bifzaiethj and had been Embafladour in Pram^e ; by whom 
this Gentleman was brought up, and wa« Gentleman of his 
Horfe, and left one ofhis Executors of his WiU. and by him 
recommended to S' Ro^rt CfCfiy then Principal Secretary of 
State; who preferred him to S' Charbs c^mwaOhy when he 
went Embafladour into,^^ii»| in the beginning of the Reign 
cSYiiTi^ James ; where kc remained, for the fpace of eleven 
or twelve years, in the condition of Secretary or Agent, with- 
out ever returning into England in all that time. He raifed 
by his own Virtue and Induftry a very fairEftatc, of which, 
though the Revenue did not exceed above four thouf&nd 
pounds by the year j yet he had four very good Houfes, and 
three Parks, the value whereof was not icckon'd into that 
computation. He liv'd very Nobly, well ferv'd, and attended 
in hisHoufe; had a better Stable of Horfes, bener provifion 
for Sports (efpecially of Hawks, in which he cook great delight) 
thanmoftof his Quality, and liv'd always- wiih great fplcn- 
dourj for though he lov'd Money very wcll^and didnot warily 
% " . . enough 
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enough coDfider the circumftances of geccing it, he foent ic 

weU ail ways but in giving, which he did not affedt. He was 

of an excelleoc humour, and very eafy to live with ^ and, un- 
der a gr4&ve countenance, cover'd the moft of mirth, and cauf- 

cdfl}ore, than any Manofthemoftpleafant difpoficion. He 
oever uied any Body ill, but ufed many very well for whom 

be had no regard : his greatcfl fault was, that he could dif- 

icmbie, and make Men believe (hat helov'd them very well, 

viien be cared not for them. He had not very tender Afk* 

dions, nor Bowels apt to yearn at all objects which dcferv'd 

CDcnpaiflion: He was heartily weary of the world, and no 

Man was more willing to die ; wh'ch is an Argument that he 

had peace of Conicience. He left behind him a greater eileem 

of hts Par cs» than love to his Perfon. 
The other Embafladour was difmiOled with much tnorc rhi tthtr 

CoancCy: for when they heard that his Family remain'd at Amf- EmiAffddimr 

werp in FUmderSy and that he intended to go thither, and ftay ^fmifU 

t:3credjl he receiv'd other Orders from the King his Matter, *'!''•'*'''• - 

tbcy gave him all difpatches thither which might be of ufe to ^^^' 

huD in cho£b Parts. The YM%olSfain himielf ufed many 

gracious Expreffions to him at his laft Audience, and fent af- 
terwards CO him a Letter for the Arch-Duke Leofold'^ in which 

he exprcfled the good opinion he had of the Embafladour ; . 

and commanded ^ chat , whiltt he (bould chooie to refide in 

^zhotc Parts y under his Government, he (liould receive all 

^ RefpeA, and enjoy all Privileges as an Embafladour : and 

iter L^mis ie Haro writ likewife to the Arch-Duke, and the 

Count of FMemJaUMgnOy ^^ to Iox)k upon him as His particular 

"Friend : all which Ceremonies, though theycoft them no- 
thing, were of real benefit and advantage to the Embafladour : 
for ^fidcs the Treatment he receiv'd from the Arch- Duke 
bimfelf in BntffeiSy as EmbaflRidour, fuch direAions, or recom- 
mendations, were fent to the Magittrates at Antverpy that 
he enjoy 'd the privilege £)f his Chapel, and all the EngUJOj who 

were numerous then jrt that City , rcpair'd thither with all '. 

firttdem for their Fxvotion, and theexercife of their Reli- ^ ^ jffc'^/ 

gioo: which iibejly had never been before granted to any /^i^^^fj^^^^^^^fi^^ Ly

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dition not otily deplorable , bat as .abfoloteiy defperate. 

There had, a little before^ fiiUeo out an accident that 
troubled Pranci very tBOchy and nolefspleafed^M; which 
TktVfdtk was the death ofthe Prmceof Otm^^ j a young Prince of 
•ftht P'^Mtf* great hope and expeAation, and of a Spirit that defir'd to be 
•foriDgc. ijj Adkion. He had found, that the Peace i)et ween 5|p4fffli and 
the Low-Coontfiet, which his Father had been fo folljcicoos 
comaker even at his expiration, was not Kketo prefenrehim 
inequalluflte to what the three former Princes had enjoyed; 
and therefore he lifted nothing more, than that an oppor- 
tunity might be ofier*d to enter upon the V/ar.He compJain'd 
loudly, that the Court ofSfsm had not bbierv'd, nor per- 
form'd^ many of thofe Conditions which it was oblig'd to do 
for the particular benefit of him, and his Family : whereby 
he xrontinued ihvdiv'd in many Debts^ which were nneafy to 
bim 'y and (b^ upon all occafions which fell out, he adher'd to 
that Party in thfe States which were known moft to favour 
the Intereft of Fraiicii which inclination the Cardmal, and 
the other Minlfters of that Crown, ufed all poflible care and 
endeavour to cultivate : and Sfaim was fo much afieAed i^ith 
the appreheoflon of the oonfequenc^f that Alteration^ and 
with the Cbnfcience of their own having promoted it^ by not 
having ootiiptyed with their obligations, that they tefolv<d to 
redeem their error, and to reconcile him again, if poffible, to 
them. To this piirpofe, a very great prefent was prepar'd at 
Mulrid to be ient to him , ten brave Spamjb Horfes^ the 
word of which coft there three hundred pounds Sterling, 
with many other rarities of great value, and likewife a pre- 
fent of Plate, Jewels , and perfum'd Leather, to the Princefs 
Royal his Wife ; and a full aflii ranee, ^^ that tney would forth- 
*^ with begin to perform all the Articles which were to be 
^ done by them, and finilb all within a fliort time. 

The Exprefs, who was appointed td accompany the pre- 
fent, atid to perform the other funAlons, was to begin his 
Journey within two days, when the Newsarriv'd, byanEx- 
prefs from Bruffeb, who came in as fliort a time as could be 
imagih'd, that the Prince of Orange was^ dead of the fmall 
Pox, and had left the Princefs with Child, and very near her 
mprinnfs time; who was brought to bed of a Son within few days af- 
dtUvtrU 0t ter his deceafe. The Court at Madrid could not conceal iflf 



and grief for the lofs of a Man whom they believed to be more 
thanordinarily aifefi^ to them $ and who, by a conjundtioft 
with their Friends in HBUandj mighty in a (hort time, oe much 
fuperior to diat Party in the States which adhered Co the Sps- 
«g^ Intereft. But

But no Body receiv'd lb iofupponable prejudice, and da- .«x ^ 
Bttge, by xbis fetal blow, as the King of Great £W^4;sdid ; ^ ^ 
towards whom chat brave Prince gave all the ceftimony and ^^ K3>^ 
noQifeftaticm of the rooft entire, faft, and unfliaken Afltedion ^ */*"&. 
and Friendfliip, that bath ever been perfomj'd towards any !p^JJ^'* 
PcKoQ under any fignal Misfortune. Ek&des the ailifting him, 
opon fevcral emergent occafions, with greater Sums of Money 
than were eafy to his incumbered Fortune, his Reputation, 
and his dedar'd Refolution, ^^ that he would venture all he 
^ had in thac Quarrel, difpoied many to be more concera'd 
for his Majefty . Tfaioug^h he could not prevail over that 
Fafiion in Hnl^mlj which were known to favour CremweB 
{nai the more out of their averfion to him, and to his Power 
aadGreatnels) to induce them to ferve the Kii:^, ydt he kept 
the Scales General from confenting to that infamous Alliance 
fiodConjuo&ioD, which, (honly after his death, theyenter'd 
fotowitb the new Republick^ and which (hey would never 
have yielded tp, if He had Jiv'd. And, no doubt, the refpeft 
bach Pr^mce aivd Sf^ had for Hixn, and his Iitferpoficiony 
hadprevajl'd wlch both to be more reftrain'd than they jafter- 
wards appealed to be^ in a total di»:lining all conGderation of 
the King, and rejeding all thouj^s of his Reftoratioii. k 
oontribated very much to the pegUgent Farewd the Emba£- 
fidours had receiv'd in ffam : For' the news of the Prince's 
death had arriv'd tbere fome time before their departure; and 
k did not only extii^uiOi all imaginations in Pramf of any 
poffiUe hope for our King, but very mudi leOen'd the Re* 
iped, and Civility, which that Court had always (hew'd to 
the QopcD her £blf, as a Daughter of Fraitce ; towards whom 
diey esprefled hoc that regard they had formerly done. 

But there was anoiHer accident, which, at this time, gave 
the Qieen more trouble than this; and of which her Majefty 
made gicat complaint to the Chancellor of the Exchequer ac 
his letom from Sfsim. Upon the Interview which had been 
between the King and the Queen at BeMuvsiSy when the King 
vent for HoBmtdy upon the foresfight, if not the refolution, 
that it would be fit fox him to adventure his own Perfon into 
SaiUwdj he had left his Brother thie Duke of T^ri with the rmehii^ tba 
Qieen, with direAton ^.^ that he (faoiild conform himfeif en- 7>»^r tf 
^ludj to the wiU and pleajfure of the Queen his Mother^ Yprk/</t 
" matters of Religion only exoepced. And there was the Icis "^j^ 
doubt of his conformity to her Commands^ becaufe, befides * ^ 
bis Pietv and Duty, which was ve/y entire towards her, he 
vtt to depend wbolely lipon her Bounty for his Support ; the 
^ Court of Frmte not taking any notice of this ipcceafe df her 
cipcnoe, nor paying her own narrow ailignation with any 
paaOoality; ii^ that fhe .was not ^le,befidei the refervcdnefs 
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ia her Nature, Co to fupply him as to make his Condition 
pleafant to him ; but exercifed the fame Auilere Carriage to- 
wards him, which (lie had done to the Prince his Brother, 
and as unfucccfsfully. The Duke was very young, with a 
numerous Family of his own, not well enough inclin'd to be 
contented, and confiding of Perfonswho lov'd not one aoo- 
ther, nor their Mafter well enough to confider him before 
themfelves : which wrought that eflfcdl upon him, that none 
of them had that Credit wuh him, that, at fuch an Age, fbme 
good Men ought to h^ve had : which proceeded from want 
ofreaibnable providence and ctrcumfpedion. For when he 
made his Efcape out of EftgUnd ( as is mention'd before ) he 
b^d only one Ferfon attending him (who had, before, no re- 
lation of pretence to his Service ) whole Merit might have 
been otherwife requited, than by giving him a title and de- 
pendence upon him ; and he quickly appeared to be Co un- 
worthy of it, that he was remov'd from it. Then was the 
time that fuch Perfons (hould have been placed about him, as 
might have both difcover'd fuch infirmities, as his hTacure 
might incline him to, and have infuied thofe Principles of 
Virtue, and Honour, as he was moft capable of, and difpofed 
to y and which had been as proper for his prefent Misfortune, 
as for his higheft Dignity. But tKat Province was whole!/ 
committed to the Queen his Mother by the late King, who 
was then in Prifon ; and her Majefty being then at PariSg 
when the Duke Landed in HcUand^ (he could not deliberate 
fo long upon it as fuch a fubjedt requir'd ^ and fo was per- 
fwaded by others to confider them more than her Son ; and 
made haft to put fuch a Family about him, with reference to 
the Number, and to the Offices which they were defign'd to 
ferve in, as was above the Greatnefs to which the younger Son 
of the Crown of England could pretend, by the Ufage and 
Cuftom of that Kingdom, when it was in (he greateft Splen- 
dour ^ and all this, when there was not in view the leaft Reve- 
nue to Support it, but that the whole Charge and Burthen of ic 
muft inevitably fall upon Her ^ of which her Majefty was 
quickly fenfible, and paid the penalty at leaft in the peace and 
quiet of her Mind 

The Duke was full of Spirit and Courage, and naturally 
lov'd defigns, and defir*d to engage himfelf in fome Adion 
that might improve and advance the low Condition of the 
King his Brother ; towards whom he had an inviolable Af- 
fedion and Fidelity, fuperior to any Temptarion. . He was 
not pleafed with the treatment he receiv'd in France^ not had 
confidence enough in any of his Servants, to be advifed by 
them towards the contriving any expedient that he might rea- 
fonably difpofe himfelf to, or to be diflWaded ftoin any £n- 

terprife 
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terprifc which his own PafGoo might fuggcft to him ; though 

too many had too much Credit with him in contributing to 

his dticootents, and in reprefenting the uncomfortableneft of 

his own Condition to him ; ^^ the little regard the Queen ap- 

^'pear'd Co have of him, cheluftre that fome of herServan'S 

" Uv'd in, ar.d thofe who depended upon them, whilft his 

" Royal Highnefs wanted all that was neceflary, and his Ser- v 

'^ vanes were expofed to the moft fcandalous neceffities and 

*' contempt ; which fuggeflions, by degrees, began to abate 

chat reverence in him to the Queen his Mother, to which he 

was very dutifully inclined. 

There were at that time two Perfoos, who, though 
without any relation to the Court, very much frequented the 
Duke's Lodgings, and had frequent d.fcouries with him, S' 
Edward Htrterty the late King's At turney General fof whom ^-r Edward 

much is faid before) and S^ George Ratcl^y who had been de- Herbcrt^n^ 

fignd by that King to attend upon the Duke of Tork into^'' G. Ric- 

Irtlmtdy when he once thought of fending him thither. But*=^'^''.'J[^' - 

that dcdgn being quickly laid afide, there was no more thought f^'^^"'*^*''^ 

of ufing his Service there. The Duke looked upon them 

both as Wife Men, and fit to give him advice j and finding 

that they both applied thcmfclves to him with diligence, and 

addrels, he communicared his thoughts more freely to them 

than to any others. And they took pains to perfwade him to 

diflike the Condition he was in, and that he might fpend his 

time more to his advantage in fome other place than in 

Fr«sce. They fpoke often to him of the Duke of Lffrrdhe. ^ v _j^ ^ y 

" as a pattern and example for all unfortunate Princes to fol- ^.J^L ^'^^^^'^^^ 

« low : That he being, by the power and injuftice of the King ^m'*^ "^ ^^^^^^o^m^

"had, bv his own Virtue and Aftivity, put himfelf in the ^Lorraine ^ 

"bead of an Army ; by which he mace himfelf fo confiderable, 

"that he was Courted by borh the Crowns of FrMHce and 

^^SfMtm^ and might make his Conditions with either accord- 

" ing to his own election y 2nd in the mean time liv^d with 

"great Reputation, and in great Plenty, efteem'd by all the 

" World for his Courage and Condudt. With thefe, and the 

like dKcouries, the Du^e was much pleafed, and amufed, and 

wi(h*d ffl himfelf that he could be put into fuch a Condition, 

when in truth there could not a more improper example have 

been propoied to him, whofe Condition was more unlike his, 
or whofe Fortune and Manners he was lefs to wifli to follow, 

or leG able to imitate. For the Duke of Larrame had for^j^^^]^ ^ 
many years before his Misfortunes, had a great name in War, Lorraine'« 

and was looked upon as one of the greateft Captains cfchri- ch^irdSir, 
fiekiem ^ and had drawn the Armes and Power of Frince up* 
Ml him, by bis inconftancyi and adhering to Sfah^ contrary 

Cc4. to 
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to his Treaty and obligation with the other Grown ; and mrhen 
be was driven out of his own Country, and not able to de- 
fend it, he was in the head of a very good Army, and poP 
fefledof gceat wealth, which he carried with him, and could 
i^ot but be very welcome, as he well knew, into Fl^tders^ 
both as his Mi»brtune proceeded from his Afle&ion to their 
IQing, and as his Forces werenecelEiry for their defence. And 
fo he made fuch Conditions with them, as weremoft bene- 
ficial to himfclf, and yet, in the confequence, fo unfuccdsful^ 
asnueht well terrify all other Princes from treading 10 the 
fametootfieps, 
ThiKiH^' W I T H (he report of the defeat of that Army by CrcmweU 
fitvdim uxScotlamd (which was the fitil good fortune to the King) or 
L"m7 ** ftiorcly after , fome Letters from EftglMul brought Intelli- 
" ' gence, without any ground, that the King war dangeroufly 
Sick ; and (hortly after, that he was Ekad ^ which was be- 
lieved in E^fami^ and from thence tranfmitted imo Fr^ue, 
This gave a new Alarm to thofe two Gentlemen mentioo'd 
before j who received this information from fuch Friends in 
EMglandy that they did really believe it to be true ; and there- 
upon cooduded, that both the place and the company would 
not befit for the new King to be found in : and therefore that 
k would he neceflary for him to remove from thence, before 
the report fliould be confirmed, and believ'd. 

W H ETHER they impaned this nk% conGderation to the 

Duke or not, his Highnefs, without any Preface of the Mo- 

7^ T)ii^ ^tives, told ihe Qqeeu, ^^ he was refolv'd to make a Journey to 

YorkAfi' ^^ Bnplfy who, being exceedingly furprifed, askM him die 

ifuatntshw teafon ; and '^ bow he could be able to make fuch a Journey?

firnfief t / ^e had no Money. His Anfwer in Ihort was, ^ that he would

eafily concluded ^who the Couoiellors were y who were both 

very ungracious to her, and (be had long done all (be could 

to leflen the Duke's efteem of them. They weU forefaw that 

the want of Money would be of that force, that, without aiiy 

other difficulty, the Journey would be rendered impoffible. 

They had therefore, upon their own credit^ or out of their 

ownllore^ procui'd as much as would defray tbejoum^ to 

Mrngibi 
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Mmmjfm^i whicfa, by the Duke's dlredions, was put into the 
htndsof S^ <Si9rp Rateitffi, and to be managed by his provi- 
dcoceasid dtfcieuoo. And then he poblkkly declared his re- 
bkaskm to b<^ his Journey the next day for Brujpb^ leav- 
ing bis Servants to make what fliift they could to ftay there, 
crfoDowhlm. 

Si N c s chare was no remedy, the Queen thought it necef- 
hpf that his chief Servants (hoald wait on him, tl^t fbe might 
reccffe an Account what progrefs he made, and what his de- 
6ffk ooald be: ib the Lord Bfrpm. and M' Bnmrty made them- 
ielves ready for the Joureey ; b' J9bn Bnkley choofing to 
(bay befaiiid, that he might not appear inferior where he had 
exenafed the fiipreme Charge. And fo, with the other two 
Coonfellors, and many of the inferior Servants, the Duke, 
aooordiog to his rdblutlon, left the Queen ; and , when he 
came to Brsr^/, he lodged attht Houfe of S^Hnrryde VU 
the Kingfs Refidem, without being taken notice of by any of 
thatComt. Tbere thetwoCounfellors begun to form his Fa- 
mily, and to confer Offices upon thofe who were moft accept- 
able to diieixi ; f>refiiming that they fliould ihordy receive 
News frooi &ghmiy which would conBrm all that they 
had done under other Titles. In the mean time the Govern* 
meat of the Houfe, and ordering the expeoce, was commit- 
ted wholely to Sr Gf9rge Rdtcliffe, whiift the other contented 
ittdelf witfa prefiding in the Councils, and direfting all the 
politick defigns. The Duke of Lorrsmi had vtficed the Duke 
upon his 6x1k Arrival, and being informed of the ftreights his 
Royal HMmefii was in^ prefented him widi one thqufand 
)ls. But now €he lecret ground of all their Counfels 
found to be without any reality : the King was not only 
alive^ and in good health, but known to be inthe head of an 
Army that look'd crmoweBin the Face; which deftroy'dall 
die Machine iliey had raiied : yet, being too far Embark'd 
to retire with any grace, and beine encouraged by the civili- 
ty dbe Dolce of X.sfTirM bad (hevrd towards the Duke, they 
bad (he prefiimption to propofe that there might be a Marri-

Whbk die Duke of LsrrMw faw how the Affairs of this Lorraim'« 
voong Prince were conducted, and that the Lord Bfrom^ and ^4"^ 
Mr Bnmtty who were Men well bred^ and able to have dif* ^^*^' 
coorfed aoyiMifindfi to him, one whereof was his Governour 
and dieocfaer his Secretary, who by their Qflkes ought tobe 
morecruAed in an Afiair^that moment, were not at all ac- 
with it, and that the odier CwoPerfoos^ who were

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Men cf a very unufual mien, appear'd in it, and that only 
S' George Ratclifflt undertook to fpeak to him about ic, who 
could only makehimfelf underftood In 2>/iv, which the JDuke 
cared not co fp^^ak in, he declined entertaining the motion, 
till he might kiiow chat it was made with the King's approba- 
tion J which tne other did no: pretend jt to be, but " that he

" jefty. Thus they were at the end of their projefts ; and 
3*r Dtiks there being no means to ftay longer at BruJJelsy they perfwad- 
vifiti huSi' cd the Duke to vifit his Sifter at the Hague ^ and there to con- 
Haeue ^^^^ ^^^ advife what was next to be done. 
* ' Op all thefe particulars the Q jeen complain'd to the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, with great bitternels againft the folly 
and prefumption or tho% two Gentlemen, whofe fidelity to 
the nLing (lie did not fufpeA j nor could Ihe imagine the mo- 
tive that had engaged them in fuch a bold undertaking ; but 
flic requir'd him, '^ that a(foon as he fliould come into Fla»* 
'^ derSy he would make a Journey to the HagtHy and prevail 
'^ with the Duke ( to whom (lie writ to the fame purpoie) ^^ to 
" return again to Paris -^ which the Chancellor promifed to 
endeavour heartily to do, being exceedingly trouoled at the 
general difcourfe , which that Sally had adminifter'd, as if 
therewere aSchifm in the Royal Family in alealbnwhen Co 
much union was requifite. 

ThetRE was another inftance of the King's extreme low 
condition, and of the higheft difrefpcA the Court of Frame 
could exprefs towards htm, and of which all the Proteftanc 
Party of the Qiieen's Family complain'd very vehemently. 
From the time of the Queen's being in France^ the late King 
bad appointed a Chaplain of his own, Ji^ CoJtnSj who was af- 
terwards Bi(hop of Durham J to attend upon her Majefty (of 
the conftant fervice of that part of her Hou(hold, the niim- 
bcr cf her Proceftant Servants being much fuperior to thofe 
who were Roman Catholicks.

He as frankly reproadi'd them 

all with behig Men of no parts, of no underftanding , nor 

learnioff, no principles, and norefolution, and was fo juft to 

themau, as to contemn every Man of them alike.

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00 M«n who dcfired to be io his Company ^ ycty by the 
kxttdcof his talk, which was the moftlikereafon without be- 
ing it, be retain'd ftill too much aedit widi the Doke ; who, 
beuf amafixl aud confounded with hia pofitiye di(oour(e, 
dioqght him to be wifer thanthofe who were more eafily 
ooderftood ; ami was himftlf lb young, that he was rather 
ddighted with the Journeys he had made, than fenfible that 
he had not enter'd upon them with reafon enough^ and wa9 
foiufied with a firm refolution never to acknowledge that he 
hid committed any error. However, he was very glad tore- 
oetve the Queen's Letter, which the Chancellor delivered to 
hiffl i heardhis advice very willingly, and refohr'd to begin his 
Jouroey to Paris without any delay ^ and looked upon the oc- 
cafioo, as avery feafonable redemption. The next day he 
went to Aigivferp^ and from thence, with the fame retinue he

<* tage ; but to keep himfelf entire tUl he (hould come im to 
'^ him. With this Order Ijmiert marched away the fiune 
day the Advertifement came. 
ijiAV9i Cro>4W£LL refol v'd then to leave Major General Mntt^ 

Monk im upon whom he look'd with moft confidence, as an excellent 
scoclaad. Officer of Foot, and as entirely devoted to mm, with a ftroqg 
Party of Foot, and fome Troons of Horfe, ftrong enough to 
fupprefi any Forces which Ihoula rife after his departure, ^ to 
^^Kcep EdeMtorwgb^ and the Hariiour of Lktb ; to (ivprife 
*^ ana apprehend as maoy of the Nobility, and oonfiderable 
^ Gentry, as he fliould fufped, and keep them under cufto- 
<^ dy ^ to ufe the higheft ieverity agaioft all who oppofed him ; 
^ and, above all, not to endure or permit the Licence of the 
^^ Preadiers in their Pulpiis ; and to make himfelf as formid- 
^^ able as was poffible : in the lai( place, that, alSx>n as there 
'^ appear'd oovifible force in the Field, he (hould befiege ^i^- 
^ Gm'y whither moft Ferfons of condition were retire with 
their Goods of Value, as to a place of ftrength, and capable 
of being defended; where the Records of the Kingdom, and 
many other thmgs of moft account were depofited ; it being 
die place where the King had, for the moft part, refided. He 
diarged him , ^* if at S^ J9kmfi<nfgy or any otlier place , be 
^'foundaftubbom refiftance, and were forced to' fpend much 
^^ time, or to take it by Storm, that he (hould give no Qiurw 
*^ ter, nor exempt it from a general Plunder ; all whidi Rules 
infynk obferv'd with the utmoft rigour ; and made himielf as 
terrible as Man could be. 
When Cr#xrap#/^ had difpatch'd all thcfe Orders and Dire* 
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fikni) wkb marvellous Expedition, and feen moft of ibeoi 
iifaooed in fame d^ee, he begun his own March with the 
leoibderof hbAnny, chieedtys after the King W9Ji goQCjotndfilUm 
wtt a woiidcrful cbearfulneb, and aOiirance to the Officers*^^ K!»^ 
lolSokikiS, thac helbould obtain a fiiH Viasory in E^^lawd^^^^ 
orerthofe wbofledfromhimoQtof^/i^m/. ^^^* 

Thk King had, from the time that he had recover'd aiiy 
Aothoricy in Sc0i/Jaut, gianted a Commilfion to the Duke of 
Jkinf&iMP, to raife a Regiment of Horfe which Maffiy was 
lOGOflunand under him, and to raife another Regiment of 
Fooc And Che Bifk/b which itaould refort thither, of whidh 
ixf npeCbed great Nnmbera^ were to Lift themfelves in 
tfaote Regiments. And there were fixne who had Lifted them* 
fehrcsaccordii^ly 9 but tlie difci^ine the^afi had ufed to the 
Cog. and their adlieriog to their old Principles y even after 
ifaeyMciD'd unified for his Maj^> had Icept the King's fncDid$ 
in &ilmd from repairing to them in Sc^thmd. They who 
caocDDm iMsmd with theKing, had difpofed tbemfelvesas 
iiUd before, and there was little doubt but that, aflboo a< 
[Ik Kfflg ibould enter E»gindy thofe two Regiments would 
be immpriialffly full. TheUuke of Bacth^bMt had loft much 
pDQod ( and the more becaufe the King was not pleafed with 
kjbyhii hariDg broken off* all manner of Friendfhip witl| 
Duke fkmbm^ and die Earl of UMherdale (to. whom hp 
y prafeAed b much ) and hadenterVi into (bfaft a conjun^ 
fton vith the Maiquis of Arfjky their declai 'd iriecondl- 
lUeEinoT, and adhered fo firmly tohtm, when h^ was lefif 
datihiiDtDC King than lie ought to have been. Maffij ha4 
gptft great Name by his defming GbaBir againft the late 
KiQd and was looked upon as a Martyr for the Preibyteriall 
Ivcfcfti and b very dear tp xhax Party; and therefore, afr 
fan as diey came within the borders of Effglamt^ bo was 
intvith feme Troops before, and was always tQ march a( Uaflcr M 
bft t day befiore Che Army, to the end that b^ migltf dve f^T^^. 
ft»»of die King's comings and draw the Gentry oTth^ ^/^ 
Cooocieithrou^ whidi he pa&'d, to be ready to attend upon 
Iv Muefty. Befides , be had particular acquaintance with 
BoftonhePre^yterians dljmc^fime ; whom 00 Body ima- 
pt'iicDbeQf the ^sr^ temper, or unwilling to unite andjoyn 
vididie Royal Pany ; nor indeed were they.

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{bbnefr lizard that .Mt^ was ient^^efbre to call upon their 
Friends, and obferv'd that, from the entrance inro EmglMtdj 
tfaofe aboQt (he King feem'd €o have left regard for the Co- 
venafic Chan formerly, bucchey fent an Express to htm, ^n^ith- 
^out communicating kintheleaft degree with ciie. King:, -n^ith 
Letters, and a Declaration, wbenein they reault^ him "to 
^^ {mblift chat £)ec)aration, which fignifie^i tbelCtegV, and the 
^ whole Arm/s Z^al for the Covenant, arxi trh^ir ftefolution 
"to proTecute the true intenf ofit ; atid ;^rbid htai ** to rc- 
"ceiveor entertain any Soldiers -in his Trocfsy butchofe 
<< who would (iibfcribe that obligation. The Khi« had foon 
notice of this, and loftnot^nieitffcnding KoMmfiy ^^ not to 
^^ pvMifti any fiich Deciarati<aM; and to behave himferf with

U?oN appearance of thac Body of Lamierfs^ the whole 
Anoy was drawn up, and appear'd very chearful. The King 
hiTing oUerv'd D^pvid Lffley^ chrotighouc the whole march, 
bi and melancholy, and, at that time when the Enemy re- 
dr'd, and plainly in a quicker pace than a good Retreat uTed 
to be mad^ flow in giving Orders, and feuding by himfelf, 
hisMajefty rode up to him, and asked him, with great alacrity, 
"hov be could be fad, when he was in the Head of fo brave 
** an Army? f which he faid.look'd well that day) and de- 
manded of him, " How hQ |iked them ? To which D^cwrf p»y»*l Ltf- 
I^aofwer'd him in his Ear, being at fome diftance ^^om^^^jjr^^ 
any other, *^ that be was melancholy indeed, for he well knew tht scoc^ 
"chat Army, how well foevcr it look'd, would not Fight :«/iriii!;. 
vhich ^Kiog imputed to the chagrin of his Humour, and 
gave it DO Credit^ nor to!d it to any Man, ciU fome years af- 
ter, upon another occafion which wiU be remembered in it's 
|4ace, be told the Chancelbr of the Ezcfaeauer of it. 

i T was not thought fit to purfue Lambert ; whG^ being 
known to be a Man of Courage and ConduA, and his Troops 
CO be of the beft, was fufpcded, by (b diforderly a Retreat, 
CO have only defign'd to have drawn the Army another way, 
todiibrder and difturb their march ^ which they refolv'd to 
condntie with the fame Expedition they had hitherto ufed, 
whkh was incredible; until they (hould come to fuchaPoft 
as diey might fecurely reft themfelves. And there was an 
iroagiDatkn, chat they might have continued it even to Um-^ 
dm; which would have produced wonderful Efiefts. But 
they qaickly found that to be impoflible, and that both Horie 
and Foot grew fa weary, that they muft have reft : The wea* 
ther was exceedingly hot ; the march having been be^ near 
tk befinning of Augn^ \ fo that if they had not fome reft 
befeieaaEnaBy approach'dtHem, how willing foever they 
nu(|tt be, they could not be able to Fight. 

Thsrs was afmall Garrifon in 5i6mt;i£iir^ Commanded 
by a Geotlcman, who, it was thought, might be prevail'd 
vid) to ghre it iq| 10 the King ; but his Majdty lending to 
Un, be rennm'd U rude denial : So that his Majefty's Eye was r&f t^i^g 
upon Wtfttfitr ; that was fo little out of his way to London^ ^"^* 
that the going thither woukl not much retard the march, if ^'j^*^f 
they found the Army able to continue it. Worafiir had al- ^ 
vafs been a place very well afieded in itfelf, and moft of the 
Geodemen of that County had been engaged for the King in 
^ fomaer War, and the City was thie laft that had Surrendered 
^thePariiamenc, of ^ thofe which had beenGarrifon'd for 
i^Mqcfty i jrbeii all t^ Works were thrown do^n, and no 
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Garrifon fitnn that time had been kept theie ; the SheriQ 
and Juftipes^ and Cqnuntttees, haying bad power enough to 
defend it againft any malignity of thcTown, or County y and 
at this time, all the principal Gentry of that County had been 
nt Ki^ feiz'd upon, and were now Prifoner^ there. Thidier the King 
^m4reh9i u came with his Army even aflbon as they had heard that he 
^orcdKer, n^^^ f^ jgftgiMd : whereupon the Committee, and all cbofe 
who were implo^'d by the Parliament, fled in all the confuiton 
imaginable, leaving meir Prifoners behind them , left they 
themfelves Ihould oecome Prifoners to them ; and the City 
open'd their Gates, and receivM the King, with all the de- 
nonftration of Aflefiion and Duty that could be exprefled ; 
and made fuch provifion for the Army, that it wanted no- 
thing it could defire ; the Mayor taking care for the prefent 
1>rovif2on of Shooes and Stockings, the want whereof, in fo 
ong a march, was very apparent and arievous. The prin* 
dpal Perfons of the Country found tnemfelves ac liberty i 
and They, and the Mayor and Aldermen, with all the db- 
lemnity they could prepare, attended the Herald, who pro- 
whtrt h§ u daim'd the King, as he had done, in more haft, and with lefi 
gneiMmtd. Formalitv, in alfthofe confiderabie Towns through which his 
Maiefty nad pafled. 

The Army liked their Q[urters here fo well, that neither 
Officer, nor Soldier was in any dqnee williqg to quit them, 
till they (hould k^ throughly refremed : And it could not be 
^eny'd that the fatigue had been even infiipportable ; never . 
had fo many hundred Miles been marched in fo few days, and 
ivith fo little reft ; nor did it in truth appear reafonable to 
any that they (hould remove from thence, fince it was not 
' |)oflibIe that they (hould be able to reach Lomlomy though k 
had been better pepar'd for the King's reception than it ap- 
peared to be, before CroMmtt would be there : who, having 
with great haft continued his march in a direft Line, was now 
as near to it as the King's Army was, and ftood only at a 
gaze to be informed what his Majefty meant to do. Wmrajhr 
was a very good Poft, feated almoft in the middle of the 
Kingdom, am in as fruitful a Country as any part of it ; a 
good City, ferv'd by the noble Rh^er cf9fvem from all the 
' adjacent Counties; IFakt behind it, froitn whence Levies 
mtght be made of great Numbers of ftout Men : It was a 
place where the King's Friends might repah, if they had the 
Afledioiis they pretended to have ; and it was a place where 
he might defend himlelf, if the Enemy would attack him, 
With ma(ny advantages, 'and could not be compeird t6 engage 
l^s Army in a Battle, till Or^mmB had gotten Kfen enoupi 
to enoompaft hitn on all fides: And then the Klnj^ might 
choofc on whi<di fide to FighL finci the Enemy mdt be on 
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both fidci die River, and could not come fuddaiidy to rdieve 

tthocber^ and the ftraitning the King to this d^rce would 

iqotrc much rime ; in which there might be an opportuninf 

far fevcral Infurreftioos in the Kingdom, if thev were (o 

vevy of die prefeot Tyranny, and fo follidtous to be reftor'd 

10 die King^s Government, as they were conceiy'd to be : 

FornoBody ooold ever hope for a more fecure feafonto ma- 

flifeft their Loyalcj, than when the King was in the heart of 

the Kinedoni, with a formM Army of about fifteen thoufand 

Men, Hofffe, and Foot (for fo they might be accounted to 

be) with wmdi he might relieve thoTe who were in danger 

to be opp i e fl ed by a more powerfiil Party. Thefe confident* 

dm prodoced the Refoludon to provide, in the beft man*

CBoq^tDCaft op fbdiy^orks upon the Hill before theTown, 

Tsmi^ keep the Enenqr at a diftance, and their own Quar« 

tersTOD being fijddainly ftreighten'd : All which were recom- 

fflcaded to General Xiffiry to take care of, and to take fuch a 

peribft view of the Graiuid, that noadv^ptagp might be loft 

vhen the thne reqoir'd it. 

Th B firft ill Omen that happen'd, was the News of the ntitfimtf 
defeat of the Earl of JDfri^, and the total deftruQion ciibditifamM 
giOaiit Perfooa who aoooropanied him. The Earl of Derty^tfVtahif* 
vtduntwoor diree daya sfter he had left the King, with a 
Body of near two hundred Horfe^ all gallant Men, implov'd 
hisSerTaDti, and Tenants, to give the Country notice of his 
ibying behind the King, to Head and Command thofe Peribns 
who fiooU repair to his fervkx; which the quick march hii 
Hajefty made through the Country would not permit them 
(0 do. In cxpeAacion of agood appearance of the People, he \ 

vent to a Utde Market Town^ calfd Wfgm in Ltmi^biM^ 
where he ftaid diat Ntfht i when in the Morning a Regl* -^ 

meot or two of the Militia of the Neighbour Counties, juod \ 

feme odier Troops of the Army, Commanded by a Man of 
Coorajee, whom CrmnpeB had ient to foltow in the track of 
the King's msadby to gather up theStraglers, and fuch as were 
ootthle CD keep pace with toe Army, having received fi>me 
Adveitifemenc that a Troop of the King's F)orfe were behind 
Ae Armj in thu Town, fell very early ii^to it, before the 
Mos m theTown were out of their Beds, having aflurance^ 
opoo aQ die enquiry they oouM make, that there was no Ene- 
ny near them. Nor indeed was there any fufpkkm of thofe 
Foroo^ wUch oonfiOed of the finreral Troops of the feveral 
CoQones with others of die Army, and paued that way by 
nUent. As many as could get to their Horfb, prelendy 
MoDoted i they wbooonld not, put themfelves to^er on 
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Foo^aod allendeavour'd to keep the Enemy fiom entring inco 
the Town j and the few who were got on Horfeback, Charged 
them with great Courage. But the Number of the Eneroy 
was too great, and the Town too open, to put aftop co them 
in any one place, when they could enter at (o many, and 
CDCompafs thofe who oppofed them. The Earl oiDeriy^ after 
his Horfe had been kiU'd under him, made a fliift to mount 
aeain ; and fo, with a fmall Party of Horfe, through many 
difficulties and dangers^ efcaped wounded to the iKsng to 
WorceHer. 

The Lord WHbrtmfftm^ after he had received many wounds, 
Tht urd ^^ given as many, and merited his death by the vengeance 
wicfaring- he took upon thofe who aflaultcd him, was kiU'd upon the 
ten ki^d pl^e ; and fo was S^ Tbomas TiUeJley^ and many other gai- 
■^ '** lant Gentlemen, very few efcaping to carry News of the de- 
^^' feat. S' William Tbroffnorton^ who had been formerly Major 
General of the Marquis of Nev) Cajik's Army, and was left 
to Command in the fame fundion, recciv'd fo many wounds, 
that he was looked upon as dead, and not fit to be carried 
away with the Prifoners ^ and fo fell inco fuch charitable and 
generous hands in the Town, that, being believ'd to be dc^d, 
he was afterwards fo well recover 'd, though with great Maimes 
and lofs of Blood, that he at laftgot himfelf Transported into 
WoUand'y where be was, at firft appearance, taken tor a Ghoft, 
all Men believing him to have been buried long before. 
Moft of thofe who were taken Prifoners, of any QuaJity, 
were afterwards Sacrificed as a fpedacle to the People, and 
Barbaroufly put to death in feveral places ; fome, with the 
Earl of Der^ j and others, near the fame time, in other 
places. 
Tht L^d .The Lord WHbrmgt9» was one of the moft goodly Per- 
wichring. fons of that Age, being near the head higher than moft tall 
ton'/ chs- Men, and a Gentleman of the beft and moft ancient Extra- 
^ ■ ftion of the County of Norttumierlandy and of a very fair 
Fortune, and one or the four which the laft King made choice 
of to be about the Perfon of his Son the Prince as Gentleman 
of his Privy Chamber, when he firft fettled his Family. His 
Aftedion to the King was always remarkable ; and ferving in 
the Houfe of Commons as Knight of the Shire for the County 
of Northumierlandy he quickly got the reputation of being a* 
mongft the moft Malignant. Afloon as the War broke out, 
he was of the firft who raifed both Horfe and Foot at hts own 
Charge, and (erv'd eminently with them under the Marquis 
of New-Caftb ; with whom be bad a very particular and en- 
tire FriehdOnp. He was very nearlv allied to the Marauis ^ 
and by his Teftimony that he haa performed many c^nal 
Services, he was, about the middle of the War, made a Peer 

of 
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of the Kksgdom. He was a Man of great Courage^ but of fome 
PafioOy by which he incurr'd (he iQ Will of many, who im- 
pii;ed it to an infolence of Nature, which no Man was far- 
ther fi-om ; no Man of a Nature more civil, and candid to- 
^2jds all, ia bufinefs, or converfation. But having fate long 
m the Hoafe of Commons, and obferv'd the difingenuicy of 
die proceedings there, and the grofi cheats, by whkb they 
dcoeiv'd and coulen'd the People, he had contracted fo hearty 
an indignation againft them, and all who were coufen'd by 
diem, and againii all who had not his2kal to oppofe and de* 
ftroy tbem, chat he often (aid things to flow a^nd flegmatick 
Men, which ofiended them, and, it may be, injured them^ 
vhidi his good Nature ofcen obliged him to acknowledge, 
and ask Pardon of thofe who would not queftion him for it. 
HeTranlportedhimfelf into the parts beyond the Sea at the 
tame dme with the Marquis of Nnp-Cal/lky to accompany 
kim, ami remain'd Ml with him till the King went into Scot- 

UmJj and then waited upon his Majefty, and endured the > 

fame Affionts which others did, during the time of his ReG- 
deoce there. And, it may be, the obiervation of their beha* 
vioar^he knowledge of their Principles, and the difdain of 
their Treatment, produced that avernon from their Conver- 
haon, that prevailed upon his impatience to part too foon 
ftam chdr Osmpany, in hope that the Earl of DerijL under 
vhom he was very willing to ferve, and he himleif, might 
qdddy draw together fudh a Body of the Royal Party, as 
mig^ give ibme check to the unbounded imaginations of that 
Natkm. It was reported by the Enemy, that, in refped of 

bishrave Per/on and behaviour, they did ofier him Quarter; 

which he refuTed ; and chat they were thereby compeli'd, in 

their own defence, to kill him ^ which is probable enough ; 

hi be knew well the Animpficy the Parliament had againft 

him, and it cannot be doubted but that, if he had fallen into 

thdr hands, they would not have ufed him better than they 

did theEarl of Deriy ; who had not more Enemies. 
Sia Tt$m£s lUdeJley was a Gentleman of a good Family, •^"^ ^^ 

2oA a good Fortune, who had railed Men at his own Charge ^iMToey'i. 

at the banning of the War^ and had lerv'd in the Command ' ^ ' 

of them dO the very end ot it, with great Courage j and re« 

fofing CO imke any Compofitlon after the Murrher of the King, 

be found means toTraniport himfelf into Irehmd to the Mar-

When the Newa of this Defeat came toW^m/fery as il 
did even ahnoft a(S)on as the King came thither^ it exceed* 
ingly afl9ifted his Majefty, and abated much of the hope he 
hid of a general Rififtt of the People 00 his behalf. His Army 
was very little increafed by the aooeft c{ any Agr^^ 9 ^^ 
though be had pal&d near the habitation of many Pcrlbns o^ 
Honour and Qraity, whoie A&Abns and Loyalty had beea 
eminent, not a Man of them repaired to him. The fenfe of 
their former Suffirings remainM, and the fmart was not aver^ 
nor did his ftay inMinJhr for To many days add any refort 
to his Court. TheGenclemen of theCountry whom his cooo- 
ing thither had redeemed from Imprifooment, remato'd (HU 
with him, and were ufefiil to him ^ they who were in their 
Houfes in the Country, though as well afieAed, remain'd 
there, and came not to him ; and though Letters from £.#0- 
dam had given him caufe to believe that many prepared to 
come to him, which for Ibme days they mjeht eafily have 
done, none appeared, except, only fome ww uenriemeo, and

tfi^ Ki'^ which adminifto^d matter of Mortification to the King. The 
«rWofoe- Duloe of Buckmglum had a mind veiy refflefi, and thought 
^' be had not Credit enough with the King if it were not nmc 
manifeft that he had more than any Body elfe : And therefore, 
aflbon as the Kfaig had enter'd Btgtmfd, though he had realbn 
to believe that his Majefty had not been abundantly fiidsfied 
with his behaviour m Scdtumd, he came to the Kfaig, aod told 
him, ^^the bufinels was now to reduce fii(iliw/ to hisObedl- 
^^dience ; and therefore he oudit to do all things gracioos, and 
^* popular in the Eyes of the Nation: aod nothing could be 
<<tefi fo, than that the Army fhould be under the Command ' 
^' of a Scot^ General : That David L^ was onlv Lieutenant 
^< General i and ithadbeenunreafonable, whilftbe icmain'd 
^inScsilmtd, to have put any other to haveCommanded over 
^him ; but that it would be as unreafonable, now they were 
^ in EmlsMd^ and had hope to increafe the Army by the ac- 
^^cefs of theJ5iig/$^, upon whom his principal dependence 
^moSt be, to ezpeft that they would be willing to lerve on-

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BQR dSroerfe to that purpofe. The King was (6 much fur^ 
pr£d with ky that he cxxud not imagine what he meant, and 
wbc die end of k would be ; and asked him, <^ who it was

"{0? when, to his aftonilhment, the Dute told him, ^ lie 
^boped Ins Majefty would confer it upon himfelf. At which 
the King was lo amazed, that he found an occafion to break 


offthedUboarfe, by calling uponibme Body who was near^ 
ID come to him ^ and^ by asking many queftkms, declined 
the former Aigiunent. The Dune would not be fo put criflpj 
boL die next day, in the march, renewed his importunity ; 
aixl toid tlie King, ^that, he was confident, what he had 
^propofed to him, was (6 evidtatly ii» his Sorice, that 2I#- . 
^md Lf/I^ himfelf would willingly confent to it. The King^ 
tflgry at m profecnting it in that manner,told him, '^ he coukl

^of FroKce Commanded an Army, and won a Battle, when 
**!» VIS younger than He : fo that, in the end, the King was 
compeffd to tell him, *^ that he would have no GeneraliiBroo 
^bac himfelf: upon which the Duke was fodifooncented. that 
he came no more to the Council, fcarce fooke to the King, 
ttfleSed every Body elfe and himfelf, infomuch as for many 
tbf s he ftatce put on clean Linnen, nor converfed with any 
Btt^; oor did be recover this ill humour whilft the Army 
hfd at Ifbrcijhr. 

There wasatiothcr worfe Accident fell oatfoon after the 
Kflig's coming diither : Major General Majffif^ who thought 
Uofetf now in his own Territory , and that ail between 
9lnt^ and Qhiefier would be quickly his own Conqueft, 
knoTOg ev^sry ftcp both by Land and the River, went out 
vidiaParty to fecnre a PaTs, which the Enemy might make 
over the River; which he did very well; but wbuld then 
DBke a farther in- road into the Country, and poflefs a Hoofe 
^'M was of feall importance, and in which there were Men 
to defend k; where he receiv'da very dangerous Wound, (^fjur^i 
t^ (ore his Arme, and Hand, in fuch manner that he was in MaSTof

Unity in their prayers to .God, and a joynt concurrence in 
their Counfeb and endp^vour9i..in all which they, were mi- 
foaUy divided. 

Th9 King had beenfeveral days in Won9J^ir^ whenOvwr- 
M0 was known to be within, lete than half a day^s march, 
Vith an addition of very many Regiments of Horfe and Foot 
to tbo(e which he had brought with him from Sc^itmut^ and 
many other Regiments were drawing towards him of the Mi- 
litia of the feveral Counties, under the command of cbe prin- 
cipal Gentlemen of their party in the Countries : fo that he 
was already very mucfafiiperior, if not double in Ntunbcr to 
the Army the King had with blm. However, if thofe Roles 
had been obferv'd, thofe Works caft up^ and that order in 
quartering their Men, as were refolved upon when cbe King 
came thither, there muft have been a good defence nubde, and 
the Advantages of the ground, the River, and the City, would 
have prefer^d them from being prefently overrun . But^ alas ! 
the Army was in amazement ami confufion. cnmuM^ with- 
out troubling himfelf with the formality of a Siege* marched 
Tb9Km*' diredly onas to a Prqr, and pofleis'd the Hill and all other 
^f'*^ £ places of Advantage, with very little oppofition. It was upon 
Z%^ the third of SepUmhr, when the King having bees upon his 
cember. Horfe moft part of the Night, and having t&en a full rlew 
of the Enemy, and every body being upon the Poft they were 
appointed, and the Enemy making fuch aftand, that it was 
concluded he meant to ma£e no attempt then, and if he (bouid, 
he might be repelled with eafe ^ his Majefty, a little before 
Noon, retired to his Lodging . to eat, and r^db himfelf: 
where he had n^t been near an hour, when the Alarm, came, 
^ that both Armies wereengaged ; •and though his Majefty's 
ownHorfe was ready at the door, and he prefently mount- 
ed, before or aflbon as he came out of the City, be met the 
whole Body of his Horfe rutming in fo great diforder, that 
hecouU not Aop them, though be i2ed all the means he could 
and called to many Officers by their Names ; and hajFdly pre- 
ferv'd himfelf, by letting theoi pais by, from being overthrown, 
and overrun by thdn. 

Cromwell hadufed none of the delay, nor drcumfpe- 
6k>n which wasimagin'd ; but diicfted the Troops to fall on 
in all places at oncej and had oiufed a ftroog Party to go

cm the Rimr tfthe PaTs, which Mfjfif had forinerif feciil" 
Cj^^ttagoixidifiaiicefTom the Town. Aadthalbdegnotatall 
gtaided, diey were never koowmp be on that fide the Riven 
tdidiey were even r^ady to charge the King*a Troopa. On 
datpaiC yK^nercMddlitcmwts^ and with whom DokeHamiU 
AvcnarMd, diere was a very brave rcfiftaoce s ^^ rhey Charge 
ed the Enemy fo vigoroufly, that they beat the Body that 
ckfged cheol back, but rhey were quickly overpo«^er*d ; and 
many Geadcnien bdog kflfd, and Middkum hurti and Doke 
B^mhm^s Leg broke wkh a 8hot, tbereft were forced to re- 
tire aad fluftfor themfelves; In no other part war there r^ 
fifl^Bcemade^ butfiicfa a general conftemation pofleffed the 
wboleArmyy' that the reft oftheHorfe fled, and all the Foot 
duev down their Amies before they were charged. WhM 
the IQiigaHne back into the Town, he found a good Body of 
Horfa^ whidiiiad been perfwaded to make a fland, though 
much the major part pafled through upon the Spur. The 
KflogddSred thofe whofiakl, ^'that they would follow hhn, 
^ that dieymigfac look upon the Enemy, who, he beBeW,

uibd with barbarity. Towards the King's menial Senrams, 
whereof moft were taken, there wasnbtbing of fevcrity » but 
within few days they were all difcharged, and fet at liberty. 
TUKpit Though the King could not get a Body of Horfb to fight, 
i^^«^^heoouId havetoo many to fly withhim^ and he had not been 
'~ ^'maoy hours from IFdrceffer^ when he found about hko near, 
if notabove, four thoufaad of his Horfe, There wvaDmni 
Ijtjkf with all his own Equipage^ as if hehad not fled upon 
the iuddain ; fo tlut good order, and regularity, and obedi- 
ence^ might yet have made a retreat even into 5to^/«n^ it kif. 
But there was palenefs in every Man's looks, and jealoufy, 
andcoofttfion, intheirfacesj aodfcarce any tmngcaould worn 
be£d the Kim^, than a return into Sc^ilmd^ which yet he 
could not realoiiably promife to himlelf in that company. But 
when tbe Night CO ver'd them, he found means to wkhdiaw 
himlelf with oneor two of bis own Servants ; whom be like- 
wile diicba^ed , when it begun tobe Light ; and after he 
bad made them cut oflPhishair, bebaook nimielf alone inm

Wheh it was Morning, and the Troo^, wbidi had 
march'd all Night, and who knew that when it beg/m to be 
dark the King was with them, found now that be was not 
there, they cared lefs for each others company ; and OKift of 
them who were £ss^ leparaced themfelva, and went into 
other Roads ; and wherever twenty Horfe appear'd of the 
Country, which was now awake, and imon their Gu^ ta 
iiop and arreft the Runaways, the whole Body of tbe Si^ 
Horie would fly, and run feveral ways; and twcAV of than 
would give tbemielves Prifoners to two Country Fellows : 
however, D^vul L0fltf reach'd Tni-fiin with wove fiiteco 
hundred Horie in aBody. But the jealoufies increased c^W 
day i and thofe of his own Country were fo un(atis6ed with 
bis whole conduAaod behaviour, thatthey did, that Is many 
of them J)elieve that he was corrupted by CNasvid i and the reft} 
who did not think fo, believ'd him not to undermnd his pro- 
feffion, in which he had been bred from his Cradle. When he 
was in his flight, confidering one Morning with the principal

He was a Man o 
great Honour and clear Courage \ and all his defers, an< 
misfortunes, proceeded from his having liv'd fo Jirrle timi 
among his Equals, chat he knew not how to treat his Inft^r;ors 
which was the Source of all the ill that befel him, havinf 
thereby drawn fuch prejudice againft him from Pcrfons of in 
ferlor Quality, who yet thought themfelves too good to b<

Army was no iboner defeated at Warcefier^ but the ParJiamen( 
' renewed their old Method of Murthering in cold Blood, and 

\^^ fent a Commiffion toereft a HighCourtof Juftice to Per- 

lonsofordcnary Quality, many not being Gentlemen, and all 
notorioufly his Enemies , to Try the Earl of tierSy for his 
Treafon and Rebellion j which they eafily found him guilty 
of ; and put him to death in a Town of his own, againft which 
he had exprefl&d a fcvere difpleafure for their obfttnare Re- 
bellion againft the King, with all thecircumftances of Rude* 
nels and Barbarity they could invent. The (ame Night, one 
of thofe who was amongft his Judges, fent a Trumpet to the 
Ifle of Mm with a Letter direded to the Countefs of Derlj^ 
by which he rcquii'd her ** to deliver up the Caftleand Wand 
**tothe Parliament: Nor did their Malice abaic^i' rill they 
bad reduced that Lady, a Woman of very high and Princely 
Extraftion^ being the Daughter of the Dtike ik ^rrem4mtBe in 
Fr4Mce, and of the moft exemplary Virme and Piety of her 
time, and that whole moft noble Family, to the lowcft pe- 
nury and want, by difpofing, giving, and felling, aU the For- 
tune and Eftate that (hould fiipport it. 

T H E Y of the King's Friends in Fhmdersy Trance^ and Hoi- 
Umlj who had not been permitted to attend upon his Majefty 
in Scatlmul, were much exalted with the News of his beii^ 
entered EngUnd with a Powerful Army, and being poflefled 
of Vf^cijhr. which made all Men prepare to make naft thi- 
ther. But they were confounded with the News of that fatal 
day, and more confounded with the various reports of the 
Pcrfon of the King, « of his being found amongft the dead j 
^ of his being Prifoner ^ and all thofe imaginations which ni- 
turafly attend upon fuch unprofperous Events. Many who 
had madeefcapes, arrived every day in Fr^nr^^, FUmkrs^ and 
HaSmtd^ but knew no more what was become of the Kfogi 
than They did who had not been in England. The only com- 
fort that any of them broujght , was , that he was amongfl: 
thofe that fled, and fome oF them had feen him that Evening 
after the Battle, many Miles out of Wbrcejhr.

The King enquired of the Monle of thereputatiofTof thitf 
Godemah > who told him, ^ that he had t fait Eftate ; wa« 
'exceedinglv belov'd; and the eMeft Juftlc^oF Peace of that 
'County ot Stafford^ and though he wa^ a very zealous 
'Pnxeftant, yet be liv'd with fo much cirSicy and candour 
^cowardf the Catholicks, that th^y would afl iruft him, ai 
"nodi as thev wouM do any of tl^ir ti^ftti Profeffion; and 
* dut he couid not think of any plseceof fe rood tepofe and le- 
^cnrity for bis Majefty's repair to. The Ring liked the Pro- 
poSckm, yet thought not fit to furprife the C^ntleman : but 
fcnt Wibm^ tMdier again, to aflure hhnftif thatf Vk ibight be 
iccd/d there; ^md #as wilHng that he (hotild kho^ what 
Goeft he reeehr'd ; which hitherto waa fo much conceialed, 
tm nohe of the HoAfi^ where he had yet bedl, kdew, or 
ieem'd to fofpeS more than that he wa^ diit of the King'$ 
Partj dat fled from V^rcefltr. The Monk carried Mm to a 
Hotte at a reafimaMe diftance, where h6 #as to'ei^p^an Ac- 
cooRt (irotti the LordR^/nr^r; whofecurh'd very pundbually| 
with tf modi afliirance of wellcome as he could wiltt. Ancl 
fo they two went together to M' tM!m!*% Houfe ; ^ber6 the iw tiwg 
King fiwifd be iMras welfooine, and conveniently acoommo- ^a» t$ 
daied in fach place9, aa in a hrge Hoi;^ had bceir ^vided ^ -^ .. 
10 cooceai the Perfefts of Malteoanlta, or to piefcfve goods of j^J]*" 
rahe ffom being phiild6r'd. Here he lodjg'd, and ete very ' 
weS i and b^i^ to hope thiit he was in prerent 6fery . WiU 
MNKturn'datadei' the care of th6 Monk, and eXpe^ldl Suin* 
ooB, when any fardier motion fhoutd be chouglit to be ne» 
(nary. 

In chif fiatioh theKfnp^ remam'd in quiet ai^ btcfftd fe- 
carity many days, receiving every day informacfenf of the ge- 
oenl ooitteHkacion th6 Kingdom was m, out of the appre* 
badnrhat his Ferlb6 n)ight fall into the hands* of Ms jEne- 
nio. and ef the great diligence theyufed to cnquii^for him. 
He &w die Prodamattoh' that ^as iflued out and printed \ 
ttviM a thoulaiM pbtifskfa were promffed ^ ajny Man who 
wobU ddhrer and diicover the Perfon of Charht Stuart^ and 
diependty of High Treafoh declared ^itifttfaofe who pre- 
fam'd to harbour or oonc^l him : By Which he faw how 
mod) he was beholding to all thofe fi^ho n^ere fahhful to him. 
It was now time to cralidef how he tt^bt get near the ^^ 
to whence he might find ibme means toTftofport him*- 
fcV : And he Was now near the middle oFth6 Kingdohi, laving 
^ it was a little more Northward, where he was utterly 

v^^oqoatnted with all the Ports, and with t!Kat Coaft. In 

^ Weft be was beft acquainted, and tiiat Coaft was moft 
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proper to Traofpprc him into FrtacB ^ to which he was inclin'd- 
Upon this matter he Communicated with thofe of this Fa- 
mily to whom- he was known, tl^atis, with the old Gentle- 
man thcFather) a very grave, and venerable Perfbn, the Co- 
lonel his Eldeft Son^ a very plain Man in his difcourfe and 
behaviour, but of a fearlefs Courage^ and an Integrity fuperior 
to any temptation, and a Daughter of the Houic, of a very 
good Wit and Discretion, and very fit to bear any pare in fuch 
a Truft. Ic was a benefit, as well as an inconveaience, in 
thofe unhappy times, that xhe AflFedUons of all Men were al- 
moft as well known as their Faces, by the difcovery they had 
madeof tbemielves, in thofe Tad Sealons, in many Trials and 
Perfecutions : So that Men knew not only the Minds of their 
^^ next Neighbours, and tho(e who inhabited near them, but, 

^ iipon conference with their Friendf^, could chobic fit Houfe?, 
. at any diftance, to repofe therafclves in fccurity, from oDe 
end of the Kingdom to another, without trufting the Hofpita- 
liry of a Common Inn : And Men were very rarely dcceiv'd io 
their confidence upon fuch occafioqs, but the Perfons with 
whom they were at any time, could conduA them to another 
Houfe of the fame Afiedion. 

M' L A N E had a Niece^ or very near Kinfwoihan, who was 
Married to a Gentleman, one M' Nortmy a Perfon of eight or 
nine hundred pounds per oMmm^ who iiv'd within four or 
five Miles of Brifioly which was at leaft four or five days jour- 
ney from the place where the King then was, but a place moft 
to be wifh'd tor the King to be in* becaufe he did not only 
know all that Country very well, but knew many Perfons 
glfo, to whom, in an extraordinary Cafe, hedutft make him- 
H«r# it W4i (elf known. It was hereupon refolv'd, that Mj^lAme fliould 
T9(9ivU iht vifit this Coufin, who was known to be of good afiefiions : 
^'i? 5fr ^^ ^^^^ ^ Oiould ride behind the King j who was fitted 
Korctn'/ i vi(^ Cloaths and Boots for fiich a Service j and that a Ser- 
tidu^uftrt vant of her Father s, in his Livery, fliould wait upon hen A 
Mn Laoe. |ood Houfc was eafily pitch'd upon for the firft aigbt's Lodg- 
ing ^ where Wibnot bad notice given him to meet. And in this 
Equipage the King begun his journey; the Colonel keeping 
him Company at a diftance, wi:h a Hawk upon bis Fift, and 
two or three Spaniels ; which, where there were any Fields 
at hand, warranted him to ride out of the way, keeping his 
Company fiill in his Eye, and not fceming to be of it. In this 
manner they came to their firft Night's Lodging ; and they 
Heed not now contrive to come to their journies end about 
the dofe of the Evening, for it was in the Month of OSoher 
hx advanced, that the long journies they made could not be 
difpatch'd fooner. Here the Lord Wilmet found them ; and 
their journies being then adjufted, he was inflrudted where 
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btJboM be every Night : (o they were (eldom feen together 

3 df Journey^ and rarely lodged in the&meHoufe at Nights 

la das matmer the Colonel Hawked two or three days, till he 

nafi brought them wichin lefs than a days Jouroey of M' J^^(fr* 

ftfiHoafe ; and then he gave his Hawk to the Lord U^lmdt ; 

f^coDtinued the Journey in the fame Exercife. 

Tbcrk was ereat care taken when they came to any 

fiafe, that the King might be prefently carried into fome 

Ctomba; M^' i>xr« declaring ^^ that he was a Neighbour's 

"SoQ, whom his Father had lent her to ride before her, in 

^'hope that he would the fooner recover from a Quartan Ague^ 

^^wKh which he had been miferably afflided, and was noc 

^'yctfree. And by this Artifice (be caufed a good bed to be 

M provided for him, and the beft meat to be fent ^ which 

(beofrea carried her felf, to hinder others from doing it* 

Tbetewas no refling in any place till they came to M' 5^- 

tn\ nor any thing extraordinary that happened in the way, 

&YC that d)ey met many People every day in the way, who 

were very well known to the King ^ and the day that they 

weo: to Mr Norton s^ they were neceflarily to lidc quite 

through the City of Brijfcl^ a Place, and People, the King 

lud Ixcn fo well acquainted with, that he could not but fend 

hisEyes abroad to view the great alterations which had been 

imde diere, after his departure from thence : And when he 

rode near the place where the great iFort had ftood, he could 

Kt forbear putting his Horfe out of the way, and rode with 

his Miftrefs behind him round about it. 

They came to M' Norton's Houfe fooner than ufual, and it Thty csmg 
bei^ 00 a Holy-day, they faw many People about a Bowling-Af' '• -^^ 
Green that was before the door, and the firft Man the KingJJj*"*])*' 
6w Wis a Chaplain of his own, who was all/d to the Gen- Biiftol. 
ikmanoF the Houfe, and was fitting upon the rails to fee how 
tbeBowlers play*d. William^ bv which name the King went, 
vaQfd with his Horfe into the stable, until his Miftre^ could 
po^foT his retreat. M'* Lane was very wellcome to her 
Coofio, and was prcfently conduced to her Chamber ; where 
Ik no fooner was, than (he lamented the condition of ^^a 
"good Youth, who came with her, and whom (lie had bo»- 
''row'dof his Father to ride before her, who was very fick, 
"being newly reoovert of an Ague ; anddcfired her Coufin, 
"that aChamber might be provided for him, and a good fire 
" made : For that he would go early to Bed, and was not fit to 
" be bdow ftairs. A pretty little Chamber was prefently made 
^h and a fire prepared, and a Boy fent into the Stable to 
ofl IWkw, and to (hew him his Chamber ; who was very 
e^to be there, freed from fo much Company as was below. 
MnZjie was pot to find fome excufe for making a vifit ac 
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chat time of the year, and (b manj days Jbumey from her F 
tber^ and where (he had ocyer been before, though the M 
firels of the Houfe and (he had been bred Cc^thcr, and Frieoi 
as well as Kindred. She pretended ^ chat me wzs, after a li 
•*dc reft, to go Into Dor/h/bheto another Friend. Wh 
it was Supper time, there being Broath brought to the Tab 
Mr«I,4»eAird a little di(h, and defired the Butler, who wait 
ed at the Table, ** to carry that di(h of Porridge to WVigM 
<^ and to tell him that he (hould have fome Meat Cent to him 
^' prcfently. The Butler carried the Porridge into the Cham- 
ber with a Napkin, and Spoon, and Bread, and (poke kindly 
to the young Man ^ who was willing to be eating. 
Tbi King it The Buder looking narrowly upon hiou fell upon hb 
^wvii t$tbtkbccSy and with tears told him, " he was glaci to fee his Ma- 
'S^'r^'^^'p&J. The King was mfinitely furprifed, yet recoilcftcd 
^'' himfelf enough to laugh at the Man, and to ask him *^ what 
" he meant ? The Man had been Falconer to Sr Thomas Jer- 
m^m. and made ft appear that he knew well enough to whom 
be (poke, repeating (ome pardculars, which the ^ing had not 
forgot. Whereupon the Kine oonjur'd him '^ not to fpeak of 
^^ what he knew, To much as to his Mafter, though he believ'd 
*^ him a very honeft Man. The Fellow promifed, and kept his 
word; and the King was the better waited upon during the 
time of his abode there. 

Dr Gorges, the King*s Qiaplain, being a Gentleman of 
a good Family near that place, and ally'd to M' Nartamy fupped 
with them, and being a Man of a chearfulConverfation, ask'd 
M^^Lane many qucftions concerning IPiBum^ of whom be 
faw (he was fo careful by fending up Meat to him '^ how long 
'^ his Ague had been gone ? and wnether he had purged fince 
'* it left him } and the like ; to which (he gave fucn Anfwers as 
occurred. The Dodtor, from the final prevalence of the Par- 
liament^ had, as many others of that FunAion had done, de- 
clined his Profc(Eon, and pretended to ftudy Phyfick. Afloon 
as Supper was done, out of good Nature, and without telling 
any Body, he went to fee WtOism. The King faW him com- 
ing into the Chamber, and withdrew totheinGde of the Bed, 
that he might be ^theft from the Candle, and the Doftor 
came, and (ate down by him, felt his Pu](c, and ask'd him 
many queftions, which he anfwer'd in as few words as was 
poflibic, and exprefling great inclination to go to his Bed ; to 
which the Doftor left him. and went to M" Ijmey and told 
her, << that he had been with WSrum^ and that he would do 
'* well J and advifed her, what (he (hould do if his Ague re- 
tumU The next Morning, the DoAor went away, fo that 
the King faw him no more. The next day the Lord IVUm^ 
came to the Houfe with his Hawk, 6o fee M'* Ijan^ and fo

After fime days ftay hem, and Coiomunicacion between 
tk King add the Lofd Wi6mt bir Eiecters, the Khig dlrtie to 
koofdtatCokMiel: trtmmlpmlmm \WA within Httle more* 
thffl a days Joamejr of the place tlrhefc he was ; of whith hb ' 
V3S Toy glad ; fbr befides the faieliliation he bad to. His elder 
Broder. whofe Wife had been his Nnrfe, thisGehtltoian had 
bdki7edUmiW verr wefi during the War, and hid beewOo- 
renour of Dfen/for Gai(Ie,where the Kioe had lodged when* he ' 
WIS mthe Weft. After the end of the WzXy and wH)f h all other 
places wcreSttrrender'd in that County, He liltewife ^rrrett- 
der'dTbt^ upon fair Oondicioilir, and made his Peace; arid/ 
aftcnraris Married a Wife With a competent Portattfc, tfrtd 
Ihr'd qaiedy, without any fiifpidoh df having leflen'd his af- 
fefikm towards the Ring. 

The KhxgfenirflCSiMf to him, and acquainted him wher6 
be wu, Hid '^ tibas he would gladly f]3eak with him. h ^asf 
nothari for Urn to dioofe a good'ptiice where to meet, and 
tbercQpoD de diy was appointed.

cdatwhttplacethcKihgmigllt'Embark, and how they rtti^t^jjif**"'

^ \ dicft bemg fiif great a ieair poOeffiog thofe who were 
boadi, dit it was bard to procure any Veflel that' was out- 
waid boand to take in any Faflbnger. 

Thsrs was a Gentlenten^ oiie M' tUifim^ who Ilv'd near 
p« in Utrfi^jbfny and Was well known cb Cbloner IVikit- 
^^^mg beeii a Captain in the Rioe's Army, and wafi ftill 
racdopon as a very hooeft Mao. With him the Colonel con-

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CQupIe.of GentletBca, Friends of his, who were jn/daoger to be 
Arrefted, apd Traniborc them into lBrMtc9. Though no Maa 
would ask Vho the Perfons were, yet it oould not but be fuf- 
p^Sbol.who chey were, at leaft they concluded, that ic was fome 
ci.Worcefier tarty. Ijfme was generally as malicious and dif- 
afieded a 1(\)wn to the King's Intereft,as any Town in England 
could be : yet there was in it a Mafter of a bark, of whofe ho- 
nefty this Oiptatn was. very confident. This Man was lately 
tcturh'd from Fr^nr^e,and had unladen his Veflcl, vfrbenEllt/om 
afk^ hinb, ^^ when be would make another Voyage ? And he 
aiifwer'd, ^' a0bon as he oould get Lading for. his Ship. The 
other asked, ^' whether he. wouki jundenake to carry oyer a 
'^couple of Gentlemen, i^nd Land them in France^ if he might 
*^be-as well paid for his Voyage as he ufed to be when he was 
^^.fraigbted by the Merchants. In copclufion, he told him, 
^^ he mould receive fifty pounds for his ^are : Tl>e laree recom- 
pence had that tSe&^ that the Man undertook ic^ choOgh he 
£i(d *' he muft make his provifion very feaetly ; for that he 
^^ might be well fufpeded for going to Sea aeain without be- 
^ isxg fraighted, after he was (b newly return'd. Colonel U^mi- 
tam^ being adverti(ed of this, came together with the Lord 
mimt to die Captain's Houfe, from whence the Lord and the 
Captain rid to a Houfe near Lyme ; where the Mafter of the 
Bark met. them : and the Lord Wilmt being fatisfied with the 
dilcourfe of the Man, and his warinefs in forefeeing fuijpicions, 
which would arife^ it was refolv'd that on fuch a Night, 
which, upon coniideration of the Tydes, was agreed upon, 
the Man ibould draw omMs Veflel from the Peer, and, being 
at Sea, ibould come to fuch a point about a Mile from die 
Town, where his Ship Ibould remain upon the Beach when 
the Water was gone } which would tase it off again about 
break of day the next Morning. There was very near that 
Point, ev^n in the view of it, a fmall Inn, kept by a Man who 
was reputed honeft, to which the Cavaliers of the Country 
often reforted ; and lAndon Road paflcd that way ^ fo that ic 
was feldom without Company. Into that Inn the two Gende- 
men were to come in the b^inning of the Night, that diey 
might put themfelves on bc^d. All things being thus con- 
certed, and good earned given to the Mafter, the Lord V^l- 
mot and the Colonel return'd to the Colonel's Houfe, above a 
days Journey from the place, the Captain undertaking every 
day CO look that the Mafter Ibould provide, and, if any thing 
fell out contrary to expedation, to give the Colonel oodoe 
at fuch a place, where they intended the King fliould be the 
(lay before he was to Embark.

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The King, being £itisfied wich thcfe preparations, came,7Wiir#fcfi/ 
icibe rime appointed, to that Houfe where he was to hear ^•^^''•^ 
tar ill went as it ought to do ^ of which he received afliirance J**^^*''^^ 
ban (he Capcaio^ who found that the Man had honcftly^^j^^^^'iv^^ 
jnr his Provifioos on Board, and had his Company ready,^ c^ptM* 
viiKh were but four Mea^ and that the Veflcl (hould beE^lli^oo- 
dnvQ out that Night : So thdt it was fit for the two Perfona 
toaxne to the aforefaid Inn, and the Captain condufted them 
vuh Ji fight of it ; and then went to his own Houfc, not di- 
iuA a Mile from it ; the Colonel remaining ftill at the Houfe 
where they had lodged the Night before, till he might hear 
che news of their being Embarked. 

They found many Paflengers in the Inn ; and fo were toTb* suf 
be contented with an ordinary Chamber, which they did not ^^jC^*"^ 
intend to flcep long in. But aflbon as there appcir'd any JjfvST^ 
light, Wilmat went out to diicover the Bark, of which there ^n^lij^, 
was no appearance. In a word, the Sun arofe, and nothing 
like a Ship in view. They fenc te the Captain, who was as 
much amazVl ; and He fent to the Town y and his Servant 
couid not find the Mafter of the Bark, which was ftill in the 
Peer. They fufpefied the Captain, and the Captain fufpedt- 
ed the MaOer. However, it being paft ten of the Clock, 
thev concluded it was not fit for them to iiay longer there, 
ana lb they mounted their Horfes again to return to the Houfe 
where tbey bad left the Colonel, who, they knew, refolv'd to 
Say there till he were afliir'd that they were gone. 

T HS truth of the difappointment was this ^ the Man meant 
faonefUy, and made all things ready for his departure; and the 
Night he was to go out with his Veflel, he had ftay'd in his 
own Houfe, and flept two or three hours, and the time of 
the Tyde beii^ come, that it was nec^ry to be 00 Board, he 
took out of a Cupboard fome Linen^ and other things, which 
be u&:d to carry with him to Sea. His Wife had obferv'd, 
that he had beoi for Ibnoe days fuller of thoughts than he ufed 
to be, and that he had been fpeaking with Sea-men, who 
ofed to go wich him, and that fome of them had carried Pro- 
Tifions on Board the Bark ^ of which Ihe had ask'd her Hu(^ 
btod tbereaibn; who had told herj /^that he was promifed 
^fraight fpcedily, and therefore he .would make all things 
''ready. She was lure that there was yet np lading in the Ship, 
and therefore, when (he faw her Husband take all thofe Ma- 
terials with him, which was a fure fign that he meant to. go to 
Sea, and it being late in the Night, (he ihut the door, and 
fwore he (hould not go out of his Houfe. He told her, <* he 
^ rouft go, and was engaged to go to Sea that Night ^ for 
"^ vhtch be Ibould be well paid. His Wife told him, '' ihe 
^ iras fiire be was doing (bmewhat that would undo him, and 

''(he 
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^^ fbe was refolv'd he (hoold liot go oat of his Houfe ; and ii 
'* he flioaidperfift in ft, (he would tell the Neighbours, anc 
^^ carry him before the Mayor to be evamin'd, chat the truti' 
^^ might be found out. The poor Mao, thus Mafter'dbv rbc 

KOion and violence of his W^ , wa^ forced to yield cc 
r, chat there might be no farther noife ; and fi> went intci 
his bed. 

And it was very happy that the King's j^aloofy baftenVj 
him from that Inn. It was thie fc^emnFaftDay, whic^ v^^a 
obferv'd ih thofe times brincipally to enSame the Peopie s^ainft 
the King> and ail thofe who were Loyil to hhri, afid there 
was a Chapel in that Village overagaioft chat Irni, Where a 
W^vef , who had beeA a Soldier, ufed to Preach, and utter 
all the ViUaiiiy imaginable agaiaft the oW Order oif Goirem- 
ment ; and he was then in the Chapel Preaching to his Cdh- 
gregation, when the King went from thence, aiWtellitog the 
People *' that Ctarks StuMrt was lurking fon^wherc in that 
** Country, and that they wobM merit from God Atang:htf , 
** if they could find him out. The Paflehgers, who had lodgi'd 
in the Inn that Night, had, aflbon as they were up, fent for a 
^^ '• f. Smith to vifit their Horfes, it being a hard Froft. The Smith, 
*^JJJJ]^ ^ when he had done what he was fcjnt for, according to the 
jhmnitkfir cuftom of that People, examined the feet of the other two 
H^w. Horfes to find more work. When he had ofalerv'd rhem^ 
he told the Hoft of the Houfe , ** that one of thofe Horfes 
^' had travell'd iar ; and that he was fitre that his four Shooes 
^ had been inade in four feveraf Counties; which, whedier 
his skill was able to difcover dr no , was very true. The 
Smith going to the Sermon told this flory to foxne of bis 
Neighbours ; and fo it came to the Ears of the Preacher, 
when his Seritaon was dohe. Imitiedtacely he fent for an Of- 
ficer, and fearch'd the Inn^ atid eilquir'd for thofe Horfes ; and 
beii^g Inform'd chat they were gone, he caufed [forfes to be 
fent to follow them, and to make enquiry after the two Men 
who rid thofe Horfes, and poficiv^iy declared ^* Aat one of 
" them was Cbsrks StuMrt, 

When they came again to the Colonel, they prefently 

concluded that they were to make no longer ftay in thofe 

parts, nor any more to endeavour to find a Ship upon that 

Coaft; and without any iarther delay, they rode back to the 

ri»* Kin Colonel's Houfe ; where they arriv'd in the Night. Then 

^T'rti^^t they refolv'd to make their next attempt in Hamffiin , and 

Hm'i Sniffix, where Colonel Witulbam had no Inccreft. They muft 

pafs thrtmgh all Ifi/t/hrre before they came thither : which 

would require many days Journey : and they were firftcocon- 

fider what honeft Houfes there were in or near the way, 

Wherethey might fecurely repofe^'andic was cfaoiight very

There wa3 between that and S^lkimj a very iioneft 
Gadefflan, Cplooel IRaiirt Phi&fs, a yoqnger Brother of a 
107 good Family, wbich had always been very Loyal ; and 
kiad fery'd the King during the War.

Thdle notrdies were li)te folaftfor mgnydays, and' it would 
Qot be& for the iCing to ftay fo long in that place. There- 
upoDjheidoriftd to his old Security of taking a Woi|ian be-^^i^^.. 
hind him, a Kinfwoman Gi Colooel Whdhm^^ whom he car- duRs bim /# 
ncd ia diat manner to a place not far frqm Salisimej ^ to which ^p^^' ***^

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icfoned'thicher, for many days, the Widow her felf only at 
tending biro with fuch things as were n?ceflBLry> and 'bringing 
himfuch Letters as the Doftor receiv'd from the Lord f^i 
matf and Colonel Philips, • A Veflbl being at laft provided up- 
on the Coaft ofSttffiXy and notice cbercot lent to 'D' Hinthman 
he fcnt to theKing to rnecr him at St$ne^he9ige upon the Plain 
TlfiHffs three miles from Heak ; whither the Widow tck)k*<?are re 
fc»i*/Si«Suf-di,ea. btrn's-and being thcreT itier, he attended hiih to the 
3*^XT place where Colonel PkiSps received him.

Iftcifii/d in Hamfftiire, had been advenifed of the King's be- 
ing in the Weft, atidof bis miffing his pa(&ge at Lyme^ andfenc 
atrufiv Ocnclemah to thofe faitbf\)i Perfonsin the Country, 
who, ne thought; were moft liketdbe employ'd for hh Efcapc 
if he came' into thofe parrs,- to lee ^hem know, "^^that he had a

Though this wonderful deliverance and prefervation of 
the Perfon of the King, was an Argument of generd Joy and 
Comf<»'t to all hisgocldSubj:£ks, afid anew iced of hope for 
future Bleffings, yet his prefaitCdndition was very deptof^bie. 
Prsnce was not at all pleafed with his being come thither, nor 
did quickly take notice of his being there. The Queen his 
Mother Wiis very glad of his Efcapt:, but in no 6^ct able to 
contribute towards his Support ; they who had Inttifeft wiA 
. her, finding all fhehad, or couidget, too little for their own 
unlimited Expence. Befides, the diftraditidn that Court had 
been lately in, and was not yet free from theefib^sof, made 
her Penlion to be paid wirh le(s pun&uality than it had ufed 
to be; fo that (he was forced to be in debt both to her Ser- 
vamS| andfortfae veryProvifionsofher Houfl^'^ lior'bad the 
y ...

AssooN as his Majefty came to IVrriir, and knew, chatthe 
Cbsncellor of the Exchequer was at* Antiaerp^ he commandad

Arfjky writ to the Chancellor, ^* that he had receiv'd a h^B^rubim

** his pleaftire chat none of them (boukl repair tohim to Pjsr/r, 
^ until they (houid receive farther order, fince his Majefty

''which, M' Ijomg £iid, '^ he thou^ it his duty to.^vehiai 
^ notice ; with this> that the Lord Oolepepfer and faimfelf, who 
^ had reioiv^d to have made haft tbicher, had in ;obedience to 
'^ t)us oocnroand laid afide that purpoie. The Gbancellorcon- 
duded chat this inhibition concern d not Him^^ fincehe bad 
rcceiv'd a command from the King to wait upon him. Be- 
fides, he had ftill the Charader of Etnbafladour upon him, 
which he could not lay down till he had kifled. his Majefty's 
hind So he purfued his former purpoTe, and came to Paiit rbt atmctt- 
\atkxt <Aiifi9fMy and found that the command to M^ Lntgi^^thten^ 
had been procured with an eye principally upon the Chancel- ^^ 
lor, there being feme there who had no mind he (hould be jrciVift * 
with the King j though, when there was no remedy , the mti jr Pa- 
Qxen receiv'd him gracioufly.

Communicate tohim, fo foon after the TranfaAions ofthem^ 
wlien they had made fo lively an impreflion in his memory, 
andoJF which the Chancellor at that time kept a very punftuil. . . . 
Memorial ; he had, at the fame time, the daily converfation 
of the Lord Wtim9t'^ who informed him of all he could re-> • 
member: and fometimestheKingandHe recoUeAed inaay 
ptitjculars in the difoourfc together, in whidi the King s me- 
mory wat much better than the other's. And after the King's 
bleflbdremrahxto EngLnul, he had frequent conferences widi 
many of tkofe who had aded feveral partscowards the Efcape; 
whemffooae: were of the Chancellor's neareft Alliance, and

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.idttahis moftiotimateFrtfifids ; towaidf whom hji Majeft 
always made many gracious expreffions of his acknowledge 
ffhem: : fm that there tt aocbing in this flidrl idation the veri 
itfjwJieFeof can joftiy he finfpeded^ though, «a ja bid before 
it tsgreat pity, that thete couldbe noDkry miuk^ imtoed m 
vsaft Account of every Hour's adToocuni from the rorntn(

.Embarkation at Brlgh^^htrnfiti^ ki whkh there iw fiich % 
^ouicorience of good nature, charity, and geoerofityy ia Per

. did not know the value ofkhe nrecious Jevd that was in theij 
Cuftody, yet all knew hioi to beefcaped from fiicfa ao AAtoc 
as would make the difcoyery and dieUrery of him to chofe 
: who governed over and amoogftthem, of great benefit, and 
iprefettt adfantage to them ; and in thofe who did kpow hun, 
(offuch Courage, L<mlty, and Aftivity, that allmayreafon* 
.ably look upon the wmle^ astheinfiriratioti and conduA of 
Gm Almighty, as a maoifeftation of his Power and Gtory, and 
\iat the conviakxi of the whole Party, which had &io'd fo 
grievjQufly ; and if k harh not wrought that eftA in tbon^ ic 
hath renqer'd them the more ineicu&ble. 
. As ibe greateft Brunt of the danger was diverted by tiiole 
>psuw People, in his Night-marches on foot, with (b omcfa 
pain and torment, that he often thought tfaathepaid too dear 
a price for his Life, before he £eil into the hands of Perfima ctf 
better Quality, and places of more oonveniency, fo he owed 
very noochto the diligence and fidelity of fome Ecdcfiaftical 
Peilons of the Romifli per^afion ; efpecially to dtoTe of the 
Older of ScBMM^i which was the reafonthathe expfcOed 
inore favours, after his Reftoratton, to that Order than to any 
Ather, and granted them fome extraordinary Privilegea about 
ifae Service of the Queen, not oonoealingdieitafoQ why lie 
did fo ; which ought to have fatasfied ail Men, that his Maje- 
fly's-iwlttlgenoe towards ail of that proieffion, by reftcainiog 
the (everity and rigour of the Laws which had been formerly 
• made againft them, had its rife from a Fountain of Friocely 
Joftioe and gratimde, and of Roval bounty and demeaqr. 
, . Whilst the Coufifiils and Enterprifes ia StHLmi and 
ju Afdft Esaglmtd^ had this woefol ifiSie, InLmi had no better Suoocft 
^Ireland in its Undertakings. CVMmwffhad made fo great a Progiels 
si tbiitim.in his Cooquefts, bcfoie he left that Kingdom tovifit Aar- 
Jsad, that he wasbecome, upon die matter, entirely poflcflcd 
-of the two moft valuable^ and heft inhabified Atnriooe, I^aa* 
Jhr^^ndMnfier^ andphinly difoorn'd, tfaie what vemata'd 
. cobc done, tt dexcerauil/ coadufted, vould 4)e waiih aaoft eafe 
. lirought CO pafeby the folly, and pafidiodadB of the Iiiff 
theoMelves; who would fixe their finomiea a labour, in coo- 
& tributtog 
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aibadiig tOy and haftning their own deftnidtoQ. He had 
oade ihe Bridge fair,ea(y, and fafe for them to paft over into 
fondgn Countries, by Levies and Tranfponations } which 
Umv they embracea^ as hath been faid before, with all Ima* 
gBubie greedine(s : and he had enterratn'd Agents, and Spies^ 
jf veil Fryars, as others amongft the IrHbj who did not only 
gire him timely advertilements of what was concluded to be 
done, but bad mtereft and power enough to interrupt, and di^ 
ftnb the confukations, and to obftruft the execution thereof : 
ind having put all things in this hopeful Method of proceed- 
ing, in nHiich there was like to be more uie of the Halter than 
the Sword, be committed the managing of the reft, and the 
Government of the Kingdom, to his Son in Law Ireton ^ itwmmUB 
vhom he made Deputy under him of Ir^Am^ : a Man, who^^'^^^ 
iooew the bottom of ail his Counfelsand Purpofcs, and was ot^^{^' 
the (amc, or a greater pride and fierceoefi in his Nature, and 
mo& inclined to purfue thofe Rules, in the forming whereof 
he had had the chief influence. And He, without fighting a 
Battle, though he liv'd not rmx^j Months after, reduced moft

The Manjuis of OfWMn/knew, andunderftood well the n* JH^r^fL,

wards his own Perfon, he had jufily all confidence ^ and ^^z^^i^ m^ 
were amoogft the Romilh Clergy tome moderate Men, who 
diddetefttbe (avage ignorance of the reft : fo that he enter- 
tain'd ftilllbme hope, thatiheWifer would by degrees con- 
vert the weaker, and that they would all underfiand how in- ^ 
ieparahle their own preferyation and intereft was from the 
fupport of the King's Dignity and Authority, and that the 
wood»^ Judgements of God, which were every day exe- 
cuted by Ireim upon the principal, aifd moft obftinate Con«r 
trivers of their odious Rebellion, and who perverfly and pee- 
rifhly oppofed their return to their obedience to the King, as 
often as they fell into hit power, would awaken them out of 
tbeir Sottiib Lethargy, and unite them in the defence of their 
Nation.

and excellently fupplied with ail things neceflary for the! 
defence, and many other good Port Towns, and other (l:ron( 
places; all #htch preteDd<^ andprofefled to be for the King 
and to yield obedience to the Mar(}uis of Ommul, his Ma 
« jefty's Lieutenant. And there were ftiU tnany good Reeiment 
of Horie and Foot together under Pr^mr, who feem^ to be 
teody to perform any Service the Marquis fliould require : 
fo that he did reafonably hope, that by complying with fbmc 
of their hutnours, by Sacrificing fomewhat of his Honour 
and much of his Authority, to their jealoufy and peeviihneisj 
hefhould be able to draw fuch a ftrength together, as would 
Iveaftop to IretoM^s Career. O Nei/e at this time, after be 
iad been (b bafHed and aSronted by the Parliament, and af- 
ter he had fien his bofome Friend, and Ible Coanfeilor, the 
' BiOiop of Clogber ( who had managefd the Treaty with Momk^ 
and was taken Priioner upon the defeat of his Forces ) hanged, 
drawn, and quartered as a Tray tor, fent ^' to ofier his Servioe 
*' to the Marquis of Oyws»<^ with the Army under his Com- 
^' mand, upon fuch conditions as the Marvpiis thought fit to 
'' fend to him ; and it was reafonably bdiev'd that h^ did in- 
tend very fincerely and would have ^neverv good Service; 
for he was the beft Soldier of the Nation, ana had the moft 
command over his Men, and was beft obeyed by them. Bur, 
Owen Row as he was upon his march towards a cofijunftion with the

ftrain them. The Lord Lieutenant had no reafon to be de- 
lighted with his empty Title to Command a People who 
would not Obey, and knew the daily danger he was in, of 
being betray'd, and delivcr'd into the hands of Iretony or 
being Aflaflinated in his own Quarters. And though he M 
not TClieve that the Ir^ would behave themfelves with more 
Fidelity, and Courage for the King's Intereft, when he fliould 
be gone ; well knowing that their BiQiops and Clergy defign'd 
nothing but to put tbemfelves under the Government of 
fome Popifli Prince, and had at that time fent Agents into 
ForrcigiT Parts for tnajt purpofej yet he knew likcwifc that 
there were in truth Men enough, and Armes, and all Provi- 
fions for the carrying on the War, who, if they were unircdi 
and heartily refolvo toprefervethemfelves, would be much 
fuperior in number to any power Inten could bring againft 
them. He knew Hkewife, that he could fafely depoCtc the 
King's Authority in the hands of a Perfon of unqueftionable 
Fidelity, whom the King would, without any fcrople, truft, 
and whom the Ir^ couW not except againft, being of their 
own Nation, of the greateft Fortune and Intereft amongft them.

And 
the Chancellor did always acknowledge that the benefit of 
this FriendQiip was fo great to him, that, without it, be could 
not have borne the weight of that part of the King's buGneis 
which was incumbent on him, nor the envy and reproach that 
attended the Truft. 

Besides the wants and neceffities which the King was 
prefled with in refpeft of himfelf, who had nothing, but was 
obliged to find himfelf by credit in Coaths, and all other ne- 
Tktnie^ oeOaries for his Perfon, and of his Family, which he iaw re- 
t»€i4Md fs. duced to all extremities; he was much dilquieted by the ne- 
|^#..*/r&. ccffides in his Brother the Duke of Urk's Family, and by the 
y^J^tfir^diforder and faAion in it. The Queen complain*d heavily of 
mtif. S^Ge&rif Ratcliffiiy and the Attorney : and more of the fir/l, 
becaufe that he pretended to fome Rieht of being of the 
Duke's Family by a Grant of the late King ; which his pre- 
fent Majefty determined againft him ; and reprehended his 
AAivity in the laft Summer. S^ J^hm Berkby had moft of 
tlie Queen's Favour ^ and though he had at that time no Ih- 
tereft in the Duke's Afieftion, he found a way to ingratiata 
himfelf with his Royal Highne& by infinuating into him two 
Mrticulars, in both which he foreiaw advantage to himfelf. 
Though no Man afted the Govemour's part more Imperi- 
oufljr than He had done whilft the Lord Bttms was abfeot, 
finding that he himfelf was lyable in fome tlegree to t>6 go- 
verned upon that Lord's return, he had ufed all the wavs 
he could, that the Duke might be exempted from any Sub- 
jeftion to a Govemour, prefuming, that, when that Tide 
fliould be extinguiflied, he (hould be podeSed of fome iiich 
Oflice and Relation, as fliould not be under the Controle of 
any but the Duke himfelf. But he had not yet been able to 
bnng that to paft ; which was the reafon chat he ftay'd at 
faris when his Highnefs vifited Flanders and HMmd, Now 
be took advantage of the Activity of the Duke's Spirit, and 
infiifed info him, ^' that it would be for his Honour to put 
^ himfelf into Aoion, and not to be learning his Exercifes in 
^^ Parif whilft the Army was in the Field : A Propoficion firft 
Intimated by the Cardinal, ^ that the Duke was now of years 
^ to learn his me/fkr, and had now the opportunity to im- 
^ prove himfelf, by being in the care of a General reputed 
<' equal to any Captain in Chrififfukm^ with whom he might 
*< learn that Experience , and make thofe Obfervatioos, 2!^ 
^^ might enable him to ferve the King his Brother, who muft 
^ hope to recover hir Right only by the Sword. This the Car- 
dinal had faid both co the Queem and to the Lord J^rmjtf^ 
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vbaft tbe King was in Sc$tUmdy when no Man had the hardi-- 
ne6 CO advife it in chac conjun£bire. But, after the King's 
Reovn from Eftgtandy there wanted nothing but the Appro- 
bioooof hisMajefty ; and no Man more defired it than the 
LorI ^ff^ who had had good Command, and preferred that 
bai €f Uk before chat which he was obliged to live in ac 
Psrm. There was no need of Spurs to be employ'd to incire 
zhe Dnke ; who was moft impatient to be in the Army. And 
thercfoie S' j^te Berkley oould not any other way make him* 
felf fb graceful to him, as by appearii^ to be of that mind^ 
and by telling the Duke, '^that whofoever oppofed it, and 
^ diflwaded the Kine from giving his confent, was an Enemy 
** CO his Higtineis's Glory, and defired that he (bould live al- 
^ ways in Inopillage ; not omitting to put htm in miml, ^^ that 
''his very entrance into the Army fet him at Liberty, and put 
^ him into his own diTpofal ; fipce no Man wenc into the Field 
*' under chediredion of a Governour ^ ftill endeavouring to 
improve his prejudice againft thofe who fliould either diffwade 
him from parfuing that Refolucion, or endeavour co perfwade 
the King not to approve it; '^whjch, he cold him, could prQ* 
**ceed mxD nothing but want of Affedion to his Per&m. By 
this means he hoped to raife a notable diflike in him of the 
ChanoeUor of che Exchequer, who, he believ'd, did not like 
the defigo, becaufe be having fpoken co him of it, che other 
had not enlarged upon it as an Argument that pleafed 
him.

finn'd m the jeakwfy which S^ Jotm Berkhj had kindled in 
hiffl, that He was die prlndpai Perlbn who obflruded the 
Kiii^s Condefcenfion. There was. at that time no Man with 
dieKiitf who had been a Couniellor to his Father, or fwora 
to Hbm^ but the Chancellor of the Ei^chequer. The Mar- 
qais of OnMsnf , though he had adminiftred the Affiijrs in 
Inhmly was never fwom a Counfellor in Ef^lam4 y yet his 
Majefty look*d upon him in all refpeds moft fit to advife 
him ; and thought it neceflary to form fuch a Body, as fhould 
be cfieem'd by all Men as his Bdvy Council, without whole 
Adfios he would take no Rcfelutions. The King knew tbe 
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Queen would not be well pleafed, if the LcMrd y^rmym were 
not one ^ who U all other rcfpeds was ncceffiury cochacTn^ 
fince all Addrefles to the Goarc of Fr#iwff wcce to be logde bv 
him : And the Lord Wilm9fj who had cultivated the Kiagi 
Afiedion during the time of their Peregrination, and drawn 
many promiiei from him, and was foil of proje&a for his Ser- 
Tim Kim vice, could not be left out. The King therefore call'd the 
^'InililL ^^"^ of OnmW, the Lord Jtrmym^ and the Lord 9PUm$, 
mmtmmi. ^^ ^^ Council Board; and declared *< that they three, tagc- 
^^ ther with the ChanGellor of the Exchequer, fbould be coo- 
^fulted with in all hii Affiiira. The Queen very earoefUy 
prefled the King, ** that S^ J^bm Beriier might Ukewife be 
^' made a Counuulor ; which his Majeny would not confeoc 
to ; and thought he could not refofe the fame Honour to the 
Lord WenHo9rtby the Lord Byrm^ or aov other Perfon who 
ihottld waic upon him, if he granted it to vjobm Berkbj^ who 
had no manner of pretence. 

Berkley took this refiifal very heavily, and thought his 
ereat Parts, and the Services he had performed, which were 
Known to very few, might well enough diftinguiQi him from 
other Men. But becaufe he would not be thought without 
tome juft pretence which others had nojL be very csonfidendy 
3ir Tohn infifted upon a Right he had, by a promife of ithe late King, to 
Berkley be Matter of the Wards ; and that Officer bad ufually been 
^a^MiZ ^^•>cP"^y Council. The evidence he had of that promife, 
fdf^^' ^^ ^° intercepted Letter from the late King to the Queeo, 
vr^i,. which the Parliament bad caufed to be printed. In tbatLet- 
ter the King anfwer'd a Letter he had reoeiVd from her Ma- 
jefty, in which (he put him in mind, ^ that he had promifed 
^her to make Jack Birkby ( which was the ftyle in the Let- 
ter) ^ Mafter of the Wards ; which, the King iaid, << be won- 
^'der^d at, fince he could not remember that <he bad ever 
^ fpoken to him to that purpofe; implying likewife that he wis 
^ not fie for t& He prefled the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
^ to urge this matter of Ri^t to the Kiq^ ( and Aid, ^fibe 
*^ Queen would declare the King had promtfed it to her) and 
''to prevail with his Majefty to make him prefeotly Mafter 
''of the Wards; whkh wouU give him fuch a Title to the 
^' Board, that others couU not ube bis bdng called tbidieras 
'^ a prejudice to them. 

The Chancellor had at that time mudi kindne(s for bi0i 
and did really defire to oblige him, but be duxft not ufge dist 
for a leafon to the King, which opuid be ooo^ and what he 
knew^ as well as a Negative could beicnown, bad no fiwo- 
datiooof tntth. For befides that he very well Imew dielite 
Kins had not fo good an opmion of Sr J^ BerUef^ as be 
UmielfiUdatdiattimefaeartBy wiflL. and endeavour so ioAife 
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jaooiuin, the King had, after that promife was pretended to 
k made, granted chat Ofike at Oxford to the Lord Cotting- 
tm] who executed it as loDg as Offices were e:itecuted under 
die Grant of the Crown, and waspoflefifed of the Title to his 
doflL The Chancellor did therefore very earneftly endea- . 
fOQitodi&wade him from makmg that pretence and demand 
to the lUng ; and told him, ^ the King could not at this time 
^do a more ungracious thing, that would lofe him more 
^ die hearts and aAdtions of the Nobility and Gentry of 
^Efiglmulj than in making a Matter of the Wards, in a time 
'^when it Would not be tte leaft Advantage to his Majefty 
^or the Qflicer^ to declare that he reiblv'd to infift upon that 
^ put of his Prerogative which his Father had confenced to 
'^pm with; the reiuming whereof in the full rigour, which 
'^M m%ht lawfully do, would ruin moft of the Eftates of 
^ fiBgtm, as well of his Friends as Enemies, in regard of 
''dKvsft Arrears incurred in fo many years ^ add therefore 
** wtaRvtf his Majefty might think to refoii^e hereafter, when 
" it (boaM pleate God to reftorehim, for the prefent there 
^ iDuft be ho thooffht of fuch an Officer. 

S I a jMss B^klgy was not fatisfied at all with the reaf6n 
that WIS alledged ; and very unfatisfied with the tinkindnefi 
(as he called it) of the reftifal to interpofe in it; and faid^ 
''fince his friends Would not, he would himfelf require juftice 
l^of the Kiiig ; and immediately, hearing that the Kiog wa« 
in the next Room, #ent to htm; and in the Warmth he had 
cownfted by theOianccllof'scontradiftion, prefled his Ma- 
jefty, "to make good the promife his Father had made ; and 
ciagnified the Service he had done ; whidihe did really be* 
Ikvetohate been very great, and, by the cuftora of making 
fittpient relations of his own Adtions , grew in very good 
tinxft to think he had donetnany things which no body elfe 
cTcr beard of. Thfe King who knew hiiA very well, and bfe- 
liev'd little of his Hiftorv, and lefs of his Fiber's promife, 
waswilHog rather to redaim him from his importunity, than 
Ijgrrt him a pofitive denial ( which in his Nature his Majefty 
^A^not) tdftit might indifpofehis Mother or his Bro- 
fl»: tad ib, to every part of his requeft concerning the be- 
ngoftheCoancil, and concerning the Office, gave him fuch 
KafoQi sgainft the gratifying him for the prdfent , that he 
2^ tKJl bat plainly dilcern that bis Majefty was very averfc 
^it. But that confideration prevailed not with him; he 
^fc great importunity , iiotwithftandlng all the reafons 
^bd been alledged, that at die laft die Rii^ pitvailed 
Jl^iMiF, whkji he oftd not to do in fitch C}ale^ to ^ive 
^^poGtivtdemaly and reprehenfioo,' at oncei ^^^ ^o ^^Ki^^^ 
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All this he imputed to the Chancellor of the Ezcheqa 
aud though he knew well he had not. nor could have fpok 
with theKing from the time they had ^ken together, fa 
fore himfelf h^d that Audience from his Majefty, he dccfar'i 
^^ that he knew all that Indifoofidon had bcM^n infuicd by him 
^' becaufe many of the realons, which his Majefty had givi 
*' againfthis doing what he denred, were the very fame 
^' the Chancellor had urged to him ; though they could 
but have occurred to any reafonable Man , who had 
called to coufult upon chat Subjeft. This paffion preva 
fo far upon him, that, notwithflanding th^ advice or fome 
.his bed Friends to the contrary, he took an opportunity to 
walk with the Chancellor fliortly after ^ and, in a very aim^ 
though a very confuted difcourte. told him, ^ thar, unce fae^, 
^' was refolv'd to break all Friendftiip wirh him, which had^, 
^' continued now near twenty years, he thought it but jufbj 
^* to give him notice of it, that from henceforward he might i 
^^ not exped any Friendfliip from him, but chat they might 
^' live towards each other with that civility only that Strao* 
5* f^crs uk to do. The Chancelbr told him, ^* that the iame 
^^ juftjce that difpoled him to give this notke, (hould Ukewife 
^* oblige him to declare the realcn ofthisreiolution; and ask* 
edhim, ^^ whether he had ever broken his word to him? or 
^ promifed to do what he had not done ? He anfwer'd, ^^ his 
^Exception was, that he could not be brought to make any 
^promife; and that their judgements werefodifierent, that 
mjfjic^ €€ j,g would no more depend upon him : and fo they parted. 
trllh ^witk without ever after having converfation with each other whilft 
tht Cham- they remained in Prance, 

ttiur. The Spring was now advanced, and the Dukeofl^ri 

continued his importunity with the King, ^^ that he migiit 
Dttihrsiun ** have his leave to repair to che Army. And thereupon bis 
tnthtUm^ Majefty called his Council together, the Queen his Mother, 
ciUwh€thtr and his Brother, being like wife prefent. There his Majeft? 
Y^rM^^M ^^clarcd " what his Brother had long defired of him; to which 
••tnftht ^*he had hitherto given no other Ar?wer, than that he would 
French ^ thhik of it^ and before he could give any other, he thought 
urmy. « it neccfliry to receive their advice : nor did his Majefty in 
the leaft difcover what be himfelf was inclined to. The Duke 
Chen repeated what he had defired of the King ; and laid,^^ be 
" thought he asked nothing but what became him ; if be did 
not, he hoped the King would not deny it to him, and that 
no body would advlfe he Gbould. The Queen fpoke not 
a word ^ and the Kiae defired the Lords to deliver tneir opi- 
nion ; who all fate filent, ezpe&lng who would begin j there 
being no fixed Rule of the Board, but foroethnes, according 
fio tte Nature of the. bufintis, be who was firft in place be* 
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pOj St other times he who was laft in Quality ; and when it 
itquixolfome Debate before any opiniontliould be delivered, 
my Man was at liberty tootFer what he would. But after 
ikxjgfilence, the King commanded the Chancellor of the Ex« 
drquer to fpeak firft. He faid, ** it could not be expeded, 
^[hit he woold deliver his opinion in a Matter that was fo 
*^mach too hard for him, till he heard what others thought^ 
•^itleaft, till the Queftion was other wife ftated than it yet 
'* feem'd to him to be. He faid, ''he thought the Council would 
'^ not be willing to rake it upon Them to ad vife that the Diike 
"of rw*, the next Heir to the Crown, (hould go a Voluntier 
'^ into the FrAif^ Army, and tharthe ezpofing himfelf to Co 
"much danger, (bould be the cSkSt of Their Counfel who 
*' ought to have all poflible tendernefs for the lafety of every 
"Brandiof the Royal Family ; but if theDukeof T^ri, out 
^ of his own Princely courage, and to attain experience in the 
'- An of War, of which there was like to be £> great uf^ had 
^ taken a refolution to vilit the Army , and to fpend that 
<<Caiopagoe in it, and that the queflion only wa8> whether 
*'if» King (hould reftrain him froiB that Expedition, he was 
^ ready to declare his opinion, that his Majefty (hoold not; 
"there being great difference betweon the King's advifing him 
"to go, which implies an approbation, and barely furring 
" him to do what his own Genius inclined him to. The Kins 
sod Qoeea lik'd the ftating of the Qu^ion, as fuiting bm 
with the tesdemels they ought to have ; and the Duke waa 
as well pleafed with it, fince it left him at the Liberty he de- 
fired; and die Lords thought it fafeft for Them: and fo all 
were pleafed ^ and much of the prejudice which the Duke had 
enteruin'd towards the Chancellor^ was abated : and his Royal 
Highoeis, with the good liking ot the French Court, went tO 
^ Anny ^ where he was received by the Marfhal or Ttiretmef ru rDukg 
with all poffiMedemooftnition of refpeftj where, in a Ihort***"^'^ 
tnncjhegot the reputation of a Prince of very fignal Courage,****'' 
and to be uni verfally belov'd of the whole Army by his affkr 
ble behaviour. 

The infupportable neceflities of the King were now grown 
fo notorious, that the Fr^r^ Court was compell'd to take no- 
tice of them ; and thereupon, with fome ary Compliments 
for the fmallnefs of the Aflignation in refpe^ of the ill con- 
dition of their Afiairs, which indeed were not in any good Ti»* ^4fi* 
poftore, they fettled an Affignadonoffixthou&nd Livrcs by "'^jjf^ft 
the Month upon the King, payable out of fuch a Gabel^J^T^^ 
vhidL being to begin fix Months after the King came thl- mntk/^tlU 
ther, found too great a debt contrafied to be eauly fatisfied >f«.« %• 
omoffuch a Monthly receipt, though it had been punctually ^'*«^'*' 
complied with i which it never was. The Queen , atbis^JJ^*'* 
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Majcfty's firft arrival, bad dedar'd, '' that flie was noc «bk 
*'co bear the charge of the Kiog's dyet, but that he muft pay 
'* one half of the ezpence of her Table, where both their Ma* 
'^jeftieseat, with the Duke of Xori^ and the Ptiticed Ham- 
^#f/^ (which two were at the Queen's charge till the King 
came thither, but from that time, the Duke ofTnrk was upon 
the King's Account ) and the very firft Night's Supper which 
the Kine eat with the Queen, ocguti the Account i and a 
Moiety mereof was charged to tlie King : fo that the firft Mo- 
-oey that was received for the King upon his Grant, was en* 
tirely flopped by S^ Harry Woody the Queen's TreaTurer, for 
theaifcharge of his Majefty's part of the Queen's Table (which 
expence was firft fatisfied, zs often as Money could be pro- 
cured ) and the reft for the payment of other debts contrad- 
ed , at bis firft comiqg . for Cloaths and other Neoeflariei, 
there being great care taKcn that nothine (bouldbe left to be 
difttibuted amooft his Servants ^ the Marquis of Orm^ad 
bimfelf being compell'd to pathimfelf in Pemton« with other 
Gentlemen, at a Piftole a Week for his dyet, and to walk the 
Streetji onfoot^ which w|s no honourable cuftome in F^rti-y 
whilft the Lord yrm^m kept an excellent Table for thofe who 
courted him, atid had a Coach of his own, and all other ac- 
coinipodadons incident to the moft full fortune ^ and iJF the 
Kinghad'themoft urgent occafion for the Ufebutof twenty 
Piftoles, as fometimes the had, he could not ftui ciedit to 
borrow tt; which he Often had experiment of . Yet ifthero 
had not been ^ much care to take that from him which was 
his own, as to hindi^r him from receivmg the fupply aflign'd 
by the King of Frsncoy his Necedities would not have been 
fo extraordinary.

fa that, wtien the King retum'd in ail that diftrefii to parity 
he new recdir'd five hundred Piftoles from the proceed of 
boch diofe Emboffies \ nor did anv of choTe who were fupplied 
by his bottfity , ieem feofible of the obligation , or the more 
<y(x^ed to do him any Service upon their own expence ; of 
which Che King was fenfibie enough^ but refolv'd to bear that 
fiid more, rather than, by entring into any Ezpoftulacion with 
thofe who were faulty, to giveany trouble to the Queen. 

T H« Lord Jtrmjn^ who, in his own judgment, was very 
inllflfereat in all matters relating toRebgion , was always of 
ibtQeFaftioQthalt r^rded it. He had been tnucb addtfied 
to die Presbytari ans from the time that there had been any 
Treaties widi the Set^t^ in which he had too much privity. 
And DOW , upon the King's Return into Framsfj he had « 
pcatdeteitoperfwadehis Majefty to go to the Congrega- 
tioo at CMrrctfrns to the end that be might keep up his In- 
Cereft in die Plresbyterian Partv ; which he had no reafon to 
bdieve would ever be able to do the King Service, or willing, 
tf d»7 were fible, without fuch odious Conditions as they 
had Miiierto infifted upon in all their Overtures. The Queen 
did not, in the leaft d^ree, oppofethfs, but radier feem'd to 
ooonteoance it, as the beft Expedient that might indine him, 
b^ degrees, -to prefer the Religion of the Church of Rome. 
For t£>ugh the Queen had never, to this time, by her felf, or 
by others with her advice, ofed the leaft means to perfwade 
the King to change his Religion, as well one of obfervation 
of the Injaosftion laid upon herbythedeceafed King, as out 
of the conformity of her own judgement, which could not 
but pevfirade her that the Change of his Religion would in* 
£dhbly make all his hopes of recovering En^wul defperate ; 
yet it is astiue^ that, trom the King's return from Tf^rcejhr, 
ibe did really defpair of his being reftored by the Afie&ions 
of his own Subjeds j and believ'd that it could .never be 
brat^t to pafs without a ConjunAion of Catholick Princes 
on his bdsaif, and by an miited force to Reftore him ; and 
that fuch a Conjunftkm would never be e ntered into, except 
the King hifflfelf became Roman CathoIickrrTherefore from 
this time ibe was very well content that any Attempts 
fliQiiIdbe made upon him to that imrpofe; and, in that re- 
gard, wiQi'dthatbe would go tq ciareutop^ which (he well 
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knew was not the Religioo he aflbded, but would be a little 
difcountenance to the Charch in which be had been bred; 
and from which aflbon as be could be perfwaded in any degree 
to fwerve, he would be more exposM to any other temptation. 
TW jMiMf- The King had not poficively refufed to gratify the Minifters 
/^' •/ of that Q>ngregation ; who, with great profdSons of Duty, 
^ef^^^ had befought him to do them that Honour, before the Chan-

Z^tk!urd (he King had reverence, by the eameft recommendation of 
jermyn. hfs Father : And he died after the King's Return within four-

f"r'^'T'6ce he faw ufed to prevail with the Kii^ to go to ctMrnrfom, 
ItCuu- though he faw no dilpofuion in his Maiefty to jrield to it. 7^ 
Tmn hf The Lord Jermjn (till prefled it, ^^ as a thinff that otighc 
Francjt. << in poifcy and difcretion to be done, to reconcile that Peo* 
'^ pie, which was a great Bod v in Frjsv#, to the King's Ser- 
*^ vice, which would draw to him all the Forrei^n Churches, 
^* and thereby he might receive confiderable AflifUnce. He 
wonder'd, he faid, ^Mvhy it ihould be oppofed by any Man ^ 
^ fince he did not wi(h that his Majefly would difcontinue 
^* his own Devotions, according to the courie he had always 
^obferv^dj norpropofe that he ihould often repair thither, 
^*but only ibmetimes, at Jeaftonce, to fliew that he did look 
'^upon them as of the fame Religion wicb him \ which the 
^^ Church of £«K/(sm/ had always acknowledged; and that it 
^ had been an loftrudion to the B»ghjb £mba(&lours,that they 
^' fliould keep a good correfpondence with thofe cf the Reli- 
^^ ligion, and frequently refort to Divine Service at cbarewttm*^ 
^ where they had always a Pew kept for them. 
The Chai^ The Chancellor of the Exchequer diflWaded his Majefty 
etihrwfxht from going thither with equal earneftncis; told him, ^^tbat, 
^^l^fj ** whatever countenance or favour, the Crown or Church of 
£>lhm^0^^^^^^^ had heretofore IheVd to thole Congregations, it 
^ was in a time when they carried themfelves with modefty 
^^and duty towards both, and when they profefled great duty 
^ to the King, and much reverence to that Church \ lament- 
'^ing themielves, that it was not in their power, by the oppo- 
^'fition of the State, to make their Reformation (o perfeaas 
*^ it was in England. And by this kind of behaviour they had 
^^ indeed receiv'd the Protedion and Countenance from £«g- 
^^land^ if they were of the fame Religioo, though, it may 
^'be, the Original of that Countenance and Prot^ion pro- 
'^ceeded from another iefs warrantable foundation; which he 
^^ was fure would never find Credit firom his Majeftv. Bur,

T H s Chancellor told the King, *^ that, after fiich an in* 
" dignity ofler^d to him, and to his Crown, and fince they had 
^ now madeftich a diftinAion between the Epiicopal and the • 
^Presbyterian Government, that they thought the ProfeObrsl 
^ were noc of the lame Religion, his going to Ctsrentmi could 
^^ not be without this efiedt, that it would be concluded every 
** wbacy Aat his Majefty thought the one or the other Pro* 
^icffion to be ind^rent; which would be one of the moft 
''deadly wounds to the Qiurch of BtgUmd that it had yet 
" e?a ibflcr^i. Thefe reafons prevaii'd fo far with the King's 
ovnnatoralaverfion from what had been propofed, that he 
declared poficively, ^' he would never go to Cbarewfan ; which jy |^^ 
decemiinationealed him from any farther application oftYaXitcUr^dim 
People. The reproach of this refolution was wholely charged wmM ^ V* 
upon the Chancellor of the Exchequer, as the implacable Ene* 
mf of all Presbyterians, and as the only Man who diverted 
the King &om having a good opinion of them: whereas in 
troth, the daily infonnatk}n he received from the King him* 
felf of didr barbarous behaviour in ScotUmd towards him, and 
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of their infupporcable pride and pedantry in their Manners, 
did confirm bim in the judgement he had always made of their 
Profeflion ; and he was the more grievbiis to tfaofe of th&t 
Profeflion, becaufe they could not, as they ufed to do all thofc 
who oppofed and aoOed th^m in that manner, accufe him of 
being Popiihly afiedted , and govcm'd by the Pipifts ; to 
whom they knew he was equally odious ; and the (J^een'j 
knowing him to be moft diiaffemd to her Religion, made her 
willing to appear moft difpleafed for his hindering the Kiog 
from going to Cbarentom, 

There was another Accident, which fell out at this time, 
and which the Chancellor of the Exchequer forefaw would 
exceedingly increafe the Queen's prejudice to him ; which he 
did very neartifydeGre to avoid, and to recover her Majcfty's 
favour by all the ways he could purfue with his duty ; and, in 
confiftence with that, did never, in the leaft degree, difpofe 
his Majefty to deny any thing to her which (he own'd the de- 
fire of. Lieutenant General Miihttm^ who had been taken 
Prifoner after Worcefier Fight, after he was recovered of his 
wounds was fent Prifoner to the Tower of Ltmdan ; where 
were likewife maiiy Noble Perfons of that Nation, asdieEa/1 
of Crawfordj xheEzrlofLautierdale, and many others. But 
as They of the Parliament had a greater r^ard for Middktou 
than for ai:y other of that Country, knowing him' to be a Man 
of great honour and courage, and much thebeft Officer the 
Scots had, fo they had a hatred of him proportionable ^ and 
they thought they had him at their Mercy , and might pro- 
ceed againft him more warraotably for his life, thtnagainll 
tlieir other Prifoners ; becaufe he had heretofore, in the be- 
ginning of the War, ferv'dthem ; and though he had quitted 
their &rvice at the fame time when they cafliier'd the Earl 
of Ejjexy and made their new Model, and was at liberty to 
do what he thought beft for himfelf, yet they refolv'd to free 
themfelves from any farther apprehenfions and fear of him: 
to thatpurpofe they eredleda new High Court of Jufticc, for 
the Trial of fome Perfons who had been troublefome to them, 
and efpecially Midikton and Majfej. 

This laft, after he had efcaped fiomJT^rr^r, and travel- 
led two or three days, found himfelf fo tormented and weak- 
ened by his Wounds, that being near the Seat of the Earl of 
Stamfordy whofe Lieutenant Colonel he had been in the be- 
ginning of the War, and being well known to his Lady, he 
chofe to commit himfelf to Her rather than to her Husband i 
hoping, that in honour (lie would have found fome means to 
p''eferve him. But the Lady had only charity to cure his 
Wounds, not courage to conceal his rerfon ; apd fuch Ad- 
vertifementswere given of him, that, a(fi)on as he w«is fie to 

be 
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be removed, he was likewife fent to the Tower, and deAin'd Middiecoo 
tobefacrificed by the High Court of Juftke together with ^"^ ^aflcy, 
MidMetWy for the future fecurity of the Common-wealth. ^fTJLT 

But now the Presbyterian incercft fhew'd it felf^and doubt- A^^Tif^Jg 
Icfs in eaterprifes of this Nature, was very powerful^ hav-rri^^^^^ 
mg in all places Perfons devoted to them, who were ready ''«''^«'"'« 
to obey their Orders, though they did not pretend to be 6f *^ >i*»"« 
rbeir Party. And the time Approaching that they were fore 
JMuU^fftiWasto be tried, that is, to be executed, they gave 
him fo eood and particutair Advertifemenc, that he took his 
leave of his Friends in the Tower, and made his Eicape^ andMiddletoa 
having Friends enough to (helter him in London^ after he had ^^'^' ^ 
concealed himfelf there a Fortnight or three Weeks, that the France?'* 
diligence of the firft examination and ^quiry was over, he 
wasfafely Tranfported into France. And within few days af- 
ter, Mafiy had theikme good fortune, to the grief and vexa-^»</Ma/rey 
^n of the very Soul of CrarnvjeB -, who thirftedfor the blood '/^^f'* 
of thofe two Perfons. 

When MMJet Bkc^nne to the King to Parity be brought^. aMiui$ 
with bim a little Scatj/h Viczr^ who was known to the King,*/ Scotland 
one M' Kmxj who brought Letters of credit to his Majefty,^''^^^' "^ 
and fome Propofic ions from his Friends in ^f^r^jv^, and other ^^^"4/' 
Diffatcfaes from the Lord^inthe Tower, with whom hehadr«*°Ji^ 
CDi^'d after MMlet§n had dcaped from thence. He brought Middtccon 
the relation of the terror that was ftruck into the hearts oi^'**^& "^^* 
that whole Nation by the fevere proceedings of Generar'"** ^ 

MW, to whofe care Cr^wvr/? had committed the Reduftion C^kcV fxc fi ^"lih^ 
ofthat Kingdom, upon the taking of P«»to, where Perfons . / * 

of all Degrees and Qu^Hties were put to the Sword after the ' 

Town wascQter'd, and all left to plunder; upon which all 
other plaoes render'd . All Men complain'd of the Marquis of 
AtqU^ who profecuted the King's Friends with the utmoffc. 
make, and proteAed and preferv'd the reft according to his 
cefire. He gave the King afliirance from the moft confider- 
able Perfons, who had retired into the High-lands , ^^ tha^ 
^'they would never fwerve from their duty; and that they * 
'^ would be able, during the Winter, to infeft the Enemy by 
'^ iocuifions into their Quarters ; and that, if Mddleton mighc 
^ be fent to them with iome fiipply of Armes , they would 
^ have an Army ready againft the Spring, ftrong enough to 
'^meet wkh ilfmi^. He mid, '^he was Addrefled from Scot- 
" Und to the Lords in the Tower, who did not then know 
"that Middleton had arrived in fafety with the King; and 
^ dierdbre chey had commanded him^ if neither Msddieton, 
"nor the Lord AifSPiiirr^i& were about his Majefty, that then 
*' he fiiould repair to the Marquis of Ormaml , and dedre 
" him to prefimt him to the King ; but that> having found 
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^ both thofe Lords there, be had made no farther Applica- 

^ <^ tioii than to them, who had brought him to his Majefty. 

'^'J^^' He told the King, << that both thofe in 5t^/nd; and thofe in 

Hfhk^Sif*^ the Tower, made it their humble requeft, or rather a con* 

iAtj; ^ dition to his Majefty; that, except ic were granted, they 

. *^ would no more think of ferving his Majefty : the condition 

^' was, thsLt whatever thould have relation to his Service in 

<< Sc9$Umiy and to Their Peifens who.were to venture their 

^^ lives in it, might not be communicated to the Queen, the 

<^ Duke of Bm&Kgbam^ the Lord Jtrmfm^ or the Lord litf- 

^ wt9t. They profefled all dnty to the Queen, but they Imew 

'^(be had too good anopniion of the Marquis of ^^ftf^i 

^^ who would infallibly come to know whatever was known 

*^to either of the other. 

The King did not expeft that any notable Service could 
be performed by his Friends m Scptlmtd for his Advantage, 
or their own Redemption; yet did not tliinkitfit to ieem m 
undervalue the Profeffions, and Overtures of thofe who hid, 
during his being amonj^t them, made all poffible demonftn- 
tionoTAfledion,andDutytohim : and therefore refolv'd to 
grant any thing they defired ; and (opromifed not to commu- 
nicate any thing of what they propoled to the Queen, or the 
other three Lords. But fince they propofed prefent Dif- 
patches to be madeof Gommiffioos, and Letters, he wiflied 
them to oon6der, whom they would be willing to truft in 
the performmg diat Service. The next day thev attended his 
Majefty again, and defired, ^* that all matters relatfaig to &sf- 
^* Umd might be ooniiilted bv his Majefty with the Marquis 
Th$Km *<of OmSmlj the Lord IQSpftAm^, and theChanceUor ofthe 
cEl'SirV" Exchequer : and that all the Difpatches might be made by 
tht ^ciw- ^* the Chancellor ; which the King oonfented to; and bid the 
^•ur ft fii4r Lord Nnahargb go with them to iiim, and let them know 
M Dif' his Majefty's plediire. And thereupon the Lord Ntnuhtrgb 
S^lbnd ^"'^'^^ MMetm to the ChaoceUor ; who had never ieen his 
7wJc4rI facebiefore. 

i^^or- The Marquis o£Ormaml^ and the Chancellor of the Ex- 
oiond-^ ^chequer, believ'd that the King had nothing at this time to 
l!//m^ do but to be quiet, and carefully avoid doing anv thing that 
«*iic^jP might do him huru and ro expeft feme blefled conjunfiure 
$k»Kjmg's from the Amity of Chriftian Princes, or fome fuch Kevplo- 
^fsiri at cion of Afiairs '\nEMgl0nd by their own Difeontents, and Di- 
<M ifiM. vifions amoogft tliemfelves, as mij|ht make it feafooable for 
his Majefty again toOiew himfelt And therefore they pro- 
pofed nothing to themfelves but patiently to expeft one of 
thofe coojunfiures, and, in tlie mean time, to to behave them- 
felves to the Queen, that without being received into her truft 
and oonfideaoe^ which they did not a£fl^ they might enioy 
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herGrafle and good Aooepcation. But the dcfigoadon of them 
ID this ScH^b Intrigue, croOed all this imaginadon, and (hook 
Aat foundacion of Peace and Tranquillity, upon which they 
hid railed their prefent hopes. 

Tb B Chancdilor therefore went prefently to the King, and n# Qyu^ 
befottf^c him with earaeftnefi, "that he would not lay that SflT j^ 
^Boruien upon him, or engage him in any part of the Coun-fSjJ^ 
''fels of diat People. He put his Majefty in mind of *< the j^i^ mtn 
^ conttnued avowed jealoufy,and di(|»leafure, which that whole «»? '«r <»»» 
** Party in diat Nation had ever had againft him ; and that*;**' JF?*" 
•* his Majefty very weU knew, that thofc Noble Perfons who""* '^^'^^ 
''ferv'd him beft when he was in Scetlsml, and in whole Af- 
^feafcm alkl Fidelity he had all poOible fatisfaAion , had 
" feme nrejudice againft him, and would be troubled when 
^ they ihould hear that all their Secrets were committed to 
"Him. He told his Majefty, this Truft would for ever de^ 
"prhre him of all hope of mc Qi^en's Favour^ who could 
"not but diibem it within three or four days, and, by the 
" frequeoc lefort of the 5Mg|% Vicar to him (who had the 
Vanity to defire long conferences with him ) ^^ that there was 
"Ibme Secret in h^ which was kept from Her; and ibe 
" would as eafily diicover, that the Chancellor was privy to 
" it, by his reading Papers to his \f ajefty, and his Signing 
"them i and would from thence conclude, that He had per- 
^fwaded him to exclude her Majefty from that Truft y wnich 
^ Die would never forgive. Upon the whole, he renew'd 
his importunity, ^ that he might be excufed from this con- 
•^fidenoe. 

The Kiqg heard him with patience and attention enough ; nt Kin'^ 
and confe fl fa^ ^* that he had reafon not to be follidtous for '^z ^ '"«*• 
^ that finfrioyment ; but he wiOied him to confider withaL 
** that he muft either undertake it, or that his Majefty mure 
<< in phhi terms rejeft the Correfpondence } whidi, he faid^ . 
^ be thought he would not advile him to do. If his Ma- 
^ My entertained it, it could not be imaging that all tbofe 
^' Trsm&ftions could pafs through his own hand, or, if they 
''could, his being ibut up fo long alone would make the 
<* &ine diibovery. Whom then (hould he truft ? The Lord 
'' Newlm%A^ it was very true, was a very honeft Man, and 
^ worthy or any Truft; but he was not aCounfellor, and no* 
''diing ooaU be fo much wonder'd at« as his frequent being 
^fhut up with him; and more, his bringing any Papers to 
^htm CO be fign'd. As to the general prejudice which he 
^ oonceivM was againft him by that Party, his Majefty told 
fatan, ^ die Nation was much altered fince he had to do with 
^ them, and chat no Men were better lov'd by them ix)w than 
^^Thqr who had from the beginning been faithful to his Fa- 
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^^ther^ and Himfelf. To which he added, chat MuUief^\ 
'^had the lead in him, of any infirmities moft incident to 
^^ chat Party, that he knew : And chat he would find him a | 
^^ Man of great Honour and Ingenuity, with whom he would l 
^^ be well plcafed. His Majefty laid, '^ he would frankly declare 
^^ to his Mother, that he had receiv'd fome Intelligence out 
^^ of Scot iand, and that he was obliged, and had given his 
'^ word to thofe whofe Lives would be forfeited if known, 
'^that he would not communicate it with any but thofe 
'^ who were chofen by themfelves; and, after this, (he could 
^^not be ofien^ed with his refervation: And concluded with 
a gracious Conjuration and Command to the Chancellor, 
*^that he fliould chearfuUy fubmit, and undergo that Em- 
^' ployment ; which, he aUured him, (hould never be attended 
with prejudice or inconvenience to him. In this manner, 
€iU»ffii^' he fubmitted himfelf to the King's difpofal, and was tru(ted 
mits ; ani thtoughout that Affair ; which had feventl Stages in the y^rs 
Jir/7^r»ff«<< ^^"owing, and did produce the inconveniendes he bad forc- 
thtftJf- feen, and rendered him fo unacceptable to the Queen, that /he 
eafily entertain'd thofe prejudices againft him, which thofe 
(he moft traded were always ready to infufe into her, and 
under which he was compell'd to t>eiir many hardiliips. 

This uncomfortable Condition of the King was rendered 
yet ihore defperate, by the Streights, and Neceflitfes, into 
which the FrenebCoutt was about this time plunged : So that 
they who hitherto had (hew'd no very good will to aflift tbe 
King, were now become really unable to do it. The Par- 
liament of Parif had behaved themfelves fo refractorily to all 
their King's Commands, prefled fo importunately for the Li- 
berty of the Princes, and fo impatiently for the remove of 
the Cardinal, that the Cardinal waS' at laft compell'd to per- 
fwade the Qieen to confent to both : And fo himielf rid to 
Hfvrf de Grace, and delivered the Queen's Warrant to fet 
them at Liberty, and after a (hort Conference with the Prioce 
of C»9d^, he continued his own Journey towards Gifmanj^ 
and pafled in difguife, with two or three Servants, till he came 
near CoUpte, and there he remain'd at a Houfe belonging to 
that Eledor. 

When the Princes canac to P*?^, they had receiv'd great 
welcome from the Parliament, and the City; and inilead of 
clofing with the Court, which it was thought they would have 
done, the Wound was widen'd without any hope of recon- 
ciliation : So that the King and Qyeen R^ent, withdrew 
from thence; the Town was in Armes; and Fire and Sword 
denounced againft the Cardinal ; his Goods fold at an Outcry; 
and a price fet upon his Head ; and all Perfons who profeflcd 

any Duty to their King, found themfelyes very unfafe in 
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?ms. During all this time the Queen of £flgAf»^aiid the King, 
vuh their Families, remain'd in the Louvre^ not knowing 
u'^ither to go, nor well able to day there j the Aflignements* 
whkii had been made for their Subfiftence, not being paia 
wm : And the loofe People of the Town begun to talk ot the 
duiss of T0rFs being in Armes againft them* But the Duke 
dOrkanSy under whofe name all the difbrders were commit- 
rcd, and the Prince of Cond^^ vifited our King and Queen 
with many Profeffions of Civility ; but thofe were (hortly 
abated iikewife, when the Franco king's Army came upon 
cne fide of the Town, and the Sfawjb, with the Duke of 
LirTam\ upon the other. The French htn\y thought they 
had the Enenay upon an advantage, and deured to have a 
Bictle with them; which the other declined ^ all which time, 
cheG)art h«d an underhand Treaty with the Duke of L^r* 
rjof; and, upon a day appointed, the French King /ent ro 
the King ofEMglandy to defire him to confer with the Duke 
of Lmdwe-y who lay then with his Army within a Mile of 
ihcTown. There was no rcafon vifible ror that defire, nor 
could it be conceiv'd, that his Majefty'is interpofition could be 
of moment: yethisMajefty knew not how to refufe it j buc 
jmmediacely went to the place aflign'd ; where he found both 
Armies drawn up in Battalia within Cannon fliot of each 
other. Upon his Majefty's coming to the Duke of LorrMtney 
the Treaty was again reviv'd, and Meflages fent between the 
Duite ana Marflid Tiirfmrr. In fine, the Night approaching, 
hodi Armies drew off from their ground, and his Majefty.re- 
turn'd to the Louvre j and before the next Morning, the 
Treaty was finifh'd between the Court and the Duke of Ler- 
^^i and he march'd away with his whole Army towards 
FlMMderSf and left the Spaniards to fupport the Parliament a- 
gainft the Power of the French Army ; which advanced upon 
them with that Refolution, that, though they defended them* 
fclvcs very bravelv, and the Prince of Condi did the Oflice 
of a brave General in the Fauxhourg S^ Marceauxj and at the 
Pon& AnfosMOy in which places many gallant Perfons of both 
fees were flain. they had been all cut oflf) if the City had 
Dot been prevaiJ'd with to fufier them to retire into it^ which 
they had no mind to do. And thereupon the King's Army 
retir'd to their old Poft, four Leagues off, and attended fu- 
ture advantages : The King having a very great Party in the 
Parliament and the City, which abhorr'd the receiving and 
entCTtiining the Sfaniards into their bowels. 

THrs Retreat of the Duke oi Lorramey broke the neck of 
the Prince of Conde's defign. He knew well he fliould not 
be ]oxig able to retain the Duke of Orleans from treating 
with £c Court, or keep the Parijians at his Devotion ; an4 
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that tbeDuke de Be^rf&rty whom they had made Goveraour 
of Paris J would be weary of the Contendoo. For the pre- 
fent, they were all inoenfed againft the Duke of ZArrmm\ 
^ and were well enough contented that the People fliould be- 
lieve, chat this defeftion in the Duke was wroo^t by die 
aftivity* and interpcfition of die King cfEftgUmd-y and they 
^o did know that his Intereft could not have proiduced due 
efled, cpuld not tell how to intercept his Majefty's Journey 
to fpeak with the Duke in fo unfeafonable ja conjanOure : to 
that, as the People exprefled, and ufed all the infolent re- 
proaches againfi the JSs^/^ Court at the Zjonvrey and loudly 
threaten'd to be reveng d, fo neither the Duke of OrUmUj 
nor the Prince of c^mUj made any vlfit there, or exptcBcd 
the leaft Civility towards it. In truth, our King and Queeo 
did not think themfelyes out of danger, nor ftirred out of 
the Loifvre for many days, until the Fremt Court thought 
themielves obliged to provide for their Security, by advimg 
^ King and (^een to remove, and aflign'd Sc GermM% to 
w. r • f c^ ^^^ their Retreat. Then his Majcfty fent to the Duke 
SiSS ^,^''*^w», and Prince of Owr*, " that their purpde wai to 
rndbuUp^^*' Wve the Town : upon which there was a Guard that at- 
tim rmmv tended them out of the Town in the evening ; which could 



where they arriv'd about midnight; and remain'd there 
without any difturbance, tiU Varis was reduced to diat King's 
Qbediencp. 

1 T is a very hard thing for People who have nothing to 
do, to forbear doing fomething which they ought not to do; 
and the King might well hope that, fince he had nothing eUe 
left to enjoy, he might have enjoy'd quiet and repofe; and 
that a Court which had nothing to give, mi|ht nave been 
free from Fadion and Ambition ; whim every Man bad com- 
pofed himfelf to bear the ill fortune he was reduced to for 
Confcience fakie, which every Man pretended to be his cafe, 
with liibmiffion and contenr, till it Qiould ploie God to bo^ 
up the King from the lownefs he was in ; who in truth bi- 
ferd much more than any Body elfe. But whilft there arc 
Courts in the World, Emulation and Ambitkm will be iofe- 
parable from them ; and Kings who have nodiing to give, 
Diould be prefled to promife ; which oftentimes proves nx>re 
Inconvenient and milchievoqs than anypiefent gift could be, 
becaufe they alwavs draw on more of the fame title, aod 
pretence ; and as tney who receive the Favours, are not the 
more fatlsfied, fo they who are not paid in the fitme kind, or 
Who^out of modefty and difoetion, forbear to make iiich Sii<^« 
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aie grievM and ofifended to fee the vanity and prefumption of 
bold Men fo onfeaibnably gratified and encouraged. 

The King found no benefit of this kind in being ftripp'd 
of all his Dominions, and all his Power. Men were as im- 
portunate, as hath been fidd before, for Honours, and Offices, SMatMUBf 
and Revenues, as if they could have taken pod^dli of them/*^ r*^"* 
aflboa as they had been granted, though but by promife : ^ff'^' 
and Men who would not have had the prefumption to have 
ask'd the fame thing, if the Kiog had been in BrngUnd^ thought 
k very juftifiable to demand it, becaufe he was not there ^ 
finoe mere were fo many hazards that they (hould never live 
to enjoy what he promifed. The vexations hetmderwent of 
dUs kind, cannot be exprefled ^ and whofoever fucceeded not 
in his unreafonable defires imputed it only to the ill Nature 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer : and concluded, that He 
alone obftnided it, becaufe they always received very gra- 
Qons Anfwcrs from his Majefty : fo that though 6is wants 
weie as vifibie and notorious as any Man's, and it appear'd 
he got nothing for himfelf, he paid very dear in his peace and 
quiet for the credit, and intereft he was thought tc^ have with 
hisMafter. 

The Lord H^lm9$ had, by the opportunity of his late Con- 
verlation with the King in his Efcape, drawn many kmd ex- 
preffions from his Majaly : and he thought be could not be 
too feUidtOttS to procure (uch a Teftimony of his Grace and 
Favour, as might diftinguifh him from other Men, and pub- 
IKh the efteem the King had of him. Therefore he impor- 
tuned his Majefty that nt would make him an £arl, referrin 
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the time of his Creation to his Majefty's own choice: And /I - y V'cM a 
themodeftyof this reference prevailed ; the King well know- ^ccJp} yllncP f^H^Y?)^

T H B R E were Pro^eds of another kino, which were4nuch 
more troublefome; m which the Projefiors ftill confider'd 
themfehres in the firft place, and what their condition might 
prove to be by the Succeft. The Duke of fork was fo well 
plofed widi the fatigue of the War, that he thought his con- 
ditnn very agreeable ; but his Servants did not like that courfe 
of Life fowol, at leaft defired fo far to improve it, that they 
n^ reap fome Advantages to themfelves out of His ap- 
poutmencs. S^ Jobm Burkkj was now , upon the death of 
the Lord Bjfmy by which the Duke was deprived of a very 7%# imJL 
good Savant, become the fuperior of his Family, and call'd Byr«n> ^^ 
Siofei^ wi^iottt any Authority for it, UUni^M des ^^f'^%, ^ 
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dtfan AltejJeRoyak'^ had the management of all his Receipts 
and Disburfeniencs ; and all. the reft depended upon him. He 
defired, by all ways, to get a better Revenue for his Mafter, 
Chan the fmall Penfion he receiv'd from Frswce \ and thought 
no expedient fo proper for him, as a Wife of a great aod 
noble Fortune; which he prefumed he (liould have the ma- 
naging of. , 

There was then a hziy in the Town, Madem&ifitte de 
JjmgueviUty the Daughter of the Duke de lAngwviBe by hif 
firft Wife, by whom (be was to inherit a very fair Revenue, 
and bad title to a very confiderable Sun> of Money, which ber 
Father was obliged to account for : fo that (he was looked 
upon, as one of the greateft and richeft Marriages in Vtinuiy 
in refpedl of her Fortune; inrefpeftof herPerion not ac aJi 
actradive, being a Lady of a very low Stature, and that Sra- 
$if Tohn ture fomewhat deform'd. This Lady Sr J^bn defign'd for the 
Berisiey <^- Duke ; and treated with thofe Ladies who were neareft to 
moifcilede^^'^' and had been trufted with the Education of her, before 
Loague- ^^ mencion'd ic to his Royal Highnefs. Then he perfwaded 
viiie/«riiwhim, ^^ that all hopes in Englmul vicre defperate : That the 
^*i**' ••/'•" Government was fo fettled there, that it could never be 
^' (haken ; fo that his Highnefs muft think of no other Fortune 
^' than what he (hould make by his Sword : That he was nov 
^' upon the Stage where he muft aA out his Life, and that be 
'^ ftiould do well to think of providing a Civil Fortune for him- 
'^ felf, as well as a Martial ; which could only be by Marriage : 
and then fpoke of MademoiJiUe de LoMgueviOe, and made 
her Fortune at lead equal to what it was ; '^ which, he faid, 
^^ when once his Highnefs was pofleded of, he might fell ; and 
^^ thereby raife Money to pay an Army to Invade EMglanJ, 
'^ and fo might become the Reftorer of the King his Brother : 
^^ this he thought very praAicable, if his Highnefs ferioufly 
'^ and heartily would endeavour it. The Duke himfclf had 
no averfion from Marriage, and the confideration of the For- 
tune, and the circumftances which might attend it, made it 
not the leis acceptable ; yet he made no other Anfwer to it, 
*^ than that he rouft firft know the King's and Queen's judg^ 
''ment of it, before he could take any refolution what todo- 
Upon which Sr 3^^ undertook, with his Highnefs's appro- 
bation, to propofe it to their Majefties himfelf, and accord- 
ingly firft fpoke with the Queen, enlarging on all the benefit 
which probably might attend it. 

It was believ'd, that the firft Overture and Attempt had 
not been made without her Majefty's privity, and approba- 
tion ; for the Lord Jertfiyn had been no lefs aftive in the cod- 
^ trivance than S' Jelm Berkley : . yet her Majefty refuted to de* 
Uver any opinion in . It, till (he knew the King's : and (o «t 
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h&y aftcx the young Lady ber felf had been fpoken to, his 
M;^y was inform d of it, and his approbation defired ^ with 
whkh he was not well pleafed ^ and yet was unwilling to ufe 
hisAucboiity toobftrud what was looii^'d upon as fo great a 
benefit aod advantage to his Brother; though he did not dif- 
feznble his Refenunent of their 'Prefumption who undeitook 
CO enter upon Treaties of that Nature, with the fame liberty 
as if it ooocem'd only their own Kindred and Allies : How- 
ever, he was very rcferv'd in faying what he thought ofir. 
WhUft his Majefty was in. deliberation, all the ways were 
taken co difoovec what the. Chancellor of the Exchequer's 
judgement was; and the Lord Jermyn fpoke to him of it, as 
a matter that would not admit any doubt on the King's part^ 
oiherwife than from the difficulty of bringing it to pafs, in^ 
regard the Lady's Friends would not eafily be induced to give* 
their coDfent. But the Chancellor could not be drawn to 
make any other Anfwer,, than ^' that it was a Subjed fo much 
^^ above his comprehenfion, and the confequences might be 
^^fudi, that he had not the Ambition to dcfire to be coofulted 
*' with upon ic ; and that lefs than the King's or Queen's Com- 
*^ mand ibould not induce him to enter upon [he difcourfe 
"of it. 

I T was not long before the Qiieen fent for him ; and feem- lu ^unm 
i(3g to complain of the importunity, which was ufed towards ctnfuiu tht 
her in that affair, and as if it were not grateful to ber, asked ^V^ *^ 
him, what his opinion of it was ? To which he anfwer'd, 1^^ 2Slf 
"that he did not underftand the convenience of it fo well, ^i tktUttm^it. 
"to judge whether it were like to be of benefit to the Duke 
" of Tork : But he thought, that neither the King, nor her 
"Majefty, (hould be willing that the Heir of the Crown 
" (hould be Married before the King himfcif j or that ic Ihould 
^ be in any Woman's power to fay, that, if there were buc 
" one Perlbn dead, flie (hould be a Queen : With which her 
Majefty, who no doubt did love the King with all poffiblo 
tcuderods, feemM to be moved, as if it had been a confi* 
dcradoQ flie had not thought of before ; and faid , with 
feme warmth, ^^ that (he would never give her confent that 
" it Ihoakl be fo. However, this Argument was quickly made 
Imown to the Duke of Xork^ and feveral glofles made upon it, 
to the reproach of the Chancellor : yet it made fuch an im- 
preffion, that there were then as aftive endeavours to find a 
convenient Wife for the King himfdf, and Maim$ifJU the Midemoi- 
Daughter of the Duke ot OrUnu^ by his firft Wife, who, in ^]fc^^' 
the Right of ber Mother, was alxeady pofle0ed pf the fair '^^-fw^^i^i; 
heritance of the Dutchy of Momfenfar^ was thought of. To ^' 

this the Queen was much inclined, and the King himielf not 
tvcrie^ both looking too mudi upon the relief ic might give 

to 
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to hi8 prefenc neoeffitiesj and the ooovenieiioe of having % 
place to repofe in, as long as the ftorm flxxild oontinue. The 
Chancellor of the«Ezchequer had no thought) by the eondu- 
fioq he had made in the other Overture^ to have drawn oo 
this PropoGcion ; and the Marquis of Ormmul and He were 
no left troubled with this, than with the former^ wliichmade 
them belook'd upon as Men of oontradiftion. 
Vn Usrftit They reprelented to the King, <* that, as it could admi- 
JS™yf*^ nifkr only fome competency towards his prefent fiibfiftence, 
!lX^M^"fo it might exceedingly prejudice his future hopes, and alie- 
Extktfm't ^^ nate the Afledions-oF nis Friends in BMglmtdi That the Lady 
«x«^w«.<< was elder than He by fome years; which was an exception 
^•v «*«»• ^amongft private PerK>ns; and had beeaj obferv'd not to be 
^^profeerous to Kings: That his Majefty muft expeA to be 
^* prefled to thofe things in point of Religion which he could 
^ never confent to ; and yet he Ihoald under|o the fame diA 
^ advantage as if he had confenred, by many Men's believing 
^ he had done (b. They befought him *^to fet his heart en- 
^tirely upon the recovery of OkAmm/, and to indulge to no- 
^^ thing that might reafonably obftruft that, either by making 
^' him iefs intent upon it, or by creating new diflSculdes in 
'* the purfuing jt. His Majefty affiit'd them ^ that his heait 
^' was. fet upon nothing elfe ; and, if he had indfaiation to this 
^ Marriage, it was b^ufe he believ'd it might much fiidli- 
** tate the other ; That he looked not upon her Fortune, whkli 
^ was very great, as an Annual fupport to him, but as a fiock 
^'that (hould be at his difpofal; by Sale whereof he might 
^ raife Money enough to raife a good Army to attempt the 
^ recovery of his Kingdoms : and that he would be well af- 
^fiired, tliat it (hould be in his power to make that ufeofit, 
^before he would beeqgaeed in the Treaty : that he had no 
^ apprehenfon of the pieflures which would be made in mat- 
^' ters of Religion ^ bcx:aufe, if the Lady did once confent to 
^ the Marriage, (he would afied nothing but what might ad- 
^' vance the recovery of his Dominions ; whidi (he would 
*^ quickly underftand any unrea(bnable Conceflions in Rell- 
^ gion would never da In a word, his Majefty difcover'd 
enough to let them fee that he ftood well enough inclined to 
the Ovesture it felf; which gave them trouble, as a thing 
which, in many reipeds, was like to prove very inconve- 
nient. 

But they were quickly freed from that apprehenfion. The 
Lady carried her felf in that osanner, on the behalf of the 
Prince of Omdiy and fo ofienfively to the 'Pnnch Court, hav- 
ing given fire her felf to the Cannon in the BsfiUe upon the 
KSbg at the Port & Ataaim^ and done (b many blameable 
things againft the Py«avi( King and QSjoen^ that they no ibona- 
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heard of this difixxirfi^ but they quicUy put an end to it; 
AeCardmal, who was now returird again, having low re- 
fcl/d, that our King fhould never owe any part of his Refti- 
tDtkm to any countenance, or affiftance, he (hould receive 
fiom Frmtce ; and, from the fame oonclufion, the like end 9»A thtfi 
V2S put to all Overtures which had ooncem'd the Duke of ^i^..» 
2#fi and the other Lady. ^'-it^b 

Thsrs was, ihoruv after, anunexpeded Accident, that 
feemM to make fome alteration In the anaks oicbrifhnJam j^ 
which many verv reafonably believ'd, might have proved ad-^ 
vantageoiis to me King. The Parliament , aflbon as they 
had fetded their Common-wealth, and had no Enemy they 
fear'd, had fent Embai&dours to their Sifter Republick, the iw p^tAmt 
States of the united Prpvinces, to invite them to enter into ""Mt/iat 
aftnder Alliance with them, and, upon the Matter, to be ^^J"^^^ 
one Common wealth, and to have one Intereft. They were^ y^j^ 
jecetv'd in HtBaml with all imaginable refped,* and as great f4mt»« 
Ei p t c tB o n s made, as could be, of an equal defire that a firm/^^'M% 
Unkn might be eftablifli'd between the two Common- £jli' i*!** 
wealths : and, for the forming thereof, Perfoos were appoint- m^. 
ed te acat with the Embaffiidours ; wmch was look'd upon as 
a matter that would eafily fuoceed, fince the Prince of Ormm^ 
who could have given powerful obftrudions in fuch Cates, . 
was now <iead, and all thofe who adhered to him, diicounte- 
nanced, and remov'd from places of truft and power in aU the 
Provinces, and his Son an Infant, bom after tne Death of his 
Father , at the Mercv of the States even for his Support; 
the two Dowagers, nis Mother and Grandmother, having 
great Joyntures out of the Eftate, and the reft being liable to 
the payment of vaft debts. In the Treaty, Samt-y^bm, #ho 
had the whole truft of theEmbafly, being very powemil in. 
the Parliament and the known confident of CrcmveBy prefled 
fiKh a kind or Union as muft difunite them from ail their 
other Allies: fo that, for the friendfliip of EtfbmJ^ they mtift 
lolbtbe friendOup of other Princes, and yet iofe many other 
Advantages in Trade, which they enjoy'd, and which they 
£lw the younger and more powenul (Jommon- wealth would 
in a Onrc time deprive them of. This the States could not 
dtfcft, asd ufed all the wavs they could to divert them frooqi 
abfting upon b unrealbnaole conditions ; and made many 
laiR Overtures and Concefliops, which had never been grant- 
ed by them to the greateft Kings, and were willing to qui^ 
ibme Advantages t&y had enjoyed by all the Treaties witlf 
the Crown of £if i!s»if . and to yield other confiderable bene- 
fits which they always before denied to grant. 

But this would not fatisfy, nor would the Embaffidoura 
ICOcdQ Sdcw) any pardoilar thej had propofed: 6x ch^ after 
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fome Months ftay, during which time they reoeiir'd many 
AfTronts from fome E^tglifhy and from others, they returo'd 
Vmj tti»m ^ith gfQ2Lt Prefems from the States, but without any effeA by 
2^^^^ the Treaty, or entring into any terms of Alliance, and with 
the extreme indignation of Sumf-J^bn j whidi he manifefted 
aflbon as he retum'd cotfae Parliament ; who difdaintng Jike- 
wife to find themfelves undervalued ( that is, not valued above 
all the world befides ) prefendy encer'd upon Counfels how 
they might difcoonrenance andcontrole the Trade of HMmd, 
and encreafe their own. 
niPMrii4» Hereupon they made that Aft that ** inhibits all For- 
^mZ ** '^'8" ^^V^ ^^"^ bringing in any Mcrchandife or Commo- 
2r wJtfi/ *^ dities into Ewglandy but uich as were the proceed or growth 
KtiwiAiitm. *^ of their own Country, upon the penalty of forfeiture of all 
^^fuch Ships. This indeed concerned all other Countries^ 
but it did, upon the matter, totally fupprefs all Trade with 
HoBandj which had very little Mcrchandife of the growth of 
their own Countrv, but had ufed to bring in their Ships the 
growth of all other Kingdoms in the world; Wine from 
France tnd Sfam^ Spices from the Indies, and all ComoKxii- 
ties from all other Countries ; which they muft now do no 
more. The Dutck Embafladour expoftulated this matter very 
warmly, ^' as a breach of Commerce and Amity, whidi could 
^^ not confiil with the Peace becween the two Nations ; and 
** that his Mafters could not look upon it other wife than as a 
** Declaration of War. The Parliament Anfwer'd him fu- 
percilioufly, ^^ that his Mafters might take it in what manner 
*^ they pleated ; but They knew what was beft for their own 
*^ State, and would not repeal Laws to gratify their Neigh- 
<^ bours i and caufed the Aa to be executed with the utmoft 
rigour and feverity. 

The United Provinces now difcern'd^ that they had belp'd 
to ratfe an Enemy that was too powerful for them, and that 
wouU not be. treated as the Crown had been. However, 
they could not believe it poflible, that in the Infancy of theii 
Republick, and when their Government was manifeftly odious 
to all the Nobility and Gentry .of the Kingdom^ and the Peo- 
ple generally weary of the Taxes and Impofittcms upon the 
Nationforthefupport of their Land' Armies, the Parliament 
would venture to increafe thofe Taxes and Impofitions pro* 
portionably ^o maintain a new War at Sea, at to vaft an Ex- 
pence, as could not be avoided ; and therefore believ'd that 
they only made (hew of this Courage to amufe and terrify 
them. However, at the Spring, They iet out a Fleet ftronger 
than of courfe they ufed to do ; whidi made no tmpref&d 
upon the Engi^^ who never ffajpeAed that the Ditfcb durft 
enter into a War with them. Befides chat ^y were coofr- 
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m no Tuch Counfel and Refolution could be taken on a 
kdain, and wichout their having firft Notice of it y they 
hivmg fcveral of the States General, and nK>re of the States 
G^fhSandy very devoted to them. And therefore they in- 
creafed not their expence, but fent out their ufual Fleet for 
the Goard oftheCoaft at their Seafon, and with no other 
Iniinidions than they had been accultom'd to. 

The Council of the Admiralty of Holland y which go- ordtnfnm 
Tera*d the Maritime AfFaws, without communication with'*^^''^' 
rhc States General, gave their Inftruftions to the Admiral jf^',];?!^;; 
VoMtrvrnfy "that when he met any of thtEnglifb Ships of Fittt^^* nu 
^War, he flx)uld not ftrike to them, nor (hew them any«'r*)7rt>«i« 
"other refpett than what they received from them ; and if"t**En- 
**thc fljfi^.expoftulated the matter , they Ihpuld anfwcr" 6^'**** 
"frankly, that the refpeft they had formerly (hew'd upon 
" thofe Encounters, wa5 becaufe the Ships were the King's, 
^' and fur the good intelligence they had with the Crown ; but 
" they had no reafon to continue the fame in this alteration 
"of Government, except there were fbme Stipulation between 
"tiiODto that purpofe: and if this Anfwerdid not fatisfy, 
"hoc that force was ufed towards them, they fliould defend 
^'thcmfehres with tbeir utmoft vigour. Thefe Inftruflions 
wcie very fecret, and never fufpeaed by the Engllfb Com- 
manders; who had their old Inftrudlions to oblige all For- 
re^ Veflels to ftrike fail to them -y which had never been re- 
futed by any Nation. 

It was about the banning of May in the year 1(^51, that 
the Dutcb Fleet , confifting of above forty Sail , under the 
Command of Van TYumpy rode at Anchor in Dover Road y 
being driven by a ftrongWind, as they pretended, frbm the 
Fmkrs Coaft, when the Engli/h Fleet, under the Command 
oiWaiey of a much lefs Number, appeared in view -y upon 
which tiie Diacb weighed Anchor, and putouttoSea, with- 
out ftriking tbeir Flag ; which Blake obTerving, caufed three 
Guns to be fired without any BaJI. It was thenobfcrv*d,jj^^^^^. 
thar there was an Exprefs Ketch camie, at the very time, from^i,M^ tM 
HfSanJy onboard their Admiral ; and it was then conceiv'd, ^fcfwif miIi 
duthehad, by that Exprefs^ received more pofitive Orders '*» ^««^' 
to Fight : for upon the Arrival of that Exprefs, he tacked, 
ibout, and bore diredly towards the Englifb Fleets and (he 
three Guns were no {boner fired , but, in contempt of the 
Advertifement, he difcharged one (ingle Gun from his Poop, 
2nd hung out a red Flag ; and came up to the EngBflj Admi* 
ra!, and gave him a broad fide 3 with which he killed many 
cf his Men, and damaged the Ship. Whereupon, though 
B/ffirwasfurprifed, as notexpcdlingfuchan Aflault, he ae- 
feii'dnoc to give him the fame rude falutationj and fo both 
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Fleers wef€ forthwith engaged io a very fierce Encounter j 
which continued for the fpace of four ooursy till the nighl 
parted them, after the lofs of much blood on both fides. On 
the part of the Dufcb^ they loft two Shipf^ whereof one was 
funk, and the other taken, with both the Captains, and near 
two hundred Prifoners. On the Engli^ fide, there were ma* 
nyflain, and nx>re wounded, but no Shiploift, nor Officer of 
Name. When the morning appear'd, the JMcb were gone 
to their Coaft. And thas the War was enter'd into, befora 
it was. fuTpeded in Ef^laml, 

With what con&eration foever the Duicb had Embark'd 
themfelves in this fiiddain Enterprife, it quickly appear'd they 
had taken very ill meaiiires oi^the People's Afiacaons. For 
the News of mis conflift was no fooner arrived in HqBm^ 
but there was the moft general conftemation', amongftall 
forts of Men, that can be imagin'd ^ and the States cheD^el?es 
were fo much troubled at it, that, with great expedition, they 
Tht Stsiii difpatched two extraordinary Embailadours into Eftgimd; by 
f'l^*'^"*' whom they protefted, ^'that the late unhappy Engagement 
•w^Eogl ^* between the Fleets of the two Common- wealths, bad hap- 
itDdsinu ^pen'd without their knowledge, and contrary to the inten- 
se. ,<* tion of the Lords the States General : that they had receiv'd 
^^ the fatal tidings of fo ra(h an Attempt , and Aftion, widi 
^^ amazement, and aftonifliment y and that they had immedi- 
^* ately enter'd into confultation. how they might beft dofe 
'* this frefhbleedine Wound, and to avoid the farther Effii* 
^'fionofChriftian Dlood, fo much defired by the Enemies of 
^ both States : and therefore they moS eameftly defired them, 
*^ by their mutual concurrence in Religion, and by their mu- 
^ tual love of Liberty, that nothing might be done with paf- 
^' fion and heat ; which would widen the breadi ; but that 
^ they might (jpeedily receive fuch an Anfwer , that that 
** might be no firther obfbruAkm to the Trade of both Conh 
^^ mon- wealths. 
thtntHs^ To which this Anfwer was prefently returned to them, 
y*'*^*: "that the civility which they had always fliewM towards tbe 
'"*^'" States of the United Provinces, wasfonotorious, thatno- 
^* thing was more ftrange than the ill return they had made to 
** them : that the extraordinary preparations, whkfa they bad 
^* made, of a hundred and fifty Ships, without any apparent 
''neceffity , and the InftruAions which had been given to 
^^ their Sea Officers, had adminifter'd too much catife to be- 
^' lieve, that the Lords the States General of the United Pro- 
' Winces had a purpofe to ufurp the known Right which the 
'^ Etfg/^ have to the Seas, and to deftroy their Fleets ; whiclk 
"undertheproteftionofthe Almighty, are their Walls and 
f^ Bulwarks i fo that they might be expofed tothcinvafion of 
J . ' any 
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' aoy powerful Enemy : therefore thev thought tbemfelveii 
*'oUiged CO endeavour, by God's Afliitance, tofeek repara* 
"cionfor the injuries »d damage they bad already receiy'd, 
^ and to prevent the like for £e foture : However , they 
^fboold never be without an iDtentk>n anddcfire, that feme 
'^tSc&aai means might be found to eftablifli a good Peace, 
^ Unioa, and right Uuderftanding, between the two Natl- 


With this haughty Aofurer they vigoroufly profecuted 
their revenge, and commanded Blsie prefently to Sail to the 
Northward : k befaig then the Seafon of the year for the ereac 
FiOicries of the Jhticb upon the Coafts of SeetUmd , and the 
Ifles of Oribwy (by the benefit whereof they drive a great BUei<i^ \ 
pvt of their Trade over Ei^opi) where he now found their !^-^^<^ ' 
nxddtnde of filhing Boats, guarded by twelve Ships of War ; ^r^,|^ 
naoft of whkh, with the fiih they had made ready, he bfoaghtjb^ ■ 
away with him as goodpri2e. 

W HBM Btske wasientto the North, S^ George jhfiui, bes« 
iflg juft lecnrn'd from the Weft Indies, was fent with another 
port of the Fleet to the South; who, at his very going our^ , 

met widi thirty Sail of their Merchants between Dover and^rG.Ayftoc 
OeLas^ a good part whereof he rook, or funk; and forced the c<^fi«r/;j,i^ 

reft comnoo Shore upon the French Coaft ; which is very %^^ 'f 
linie better than being taken. From thence he ftood Weft- ^^l^^l^^^l^^ 
ward s and near Ptrmetaby with thirty 'Sail of Men of War, ,&« Dmih 
he eagagiedthe whole XHtf^i- Fleet, confiftixi^ of fixty Ships of f/^t mm- 
War, and thirty Merchants. It was near four of the Qock'^/n®^''^ 
iatbe Afternoon when both Fleets begun to engage, fo that 
the Night quickly parted them ; yet not before two of the 
lUUmd Ships of War were funk, and moft of the Men bft; 
the DMicb in that Adion applying themielves moft to fpoil 
die Tackling, andSailes of the &gWb'^ in which they had 
fo good foccefi, that the next Morning they were not able to 
give them &rther chafe, till their Saitesana Rigging could be 
repaired. Bat no day pafled without the taking and bringine 
in many and valuable Duicb Ships into the Pons of B»gumd^ 
which, having begun their Voyages before any notice given 
B> them of the War, weie making haft home without any fear 
of tlieir Security : fo that, there being now no 4iope of a 
Peace by che mediation of their Embamdours, who could not 
pievail in any thing they propofed, thev return'd \ and the 
War was proclaim'd on either ude, as weli asprofecuted. 

Thb King thought he might very reafooably hope to reap 
idinebeaefit and advantage from this War, fo briskly enter'd 
a|X)ooo both fides; and when he had fateftiU till tne return 
of the jytticb Embaffadours from London^ and that all Trea- 
ties were given over, he boliev'd it might contribute to hi? 
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eiid<| if fae mode a Journey into H^andy aod madefucfa Pro- 
pofitioDfitpQHi the place as he might be advifed co: but when 
his Mflisfty imparted this defign to his F/iends there) who 
did reJlydefire eofenrebim, he#as verj warmly diflTwidcd 
from cofriing thither ; and s^red^ ^' that it was fo Bur f;om 
'^ beiog yet fcalbtiaUe, that it would more advance a Peace 
^ than any thing eife that could be propofed ^ and would, for 
'^ the prefenr, bring the greatcft prcjadioe to his Sifter, and co 
'^thea6&ir8;of:iii8 Nepl^the rd^loe dOrdttgt^ that couid 
*'beimagjnd. 

Ths King hereupon took atefolutionto make an attempt 
wMcIi could do him no harm, if it did nbt firoduoe the good 
TWiQV'^'^^^^^r^' The Illir£i& Embafladour th^ refideac at Fsris^ 
T^hsi^^v-MooBdatSirrtiy who had been Penfiooer ofAmfferJsm, wts 
/fl^^J: Very iriuck devoted to the King^s Service, having been fx- 
iroutcK 'v^^'X fitobliaadQar in £ag/M/, and had always dependeoce 
BrntajfadowiJipontht Prlnccs of Oraj^e fucceffively. He comtnunicaced 
that u in all thftigs "with ;^feat tre^om with the CbaHdelbr of the 
Th^ ^?a Exchequer ;.' who vifited him conftantly once a Week, and 
mi-Mihlirs J^eceiv'd Advcrtlfemeots, and Advices from him, and the Em- 
bafladour fi^quen:iy came to His Lodging. The King, trpon 
confereoce only with the Mai quia of O^mm^ and the Chan- 
cellor, and ehjoynlng them feaecy, caufed a Paper to be 
dFawh dp ; in which he declared, ^' that he had very good rea* 
'^ fon (o believe, that there were matey Officers and Sea^mea 
*' engaged in the Service of -the Mn^Jb Fleet, who under- 
^ took that Service in hope to fitid a good opportunity to 
^^{ttvQ hisMajeily; and that^ if the Ihiicb were wSmg to 
*^ receive him,he wuuid immediately put himielf on board their 
<^ Fleet, without requiring any Command, except of fuch Shipi 
'^ only, as, uJSon their notice of his being there, (Iwuid re- 
^* pair to him out of the Rebels Fleet : by this means, he pre- 
fumed, '^ he fhould be able muchto weaken their Naval power, 
'* and CO raife Divi&ons in the Kingdom, by which the DuUh 
^' wouU receive benefit and advantage. Having fign'd rhis 
Paper, he fent the Chancellor wick it open, to Ikew to the 
Dutch Embafladour, and to dcOre him to fend it encfefed in 
hts Letter to the States.

Son the Articles of Surrender, they were indemnified for : 
or was there any other alteration there, thaH tiie removing 
the Lord WBti^Uy of Parham^who was, upon many accounts, 
odious to rhe Parliament, as well as by being Govemour rtieit 
by the King's Commiffion ) and putting an Inferior mean 
Man in his place. 

More wasexpeded from Vhrgims'^ which was the todk 
Andent PJanration ; and fe was thought to be better provide4 
to defend it feif, and to be better afie&ed. Upon both which 
/bppofitions,and out of confidence in S' WSHam Berkky^thtG^ 
%*ernour thereof, who had induftrioufly invited many Gentle- 
men, and others, thither as to a place of Security, which he 
could defend againft any Attempt, and where they might live 
plentifully, many Perfbns of Condition, and goodOmcers io 
the War, had Tranfpdrted themfelves, with all the Eftates 
they had been able to preferve ; with which the honcft Go- 
vemour, fbr no Man meant better, was fb confirm'd in his 
confidence, that he writ to the King almofl inviting him thi- 
ther, as to a place that wanted nothing. And the truth if, 
that, whilft the Parliament had nothing elfe to do, that Plan- 
ration in a Qiort time was more improved in People and Stock, 
than it'had been from the beginnmg to that time , and had 
reduc«id the hulkns to very good Neighbourhood. But, alas ! 
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(ky were fi> fu f cxn being in a condicioo to defetni tham*

S' Wf^ Berkkfy ^'"'^' 
tfaeGoTemour,wasfu£Eex'd to remain there a9 a Private Man, 
opoahisownPlantacion^ which was a better fuh£ftenoe than 
tieooald have found any where elfe. And in that quiet po- 
fture he continued, by the Reputation he. had with the Peo- 
ple, till upon the noife and fame of the King's Reftoration, 
hedidasquieciy refume theExercife of his fgriner Commif- 
&», and found as ready an Obedience. About this time 
aUb, StSfj which had been vigoroufl/ defended by Sr Jotm 
Qremul, till it wanted ail things, was dejiver'd up to Sr 
^jfpAffiue.

—1 obligationa of Obedience. Shortly afccr the departure 
of the Marquis of Ormomi^ CronmeWs Deputy, IreiMy who ireton Hid 
had married his Daughter^ died in Limriek of the Plague ^f^Limrkk 
which was gotten into his Army, that was fo much weakenVi '^ '^ 
byir, and there were fo great Fadions and Divifions among '''^^* 
the Officers, after his fuddain death , that great Advantages 
nugbt.have been gotten by it. His Authority was foabfo- 
iote, tiat he was entirely fubmitted to in all the Civil, aa well 
u Mardal Affitirs But his death was thought fo linle pofli- 
Ue, dsat no provtiion had been made for that contingjency. 
So that no Mao had Authority to take the Command upon 
him, till Crommdls Pleafure was farther known ^ who put

fercnt Temper from the other ; but ajppointed the Civil Go-fi^'^Hl^^

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0X)ft part, he reTolTM alone, but was never diverted from any 
. refolution he had taken ; and be was dioughc often by his ob- 
ftinaqr to prevail over Crmmu^ himfelf, and to excocc his 
concurrence contrary to his own inclinations. But that pro- 
ceeded only from his diflembling left ^ for he was never le- 
fervid in the owning and communicating his worft and moft 
barbarous purpoies^ which the other always conceai'd and 
difavow'd. Hitherto their concurrence had been very oaca- 
ral. fioce they had the fame ends and defigns. It was gene- 
rally conceived by thofe who had the opportunity to mow 
them both very well,tluut Irefom was a Msm fo radically averfe 
from Monarchy, and fofixttoaRepublidc Government, chat^ 
if he had Uv'd, he would either, by his Counfel and uedit, 
have prevented thpfe excefles in ctmtweB^ or publickly op- 
pofed and declared againft them, and carried the greateft part 
of the Army with him ; and that Cnmwril^ who beft knew 
his Nature, and his Temper, had therefore carried him into 
Ir$lamd^ and left him there, that he miaht be without his 
Counfelsor tmpormnities, when helbourd find it neceffiiry 
to put off his Mask, and to aA that part which he forefaw it 
would be requifite to do. Others thought, his parts lay more 
towards Civu Afiairs \ and were fitter for the modellins that 
Government, which bis heart was fet upon ( being aSdaolar, 
converfant in the Law, and in ail thofe Authors who had ex* 
prefled the greateft Anlmofity and Malice againft the Regal 
Government) than fortheConduftofan Army to fupport 
it ; his Perfonal Courage being never reckon'd among his other 
Abilities.

Tub Marquis of cUnrkkard had no opinion of the Expe>- 
d)en% or that the Duke would engage himfelf on the behalf 
ofaPeople who had fo little Reputation in the World, and 
therefore refbied to give any Commiflion to thofe Gentlemen, 
or to any other to that purpofe, without firft rftceiving the 
King's Order, or at leaft the advice of the Marquis of Orm^Hd^ 
wbo was known to be fafely arriv'd in France, But that was 
look'd upon as delay, which thdr condition could not bear^ 
and the doubting the truth of the intelligence, and informar 
tkm of the Duke of LnrMiB being willing to undenake 
their Relief, was imputed to want of good will to receive it. 
And then all the Libels, and Scandal*, and Declarations, which 
had been poblilbed againft the Marquis ofOmsoisi/, were now 
rene vVi, with equal Malice and Virulency, againft the Mar-

There needs not be any other defcription of the temper I 
of the Nation at that time, than the remembring that the dif- 1 
folution of that Body of Men, who hadreign'afo long over I 
the three Nations, was generally very grateful and acceptable 
CO the People, how unuuial focver the circumftances thereof 
had been; and that this Declaration, which was not only 
fub(cribed by Cr&mwetty and his Council of Officers, but was ! 
own'd by the Aomirals at Sea, and ail the Captains of Ships, > 
and by the Commanders of all the Land Forces in Eifglandy 
Scatimd^ ^nd Ireland y wa^ look'dupon as very reafonabie; 
and the Declaration, mat illued thereupon, by which the Peo- 1 
pie were required to live peaceably , and quietly to fuboit 1 

themfelves to the Government of cbc Council of Sute, wfaich 

Ihould 
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fiKuId be nominared by tl^e Geoeral, until fuch a titee as a 
Piriamcnr, confiding of Perfons of approv'd fidelity and ho- 
nrfy, could meet, and take upon them the Government of 
tho^Narions, found an equal fubmiffion, and obedience. 

The Mechod he purTued afterwards, for thccompofing a 
Goverment, by firft purtin^ it into a moft ridiculous CoiSii* 
foa, and by devefting himfelf of all pretences to Authority, 
and putting what he had no title to keep into the hands of 
Mcnfo well chofen, that they fliould (hortly after delegate ^ 

the power in form of Law to him for the prefervation of the ^ 

Nuion, was not left admirable ; and puts me in mind of what 
Swf« faid of Pompefy " that he had brought the People of 
«R««tothatpafs, by magnifying their power and authority^ 
tfihtstJpwomfoJbni^ltMempJ^i^ And if CtomweB 
had not now made himfelf a Tyrant, all Bonds being broken^ 
and the imiverfal Guilt diverting all inclinations to return to

to Foncigners , than difpofed them to the enly reafonable 
vaffor their prefervation; there being no Man that durft 
(centiontheKing, or the old form of Governnoent. ■' 

It was upon the twentieth of y^J^ri/that the Parliament had * 

been diflolv'd ; and though CrtmrcoeU found that the People 
were fatisfied in it, and the Declaracion publifli'd thereupon, ' ^ 

yet he knew, it would be neceflary to provide fome other vi- 1 

fiblc power to fettle the Government , than the Council of

Scripture i and remember'd ** the wonderful Mercies of God jJ7«ffnr 
^to this NarioD) and the continued Series of Providence, mfnf /•!• 
^bf which he had appear'd in carrying on his Caufe, and f iMi> «><«- 
^'bringing Affiurs into chat prefent glorious Condition, where- ^^O- 
^m they now were. He put them in mind of '' the noble 
" Actions of the Army in the famous Vidory of Wfrcefiery of 
^thc AppUcadons thev had made to the Parliament, for a 
''good letdemenc of aU the Afiairs of the G>mmon-wealth, 
*^ the ncgleA whereof made it abfohicely neceOary to diflolve 
" u. He aSired them by many Arguments, fome of which

Debate, that might tend to any fettlemenc, but generally ex- 
ingi Md prefled great (harpnefs and antmoiity agaioft theOei]|7, tod 
rw/i/M- againft all Learning, out of which they thought the Clergy 
"•*'• had grown,' and ftill would grow. 

There were now no Bifliops for them to be anery with \ 
they had already reduced all that Order to the loweft diftrcfe. 
But their quarrel was againft all who had called chemfeives 
Minifters, and who, by being called (b, receiv'd Tythes, and 
refpeft from their Neighbours. They look'd upon the Fun- 
ftion it felf CO be AmiChriftian, and the Perfons to be bar- 
thenibme to the People, and the requiring, and payment of

Most Men did now conclude, that the folly and ibttifli* 
aefi of ±ts laft Aflembly was fo much forefeen, that, from 
tiwr very firft coming together, it was determin'd what 
&nld follow their Dmblucion. For the method that fuc- 
oBcded, could hardly have been compofed in (b fiiort a time 
sftCT} by Perions who had not confuhcd upon the contingency 
fcoetime before. It was upon the twejfth of Decemter^ that 
thtfinall Parliament was diff^lv'd, when many of the Mem- 
bers, vho came to the Houfe as to their ufual confulrations, 
IboRdthK they who came before, were gone to WbHe lUU to 
bedifljl/d^ which the other never thought of: And upon December 
tbe6xteenthday, the Commiflioners of the Great Seal, with 16. h« it 
the Lord Mayor and Aldermen, were fent for to attend Ctmn- fl^i**''. '* 
w9 and hisCounctl to VPifttmrnfierUai it being then Vaca* aer-Hall' 
tkn^time; and being come thither, the Commiffioners fitting ^^cfrd^iv 
upon tbeirufoal Seat, and not knowing why they were fentM/«A«r 
for, the Dedaration of the Council of Gmoers was read, "^*'^9«-

Whilst this was reading, CirMKUfff had his hand uponcromwell

RHUoeot of Government ; but would obferve, and caufe

^ ' THIS 
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recdvM very loftily by CromweB^ and with (bme reprebenfon 
for their want of warinefs in entring into fo unequal a Con- 
tention : yet He declared a gracious inclination to a Treaty, 
. till the conclufion whereof he could admit oo Cef&tioD ; 
which being known in Holland, they would not ftay fo long 
under the reproach and difadvantage of being befieged, and 
fliuiupin their Ports; but made all poffible haft to prepare 
another Fleet, ftrong enough to remove the Eagtilb from their 
Coafts; which they believ'd was the beft Expedient to ad- 
vance their Treaty : and there cannot be a greater Inftaooe 
of rheopulency of chat People, than that they fliould be able, 
after fo many lofles^ and fo Jate a great Defeat, in fo Hiott a 
time to fct out a FJcet ftrong enough to vific thofc who had 
fo lately overcome them , and who (hut them within their 
Ports. 

Their Admiral Trump had, with fomeofthe Fleet, re- 
tired into the Wkrings. at too great a diftance from the orber 
Ports for the Engb/b Fleet to divide it felf. He had, with 
a marvellous Induftry, caufed his hurt Ships to be repaired : 
and more fevere puniihment to be inflt^d on diofe who had 
behaved themfelves cowardly, than had ever bosn ufedmthat 
State. And the States publifiied fo great and ample rewards 
to all Officers and Sea-men who would, in that conjunflure, 
Trump repair to their Service, that by the end of Jufy^ within lefs 
cwMf f S0M, (h an t^o Months after their Defeat , he came out of the 
'^l^'^X JPiermgs mrhzVltct of ninety and five Men of War; which 
ikt tni •/ aflbon as the EffgHJb had notice of, they made towards him. 
j«ly. But the Wind rifing, they were forced to ftand more to Sea, 
for fear of the Sands and Shelves upon that Coaft. Where- 
^ upon VknTrumfj all that Night, ftood into the Thff/; where 
be joyn'd five and twenty more of their bcft Ships; and with 
this Addition, which made an hundred and twenty Sail, he 
faced the Eng/j/hi who, being at this time under the Com- 
mand of Monk alone, kept ft? 11 to the Sea j and having got a 
little more rooin , and the Weather being a little clcircr, 
tack'd about, and wcrerecciY'd by the PirfrJ with great cou- 
rage and eallantry. 
.jimiktr The battle continued very hot, and bloody on both fidcj, 
fy4F$gkf: from fix of the Clock in the Morning till one in the After- 
Tramp ooon ; whcft the Admiral of HoUand^ the famous Vim Tmnf^ 
£nsiift/o whfllthe very fignally perform'd the Office of a brave and 
iktm^^. bold Commaikler, was fliot with a Muiquec Bullet into ths 
heart, of which he fell <jead wiithout fpeakine word. This 
blow broke the courage of the reft ; who (ceing many of 
their Gompatiions burnt and funk, after having efldured very 
hot Service, before the Evening, fled, and made all the Sail 
they oouU towftrd« the 2>xf / j the Et^m were not in * ^^ 
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ditkxi to purfue chcm ; but found tliemfelves obliged to re- 
tire to their own Coaft, both to preferve and ntiend their 
maim'd and tore Ships, and refreih their wounded Men. 

This Battle was the moft bloody that had been yet 
kughr, both (ides rather endeavouring the deftruAion of 
(heir Ejoemies Fleet than the taking their Ships. On the HbA 
Under s part, between twenty and thirty of their Ships of 
War were fired, or funk, and above one tboufand Prifoners 
taken. TheVidory coft the £9^/1^ dear too ^ for four hun- 
dred common Men, and eight Captains, wereilatnoui right, 
and above (even hundred common Men, and five Captains, 
wounded. But they loft only one Ship, which was bum'd ; 
and two or three more, though carried home, were difabled 
for farther Service. The moltfenfible part of the lois to the 
Dmttb was the death of their Admiral Van Trwnf, who, in 
refpeA of his Maritime experience, and the frequent A Aions 
he had been engaged in, might very well be reckoned amongft 
the moft eminent Commanders at Sea of that age, and to 
whoCe memory his Country is farther indebted than they have 
yet adboowicdgcd. 

This was the laft Engagement at Sea between the two

^'ficfe within their Dominions: and another, which wascon- 
caio'd in a fecret Article , to which the Great Seal of the 
States was affix'd, by which they obliged themfelves ^^ never 
** to admit the Prince oiOrango to be their State holder, Ge- * 
** oeral, or Admiral ; and likewife to deliver up the Ifland of 
^ Vkrme in the EMft-Indies ( which they had taken from the 
BugdSjfib in the time of Kin^t James, and ufurped iteverfince ) 
^ into the hands of the Eaft India Et^lf/b Company again ; and 
to pay a good Sum of Money for the old barbarous violence 
exeroled £> many years finCe at ^mtoyna ; for which the two 
hft Kings could never obtain (atisfaftion and reparation : 
about the mkldie of Afril i6k^ He made a Peace with the 
&attsGcneia], with all the advantages he could defire^ bav* 

log 
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ing indeed aTI the Perfons of power and intereft there, iaft 
bound CO him apon their joy ntincereft. 
iUnuk^i And having now rendered himfeif terrible abroad. He 
Porcagal forced P^rf^rg^i/ to fend an Einbafladourtobeg Peace, and to 
^'^'fljf^'.fubmic to expiate the ofience they had commixed in receiv- 
•pi!i«r *°8 Pwnce Bufert^ by the payment of a great Sum of Mo- 
ney ; and broughrtke two Crowns of Frmnrr and Sfmm to fue 
fortrisAUyance. Hefiifpended for a time to choofe a new 
Enemy, that he might make himfeif as much-obey*d at home, 
HiftrfieMi$t2a he was fcar'd abroad : and m order to that, he profecuted 
tk9Kin£t all thoie ^o had teen of the King's Party with the utmoft 
^srtf. Rigour J laid new impofictons upon them , and upon every 
l^ht rumour of a Confpiracy, ciapp'dup allthofe whom be 
thought fit todifpefi, hitociofe Prifons ; enjoyn'd others not 
to ftir from their own Hoafes, and bantih'dall who fiad ever 
been in Armes for the King, from the Cities of Ijmlm and 
U^fimm/hr ; and laid other penalties upon them, contrary to 
the Anides granted to them when they cave op their Arme$, 
and to the indemnity upon their Compontions. 
The difcontents were general over the whole Khigdom, 
, and among all forts of People, of what Party Ibevcr. The 
Thitntrsi Presbytetlans preachM boldly againftthc Liberty of ConlB- 
tui^iu!' ^°^f *^ ^ monftroos Licence that fprung from thence; 
tod they who enjo/d that Licence were as unfatisfied with 
the Government as any of the reft, talk'd more lotidly , and 
threatened rhePerfon of Ovrnvr/Zmore than any. But into 
cbefediftempers Cromwell W2S notinquifitive ; nor wooldgive 
thofe Men an opponunity to talk, by calling them in que* 
ftion, who* he knew, wouU fay more than he was willing any 
body Ihoald hear ; but Intended to mortify thofe unruly ^i- 
rits at the diarge of the King's Party, and with ' the SpeAade 
of their fufierfng upon any the moft trivial occafion. And if, 
In this general Ikence of difcourfe, any Man who was fufpe- 
fted to with well to the King, let fdl any lieht word againft 
the Government, hewasfurerobe call inPrilbn, and to be 
purfued with all poflible feverity and auelty : and he could 
not want frequent opportunities of revenge this way. It was 
the great oonfolation to miferable Men, who had, ia them- 
felves or their Friends, been undone by their Lovalty, to meet 
together, and lament their conditions : and this brought on 
invedives againft the Perfon of Cromwell ; Wine , and good 
Fellowlhip, and the oominuance of the difoourfe, difoofing 
them to take notice of theuniverfal hatred that the whole Na- 
tion had of him, and to fancy how eafy it would be to de* 
ftroy him.

Where- 
upooanewPioC was dUbover'd againft the Gommoo- wealth 
jodtbe Perfbo of die Pfoceaor, and a high Court of Juftice 
vas prefemly ereAed to try the Criminals ^ which raiely ab- 
UtM any Man who wa3 broueht before them* But to this 
kind of *rrial chey never expofed any Man but tfaofe of the 
King's Party ; the otheiv of whom chey were more afraid, had 
coomaay Friends to Ainer them to be brought before foch a 
Tr&mal ; which had been firft erefted to murther the King 
hiffifelf, and cominued to root out all who adher'd to him.

Lenthall wasnoiboner iohisChair than icwa8pro»7b<>.>ftf« 
pofcd, ^tto they might in the firft phce confider by what»V'.

'' Coa?en'd them, had a Lawful power to that purpofe. Fiom 
vfaich Snbjedk die Proteftor's Creatures , and thofe of the 
Annv, endeavour d to divert them by all the Arguments they 
could. Notwithftanding which, the current of me Houfe ifi- 
fifted apon the firft cmring that point, as the fbundatioii, 
opoo which all their Counfebmuft l>e bulk : and as noany of 
the Membeis pofitiveiy enough declared againft that Power, 
bone of them* more confi(knt than the reft, fiud plainly • 
^ that they might eafily difcern the Snares which were laid

*^ not be tnmed into one Hand, or Power, but 16 as the Par-

*' teftoron the Parliament ; that in matters of Religion there 
^ ought to be a Liberty of Confcience, and that ^rfecation 
^ in the Chnrch was not to be Tolerated : Thefe, he iaid, 
^^ were unalterable fundamentals: as for other things in the 
^' Government, they were examinable and alterable as the 
^ State of Afiairs did require: that, forbisownparc,bewu 
?^ even overwhelmed with Grief, to fee that any of them (bouid 
f* go about to overthrow what was fettled, contrary to rbetruft 
^* they had receiv'd from the People ^ which could not but 
^' bring very great inconveniences upon themielves and the 
*^ Nation. When he had made this frank Declaration uoto 
them what they were to truft to, the better to confirm them 
in their duty, he had appointed a Guard to attend at tbe door 
of the Parliament Houie, and there to reftrain all Men from 
entring into the Houfe who refiifed to fubfcribe this follow-

This Engagement a confiderable part of the Members at* 
rerlv refiifed to fign ; and call'd it a violation of the Privilege 
of Parliament, and an abfolute depriving them of that freCj 
dom which was eflential to it. So they were excluded, and 
reftrain'd from entring into the Houfe : and they who did 
fubfcribe it, and had thereupon Liberty to fit there, were y^ 
fo refradory to any Proportion that might fettle nim in tbe 
Government in the manner he defiredit, that, after the five 
Months near fpent in wrangling, and ufeleft difeourfes ( da* 
ring which he was not to attempt the Diflolution of cbeffly by 
2lf?r'**' •*'• Inflrument of Govenunent ) he took the firfl opvotmq 
[T-f^ to difiTolve them; and upon the two and twendeth ^J^ \ 
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r, with fome iqvoaches, he let them knowheooald do the 
bofioefi wtchout them ; and fo difinifled them with nmch evi- 
dcDoe of his Dirpleafure : and they again retired to their ha* 
baaijoiis» refolT'd to wait another opportunity of revenge^ . 
and in the mean time to give no eridenoe of their fubmitting 
to his Ufinpation, by oodertakiog any Imployment or Office 
under lus Authority, He as carefully endeavouring and watch- 
B^ to fiod fuch an Advantage againft them, as might make 
chem lynble to the penalty of the Laws. Yet even his weak- 
neis and impotency upon fuch a notorious Advantage, ap^^'^f*^^ 
pearM io two verv notable Inftances, which happened about v^iMman 
that ttme, io the C!ale of two Perfons, whofe Names were then ^w John

HK former had been bred a Scholar in the Univerfity of johow . : 
' \ and being young, and of a preeoant Wit, in the ^^^^ 
J of the Rebellion meant co make his Foitnne in the 
War 9 and chofe to depend upon OrwmMXft countenance and 
advice, when he was not above the degree of a Captain of a 
Troop of Horfe himfelF, and was much efteem'd and valued 
by hjoi, and made an Officer; and was fo adive in C0Dtriv<>- 
ixig and fijinencing Jealoufies and Difcontents, and fo dextrous 
in OQOipo6ng^ or improving any Diigufts, and fo infptred 
wkh tbe ^»m of Praying and Preaching, when thofe gifts 
came mto requeft, and became thriving Arts, that abou^ <^he 
time when the King was taken from Ifylmiy^ and it was ne- 
ce&ry diat the Army (houkl enter into Contefts with t})e Par- 
liamenc^ J^^ WUmm grew to be one of the principal Agi 
tatora, and was moft relied ujpon by Cr^imueB to infufe thofe 
things ma> die minds of the Soldiers, and to condu<ft them :n 
the managery of their Difcontents, as might molt aHvan'.e 
Aok dtSpm He then had; and quickly got the reputation u/ 
a Man or Pans ; and. having a Imooth Pen, drew many of 
the Papers whidi firft kindled the Fire between tbe Parliar 
meot and the Army, that was not afterwards extingui(bed but 
in the rained Both. His reputation in thofe Faculties made 
him qait the Army ; where he jvas become a Major ; and 
where he kept ftill a great Intereft, and betook himfelf to 
CSvil Affidif, in the ioUiciration of Suites depending in the 
Paritammt, or before Committees ; where he had much Cre- 
dit widft tbofe who had moft power to do Right or Wronff, 
and b flOttde himfelf neceffiiry to thofe who had need of fuch 
Fioie flj uu from the Tyranny of the time. By thefe Arts he 
dvivedy and got much more than he could have done in the 
Anny, and Kpt, and encreafed his Credit there, by the In- 
SBCft DC had in other places. When CrmmueB deciin'd the 
ways of H^*iMfflri"g the Common- wealth, WUimsB^ amongft 
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the fell, forlbok him } and enter'd, warily, into may Couik' 
feb which were like to deftroy him : And upon the diflbiiidoQ 
of this laft ParUamcnc, having leb of flegme, aad £> left pa-: 
tience than other Men, co ezpeft another opponunity, lud: 
in the mean time to leave him to eftablifli hiaGreamefa^did 
believe heflxxild be able to make Aich a Schifin in the Army, 
as would give an opportunity toother enraged Perfona co tafcei 
vengeance upon him. 

CJrom WBLL knew the Man, and his uoderminiiig Facul- 
ties} knew he had fomedefign in hand, but couU not make 
any fuch diibovery as might warrant a publicfc PiofeciiCioB ; 
but appointed fome trufty ^wes ( of which he bad plenty > to 
watch him very narrowly, and, by being often with hiou to 
find his Papers ; the fpreadin^ whereof, he knew, would be 
the Phearoble to any Confpiracy of His. Shortly after the 
diflRilucioo of that ParUament, theTe Inftmmentaof Cimmmtg 
fijiprifed him in a Room, where he thought he had been £de 
enough, as he was writing a Declaration ; and feifed upon the 
Papers ; the title whereof was, ^a Declaration, cootainii^ 
^ tne reafons and motives which oblige Us to take np Anna 
^'againft 0/ivrr Owm»i0 ; and though it waa not finithM, yet 
in that that was done, there waa all Venom imaginable ei- 

EeOed againft hin^and a laq^ and bitter NarratkNi of ail his 
III breach of Truft, and Perjuries, enough to have ezpofed 
any Man to the feveieft Judgement of that time i andaanxick 
as he could wifli to difcover againft Him, or any Man wiiom 
he moft defired to deftroy. The Iflue was« the Man was 
ftreightly Imprifon'd, and preparations made for his Trial, 
and towards his Execution, which all Men expeAed. Bkit^ 
whether CramveB found that there were more engaged with i 
him than could be brought to Juftice, or were fit to be dif- 
cover'd fas many Men believ'd ) or that HSUwmi obliged 
himfelf for the time to come not only to be quiet, bat to be 
-a Spy for him upon others (as others at that time fiifpede^ 
and had reafon for it afterwards ) after a (hort time <^ Impri- 
fonment, the Man was reftored co his Libertv ; and lelbrted, 
with the fame fuccefs and reputation to his former oourfe of 
Life ; in which he thrived very notably. 
Tofin liU The Cafe of Jalm Ijlktm was mod) more wonderful,

prifcmmenr, and by reading the Book of Martyr>, he railed 
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ithimfdf amarvdloiis inclmattoii tod appccice to fiiflfcr in 
tbc defeooe or fbr the vindicftcion of aoy opprefled Truth ; 
ind found fatofelf very much coofirm'd in chat Ibirit; and in 
chat time diUgemly ooUeAed, and read ail thole Libels and 
Bobb, whfdi liad andeotly, as well as lately been written 
ittioft tlie Church : from whence, with the vtnom, he had 
filewife aontradtod the impudence and bittemeiii of their 
Style ; and by praftice, brought himfelf to the faculty of writ* 
ing hke them : and ib, whenthat Licence broke in of print* 
Bgallthat maUceand wit could fiig»ft> he puhlifb'd fome 
Faophlecahi hit own name, iuUof mac confidence and vi- 
luimcf , which mtghc afperfe the Oovemmenc moft to the 
ieafeof the People, and to their humour. When the War 
begoo, he put hhnfelf into the Army; and was taken Pri- 
ibocrbythe King's Forces in that Engagement at Bnwtfmrdj 
bofdy tfier the Battk of E4g^-JUBi and bdng then a Man 
modi known, and talk'd of for his qualities above mentioned, 
Ik vis dotfb well treated in Prifon as was like to reconcile 
bim ; and being bfooght before the Chief juftice, to be tried 
far Titafon by a Oommi£Soa of Over and Terakiner ( in 
wtefa method the King intended then to have proceeded 
agunftthe Rebelswhkh fliouid be taken ) he behaved him- 
feifwah h treat impudence, in extoUiqg the power of the 
Bariiafflent, mat it was manifeft he bad an ambition to have 
km nade a Martyr for that Caufe. But as he was liberally 
fappiiedfiam his Friends at Ijmitm (and the Parliament in 
cxpicft tcnas dedarod, ^ that they would inflid puntlhinenc 
'^upontfae Prifoners they had of the King's Party, in the 
^Aoi manner as JUttwrwand the reft ibould fufier at 0:4mri) 
fe hedid find means to corrupt tbeMarihal who had the 
oftody of him; and made bis efeape into the ParUamene 
Qonert; where he was receiv'd with publick Joy, as a 
Cbampion thatbaddefied the Kuig in his own Court. 

Fkom this time he was emertain'd by CrotnpeB with great 
^fldhricy, and, in his contefts with the Parliament, was of 
noch ofe t» him, and privacy with him. BUt he begun then 
to Sod himof fo reftteis and unruly a Spirit, and to make 
^ advances in Religion agatnft the Presbyterians before 
be duDghtit (eaibnable, thathedifoenfed with his prefenoe 
^theArmy, where he was an Officer of Namcj and made 
y wfi de ID Lsarfw, where he wifb'dthat temper fliouldbe 
"^VT^d. And when the Parliament was fo much oflfended ^ 
^ Us feWous hamour,aod the Pamphlets he publiOi'd every 
^^isR^ekm, with reflexions upon their proceedings, that 
^lefoivTs to profecute him wkh great rigour (towards 
^ die AflemUy of Divmes, whkhhe had likewife pro- 
^^v'lli CDOinbitted their defira^ and demand ; CnmmeB writ 

a very 
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t yttf paffionate Letter to the Pflrltameot ^^diat chey would 
*< not fo much difcourage their Army, that was fighciog for 
^ them, as co cenfure an Officer of it for bis opinion in point 
^ of Confcience; for the Liberty whereof, and to free them- 
^ felves from the fliackles in which the Blfiiops would eoflave

continued to make the Proceedings of the Parliamentas odi- 
ous as he could. But from the time that OwmmB had dif- 
perfed that Parliament, and was. in eSb&y in pofleffioa of the 
' So7eraigo Power, uAmm withdrew his fiivour for him ; and 
thought him now an Enemy worthy of his diipleafure ; and, 
both in dlfcourfes and writings, in Pamphlets and InveAives, 
loaded him with all the Afperfions of Hypocrify, Lyii^, sod 
^; Tyranny* and all other imputations and reproadies wmcb ei- 
ther he oeferv'd, or the malice or bitternefi of the odier't 
Nature could fuggefttohim, to make hhn the moft onivcr- 
(ally odious that a faithlefs perjured Perfon could be. 

Cromwell could boir ill language and reproaches wkh 
lefs difhirbanoe, and concernment, than any Peribn in Au- 
thority had ever done : yet the proiecution this Man ezercif- 
ed him with, made him plainly difoem that it would be im- 
poffible ro preferve his Dis oity, or to have any fecurity in the 
Government, whilft His Licence continued ; and therefore 
after he luui fet fpies upon him to obferre Us Afiions, and 
coUefthis Words, and upon advice with the Goundl at Lav 
of the State, was confidently informed, <<that> af well by the 
<< old eftabli(h'd Laws, as by new Ordinmoes, ZJlktm was 
«'guUty of High Treafon , and hadfbrfetted bis Life, if he 
<< were profecuted in any Court of Juftioe, he cauled him tobe 
fent to Ntwgmff^ and at the next Seffions to be indided of 
High Treafon : all the ludses being prcfent, and the Cooii- 
cil at Law to inforcethe Evidence, and all care being takes 
for the return of fuch a Jury as might be fit for the importance 
of the Cafe, iMhnm appeared und^umted, and widithe con- 
fidence of a Man that was to play a Pri2e befine the Peo|de 
for their own Liberty ^ he pleaded Not-guilty, and heard all 
the Charge and Evidence againfl him with patience enough, 
fave that, by interrupting the Lawyers, fometimes, who po* 
fecuted him, and by (harp anfwers to fome queftions of the 
Judges, he (hew'd that he had no reverence for their Perto, 
*nor any fgbmiffion to their Authority. The whole day was 
fpent m his Tryal; and when he came to make UsDefeoo^

IbUsud was bound not to admit him imo 
their Domfaiions, and by their Ezamde had (hew'd odier 
Princes , imd States , mat condieioos Thej|f muft fubmit xxi 
who would be Allies to Ot^mmtt. The Ring ef Sfmm was 
at the fame time contending with VrmM for Crmmmttt 
Friendflup, and thought he hadibme Advanuge widi him by 
the Refidence his M ajefty had in 9rmK»: (b niere could be 
no thought of lepairing into Flimiers^ and that he could be 
admitted toftay there. The Proteftancsy in moft places ei* 

?efled mudi more Indinadon to his Rd>els than to Him. 
he Roman Catholicks look'd upon him as in fo ddperate a 
condition, that he would in a fliort time be necefficaied co 
throw hiroielf into their Armes by changing his Religion, with* 
out which they generally dedared, ^they would never gite 
*^ him the leaft Affiftanoe. In this diffae(8,his Majeftyrefum- 
ed the confiderations he had formerly enter'd upon, offend- 
ing to the Diet ; which was fummon'd by die Emperoor to 
meet (hortiv at JUthicMiy to make choiceof a King ciAt 
RgmoMS. And Germatty being then in Peace, the Emperour 
made little doubt of finding a concurrence fai the chcdoe of die 
King cfHuwgary his eldeft Son to be made King of the Its- 
mm$Sj and thereby to before to fucceed htan in the Empire. 
Our King had long defign'd to lend the Lord VKhmt on that 
Errand, to try what the Emperour, and Princes of Ginnsi^i 
would do, infuch aconjundure, towards the uniting ail other 
Princes with themfelves, in undertaking a quarrel they were 
'all concerned hi, toreftoreaPrince fo injur'd and oppids'd 
by fo odious a Rebellion j and in the mean time, o^ whidi 
there appear'd to be more hope , what contribution tliey 
would make towards his Support ^ and likewife, upon this oc^ 
cafion, wh^ fitplace might be feiund, in the neareft parts of

yctche Fteaders kept didr Fulpit licence; and, more for 
tk aiSona that was ofier'd to Presbytery, than the Confci* 
OK of what was due to IMajefty, many of them piefumed 
m pay for dw Kbg; and generaOya though fecretly, ex^^ 
nacddie amis of me Peo^ agUnft cbeprefent GoveroBi^ 
TheHidfr^anders by the Advantage of their Sicaation , and 
thehaiwieisQfthat Foople, made frequent Incur6ons in the 
n^inco dbe £Rgi!^i& Quarters ; andkiU'dmany of their Sol* 
di^ fatt flolb moie of their Horfes : and where thete was 
y moft 
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moft ftppetrasGC of Peace, and SubjeCUoo, if the SoUkn 
ftragled in the ntght, or went fiogle in the day, Ibey wen 
ufuaily knocked on thebeadj and nb Enquiry oooUdiicova 
theMalefadora. 

Many Ezprefles were fent to the King , as well frooo 
thofe who were Prifoners in BKgjbmd, as from fome Lord 
who were at liberty in $c$tlmul^ *^(hat MidlHom might be 
^ fent into the High-lands with his Majefty's Commiffioo \ 
ftnd in the mean time the Earl df Obmemrm^ i gallant Gen- 
tleman, ofler'd, if he were Authoril'd by the King, to dnwt 
Body ofHorfe and Foot together in the High-lands, and in- 
feft the &)emy, and be ready to fubmit to Miibt9B^ aflboo 
as he ihould anrive therewith a rupply of Annes and Anunih 
TW Ki»i nition. Accordingly the KinglM^tent aCommiffion to die 
/'■^^^•^Earl of GlifUMrm j who behayed Mmfelf very wonhilv, lod 
IeST^ gave Monk fome trouble. But he preffing very eameftly, dat

and Emulations, which were growing up to the breakifig off 
that Union, without which nothing could fuccced, his Ma* 
jefty, about the time that the Earl of BioebiBer was difoitti'd 
uni Mid- for lUtistoMiy ient likewife Middkttm into Sc§tlsmL witn boe 
ditfton u few OflBcers of that Nation, and fuch a poor fupply of Anoes 
^" i'*^ ^ Ammunition, as, by the adivity and indufby of M- 
dletm^ could begotuponrheaeditandcontributkn of (boe 
Merchants and CMBcers in Ho/land of that Nation, who were 
wilting to redeem their Country from the Slavery it was in. 
With this very (lender AffiftanceheTranfponea himlelf in 
the Winter into the High*lands ; where, to wetocnne hiOi 
he found the few, whom he loolrd to find in Armes, more 
broken with Faftion amongft themlelvesthan by the Enemy; 
nor was he able to reconcile them. But after Gkwesrm had 
dell ver'd his thin unarm'd Troops to MuUietom , and ooo- 
defcended to Fight a Duel with an Inferior Officer, wIk) pro- 
voked him to it after he was out of his Command , whetiier 
he was troubled to have another Command over bkn^ who, 
upon the matter, had nootherMenoo Command but vbc 
were raifed by him, though he had exceedingly piefled 16/- 
Jift0m*s being fent over to that purpofe, or whethar comrio- 
ced with the impoflibUity of the Attempt, he retired firft to 
eiencaroe Ms own Hdufe, and then made his Peace with MoMky thit he 
^'^J^ might llvequierly, and retained ftill his AtkeOmi and Fidelity 
WiMMAite^ the King ; which he made manifeft afterwards in amoie 
fuetmuh favourable conjunfture : andattbe fatnetimeheezcuiedlmD- 
IsoAk. (elf to the King, for giving over anEnterprize which be was 
not able to proiecute, though MMktmo fuftain*d it a full y^ 
tifcerwards. 

The troth is, the two Perfons who were moft oopcem'd 
• •• I is 
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ia tkat Expedition, had no degree of hope chat it would be 
looukd with any Succeis , the King, and MJJUtam; who 
y both feen an Army of that People, well provided with aU 
thiop oeceffiiry, not able to do any thine where they fought 
npoo tenof more Advantageous. And now could thofe now, 
dnwn together by chance, half arm'd and undifciplio'd, be 
aUetocoDtaod with ViAorious Troops, which wanted no- 
thing, and would hardly part with what they bad got ? But 
liis Mijefty could not rouie tt^give them leave to Attempt 
what they believ'd they couidrthrough with ; and Msd- 
ikmj who had promifisd them ^ come to them, when he 
was aSired he fliould be enabled to carry over with him two 
tixu£uid Men, and good (lore of Armes , thought himfeif 
obliged to venture his Lifi: with them who ezpe&ed him^ 
tboifbheootdd carry no more with him than is mention'd ^ 
ind by his behaviour there, notwitUlanding all difcourage- 
mctts, hemantfiBftedhow much he would have done, if others 
had performed half their promifes. 

It w31 not be amifs m this place to mention an Adven« 
tore due was made during his being in the High- lands, which 
defenres to be recorded for the honour of the Undertakers. 
There was attending upon the King a young Gentleman, one 
W W^My a very handfome Perfon, of the age of three or 
fooi and twenty. This Gentleman had^ when he was a youth 
of fifteen or foteeo years, been, by the corruption of fome of 
his oeinft Fri^s, engaged in the Parliament Service againft 
theKmg^ where Ae eminency of his courace made him fo 
nuddcen notice of, that he was of generaleftimation, and 
belov'd by sdl; but fo much in the friendQiipof Ir^on, ut^ 
der whom he had the Command of a Troop of Horfe, that 
00 Man was fo much in credit with htnoi. By the time of 
AeMurther of the King he was fo much improv'd in Age 
and Uodfldbnding, that, by that horrible and impious Mur- 
ther, and by the information and advice of fober Men in bis 
conTeifition, he grew into fo great a deceftacion of all that 
People, that he thought of notning but to repair bis own Re- 
pocation,bytakingvengeaiK:e of thofe who had coufen'd and 
mlfledhim: atid in order thereunto, aflbon as the Marquis 
^Ormmd refum'd the Government of Jritland again .for the 
King (whidi was the only place then where any Armes were 
horoeforhisMajefty ) Captain Uigsm repaired thither to him 
thraugh ScitLmd ^ and behaved himfeif with ilich fignal Va- 
W^dut the Marquis of Orssswigave him the Command of 
hitownGuards, and every Man the Teftimony of deferving 
it He came over with the Marquis into FrMrf#; and being 
reSleftco bein Adion, no fooner heard of MuUbttafs being 
anjf'din S(§tlm$d, thanherefolv'd to find himfeif with him; 

and 
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and iinmedittely asked the King's leave not only for htafeiri 
tNK for at many of the young Men about the Qniit ts he 
could perfwade to go with him ; declaring to hit Majeftf, 
^ that he refolv'd to pafs through BfgimfJ. The King, vha 
had much Graoe for hifii , diflWaded him from the Coder* 
taking, for th<^ difficulty and danger of it, and denied to give 
him leave. Bat neither his Majefty, nor the Marquis of Or- 
nmutf could divert him ; and his importuoity oootimiiif , he 
was kft to follow his Inclinations: and there wu no oewi 
fo much talked of to the Court, as that Captain W^m would 
go into Bftgimul^ and from thence march mto Stitlmd to 
ueneral Mddigtm; and many young Gentlemen, and others, 
who were in P«rsr, lifted themfelves with him for the Ei]x- 

' dition. He went then to the Chancellor Ot the Escdieqoer; 
who, durine the time of the Kingfs ftay in PrMttj eiooited 
theOfikeofSecretary of State, to defire the difpsn;h of ixk 
Pafles, Letters, and Commiffions, as were neoeffitry for the 
AflSiir he had in hand. The Chancellor had much kindDeft 
for bin^ and fearing heard of his defign by the oommoo talk 
of the Court, and tromcheffee difoouWes of fome of diole 

' who refelv'd to go with him, reprefented ^ thedaoger of the 
^enterprife to hlmfelf, and the diOhonour that would tcfltfi 
^ upon the Kmg, for fufiering Men under his Fail, and widi 
^ his Commiffion, to expofe themfelves to toevkaUe roifl: 
^ that it was now the diTcoori^ of the Town, and would 
^ without doubt be known in EngUnd and to Cnmrnll^ h^ 
^ fore he and his Friends could get thither, fo that i( vtf 
^ likely they would be apprehended the firft minute they let 
^ their foot on Shore: and how much his own partkuhrPer- 
^ fon was more liable to danger* than other Mens heinew 
^ well; and, upon the whole matter, very eamcftlydiflwadcd 

him from proceeding farther. 

H E anlwer'd mt^ of the particular confideratkNtf vni 
contempt of the danger , and con6dence of gohig tfaioop 
with ic, but with no kind ofreafon ( a talent that did oot 
then abound in him ) to make it appear probable. Wha^ 
upon the Chancellor expreftly refuted to make his Oifp^ 
till he oould fpeak with the King ; » with whom, lie uid, ht 
**woukl do the beft he could to perfwade his MtjrfyjJ 
« hteder his Journey } widi which the Captain was pwoW 
to fo great pailioo, aiat he broke into tears, and b^^j 
him not to diflWade the Ktw ; and feem'd fo mudi traatportea 
with the refolution of the Ad venmr& as if he would not o«- 
live the difappointment. This paflSm fo far p»«^*"° /? 
die King, tfaathecaufedaUhisdsfpatches tobemade,afld^ 
liver^d to hfan. And the very next day He and his Om^ 
aions, being ieven or eight in number^ went out ©f'"^^ 
ther, and cook Poft for Ci£ijgr. ^"^^ 
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TflCT landed at D^ver, continued their Journey to tjf»» 
^ and walked the Town ; flav'd there above three Week9« 
uUchey had booghc Horfes, wntchthejr quarcerViat Gooh 
moo Inns, and litted Men enough of their Friends and Ac- 
(juuntaoce toprafecute their purpofe. And then they appoint- 
td thdr Rendezvous at Barmty marched out of Lemkom a^ 
CrtmweB's Soldiers , and from B^rmeP were fiiU fourfcore 
Horfe well Armed, and appointed, and Quartered that Night . 
it St jiUtai ; and from theoce, by eaSy Jouroies, but out of the 
Coomoo Roads, marched fafely into Sc^Lmd^ beat up feme 
Quarters which lay in their way, and without any miudven- 
ture joyn'd MUktm in the High-lands ^ where poor ff^stf, 
after many brave AAions perform'd there, reoeiv'd upon i n ^f 
Partjj^ ordinary flefli wound ^ which, for want of a gobdJ^}^^^^ 
Saigecxi proved mortal to him, to the very great grief of il^- 
i^y and all who knew him« Many of the Troopers, when 
tbey oouid ftay no longer thenL found their way j^ain throng 
EH^^K tod retum'd to the lung. 

1 N the diftreb whkh the King fufier'd during his abode in 
Frgme^ the Chancellor of the Exchequer's part was the ma& 
Qoeaff and grievous. For though ail who were angry with 
Him, weie as ai^gry with the Marquis of OrsiSMM/, who liv'd 
tn great Friendflup with him, and was in the fame truft with 
tiieKing in all hisCounfels which were refer v'd from others ; 
f^ the Marquift's Quality, and the great Services he had per- 
f^^ and thegreat fufiterings he underwent for the Crown^ 
made lum above all their exceptions: and they believ'd his 
avet&Q from all their Devices to make marriages, and to 
^^ io Rd^ton, proceeded moft from the aedit the other 
bdwid) him. And the (^een's difpleafure grew fo notori- rusfu^^s 
^^ainft die QianceUor, mat after he found by degrees that ^V*»f^* 
fte would not fpeak to him, nortakeanjr noticeofhim when g^JJIjJ^^ 
&e&» him, he forbore at laft coming inher prefence; and ^ exciJ^ 
formiay Months did not fee her face, though he had the ho- ^mt m " 
^ tolodge m the fame Houfe, the Palace Royal, where France^ 
°°^ their Majefties kept their Courts ; which encouraged all 
vhodcfiredto ingnuiate themfelves with herMajeily, toer* 
P^ t peat prejimceto the Chancellor, at lead to withdraw

^^^ that Ae did exceedingly defire to remove him from

The King had reafonto 
acknowledge the i)bIigation, and to leave it to his own wif* 
dom, what he would do. In the conduiion of thedifcourie, 
the Cardinal askM his Majefty a queftion or two of matter of 
fad, which he could not anfwer , but told him, ^he would 
*^ give a pundual information of it the next day in a Letter : 
which the Cardinal defired might be ailbon as his Majefty 
thought fit, becaufe he would, upon the receipt of it, make 
his difpatches into Italy. The particular things betog oat of 
the King's Memory, ailbon as hereturn'd, he ask'd the Chan* 
ceilor of the Exchequer concerning them ; and having re- 
ceived a punftual, Account from him, his Majefty writ a Let- 
ter the next day to the Cardinal, and gave him information as 
to thofe particulars. Within very few days after this, the Car- 
7W csrii^ dinal coming oneday to the Louvre to feethe OKen Mo- 
tM/deRecftther, hewas arreftad by the Captain of the Guard7 and lent 
fint f tit pya^ner to the BJjKA ; and in one of his Pockets, whidi they 
feaidiM, that Letter the King had fent to him was found, and 
delivered to the Queen Regent; who prefcntly imparted it 
to the Queen of EMglmui^ and after they had made themfelves 
merry with fome improprieties in the Fremcb^ the King ^' 
ing, for thefecrecy, not confulted with anybody, they difco- 
ver'dfome purpoTe of applying to the Pope, and to other Ca- 
tholick Princes ; and that his Majefty fliould enter upon aoy 
fiich Counfel, without firft confuking with the Qtipett his m- 
ther, could proceed only from the inft^ation of the Cha^vtf 
of tlie Exchequer. Ht^ 
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H B R Majefty, with a very great proportion of fliarpnefi^ 
reproach'd the King for his Negled, and gave him his Let- 
ter. The King was exceedingly fenfible of the little refp^ 
the Queen Mother hadlbew'd towards him, in communicat- 
ing his Letter in that manner to his Mother ^ and expoftulat- 
ed with ber for it ^ and took that oca£on to enlarge more upoa 
the iDJuftice of his Mother s complaints, than ne had ever. 
done. And from that time the Queen Mother, who was in 
truth a very worthy Lady, (hew'd much morekindnefs to the 
King. And a little time after, there being aMaique at the 
Court that the King liked very well, he perfwaded the Chan* 
cellor to fee it ; and vouch&fed, the next Night, to carry him 
thither hiroielf, and to place the Marquis ofOrmmdznd Him 
next the Seat where all their Majefties were to fit. And when 
they entered, the Queen Regent ask'd, '^ who that fat Man wa4 
** who CtLtc by the Marquis of Ormond ? The King told her 
adouiL ^ that was the naughty Man who did all the Mifchief, 
^ and (tt him againft his Mother : at which the Queen her 
felf was little lefi diforder'd than the Chancellor was. But they 
within hearing laugh'd ibmuch, that the Queen was not dif* 

f^leafed ^ and fomcwhat was fpoken to his Advantage, whom 
ew thought to dcfervc the Reproach. 

At this time the King was inform'd by the Frtncb Courts Pruct Ru- 
"that Prince Bupert^ who had been fo long ablent, having Pf «""'*» 
** TOoe with the Fleet from »a«irf before the Murther of the™^ *"' 
^ late King, and had not been heard of in (bme years, wasuJi^^es* 
^now upon the Coaft of France , and foon after at Nawtes

^ ffma Rfformathm^nothcr Ship of the Iung's,in which Prince

^ years before; and that Prince Bupert himfelf was returned 
^ with very ill health. The King fent prefendy to welcome 

him, and to invite him to Farie to attend his health ; and his ^

that the Attumey General, who was unfatisfied with every 

body, would have moft biSuence upon that Prince i and that 
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Us Highnefs oxild iiot be without credit enough with the 
King CO incroduce him into btifinefs; which (hey thoughc 
would at leaft ieOen the Chancellor. In order to which, re 
was no fooner known that Prince Riffert was landed in Prmue^ 
but the \joi6Jetmyny\^^£dy and made great court to $>* Bd^ 
WdrJBpflert'y between whom and him there had been great- 
er (hew of Animofity than between any two of the Nation 
who Were beyond the Seas, they having for fome years fel- 
dom fpoken to, never well of, each other. And tierifert^ 
who V^asof aroughand proud nature, had declared publick- 
ly, *^ that he would have no Friendfliip with any Man who 
^ belie v'd the other to be an honed Man. Between thefe two 
a great friendlhip is fuddainly made; and the Attumey is every 
day With the Qieen, who had fliew'd a greater Averfion from 
him than from any Man, not only upon the bufinefs of the 
Duke ofTifky but upon many other Occafions, But now (he 
commended htm to the King, *^ as a wife Man, of greoc Ex-

Gerieral Lord Keeper of the Great Seal ; which was a promo- 
tion very natural.

The King knew the Man very well, and had 
neither efteem nor kindnefs fot him ; yet he well forefaw, that 
When Prince tiufert came to him, he (bould be prefled both by 
bis Mother and Him fo importunately, that he (houldnoc 
with any eafe be able to refute it.

ofdiatKiqgdom) that whenhbMajeftyrerurn'd from#^r- 
(^n to fariSy they would by no means fuflfer that he fliould 
wait opoQ his Majmy ; and accufed him of much bieacli of 
rruft, and diihonefty, and, amongft the reft, that he fliould 
ia7, which could be proved, ^ that it was impoflible for any 
^ Man to ferve the iung honeftly, and to preferve the good 
^ opintoo of the Queen, and keq» the Lord Jernnrn's favour. 
The truth is, that Gentleman had not the good fortune to be 
i;^oeially well thought of, and the King did not believe him 
faalclei^; and therefore was contented to (arisfy his Mother, 
and would not permit him to execute hisOfSce, or to attend 
in his Coondis.

f^ or that he might be chaiged with his Crimes, and be far- 
^^ther puniih'd, if he did not clear himfelf, and appear inoo- 
^5 cent. This Petition was prefented to the King, when ht 
was in Council, by the Qjeen^ who came thither only for; 
that purpofe, and defired that it might be read; which being | 
done, the King was furprifed, having dot in the Icaft receiv'd 
any notice of it; and faid. ^^ that her Majefty was the prin- 
^^cipal Caufe that induced his Majefty to remove him from \ 
^* his place, and that flie then believ'd that he was not fie for 
^^heTruft. She faid^ <<flie had now a better opimooof

pntTiufn Thereupon Mr 1>>S accufed the Chancellor of haviof; 
Ur Long betray'd the King ; and undercook to prove diat he had been

fW £ww/ v^ich was an afperfion fo impoi&ble, that every body laugh'd 
inurtfbis at it: yet becaufe he undertook to prove it, the ChaaceUor

rhiMmn ^^'^^''ds been an Under-CIerk for writing Letters and Own- 
jhMftf »r miffions, during the time of the King's beine in ScstUmd^ 2od 
omki/s had been taken Prifoner at Wcrceftiri and, being releafed 
»|airon« ^^^ ^^^ ^^^ of ^he King's Servants, bad been empbyed, from 
iiffOiMd the time of the King's Retum, in the fame Service under the 
ms i»^. Chancellor; the Man having, before the Troubles, taught rhe 
ff^i^^' Kingi and the Duke of Tori, and the reft of the King's Chil- 
J ' dren to write, being indeed the beft Writer, for the faimeii 
of the hand, of any Man in that time. 

Massonet faid, << that after his releafe from his Imprt- 
<<fonidettt^ tod whilft he ftaid in Lmhrny be fpoke with ft 
.^^Moid^ who had formerly ferv'd hini, that ktew tbeQ^o- 
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^cdlor very welL and who afluredhim, that one evening 
^ ihe bad feen the Chancellor go into Cmmmelfs Chamber at

^'houjrs, (he fiiw him conduced out again. And M' L^ng de- 
fired time, that he might fend over for this Woman, who 
Md appear and juftify it.

ButM'LM; himfelf coming at the fame 
time to him, and nuking great Acknowledgements^ and ask- 
ing pardon, the Chancellor frankly remitted the injury ; which 
M' lAug feem'd to acknowledge with great gratitude ever 
after. 

T H s King wearied with tfaeie domeftick Vexadons, as well 
as with the uneafinefs of his Entertainment, and the change 
he every day difcover'd in the countenance of the Frmb Court 
to him, grew very impatient to leave FrMfce; and though

Ordnance, and Ta(3:ling, which (though they required gi^t 
Charge to be fitted out again to Sea, yet) if fold, hepreTuised, 
would yield a good Sum of Money to enable him to remove, 
and fuppDrt him fome time after ne was remov'd; for theic 
were, belides the Ship it felf, fifty good Brafs Guns on board 
the^Wif&w^ which were very valuable. His Majefty there- 
fore writ to Prince ItMftrt ( who was returned to AW»J ^ 
difcharge fome Sea- men, who ftill remained, andto fdlthc 
reft of Che Prizes) "that he fliould find fome good Chapmen 
« to buy the Ships, and Ordnance, and Tackfc, at the value 
*^ they were worth : which was no fooner known at ^^H 
than there appear'd Chapmen enough, befidcs the Manhalot 
MelUray^ who being Governour of that place, and oti\^^^^ 
vince, had much Money always by him to layout ^^^^'^ 
cafions. And the Prince writ the King word. " that he naa 
" then a good Chapman, who would pay well for die ^^ 
<* Cannon i and that he Oiould put offaU the reft at good i^- 
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h he writ again the next Week^ ^ that, when he had e7en 
*&ufli'drhe contraft for the Brafs Cannon, there came an 
'^ Order from the Court, that no Man (hould prefumeco buy 
*the Brafs Cannon, and to Marfhal MtUtr^ to take icare that 
''they vcie not carried out of that Porr. 

The Prince apprehended, that this unexpeAed reftraint 
;ioceeded from iome claim suid demand from Crtmwell'y and 
tben expeded, diat it would likewife relate to the SwaUaw 
kfclf, if not to the other Ships; and the Marflial contributed 
v^ 2Dd cherifhed this Jealoufy) that the better Markets might 
be made of all the reft ; himfelf being always a (harer with 
tbe Merchants, who made any purchafes of that kind : as he 
had, (nxn the time that his Highnefi firft came into that Porr, 
always in&iuated into him in confidence, and under great 
good will and truft, ^' that he thould ufe all expedition in the 
^ f&Ie of the Prices, left either CramipeO Ihould demand the 
^whok (which he much doubted ) or that the Merchants^ 
^Owners oftbeGopds, (hould upon the hearing where they 
^ were, fend and arrcft the (aid Snips and Goods, and demand 
"reftitotfonto be made of them in a courfeofjuftice ; ia 
^either of which ca(es, he (aid *^ he did not know, confider- 
" ing how things ftood with Ef^l^nJ, what the Court would 
'^doSntnine: though, hepromifed, he woulS extend his Au- 
^^ ihority to (erve the Prince, as far as he could with his own 
"firfcty; and defer the pubHftiing and execution of any Gr- 
aders he Ihoald receive, till the Prince might facilitate the 
"difpaidi: usd by this kind Advice very good Bargains had 
beta isade (or thok Goods which had been fold ; of which 
tbe Afarihal had an Account to his own dcfire. 

Bur when, upon this unwelcome Advertiiement, the King 
made his Addrels to the Cardinal to revoke this Order ; and, 
IS the heft rcaibn to oblige him to gratify him, told him, 
^thatdtt Money, which mould be raifed upon the Sale of 
^thofe Cannon, was the only means he had to remove him- ' 
^ felf out of France^ which he intended (hortly to do, and 
"togoto the hither parts cfQfrmanyy and that his Sifter, the 
"PrtDceftofOrMgr, and He, had lome thoughts of finding 
^^diemielves together, in the beginning of the Summer, at 
^Ae Sftw : which indeed had newly enter'd into the King's 
CQDfidoadon, and lud been entertained by the Prince(s Royal^ 
the Cardinal, being well pleafed with the reafon, told his Ma- 
jtfty, '^ diat this Order was not newly made, but had been 
^^Andent, ditt no Merchants or any private Subje£b[^ 
^ (hould buy any Brals Ordnance in any Port , 1^ ill u(e 
"Pigjttbe made of them; and that the Order was not now 
^re?iv^d with any purpcHe to brinff anyprejudKC to his Ma» 

fJcftyiwbofboQkibeflohiferby Siereftramt; foifaathiffl* 
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^ Iclf would buy the Ordnance^ and give a* much for them i 
'^ they were worth ; in order co which, he would forthvii: 
<< fenc an Agent to Nawies to (ee the Cannon j and, opot 
'^ conference with a Perfon employed by the King, they cm 
<^ fliould agree upon the price, and then the Money IhouUb 
^* all paid together to his Majefty in Psris : intimating "thai 
^^ he would difpute the matter afterwards with CramweB^ g 
if he knew, or forefaw, that he would make fome dezmod. 
It wasw^Ufor the King that this condition was isadefoi 
the payment of this Money ia Paris*^ for of all the Monq 
paid or received at tJanUs^ as well for the Ships, Tadde, 
and Ordnance, as for the rrizc- Goods, not one penny ever 
came to the King's hands, or to hisufe, but what ne reodv'd 
at Psris from the Cardinal for the Bra(s Guns which vere 
upon the SvmUow ; for the valuing whereof the King iem 
one thitherto treat with the Officer of the Otrdinali All the 
xell was difpofed. as well as received, by Prince Vi/ftrt ^ who 
when he returned to Parity gave his Majefty a oonfiifed Ac- 
count y and averr'd^ '^ t^t the expences had been fo great, 
^' that there was not only no Mosey remaiiyipg in his haods, 
** but that there was a debt ftill due to a Mercnant i whidihe 
defired his Majefty to proroife to fatisiV* 
TUKi^ The Ktn^refoluciontogoiQto GerwMf was veryg^at^ 
ri^wift^ful to every body, more from the wearioeis they bd of 
f M* Gcr- jprmtce^ than from the fbrefight of any benefit and advanDge 
"*"^* that was like to accrue by rhe remove. But bis Majefty, who 
needed no fpurs for that Journey, was the more difpoled to 
it by the extraordinary importunity of his Friends in Enlai] 
whoobferving the ftrift correfpondence that was b«ween 
the Cardinal and CromweUy and knowing that the Allyance 
between them was vcr^ near concluded, and being ioiorm'd 
that theie were conditions agreed upon, which t^ere very 
prejudicial to the King, did really apprehend that bis Ma- 
jefty 's Perfon might be given up; and thereupon ihey fenc 
Mr Harry Hatty S^fnout^ who, being of his Majdty's Bed-Cbsisber, 
Seymour ^ j having his leave to attend his own Affiiirs in jEigWy 
rtf^ff^m <^ ^^U knew would be believ'd by the Kim , aad being 
kkFrimU i^^TcScdonly lo the Marquts of Onpmu/, andwOaoocBor 
MKiigiind.of the £j(chequer, he might have oppprtunity to ij^ with 
the King privately and undi(coverd, and return agaiovich 
fecurity, as he, and divers Meflengers of that kind, Irequem- 
ly did. He was fent by the Marquis of Hetifotd^ and die Earl 
of $mbMn^t0n , with the privity of thple few who were 
tnifted by them, ^tp be very importqhaitc with the Kiogy 
^^tbathe wpuld remove out of Fr^^i^e^ aod to cocDmunia^e 
^^ lohis Majpfty all which they recciv'4 f^9Xf^ ^ipns vho 

^ wqr« ^fiowtcd iutp jpa^y Qf. m to^ t^9l»4P9(b ^ V^J^ 
' ... ' * ' ' "poici 
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^'pofeiof OrmmM. And bQcattTetbeyweU knew io wfc&t 
Ire^ die King was for Money, they found fome means at 
dttr dme to fend him a Supply of aboat three thoufand 
pounds; which the King, reoeiv d, and kept with great Te- 
occy. They fent him word Itkewifey '' tnat wherever he 
^Ihooldchooretorefideontof WrmMy they weie confident 
"hit Servants in Efglsmdj under what persecution foever they 
" lay, would fend turn fome fopply : out whiift he remained 
^OiFrmKiy nobody would be prevailed with to fend to him* 
The Kiogwaa glad to be confirmed in the refolution he had 
taken, by his Friends advice ^ and that they had in fome de« 

Eeecflabkd him to profecute it ; which was the more va- 
able, bccaufeit was Icnown to none. Yet his Debts were 
b great in Fsrky and .the Servants who were to attend him in 
ibll a condition, andfo without all conveniences for a Jour- 
ney, tbat, if the Cardinal, over and above the Money for the 
CauKM ( which the King did not defire to receive till the 
hit ) did nor take care for the payment of all the Arrears, 
which were doe upon the Aflignroent they had made to him, 
heihottldoot be able to make his Journey. 

But iothia he receiv'd fomeeafe quickly; for when the 
Cardinal was fatisfied, that his Majefty had a foil refolution 
to be gone, which heftill doubted, till he heard from H^/- 
iW that the Princefis Royal did rodly provide for her Jour- 
ney tothe Sf^m^ he did let the King know, '^ that, agatnft 
^ (he tinie that his Majefty appointed his remove, his Ar- 
" rears Qioold be either entirelypdd, orb much of his Debts itvC^'^^ 
'^iecuicd to bis Creditors, as ihould well fatisfy them ; and ^ M* '^ 
"die left fiioold be paid to his Receiver for the charge of j^f^f *^ 
"die Journey; and liicewife aflimed his Majefty, "that, for Jj^^e- 
" the hxas% the monthly Affignation (hould be pundually 
" paid eo whomfoever his Majefty would appoint to receive 
" it. This promife was better comply'd with than any other 
that hid been made, tiU^ fome years after, the King thought 
fit to decline the receiving thercx)f; which will be remember'd 
initipiaoe. 

All dmig^ being in this Aate, the King declared his refi>- - 
hnontD be^ his Journey^ afioon as he could pur himfelf 
into a capacity cf moving, upontheieceifK of tlie Money he 
eipefied, vbi all preparations were made for enabling the 
Family c» be ready to wait upo^htaMajeftv, and for the 
better icgalatiag, and governing it^ when mr King fliouid be . 
oot of tr^nm^ there having never been any order token in 
Rvhiillbeiemain'd there,. nor could be, becaiife his Ma* 
jeftf had aliiAy»eaten with the Queen, asd'her Officers had 
P^^tiike^-^etfcmxr^ To thac l>y the failinf of reeeiving 
nMj ligimiM^iOMii^^ Ui^.hj^ re* 
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eeivhig iH that was paid, to carrjr on the ezpenoe of their 
Majcfty's Table, which the King's Servaocs durft nor enquire 
into, very* few of his Majetty'9 Servants bad reodv'd any 
wages from the time of his coming from Wkrc^fifrto the re- 
mote lie was now to make. Nor was it poffihie now to&- 
tisfy cbem what they might in jofUce exped:, but they were 
to be conceoted wkh fnch a Proportion as could be ijpared, 
and which might enable tbem, without repmach andfcaodal, 
CO leave Fm^ and attend him. They were all modeft in their 
defires, hoping rhat they (hould be better provided for in 
another place. But now the Kii^ met with anobftruAiofi, 
chat he Icaft fufpe&ed, from theeirtraordinary narrowoefiof 
Che Cardinal's nature, and his over good husbandry in ba^ 
gaining. The Agent he had ient co Nstttes to view the Cat- 
oon, made fo many fcruples and exceptions upon the p^ 
and upon the weight, that fpent much time \ and at laft, 
(^r'd much leis than they were worth, and than the other 
Merchant had offer'd, when the Injundion came Yhac leftraio'd 
htm from proceeding. The King knew not what to propofe 
in this. The Cardinal £ud, ^ he underftood not the prioe of 
^* Cannon himfelf, and therefore be had empk>y'd a Manthat 
^^did ; and it was reaiboaUe for him to govern hiafeif by 
^HisCondud; who affiired him, that heo&r'd as much as 
^ they couM reafonably be valued at. It was moved on die 
King's behalf, ^^that he would permit others to bay dicm; 
^ whjchy he faid, *^ he could not do, becaufe of the King his 
^^Maflsers reftratnt; and if any Merchant, or other Perfim, 
^flxwld agree for them, Cr§m9^B would demand them 
^^ wherever they fliould i>e found ; and there were not many 
^'that would difpute the Right with Him. In oondofioo, 
the King was compelPd to refier the matter to himfelf, asd do 
accept what he was content to pay ; and when all was agreed 
upon according to his own pieafure, be required new abat^ 
ments in the manner of payment of the Money, sdi allowaaoe 
for paying it in Gold, and the like, fitter to beinfiftcd ob by 
the meaneft Merchant, than by a Member of the faaed Col- 
toe, who would beefteem'daPrinceof the Chuicfa. 
TU CtMdi^ W a IL a T the King is pr^pariiig for his Joumey to neet 
muff King the PrinceA of Ormig»y it m\l be fit tolooKback alitdeoa 
cbtriet f iw the cottdicton of thereft of bis Brothers and SiAeis. After 
^^'9^' that the Prinoefs JXnwwrailiad^tRoenieaetly ooatfey'd iioffl 
tl^^fZ O^lmub into Frtma^ by the Lady Mtntm herGomiieis,io 
tktr$ ifr4iib,theYdir forty fix ^ andtheDuke efToriy in the Year forty 
eight, bad made his efoape from ^yamtss; wiiere He, and 
the reft of the Royal Famfly that remained an M^lmdy wen 
under che Care and Tuition of the Earl of NutSmdirMi 
Che Parliameacimildnotiuftx^ nor didche fieri cfefire, dMC 
5 *fi 
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die reft (boald remain longer under his Govemn^nt. But 
ibe other cwo> the Princcfs Elszahthy and the Duke of G/s- 
^AT, were commicced to the Counceft of Lekefter*^ to whom 
kfaanaUowancewaspaidoutofthe Treafiiry, as might well 
defray their Expenoes with that refpeft that waA dae co their 
Birth; which was perform'dtowarcb themasloogaA the King 
:hdi Fadier Liv'd. But aiToon as the King was Murthcr'd, ic 
vas order'd that the Children fliould be removM into the 
Coantry, that they might not be the objeds of refpcA to 
draw tlie Eyes and Application of People cowards them. The 
Ailowaaoe was retrenched, that their Attendants and Servants 
mighc be leflfan'd ; and order was given, <' that they (hould 
"beueared without any Addition of Titles, and that they 
<<ihould fit at their Meat as the Children of the Family did, 
"aiid ail at one Table. Whereupon they were remov'd 
to Vfifimfiy a Houfe of the Earl of Lncefiers in Kevt^ 
vbcre they Uv'd under the Tuition of the iame Countefi, 
«i» obfer/d the Order of the Parliament with Obedi- 
ence cooogh: yet they were carefully look'd to, and treated 
with XI much refpeA as the Lady pretended (be durft pay to 
ibem. 

There, by an Aft of Providence, M^LoveL an honeft 
Mao, who had been recommended to teach the Earl of Sbm- 
Jtrlmly whole Mother was a Daughter of the Houfe of Lei* 
c*f^, became likewife Tutor to the Duke of GlouSir^ who 
vas, by that means, well taught in that Learning that was fit 
for his Years, and very well inftruded in the Principles of 
Rcligioo, and the Duty that he ow'd to the King his Brother : 
alj vhicfa made the deeper impreflion in his very preexunc 
Nature^ by what his memory retained of thofe Inftfuaions 
vhichtfae King his Father had, with much fervour, given 
him before his death. But (hortly after, the Frincefi E/tzd^ 
My and the Duke of GloceBety were remov'd from the Go- 
Temmenc of the Countels of LMkiBtr^ and fent into the lile 
^^H to Carisirook Caftle \ where MiUmay was Capuin ; 
^cheCareofthem conunitted to him, with an A£Sgnation 
for their Maintenance ; which he was to order, and wnich in 
^ was given as a boon to him ; and he was required fiddly^ 
^ that no Perfim ihould be permitted tokifs their bands, and 
^ that they fboald not be otherwife treated than as the Chil- 
^'<lreoofaGentleroan; vrYAchMiUmsy obferv'd very ezaA» 
|My \ and the Duke of Gkctfttr was not cali'd by any other 
^7^ than M' Uartj, The Tutor was continued, and fent 
thither with him ^ which pleafed him very welL And here 
they lemain'd at leafl two or three Years. The Princefs died 
inchii Place; and, according to the Charity of that time to^ 
Wards cvvwndify very many would have it beUev'd to be by 
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Poylbii ; of which there was no appearance, nor any pnioi 
ever after made. 

But whether this reproach and fufpidon made any fan* 
prelfioD in the mind of OvuMwff^ or whether he had any jea- 
joufy chat the Duke of GiSM«0#r, who was now about cwel?e 
years of Agty and a Prince of extraordinary Hopes both from 
(he ComUneb and GraceiiilneisofhisPerroD,and the Viva- 
city and Vigour of his Wit and Underftandlng, whidi made 
iiim much fpoken of, might, atfometimeoromer, be made 
ufeofby the difcontented Party of his own Army to gi?e 
him trouble, or whether he would Chew the contempt hclud 
of the Royal Family, by lending another of it into t& World 
to try his Fortune, he did declare one day to the Parliamenc, 
^ diat he was well content that the Son of the hce Kin^ who 
^^ was then in OsmirMiGiftle, flionld have liberty to TraoP* 
^ port himfelf into any parts beyond the Seas« as he fhoold 
^defire : which was at that time much wooderViac, and not 
belie/d ; and many thought it a pre&ge of a wone indiot- 
don I and for fome time there was no more fpeedi of it. 
*But notice and advice being fenttothe Duke by thofe who 
wifhM his Liberty, that he ihould profecutethe obtainhig diat 
Order and Releafe, He, who denied moft to be out of re- 
ftraint, fent his Tutor, Mr i>cw/, to Lmulamy to be adviM 
by Friends what he (hould do to procure fiich an Order, and 
V/arranty as was neceflary for his Tranfportation. Andbe^ 
by the advice of thofe whowiOi'd well to theAfiair, did (o 
deztroufly foUicite k^ that he did not only procure an Order 
from the Parliament that gave him Liberty to go over tlie 
Seas with the Duke, and to require MiUmdy to permit ban 
to Embark, but likewife five hundred pounds from the Com- 
miffionersoifthe Treafiiry, which he receiv'd, to defray the 
Charges and Expences of the Voyage ; being left to provide a 
Slip himfelf, and being oblig'd to Embark at the Ifle oilfV^y 
and not to fiiflfer the Duke to go on Shore in any other part 
of B/fglmid. 

This happened in the latter end of the Year i6^\\ aod 
was (o well profecuted, that, foon after, the King reoetv'd 
ad vertifement from his Sifter in HdUndj ^^ that the Dak of I 
'^ GUaihr was axriv'd there ^ and would be the next day with 
^* her ; which was no fooner known than the Q^Kn very 
earneftly ddSred, that he might be prefently fentfortoPsrir, 
that (be might fee him; whvrb (he had never done fioce he 
was about a year old ^ for within (iich a (hort time after be 
was Born, the Troubles were fo far advanced, that her M^- 
jefty made her Vovage into aUmdy and from that timehii 
Acver feen him. lixe King could notreftife to (atisfy his Mo*' 
tber in fo reafonable a deSre, though he did fii(peft that there 
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digto be a farther purpofe in that defigo of feeing him, thas 
nxhcn owD'd. And theiclbrehe had dlfpatched prcfeotljj 
iMd^cr to the Hviw, that hu Brother might ta^ktn] 
^klaft to Psrii. He waa accordingly prelently feat for, 
wj came lafely to Fsris^ to the laiisfa^oa of all who fan 

Now all EzpediticM) was ufed to provide for the KIng't 
nmore, lb generally deGred of all j and, for the fiiture, the 
Qii^e of governing the Expcnccs of the Family, and of pay- 
mntd'tbe Wages of the ServaoH, and indeed ofifluing out 
lU Moniec, as well in Joumiei as when the Court rcfidea any 
■here, wai commitKd to Ste^itm Fax, a young Man bred urScqdM 
under the lerere dilciplioe of the Lord FMircy, now LordFoxd^nM. 
ChuobeilaiQoftheKing'sHouaiold. Thia Steftm Fax wa« '*' " ■**- 
wry well oualified with Languages, and all other parts of^j*^-. 
CfcrkOiip, Honcfty, and Difcretion, that were ncceflary for„;7 
tin dilctwge of fuch a Truft ^ and indeed his great Indufiry, 
Modcftf , and Prudence^ did very much contribute to the 
bfinghw the Family, which for fo many Years had been aa-' 
iet ooGovetnment, into very good Order : by which his Ma- 
jefty, ID the pinching ftreighrs of hig Condition, enjoy'd Very 
owcbcalefTom cheitme he leftPtfr/t. -V 

PiiHCE Xv^frf wasnowrccurn'dfiomN«»/»j and find- P''*'* Rti^ 
ingthu be Oiould receive none of the Money the Cardinal ']'"'?■*' 
vutomfortbe BrafiOrdnance, and being every day more^^^;^

He could noc foreet che vexation che Lord Keeper had always 

given him, and now impoffible it was for him to live eafiiy 

with any body; andfo^ in che making the Lift ofthofe wlio 

were to go with him, he left his Name out ; which che Keep 

could noc be long wichouc knowing ; and thereupoa he ouse 

to the King, and a&ked him, ^* whether he did not intend thac 

'^hefhould wait upon him? His Majefty told him, Noj fbr 

*^ that be refolv'd to make no ufe of his Great Seal ; and tbcI^ 

*' fore that he fliould ftay at V^rsSf and not puc himfelf co the 

** crouble of fuch a Journey, which he himielf intended to 

^' make wichouc the eafe and benefit of a Coach ; which io tnith 

he did, putting his Coach-Horfes in a Waggon, wherein his 

Bed and Cloaths were carried : nor was he owner of a Coach 

in fome years after.

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* came into Frmtce^ withont Learning either exerdfc or lan- 
"guage, or having ever feen a Courts or good Company \ and 
<^bc!ng now in a place, and ac an Age, chat he naight t>e in- 
^^ftnifted in all thefe, to carry him away from all thefe Ad- 
^vantages CO live in Germany^ would be interpreted by all the 
'^vorld, not only to be want of kindnefs towards his Bro« 
^* thcTj but want of all manner of refpeft to Her. The reafon- 
ibleodsof this difcourfe, together with the King's utter di& 
ibility to fupport him in the condition that was fit for him, 
voaldeafily have prevailed, had it not been for the fear thac 
the purpofe was to pervert him in his Religion^ which when 
(he Qiieen had aflbred the King ^^ was not in her thought, and 
^chaclhe would not permit any foch attempt to be made, his 
Maj^fty confentcd to it. 

No w the day being appointed for his Majefty (o begin his 
J>uniey, the King denred that the Chancellor of the Exche* 
qiermightlikewifepari in the Queen's good grace^ at leaft 
withcat her notable disfavour, (he having been fo (evere to- 
wards hitn, that he had not for fome Months prefum'd to be 
in her preience : fothat though he was verydefirous tokifs 
her Ma>efty's hand, he himfelf knew not how to make any Ad* 
vance towards it. But the day before the King was to be gone, 
the Lord Pfiirgr, who was direfied by his Majefty to fpeak ia 
the A£&ir, and who in truth had kindnefs for the Chancellor^ 
and knew the prejudice againft him to be very unjuft, brought 
him word that the Queen was content to fee him, and that he 
would accompany him to her in the Afternoon. Accord* r/w» tht 
inglyatthchour appointed by her Majefty, they found her^V'^- 
aloncinher private Gdtlery, and the Lord Feir^ withdraw- J^"'*^':^ 
• iJ^g to rhe other end of the Room, the CfianccUor told her^^J^^^^ 
Majetty, ^ that now Ihe had vouchrafed to admit him into her tht £xefo- 
" prcfence, he hoped, (he would let him know the ground of fM^f*^^ 
" the difplcafure (he had conceiv*d againft him ; that fo hav- *^'^*^ *' 
"ing vindicated himfelf from any fault towards her Majefty, 'jj^;^* 
'^ be might leave her with a confidence in his Duty, and re* 
"ceive her Commands, with an aifarance that they ihould be 
" puoflually obeyed by him. The . Queen, with a louder 
^ice, and more emotion than flie was accuftom'd to, told 
Um/* that (he had been contented to fee him, and to give 
"him leave to ktfs her hand, to comply with the King's de- 
" fires, who had importuned her to it ; otherwife, that he liv'd 
''in that manner towards her, that he had no reafon to ex- 
*^pe&to be welcome to her: thatlhe need not af&gn any par* 
||tkalaf macarriaige of his , fince his difrefpeft towards her 
^ vaj notorious to all Men ; and that all Men took notice, 
" fhtt he never came where (he was, though he lodged under 
* her Roof ( for the Houfe was hers ) " and ihaf (he thought 
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*' (be had not feen bim in fix Months before ; which (he look'd 
^^ upon ^s (b high an Affront, that only her refpeA towards the 
V King prevailed with her to endure it. 

When her Majefty made a pau(e , the Chancellor Itkl. 
"^ that her Majefty had only mentioned his punilhment, and 
^ nothing of his fault : that how great foever his infirmities 
^' were in defeA of Under ftanding, or in good manoers^e had 
*^ yet never been in Bedlam ; which he had deferv'd to be, if 
'^ he had afleded to publiib to the world that he was in the 
'* Queen's disfavour, by avoidingto be feen by her: that he 
^ had no kind of Apprehenfion that they who thought worft 
^ofhim, would ever believe him to l^e fuch a Fool, as to 
^ provoke the Wife of his dead Matter, the greatnefs of whole 
'^ Afleftions to her was well known to him, and the Mother 
^' of the King, who fubfifled by her favour , and all this in 
^' France , where himfelf was a banifh'd Perfon, and (be at 
f^home, where (he might oblige, or difbbligehimat her plea- 
^ fure. So that he was well afKired, that no body woald think 
^ him guilty of fo much folly and madoefs, as not to ufe all 
^' the endeavours he pofEbly could to obtain her Grace and 
^ Protedion : that it was very true, he had been long wich- 
^^ out the preruroptton of being in her Majefty's prefencc, af- 
^^terhehad undergone many (harp Inftances of her difplea- 
'^ fure, and after he had obferv'd fome alteration and averfioo 
'^ in her Majefty's looks and countenance, upon his coming 
^ into the Room where the was, and during the time heftay- 
^^ed there; which others likewife obferv'd fo much, that thej 
^ withdrew from holding any converfation with him in thole 
*^ places, out of fear to o&nd her Majefty : that he had often 
"defired, by (everal Perfons, toknow thecaufeofhe^Mv• 
^ ftfs difpleafure, and that he mi^ht be admitted to clear him- 
^'felf from any unworthy Suggeftions whldh had been made 
** of him to her Majefty; but could never obtain that honourj 
^'and therefore he had conceived, that he was obliged, io good 
^* manners, to remove (b unacceptable anobjedtfrora thccfcs 
** of her Majefty, by not coming into her prefence ; whld 
^' all who knew him, could not but know to be the greateft 
^^ Mortification that copld be inflided upon him ; and theie- 
''^ fore hemoft humbly befought her Majmy at this Aodieoc^ 
" Which might be the laft he fliould receive of her, (be would 
^ difroils him with the knowledge of what had beea takeo 
** amifs, that be might be able to make his Inooceoctpi'^ 
^ Cegrity appear : which he knew had been blafted by the ma^ 
^ Iks of fome Perfons ; and thereby miTunderftood aod ou* 
^ interptreted by her Majpfty, JBoi all this prevailed not with 
to* Majefty ; who, after (he had, with her former pa(fioo,oh- 
kaodhiaocdk wicbthcp)g> andhitendeavoiir; tok^ 
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ihat Oedic which fiw' ought to haye, concluded^ *^ tbU Ihe 
^flxwld be glad to fee reafot^ change her opinion ; and fo> 
cudefsly, extended her hand towards him ^ which he kiffing, 
ker Majefty departed to her Chamber. 

I T was about the begtmiing of Jms in the year nf 5*4.) that n# r^n^ 
the King left Vrnrk ; and becaufe he made a private Journey the M^ p>"' "> 
iirftnii^r, and did not joyn his Family till the next day^i^*^* '^^^ 
whidiadminiiler'd muchoccafion of dtrcourfe, and gave occa- 
fioo to a bold Ferfon to publifli) amongft the Amours- of the 
imA Court, a particular that refleAed upon the Perfim of 
the King, though with lels Licence than he ufed towards his 
own Sov€itign> it will not be amift in this place to mentioa 
aPiefervation God then wrought for the King, thM- was none 
ofthekaft of his Mercies vouchfiifed to him ^ and which ihtews 
the wonderful Liberty that was then taken by fome near him, 
(0 promote their own defigns, and projeAs, at the price of 
tbetr Maftei^s Honour , and the Intereft of their Councry, or 
the Senfe diey had of that Honour and Intereft. 

T a K R B was at that time in the Court of Avnvr^^ 6r rather 
inthe jealoufy of chat Court, a Lady of great Beaut)^ , of. a 
pitience very graceful and alluring, and a Wit and Befaatiour 
ihatCaptivaoed tbofe who were admitted faieo her prefence ; 
her Ennftion was very Noble, and her Alliance the Deft under 
(he Crown, her Fortune rather competent, than abounding, for 
her degree ; being the Widow oi a Duke of an Uhiitrious 
Name, who bad been kll'd fighcnig for the King in the late 
Troobltt, and left his Wiii^Childlefi, and in her firii Beauty. 
The King had often feen this Lady with that efteem, aod in- 
dioadoa, which few were without, both her Beauty, and her 
Wic dderfisg the homage that was paid to her. The Earl 
of Bnjjb/, wiM> was then a Lieutenant General in the'Frfwrift 
Army, sod always Amoroufly inclined, and the more inclined 
bjrtedffioukyof the attempt, was grown powerfully in love 
with this Lady ; and to have the more power with her, com* 
fluoicited thofe Seaers of State whkh concerned her iafety, 
nd more the Prince dT Ons^, whofe Couiin' German (he 
was; the communication whereof was of benefit, or convc-' 
Bieooe to both: yet though he made many Romaatick At- 
Keiqxsto inpadate himfelt with her, and fudras would nei- 
ther have become, or been iafe to any other Man than him- 
felf, who was acouftom'd to extraordinary flights in the Air, 
heoonid not arrive at the high fuocefi he propofed. . At tlie 
(uaedme, the Lord CrtfisynA tranfported with the&me Am* 
hidoQ; and chough his Parts were very diflierento from the 
<xfaeiSy yet he wanted not art and addrefs to encourage him in 
thofe Attenupcs, and could bear repuUes with' more tranquil-^ 
licjof miiii4 and acquielceace, than the otb« coaid. When 
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thefe two ljxd» hid lamented to each otiher their mutual id- 
folicicy, tbey agjfmd geaeroufly to merit their Miftreb't fa- 
vour by ^otog her a Service that (hould deferve it ; and bold- 
ly propofed to her the Marriap of the King | whc^ they boch 
. , . knew, > hM no diflike of her Perfoli: and t&j purlued ic with 
his N^j^fty with all their Attifioea. ' They added the repu- 
m; > tation of her Wifdoo! and Virtue tQ thai of her Beauty^ afid 

^* tbaiS (lie might be inftrumeafial to the procuriog more Frieixh 
^'^ cowards biaReftoration^ than an)i other Expedtonr, then ia 
^ viffW ; aad at iaft prevailed So far with the King^ who no 
doubt hada perfeA Efteem of her, that he made cheOer- 
IM4^ to her of Marriage 9 which flte .received widi her dtniiai 
niO(kfty4UidMaddieft, declaring her ielf ^^to be much uowor- 
^tthfX)( tiM Grace y and be&tchiog and advifiog him ^to 
^J^rekrvo that i^fifeftion and kiclination for an object more 
2 ^qyi^I.to hinai and more (»ipaUe to oontribute to hit Ser- 
^fvipfi* nfiitg all thofe Arguracnta for refti&t, which iDighc 
prevail with and enflame him to new impoitunitiea. 
^ ^THQVO^^ltefe Lorda made themfelvea, upon thii Ad- 
V^UDce, fuvQ.to^ go through with' their de&o, yet they fore&w 
inaitv^ctbSr^ioiU in the way. The Queen, they koev, 

{'C»rid^never coofent to it, and the flraa^Court would ob- 
cbftiF, aa they had done that of JUMdem^fiBe ; nor oouU 
^th^ peifwade the Lady her felf to depart from her Dignity, 
ima to u£q any of thofe Arts which might expedite the defigo. 
Tilt taxMBnfioI therefore, that the News m^hc 00c come 
to his FrieMt tiit Chancellor of the Eicchequer by other hands, 
frankly imparted it to him. only as a piSBon of the King's 
that had exceedingly trknfported him ; and then ina^si&d 
the Lad^,' ^^ aa a Perfon that woold exoeedinglv cultivate the 
M King's Nature, and render him much more dextroto to ad- 
? Kaitoi'bis Foctiine : and therefdre he profisOed, ^* tbat he 
^ would not dsflwadc his Majefty from gratifying £> noble an 
'^afibdtiod ;; aQdutisd many Argumenfcs to perfwade the Chan- 
ceUdr.tQo to think very wett of the choice. But when Ik 
found that .lie. was fo fur ftomrconourring with himi that he 
repreaeh'd his great Preflimption for interpoling in an A&ir 
of .fouidicate m nature, as. by hu Cooduft mfpit prove the 
Fuio of the King,. heibem!d refolv'd to prdecute it no fardier, 
bat ttx leave Jr entirely to the King^s own Indioatkxi ; who, 
^fjKSn fitriousrefldftioos upon his own Condition, and cooie> 
rence'with' thpie he truAed. moSty quickly conchided that 
iucfaaMai'iiage was not Hketo. yield much advantage to his 
Catafir ; andfo aelbi v'd to decline any farther advaice towards 
]C« . Yetthe lame Perfohs perfwaded him, that it was a ne- 
ceOaryOenerofity totake his lafk ArtWel of her ; and fo, aff^r 
he hald takes leave of hia Mocher> he went fo moch out of 
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kiivayastovifit her At herHoufe; where thofe Lords tntde 
thdrhft eflbrc; and hisMajefty> with great eQeein of the 
Lidy'3 Vtrciie, and WUdom, the next day joyo'd hit Familyy 
and prafecuted his Journey towards Wtsniirs-^ his fmall ftep 
Qutoifdie way, having raifed a confident rumour in Tsris that 
k wai Married to that Lady. 

The King had received a Pais, from the Arch-Duke for his 
pdEoadinN^h F/s«f<vf/, fo warily worded^ that he could not 
bat take nodce, that it was expeAedand provided for; that 
he ihoQld by no means make anV umieceflary flay in his Jour- 
ney; and he found iheGaces otOtmhr^ flMK when he came ^ ^'^ 
thither, and was coropeU'd to ftay long in the Aftertfoon,^^'],/' 
before diey were operra to receive him ; which they excufed, m id$ Jmt 
''by leifon that they onderftood the Enemy was at hand,(K;. 
''flttiiiiieiided to fie down before that City ; of wbidi there 
appeai'd in the face of all the People, and the Govemour 
kiffifelf, a terrible Apprehenfion, Bur, upon recolledion,his 
Majefty was well receiv'd by the Governour, and treated and 
lodg^ diat nicjht by him in his Houfe ; who was the better 
ooiD|K)fed by his Majefty's afliiring him, << that the Fnneb 
^Aimj was at a great diftance from htm, and that his Ma- 
"i^fty had paiM through ittheday before ( when Marflial 
Twtm had drawn up the Army to receive his Majefty ; the 
Doke of Tfri having there likewiie taken his leave of the 
King) << and t^ the march that thev then appeared to niake, 
''there was f^ieat reafontoconcluae that they had nodcfign 
" upon Cfarfr#y ; Which eood information made the King's 
prtfeocedieiDoreaooeptabfe. But befides the civiUtv of that 
Soppcr, and Lodging that Night , his Majefty had not the 
leaftAddfcb from the Arch-Duk^ who was within four or^^ ^. 
five Leagaes with his Army, but pifled without the kaft no- f^/JiiS^ 
tioetakeo ofhim^ thromb'thofe Provinces; fo great a ter- Fiindert 
ror pQfifled die hearts ofthe SfmuMrds, left their (hewing any r"^^ 


^peft (0 the lUng in his paflage through their Country, 'J^/'^V 
toUJBceiife cy^anwff agaiimthem^ whoie firiendfliip they^/bt^rdb- 
yafccmy to have hope oL Dukg. 

His Majefty intended to have made no ftay, having re- -^^MonjU 
onr'd Letters from the«vif, that hisSifter was ahready m'^JJ:!^^ 
wjomiey for the Sfsm. But, when became to JMnsf, hct^£^^rmm 
^two Gentlemen there, who came out of Ettghmd withiw Ftimdi 
^^ttasaodlnftraftkms fioto thofe of his Friends there who^Engiiad. 
^'adi* oM Aflcftions. By them his Majefty wasin-^^gj^ 
ron&'d, that many of them recovered new Courage from the sm4 0f^f^ 
^^^■^difixntent which pofiefied the Kingdom, and whkh/MVi ^ 
^*^<iay enoeafed by the continual Oppreffions, and Ty- sns|>iul, 
™»yilK7 feftamU TheTaesandlinnofittons every day^^'f^ 
^^aVMiedy andOriinM^ and bisCouncil, did greater Cf^ well 
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AStM of Soverajgoty than ever King and PltfUament had at- 
tempted. All doau were full of fuch Peribns as oontradifted 
their Commands, and were rufpeOed co wMb well to the 
Kins i and there appeared fiich arend among die Offiocn of 
the Army, that the rroteftor waa oompelTd to dUplaoe ma- 
ny of them, and to put more oonfidii^rMen m tb^r placer. 
And asthlsremedy was very neceflary co be applied ttv hii 
Security, To it prov'd of gmic Reputttion to him, evea be- 
yond his own iM>pe, or at leaft his confidence. For the li- 
cence of the Common Soldiers, mantfefted in didr g^ieral 
and pablick dUbourfes, cenfiires, and reproaches of Him* aod 
bis Tyrannical prooeedinn ( which Lflierty he well knew 
was talcen by many, that they might dilborer the Aflaftioos, 
and Indhiatlons of other Men, tod for his Service) did ooc 
muchafieft him, or was not terrible to him otberwiTe than u 
they were Soldiers of this, or chat Regiment, and under this 
or that Captain, whofe Officers he knew well hated Mm, and 
who had their Soldiers lb much at their Devodon, that diey 
oottid lead them nponany Enterprife : and he knew well that 
this ftditious Spirit podefled many of the principal Officers 
both of Horfeand Poor, who hated him now, in the tune 
proportion that they had heretofore lov'd him, above all (he 
world. This loud difteroper grew the more formidable to 
him, in that he did believe the fire was kindled and blovuby 
luamierty and that they were all condudted and io^iired by 
his melancholick, and undifcem'd^rtri^ dioughyetallthiDO 
were outwardly very fair between them. Upon this dilqain- 
tion he faw hazard enough in attempting any Refbnnacioo 
( which the Army thought he durft not undertake to do alone, 
and they fear'd not bft proceeding by a Council of War, 
where they knew they had many Friends ) but apparent diB- 
^er, and very probable ruin, if he deferred it. And b traft- 
ingooly to^ and depending upon his own Stars, be calbieni 
ten Or a dozen Officers, though not of the higheft Command, 
and thofe whom he moft apprehended, yet of thofe P^^^ 
and adtive humours, which made them ror the jpreTent tDOtt 
ufefiil to the others, and moft pemidoos to Him. By this 
experiment he fi}und the example wrought great eficda upoo 
many who were nottouch'dby it, and that the Men who bad 
done To much mHchief, being now reduced to a V^^^^^^% 
dttion, and like other particular Men, did not only lofe u| 
their credit with the Soldiers, but behaved themfchrcs witn 
much more warinefi and refervation toward all <>^.^^ 
This gave him more eafe than he bad before enjoyld, and 
>aiied his reTolution how to proceed hereafter upon tb^ i»^ 
Provocations, and gave him grett credit, andauoiority)^ 
thofe who had belie/dthat many Offioeit had agreateriivo^ 

coot upon the Army than himfelf. ^ 
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It was retj evident that he bad (bme War in his purpofe ; 
for from the time that he had madb a Peace with the DMttb, 
he took greater caretoenaeafe his Stores and Magazines ot 
Armes and Ammunition, and to build more Ships, than he 
had ever done before i and he had given order to make ready 
two greac Fleets in the Winter, under Officers who Ibouljd 
have no dependence upon each other ; and Land-men were 
likewife appointed to be levied. Some principal Officers 
amcmgfl: thefe, made great profeffions of Duty to the King; 
and made tender of their Service to his Majefty t>y thefe Gen- 
tkmen. It was thought neceflary to make a days ftayat M^ms^ 
to difpatch thofe Gendemen ; who were very well known^ 
and worthy to be trufted. Such Commiffions were prepared 
for thenu andfuch Inftru&tons, as weredefired by thofe who 
cmptoy'd them. And his Majefty gave nothing fo much io n» Kft^ 
Charge to the Meflengers, and to 2l his Friends in E^Uad^f"'^ 
with whom he had correfpondence, as " that they (bould live ^^JT-- 
^ quiedy, without making any defperate or unreafonable at- uij^ 
*^ tempt, or giving advantage to thofe who watch'd them, to 
*'pQt them into Prifon, and to ruin their Eftates andFafni- 
'^iies. He told them, ^^ the vanity of imagining that aiiy In- 
^ farre&ion could give any trouble to fo well a formed and 
^ difdpltn'd Army, and the deftruftion that moft %ttend fuch 
^U rain attempt ; that, as he would be always ready to ven- 
^ ture his own Perfon with them in any reafonable, and well 
"fonn'd undertaking ^ fo he would with patience attend God'a 
^ own dme for fudi an opportunity ; and, in the ooean time. 

^ he would fitftiUin fuch a convenient place as be fhould 
"fiodwilliDg to receive him ^ of which beoouldyetmsJteno 
''judgement : however, it was verv neoeffiiry that fuch Com- 
miffioas fhould be in the hands otdifcreet and able Men, io 
Eipedatioo of two Conungencies, which might reafonably 
be ezpefied. The one, fuch a Schifm in the Army, as might 
divide It upon contrary Interefts into open Concefts, and &- 
daratbns ajgainft each other, which could not but produce an 
equal SdiUm in the Government : the other , the death oi 
CtmmoJ^ which was confpired by the Levellers* under feve- 
Rd Condunations. And if that fell gut, it could hardly be 
iou^'d, that die Army wonld remain united to the particu- 
lar defigp of any fingle Perfon, but that the Parliament, which 
hadbeoiwithib much violence turn'd out of doors by CrMn* 
PfSj and which took it fclf to be perpetual, would quickly 
^ffimble again together, and take upon tnemielves the fupreme 
Goreniment. 

L A u B E R T, who was unqueftionably the lecond Peribn in 
Ae Cammaod of the Ariny> and was thought to be the firft 
nOdr Afl^ons, M \mt^l^\)SJidtmiCrommill him^ 

fcjf 
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felf in the Diflblotion of that Parlhiinenc, and was principal in 
raifidg him to be Protedor under the Inftnimenc of Govem- 
ment; and lb could never reafooablyhopeto be trafied, and 
eniploy'd by cheoa in the abfoluce Command of an Army that 
bad already (b notorioufly rebeli'd agatnft their Mailers. Then 
Mtiity who had the abfolute Command in Seatlandy and was 
hia Rival already, under a mutual jealoufy, would never fub- 
mittothe Government of JL^im^f. if he had no other Tide 
to it than his own prefiimption \ ana Htnrry CrvmrneB had made 
himfelf fo popular in InUmiy that he would not, probably, 
beGommandeid by a Man whom he knew to be his Fathers 
greateft Enemy. Thefe confiderations had made that impref- 
Son upon thofe in EftgUmd who were the moft wary and averfe 
from any rafli Attempt, that they all wiOi'd that Commtffi- 
ons, and all other necemuy powers, raigjic be granted by the 
Kiqf, and depofited in fuch good hands as had the courage to 
truftthemfelves with the keeping them, till fuch aconjunfture 
fhould fall out as is mentioned, and of which few Men thought 
there was reafon to defpair. 

The King having m this manner difpatch'd thofe Mefleo- 
^ers, and fettled the beft way he could to correfpond with his

For as it 
could not be fit for his Sifter to ftay longer from her own Af- 
fairs in HeUandy than the pretence of her health required, b 
the Spanji> was a place that no body could ftay longer in than 
the feafon for the Waters continued j which ended with the 
Summer. 
ruisxi*f The King no fooner arriv'd at the Spav)^ than the Earl of 
^ J^^J. ItorA?/?^ rerum'd thither to him from his Negotiation at ^' 
iS"7^«w f/>^^jw ; where he had remained during the Diet , without 
Raciibone. Owning the Charafter he might have amimcd j yetperform'd 
all the Offices with the Empcroor, and the other Princes, 
with lefs noife, and expence, and with the fame fucccft ashe 
could have expeded from any qualification. The truth is, all 
the German Princes were at that time very poor ; and that 
meeting for the choofing a King of the Romans, was of vaft 
expence to every one of them, arrd full ofFaation,andcontra- 
dlaion} fotfaat they had little leifure^ and lefs incIidatioD,^ 
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thiflk of any bufiDcfe but what concera'd themfelves : yet to 
the clofe of the Diet, by the condu A and dexterity of the Ele- 
&zTofMfMtz, wbowascfieem'd cbewifeft, and moftpraAi- 
d Prince of the Empire, and who, out of naeer fleneroficy, 
vas exceedingly adeaed with the ill fortune of the Rlnff ; that 
AITembly was prevatl'd with togranta Subfidy of four Kooier 
Moochs; which is the meafure of all Taxes, and impofitions 
in GtrmoMfi chat 16, by the Roroer Months, which every 7^«^ig #6. 
Prince is to pay^ and caufe it to be colleded from their Sub- tMHsafmaU 
f&s in their own method. This Money was to be paid to-^Jf^/'T 
wards the better fupport of the King of great Brgfai». And the Q^^aMkyi 
Eleftor of Mevtt^y by his own Example, perfwaded ^ many 
of die Princes as he had credit with, forthwith to pay their 
proportions to the Earl oiBocieJier^ who was follicitous enough 
to receive It. The whole Coninbution, if it had been gene- 
rooily made good, had not amounted to anyooniiderable Sum 
upoQ fo important an occaGon. But the Emperour himfelf 
paid nothing, nor many other of the Princes, amongft whom 
were the Efe&or Falattae^ and the Law^rsve of Hfffi Cafftl^ 
who had both receiv'd great obligations from King James^ 
and the 1^ King his Son : So that the whole that was ever 
paid to the King, did not amount to ten thoufand pounds fier- 
tiogj igreat part whereof was fpent in the Negotiation of the 
Earl, and in the many Jouroieshemadetothe Princes, being 
excreiDely pdleflcd with the Spirit of being the King's Gene- 
ral, whidi ne thought he Ihould not be, except he made Le- 
vies of Men ; for which he was very (bllicitous to make Con«- 
trsAs with old GermoM Officers, when there was neither ^rc 
io view, where be might Efnbark them, nor a poffibility of 
prooirhg Ships to Tranfport them, though Cr$mmeQ had not 
been po&fled of any Naval power to have reiifted them ; fo 
blind Men are, whofePaflionsarefoftrong, and their judge- 
tneot fo weak , that they can look but upon one thing al 
ooce. 

That part of the Money that was paid to htsMajefty'd 
uie, was managed with very good Husbandry, and was a fea- 
foittble fupport to his well c^idei'd Familv, which with his 
own Expeaces for his Table, and his Stable, and the Board- 
Wages, with which all his Servants from the higheft to the 
low^ were well (atisfied, according to the eftablimment afber 
he left Wnmcey amounted not to above fix hundred Piftoles a Vu mmhif 
Moiuh^ which expence was not exceeded in many years, ^^>vwmw# if 
even until his comii^lnto HMmd in order to his Return ioio*^^"/' 
ISfildMd. This method in the roanagery gave the King great^^ • 
cale ; contented, and kept the Family in better order and hu- 
mooc than could reafonabiy have been expeded ; and was the 
more (atisfaAory, by the no-care, and order, that had beeo 
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obfenred dttring all the refidence che King had made in FrMaa, 
Tub King ftay'd nor fo long at the Sf^nu as he meant to 
have done, the fmall Pox breakmg out there ; and one of the 
young Ladies who attended upon the Prinoefi Royal, being 
ieifed upon by it, died : fo that his Majefty, and his Sifter, upon 
Yi** Kiv veiy fuddain tiioughts, remov'd from the ^4no to jd^ or 
^Sr%!L -^l"^**'* *° Imperial, and Free Town, govem'd by their 
^mSww. own Maglftrates ; where the King oftheJZ^sMWf ought to re- 
ceive his firft Iron Crown, which is kept there. Tnis plaos 
is famous for its hoc Baths, whither many corne after diey 
have dranic the cold Waters of the Sfm^y and was apart en 
die prefirription which tlie Phyfidaos had made to the Prin- 
ce , after (he (hould have finiib'd her Waters in the other 
Place. Upon that pretence, and for the ufe of thofe Batfa^ 
the Couns removM now thither; but in truth with a defigo 
that the King might make his Refidence there, the Town te- 
ing large, ami the Country about icjpleafant, and within five 
hcxirs ( for the Journies in thofe Countries are oaeafiired by 
hours ) of Mmfirkbtf the moft pleafant Seat within the Do- 
minions of the United Provinces. The Magiftrates recd/d 
the King fo Civilly, that his Majeftv, who knew oo odier 
Place where he was fure to be admitted, refolvM to ftay there j 
and, in order thereunto, contraAed for a convenient Houfe, 
which belonged to one who was called a Baron; whither be 
refolv'd to remove, afloon as his Sifter, uriiohad taken die two 
great Inns of the Town for HeKs, and the King's Aocommo- 
dation, (hould return into JUBrntd, 

ff fi R E the good old Seaetary NScboUf^ who had remain'd 
in HoUmtd from the time that, upon the Treaty of ^tds^ 
the King had Traofporred himfelf into Sc^Umdy prefeutcd 
^Mfff^rr himfelf to his Majefty ; who receiv'd him very gradoofly, as 
^^fLr * P^'f^** of 8''^^ Merit and Integrity from the oegimiing of 
^^ i^fff^the Troubles, and always entirely trufted by che King his 
sndihiKi^VzAtc. And now to him the King gave his Signet ; whidi 
iiv€» him for three years had been kept by the Chancdior of the Exchc- 
iht Si^m. q^^^ ^^^ of Friendfliip chat it might be reftored to him . And 
be had therefore refuied in Frsnce to be admitted into the Se- 
cretary's Office, which he executed, becaufe he knew tbsr 
they who advifed ir« did it rather that liOch$Us might nocbife 
it, than out of any RindneTs to himfelf. He held himiblf ob- 
liged by the FriendQiip, that had ever been between them, to 
preferve it for htm ; and, aiToon as he came to Akm^ de- 
fired the King to declare him to be his Seaetary ; which was 
Vn gecmMftdooe ; by which he had a faft Friend added to the CcMondli 
fAtS^fff^fff. and of general reputation. 

ITS^eT* W h e n the King remained at -^itas, he receiv'd many Ex- 
j^ '' pedes out of Effgtiitd^ which informed him of the lenewV 

counp 
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omce of hii Fffieiids there : thtc the FaAioB and Aoimofity) 
which every diy appealed betweca theOfiScels of the Army, 
and mfymmmts Cooodl, upon Danicular Intereft, raired a 
gcooalophiloo andhope, that cnere would be ao abiblute 
nzpcme bttweeo them ; when cither Partv would be glad to 
oakeacoojupftioo with theKing'a. In order thereunto, there 
wa an lntrllJBB"<^ entered into twotighouc die Kingdom, that 
thev mIghK make deof fiich an occatKUi; and they lent now 
tomelCmgto bedirededby him, how they fliould behavo 
thonlelFeB upon fiich and Uich oontbgendea; and fent for 
more Commiffiooa of the lame kind as had been formerly fent 
tothem. The King renew'd his Commands to them, '^ not tuiivttth^ 
*' ID flatter tbemfelves with vain imaginations i nor to giveA^^''^^^ 
^ttx> cafy aedic to appearances of Faftions and Divifions ;^^^2^ 
*' which wouU always be counterfeited, that they might the ' 

^ moieeafily diicover the Agitations,and Tranfaoions of thofe 
^ upon whom they look'd as inveterate and irreconcilable 
« Enemies to the Government. 

News came from S'cs^AnK/, that AfuUUtm had fome Sue- tukv^ 
cbSss in the Higb-Iaods ^ and the SMifif Lords who were Pri- re«mv9i m 
boen in Saw/m, afliired the King, ^< that there was now fo ^^^ 
"eacire a Union in that Nation for hisServfce, that they^^j^^ 
^'wifli'd hiaMajefty himfelf would venture thimer : and thedlecoa. 
Lord BskmrriSy who was with the King, and entrufted by 
that People, med much Inftance with him to that purpoTe^ 
which, Ik>w uivealbnable foever the Advice feem'd to be, 
Menkaewnothowtocontradid by propofiogany thing that 
feemM more reafonable j and fo underwent the reproach o{ 
bdflg laxy and unaAlve, and unwilling to fubmit to any fa- 
Mgue^ or to expofe themfelves to any danger ; without which, 
k was thonsht, his Majefty could not exped to be reilored to 
any part of his Soveraignty. 

The ChanceUorofthe Exchequer one day reprcfenting to J^^*f|^- 
the King the (adneft of his condition, and the general diC'^ZH^f*' 
coQttcM of Men, and, '^ that it was his Majefty's misfortune to 2fiLfi u 
" be thooght by many not to be adive enough towards his tfa Ki^i 
^own reikmptioo, and to love his eaie too much, in refped^'*^*:*^ 
""bodiofhis Age, and his Fortune, defired him <'to confi-^*;^^"^ 
"der upon this news, andimponuntty from Scotland^ whether 
"indide High>lands there might not be fiich a fafe retreat 
^ and leSdence, that he might reafonably fay, that with the 
'^affifiionsof that People, which had been always firm both, 
" to his Father and Himielf, he might preferve himfelf in fafe- 
^ty, thoogh he could not hope to mdce any advance, or re* 
^ cover the k>wer Part of that Kingdom pcfle0ed by the Ene<^ 
^my; and tf lb, whether he might not exped the good hand 
**<« Amdenoe , by Ibme Revohitton * more honourably 

' l« There 
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^< There, than io fiich Comers of odier Princes DaaunkMo, 
T^'KiH* ^' as he imghc be forced CO piic himfelf ioco. His Majeftydit 
^/(r* ooiirfed very calmly of cbac Country, part wli^feof he hd 
feeo; ofchemiferablepovercy of the People, aod their oourfe 
of Life ; and how '^ iaipoflible k was for him to live there with 
*^ fccurity or with heaiin ; that, if ficknefs did not deftroy hinif 
^' which he had realon tocipeftfromthe ill AooommodadoB 
^^ he muft be there cooteDted with, he (hould io afliort time 
*' be betray 'd and given up. And in this Debate, he told iiin 
that melanchoUck Conclufion, which DmsI Ijftef made at 
Wmrrmffm Bridge, which is mencion'd oefore, when he loU 
the King, ^^ that thofe Men would never fight ; whidihisMa* 
jefty had never, beiatd, told to any body before. However, 
he fatd, *Sf his Friends would advife him to chat Expeditioo, 
^' he would tranfport himfelf into the High-lands ; though he 
'^ knew what would come of it, and that they would be ibrry 
^* for it : which flbopp'd the Chancellor from ever fiiying more 
to that purpofe. And it was not long after thac news came, 
of MMkun\ having been like to be given up to the Enemy 
by the treachery of that People, and ofihe defeat his Troop 
had received, and that he (liould be at laft forced to quit due 
miierable Country \ which, however, he reiblv'd to endore, 
as longas (bould be poffible. 

THsSeafonof the year now begun to approach that wonU 
oblige the PrinceCs Royal to return to me Hs£«r, left the 
jealous States, from her long abfenoe, might be induced to 
contrive fome Ad prejudicial to her. and her Son ; which (he 
was the more liable to, from the unkind Differences betweeo 
Her and the Princefe Dowager, Mother of the deceafed Prince 
of Or^uge, a Lady of great cunning and dexterity to prouxxe 
her own Intereft. Tne air of j^Jcm^ and the ill Imell of die 
Baths, made that place lefs agreeable to the King thanatfirft 
he believ'd it to be ^ and be wiih'd to find a better Towoto 
lefidein, which he misht be put to endure long« The Gqf 
of C^Upi/i was diftant from Akm two Qiort davs JonrDey, aod 
had the fame of an excellent Situation. But me People weie 
reported to be of a proud and mutinous Namre, aiwayiia 
Rebellion againft cheir Biihop and Prince, and of fi> much 
Bigotcry in Religion that they had expelled all Proteftaotsoac 
of their City, and would fufier no exercife of Religioiiy hut 
of Che Roman Catholick. So that there feemM litde hope 
that they would permit the King to refide there ; the rtfher, 
becaufe it was die Staple for the Wines of that Country, amd 
maintain'd a good inteUigence and trade with SngUmd, If the 
King (hould fend thither to provide a Houfe, and decbre a 
purp[i(eto £biy there, and theyihoold rdFufe to leoehre htn^ 
it might be of very ill ocwfequenoey and ^ight any ^ 
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plflices, and Akem it felf^ from percnitdng him to retoitl tfai*- 

dser; aod therefore chat Adventure was to be avoided. AC 

jaft it waa concluded, that the Prioceis Royal fliotild make

Cologne is a City moft plealantly Situated upbn the 
BanboftheJtMpr^ of a large extent, and fair and uibftan- 
tial BoildiDgs ; and encompafled with a broad and excellent 
Rampert, upon which are fair Walks of great Elms, where 
two Coaches may go on breaft,and, for the beauty of it, isnoc 
inferior to the Walls of Amt^ajtrf^ but rather fuperior, becaufe 
This goes round the Town. The Government is under the 

Seoate and Confuls y of whom there was one then Conful, ^ 

whofiid ^he was defcended from Father to Son of a Patri- 
^' dan Roman Family, that had continued from the time the 
^CoIoDy was firft planted there. It had never been other- 
wile fubjeft to the Bifhops^. than in fome points which refer to 
dieir Eock£a(Hcal Jttri(didion ^ which They (bmetimes en- 
dea?oariiig to enlarge, the Magiftrates always oppofe; and 
that ghres the fijbjed of the difeourfe of Jealoufies, and Con- 
tefb, between their Prince and Them ^ which are neither fo 
frequent, nor of that moment, as they are reported to be.

tbithfTy they expell'd all thofe of the Prdteftant Religion, con- 
trary to the Advice of the wifeft of the Magiftrates j who 
coB^sfled ^ that the Trade of the Town was much decayed

it is veiy poflSble, that the vaft Number, and unskilful Zai 
of the Ecdefiaftical and Religious Perfons, may at fometiise 
expofe that noble City to the furprife of fome powerful Priooe, 
who would quickly deprive them of their long emoy'd Privi- 
leges. And there was, in that Tery time of the Kitig s hj 
there, a defign of the Fr^tfci to havefurprifed it i slicmkrg 
lyiog many days in wait there, to have perfbrm'd that Ser- 
vice i which was very hardly peventoi. Tho People arelb 
much more civil than they were r eporfed to be, tnat tbej 
feem to be the moft convcrfible, aao to underftand the L&ws 
. of Sodo^ and Converfation better than any c^er People of 
QirmoMy. ITo fhe King they were fo devoted, that wbeo 
they understood he was not fo fixed to the relblution of ie6d- 
jtu ptizw ing at MiMf but that he might be diverted from i^ they very 
MviM tbt handfomely made tender to him of any accQipmodatioa that 
^^f^^' City couldf yield him, and of all the AfleAion and Duty they 
piusimi. ^Q„]j p^y i^iiQ . ^hich his Majefty moft willingly accepted j 

and giving Order for the payment of the lentof tne Houfe be 
had taken at ^i^, which he had not at s^l ded, aod odier 
disburiments , which the Mafter of the Houfe had made to 
make it the more convenient for his Majefty, and likewiie 
lending very gracious Letters to the Magiftratesof that Tovn, 
for the civility they had ezprefled towards hiop, he feoc for 
Thi Ki»g that part of his Family which remained there, to attend him 
fms mr$. at CtJogm ; where he declared be would fpend that Winter. 
AssooN as the King came to C^Aipw, he fent to the Neigh- 
bour PrmoeS) by proper meOages and infinuations, for that 
Money, which by the grant of tte Diec^ that is, by their own 
conceuion, they were obliged to payto his Majefty^ which 
chough it amounted to no great Sum, yet it was of greaicoo- 
veniency to his Support. The Duke of h^pwhergby wbofe 
Court was at DuffiiJmrf^ a fmaU days Journey from Oitff^y 
and by which the Princels Royal was to pais if (he roade ule 
of the River, fimt his Proportion very gencroufly, with isany 
expreffions of great refpeft and duty, atifl with infiouatioQ 
*' that he would be glad to receive the honour of Emeftaio- 
'* ing the King, ana his Sifter, in his Palace, u flie leturu'd. 
However he forbore tomil^ any folemn Inyita.tip% without 
whk:h they couU not make the Vifit. till fome Ceremoues 
were firft adjufted ; upoa whiph that Nation is more pMBftaali 
«nd obOiittte, than any other People im arnqw^ He wbogave 
the Intimatkm, andcameoafy wiuia complidiMt it> wpr 
culate his Majefty's and her Royal Hign^v^ Ard? al ia ^ 
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parts, was well inftrudlcd in the paittoilara ; of which there 
wereooly two of Moment, and the reft were r orouilities from 
which they might recede, if chofe two werecoofented to. Th6 
ooewas/^ that the King, at their firft meeting, (houldatle^ 
" once treat the Duke with Aktjfi ; the other, << that the 
"Duke might (alutethe Princels Royal; and without con- 
feming to thefe two, there could be no meeting between than. 
But the King and his Sifter were naturally enough indined 
R)oeiiir6gbts, and feftivities; and the King thought itofmo^ 
roentto him to receive the refpedand civility cS'any oif the 
GfTMMi Princes : and among Them , there were few more 
confiderable in their Dominions, and none in their Perlbns^ 
than the Duke of NsvAwfb ; who reckoned himfeif upon the 
lame Level with the Eleaors. And the King was mform'd^ 
** that die Emperour himfelf always treated him with AiUjfe^ 
tod therefore his Majefty made no Scruple of giving him the 
fame. The matter of faiuting the Princefs Royal was of a 
oevaod delicate nature^ that dignity had been fo pun&ually 
preferv'd, from the time of her coming into H^Usmd, that the 
old Prince of Ormg^, Father ef her Husband, would never 
pretend to it : yet that Ceremony depending only upon the 
cuftom of Countries, and the Duke of .Nhpi«r^£^ being a So« 
veniigQ Prince, inferior to none in GermMty^ ^ his Embaf- 
fadour always covering before the Emperouf,the King thought 
&:« and her Royal Htghneis confented, that the Duke ihould 
Guute her. And fo all matters being adjufted without any 
Nolle, die King, about the middle of OSchery accompanied 
his Sitter hy Water to DtiffeUorp ; where they arriv'd between 
thiee and (our of the Clock in the Afternoon ; and found the; 
DuJeand his Ducheis waitiiig for them on the fide of the Wa« 
tcr; where after having performed their mutual Civilities and 
Coispliinents, the King, and the Princefs Royal, and thef 
Duke and the Duchefs of Newturghj^ went into the Duke's 
Coach, and the Company into the uoaches which werepro* 
vided for them, and alighted at the Caftle, that was very 
Mr; where his Majefty was conduced into his Quarter, and 
the Priooeis intoHer's, the Duke and the Ducheis immedi^ 
uelyrettring into thetr own Quarters j where they new dref- 
led tfaemfelvet, and vifited not the King again till above half 
aa hour befoie Supper, and after the King and Prinoels had 
ptrform'd their Devotion. 

The Oftle is a very princely Houfe, having been the SeaC 
oFthe Didce of Cleve ^ whidi Duchy, together with that of 
Ti&rr, having lately fallen to Heirs Pennies (whereof the 
Modiersof the Ekdor diBraninkurgb^ and Duke of JNhr- 
Htift, weie two ) when all the Pretenders feifing upon that 
whidi lay Bioft convenient to them, this of DvfiUcrf , by 
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agreement, afterwards remained ftill to Ntfohrgb ; ^ofe Fa- 
ther, beine of the Refortn'd* Religion in the kce contentioo, 
found the Houfe of BtMndenhurgb coo ftrong for him, by hav- 
ing the Prince of Or^ratgf and the States his faft Friends; and 
, ther^pon, chat he might have a ftrone Support from theEm- 
perour and King of ^am^ became Roman CathoUck, and 
thereby had the Afliftance heexpedted. At the fame time he 
but his Son, who was then very voung, to be bred under the 
Jefuits ; by which Education, the prefentDuke was with more 
than ordinary Btgottry zealous in the Roman Religion. 

H E was a Man of very fine parts of knowledge, and in his 
manners and behaviour much the beft bred of any German. He 
had the flowing civility, and language of the Fremt, enough 
leftrain'd, and controled by the Germsm gravity and forma- 
lity ; fo that, altqgetber, he (cem*d a very aocomplifli'd Prince, 
Md became himfelf very well, having a good Perfon, and 
graceful Motion. He was at that time above thirty, and had 
been married to the Sifter of the former, and the then King 
ciVoUmdy who leaving only aDauehter, he was nownewiy 
married to the Daughter of the Landgrave of HfJJi DmrmfigM^ 
who upon her marriage became Roman Cathohck. She had 
no eminent features of beauty, nor the Frmcb Languajge and 
Vivacity, to contribute to the Entertainment ; fo tlut Ine was 
rather a Spe&ator of the feftivity, than a jpart of it. The en- 
tertainment was very fplendid and magnificent in all prepan- 
tions, as well for the Tables which were prepared for tbe 
Lords and the Ladies, as That where his Ma jefty and his Si- 
fter and the Duke and theDuchels only fate : the sieak, ac- 
cording to the cuftoro of Gfermisry, very long, with (everal 
forts ^Mufick, both of Inftruments and Voices; which, if 
not excellent, was new, anddiSer'd much from what his Ma- 
jeflty was accuftom'd to hear. There was Wine in abmdance, 
but no Man prefled to drink, if he called not for it ; and tht 
Duke himfelf an Enemy to all ezccfles. 

After two days fpent in this manner, in whidi time the 

King made a great Friendfbip with the Duke, which always

took hirdfelf with great cbearfulnefs tocompofe his mind to if»Mr «/ 
his fortune ; atxl, with a marvellous contentedneft, prefaibed ^'/« ^^** 
h many hours in the day to his retirement in his Qofet; 
which he employed in reading, and ftudying, both the ItaSam 
miFrtweh Languages^ and, at other times, walked much 
upon the Walls of the Town ( for, as is faid before, he had 
DO Coach, nor 3vouU fuficr his Sifter to leave him one ) and 
(bmetimes rid into the Fields ^ and, in the whole, fpent his 
time very well. 

Th^ Nuntio of the Pope refided in that City, and per-* 
form'd all refpeds to his Majefty : He was a proper and grave 
Man, an I/ii/MiBiQiop, who never made the leaft fcruple at 
hbMajcfty's enjoying the liberty of his Chapel, and theexcr« 
cife of his Relifiofi, though it was very publick ; fo that io 
truth his Majetty was ix>t without any rdbeft that could be 
ikv'd to him in thofe parts, (ave that the Ele^or never came 
CO fee him, though he liv'd within little more than an hour ; 
which he excufed by fomeindifpofition of health, and unwil* 
lingDeb to enter into that City ; though it proceeded as much 
from the fuUennels, and morofenefs of his Nature, unapt for 
an) coDverfation, and averfe from all civilities ; which made 
him for a longtime to defer the payment of his (mail Quota, 
which had been granr^ to the King by the Diet, and was at 
M extorted from him by an importunity unfit to have been 
prefled upon any other Prince, or Gentleman. This Eledor's 
dcfedoForbaaity was the more excufable, or the Ie(sto be 
complain'd of, fince the EleAor Falathtiy fo nearly allied to 
the Ctown, and {o much obliged by it, did not think fit to 
take any notice of the King's being fo near him, or to lend a 
Mdlei^er to (alute him. 

W I T H I N a Ihort time after his Majcfty's return to Coloff»^ -^» ^«ww* 
he itceiv'd news that exceedingly afBided him, and the "^^^^^^^t^^^^^ 
that he knew not what remedy to apply to the mifchief which ^^l^ p^S 
he (aw was likely to befal him upon it. From Varis^ his Ma- vtrt tht 
jefty heard, that the Queen had put away the Tutor he had^«^ •f 
left to attend his Brother the Duke of Gtocefler^ who ^^f^^^l, 
nain'd at Paris y upon her Majefty's defire , that he might ^.^ ' " 
learn hii Exercifes. The Queen had conferred with him upon 
*^ the defperateneis of his condition, in refoeft of the King his 
** Brothers fomwe, and the little hope that appeared that his 
^^hiA&y could ever be reftored, at leaft if he did not him- 
^'feif become Roman Catholick; whereby the Pope, and 
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ther Princes of that Religion, might be united itihisqoar- 
^'rel; which they would nercr undertake upon anyorherob- 
f^* ligation: that it was therefore fit that the Duke, who bad

• «nd delcribing him to be fuch a Man, as he was genendly be- 
licvy to be for the firft two years of his Reign, till he mani- 
fcftcd his Affeftlons with more Ingienuity. The Duke de- 
fired his Majcfty to confider, ** whether there might not be 
**lbmcwhat he might reafonaWy wilh from the Pope; and if 
> f^itwerenotfittobepropofcdasfromhisMajefty^he would 
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''be williog to promote it in his owo Natne, baviog » he 
^ thought, fome Intereft in his Holinefs. And, be faid, ^ he . 
" va5 rdblv'd to fend a Perfon purpofely to Rmh with his 
^* Congratttlationy and to render his Obedience to the Pope ; 
'^iodtkat be would inftrud that Perfon in whatfoever his 
^Majefty (houldwilh: and though he could not hope, that 
^ any greater matter would be done towards his Majefty's 
^ Reftoration, till the Peace Ihould be efiefted between the 
''two Crowns ( which he knew the Pope would kbour in till 
^'he had brought it to pals ) yet he could not doubt bat that,

^ apply the Patrimony of the Church to the afliftanoe and fup- 
'^port of Hcreticks, would be as current Divinity with Akx» 
'MPT, and all his Suoceflbrs, yet he could not but be abun- 
dantly iatisfied with the kuidnefi ^the Duke tjfNophrgbj 
uid could not conclude how £ur his InterpoGtion might pre- 
vail upoQ a Temper and Conftitution fo refin'd, and without 
thofe Di^s whicn others had ufed to carry about them to 
that Promotion: therefore, after thofe acknowledgements 
wbidi were due for the Overtures , his Majefty told him» 
^ that be would entirely commit it to bis Wifilom, to do thofe 
"Offices with the new Pope as he thought fit, fince he could 
''cxpeft nothing but upon that Account ^ and that he would 
" do aoy diine on His part which was fit for him to do, and 
" which IhoulH bethought of moment to facilitate the other

*< an anfwerable return to hts Majett?. The King anTwer^d, 
^^ that his Highneb might very &fely undertake on Ins be- 
<< half, that if It fliould be in bis Power, it Oiould never be m 
'< his Will, to execute thoTe letere Laws : but that it wasoar 
^^ in biB Power abfolutely to repeal them ^ and it would be 
'< left in his Power to do it, if he declared that he bad a por- 
^ pofe todoit: therefore. That muftbeleft to tioole ; and it 
^ might realbnably be prefum'd, that he would not be back- 
^* ward to do all of that kind which be fliould fiikl \dttM 
'^abletodoj and the Declaration which be then nade,hif 
^ Mftjefty faid, that he wou^ be ready to make to the Pafoo

knowledged to be as much as could be defired. 

GERMAWvis Che part of the World, where die Jefiriti 
are kxJt'd upon to have tbe Afoendent over all other Meo 
in the deepeft myfteries of State and Policy,in<bmuch as there if 
nota Fritfce'sCourtof AeRomaii Catbouck Refigfon, wbcr^ 
in a Man is held robe a gocd Courtier, or to have ademetobe 
thought a Wife Mao, who hath not ajefuitto his Confeflbr^ 
which may be one of the rations, that the Policy of that Na- 
tion is (6 difierent from, and fo much undervalued by cbe 
other Politick Parts of the World. And therefore 'ds the 
lefi to be wonder'd at that this Duke, 5irho had himfelf ex- 
traordinary Qualifications, retained that reverence for thofe 
who had taught him when he ^as young, that be bdtev'd 
Them tagrow, and to be impro^'d as faft as He, and fc to 
be ftill abler to inform him. Widioutdbid>t, he did believe 
his Jefuit to be a very Wile Man -, and. it may be, knew, tint 
He would think fo ro whom he was lent .* and afRxxi as he 
came ro him. he fent him to the Kmg to be faiftraded and 
informed of his Majefty's pleafure The Man had a verypwd 
afpcA, and left vanity and prefumptfon than that Sodec; ofe 
to have, and ieem'd defirous to merit from the King by ffo- 
inghim Service; but had not the &me (Confidence bdhoaU 
ThiBliat doit, as his Mailer had. Aiki when he retum'd from *i«J 
V *w». be broiffiht nothing with him from the Pbpe but eeneral good 
wi&ies for theKing*aRefioratjon, and fliarp oom^dnts againft 
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iflal Mazsrm for being deaf to all Overtures of Peace ^ 
thac till Chen all Attempts cofervehisMajefty would be 
andineficdual : and concerning any Supply of Money, be 
the Duke, chat the Pope had nfed the fame Adage that his 
leccflor had done ; and fo that Intrigue was determined. 
The reft and quiet that the King propofedto himfclf io^ainr* 
isDcceflfcttcd retreat, was difturb'd by the impatience and ^»« '*'&»*' 
'ivity of his Friends in EKg/^mdi who notwithftanding ali;*^*!*"* 
Mijefty^ Commands, and Injunctions, not to enter upon li/f^l^v 
ffyfuddahiand raOiInfurredtions, which could only contri^T^r;. 
toe to their own ruin, without the leaA benefit or advantage 
to Hit Service, were fo pricked and dung by the inlblence of 
tbeir Enemies, and theuneafinels of their own Condition and 
Fortune, that they could not reft. They feot Exprefles every 
dajtoOviSmr for moreCommiffions and Inftrudions, and 
made an Erroneous Judgement of their own ftretigth and 
power, by concluding that all who bated the prefentuovem* 
ment, would concur with them to ovenhrow it, at leaft 
would aft no part in the defence of it. They aUuredthe 
King, ^ that they had made fufficient provifion of Armes and 
^Amimmition, and had fo many Perfbns engaged to appear 
^ open any day that Ihould be aflign'd, that they only debred 
" his Majefty would appoint that day y and that they were fo 
^ onited, that even the difcovery before the day, and the ckp- 
'^ ptog up many Perfons in Prifon, which they expe£ted, (hould 
^notoreakthedefign. The King doubted they would be de^ 
ceiv'dj and d)at, though the Perfons who fent thofe ExpreC* 
fe, were very booeft Men, and had ferv'd well in the War, 
and were leaay to engage again, yet they were not equal to 
b great a work. However, it was not fit to difcountenance 
ordilhearten them; for, as many of his Party were too reft« 
le6, and too adiv^ fo there were more of them remils and 
lazy, and even a^ndonVi to defpair. The truth is, theonequal 
Temper of thofe who wi(h*d very well, and the jealoufy, at 
leaft the want of confidence in each other, made the Kang's 
pan exceeditig difficult. Very many who held conrefpon- 
deoce with his Majcfty, and thofe he aflign'd to that Office, 
would not tnift each other ; every body crofe their own knot, 
widi whom they would converfe, and would not communis 
atewidianvbodyeHe^ forwhidi they had too uift excufei 
from the di&overies which were made every day by want of 
Wit, as mud) as want of Honefty ^ and £> Men were caft into 
PrifoD,and kept there, upon general Jealoufies. But this refer* 
vatk»,finoe they could notaUrefotve to be quler, provM very 
grievous to the Xing; for be could ik>t convert and reftraia 
thofe who were too forward, by the couofcl of thofe who 
fiood in a better light, and could dilcero better what was to be 

done. 
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done* becaufe they couM not be bfx>i]ght together to confe 
And mey who appear'd to be Icfs deFperate, were by the otb 
reproaca d with bciiig lefi ASeftionate, and to wane Loy a 
as much as Courage : fo they who were undone upon oi 
and the fiune Account, were-opprefled, and torn in pieces 
one and dieikme Enemy^ and could never hope for reco 
ry but by one and die fame remedy, grew to^ reproach and 
vile one another, andcontradled a greater Ahimofity betw 
tbonfelves, than againft their Common ^Ad verfary : nor coi 
the King reconcile this difteroper, nor pireferve himfelf £roi 
being invaded bv it. 

Though the Meflengers who were fent, were addri 
only to the King bimfeif, and to the ChanoeUor of the Ex 
chequer, and were fo carefully concealed, that no Notice wai 
taken or Advertifement lent bj the many Spies, who were 
iiibom'd to give Intelligence of any one upreis that was fent 
to O^hpa^ yet they had commonly fome Friend or acquaint* 
ance in the Court, with whom thev conferred ; and ever re« 
tum'd worfe £itisfed withthofe wbomadeobjefticmsag^inS 
what they propofed, or feem'd to doubt that they would doc 1 
be able topertorm what thev fo confidently promiied : aod it 
was thought a very reafonable conviftion of a Man who liked 
not the mod extravagant Undertaking, if he were not read; 
to propofe a better : To that his Majefty thousht fit often to 
leem to think better of many things promiied than in tnithhe

fffifSm who were (uch ) propofed to the King, as they bad formerly

kppy a condition the King's A£&lrs were in £sg/«wf; and 
'^diar his Friends were in fo good a pofture throughout the 
'Kix^dom, that they feared not that any difcovery might be 
^made to Crcmwitty being ready to own and juftify their 
'^Counfels with their Swords : (b that ail tliis quickly became 
more than whifper'd throughout the Court; and ^^thac the 
^ Kio^ was only ezpefled to be nearer Effgtani^ how diftttiP- 
^ edfoever, that he might quickly put himrelt usto the head 
" of the Army that would be ready to receive him, whereby 
"ill emulations about Command might be prevented, or im-* 
^' mediately taken away; and if his Majefty Ihould now nes- 
tled this opportunity, i t might eafily be concluded, that el- 
''tberhe was betrayed, or tnat his Counfels were conduced 
''by Men of very (mllow capacities and underftanding. 

How weakly and improbably foever thefe preparations 
were adjufted, the day was pofirively appointed , and was fo 
near, at ih% time when his Majefty had notice of it, that ic 
wasnotpoffiblefbr him to foid Orders to contradift it: and 
hefbre&w^ that if any thing (hould be attempted without fuc- 
cds, it would be imputed to his not being at a diftance near 
enough tocountenance ic. On the other hand, it was neither 
dilfkute, nor hazardous to his Majefty, to remove that re* 
proach, and to be in a place from whence he might advance 
if there were caufe, or retire back - to C^A^gwi, if there were 
nothing todo ; and all this with fo little noife, that his abfence 
(bouJd fierce be taken notice of. Hereupon, the Meflenger 
return'd with the King's approbation of the day, and direoi- rht j^x 
on, ^^thataflbon as the day (hould be paft, an Ezprefs ihould «/!r<'v«'«f 
« be direfted to Flujhing at the Sgn of the City of Rotm ( a '^^^ 'f 
known Inn in that Town^ "to enauirefor an SngfUb-mtn ^"*' 
(whole name was given him) ^' who ihould be able to in* 
" htm him, whither he (hould repair to fpeak with the King. 
Before the Meflenger's departure, or the King's Refolu- 
tion was cdten, the Earl ofRocheftiTy who was always jea- 
busthat fome body would be General before him, upon th« 
fitft news of the general difpoiition and refolution to be in 
Armes, defired the King, ^ that he would permit him to go 
^overindifguiie, to the end that getting to Lmuhm, which 
^wasvery^y, he might, uponadvifing with the principal 
^ Peribns engaged, of whom there was none who had not 
"been commanded by him, or was not inferior to him in 
"Command, aiSft them in their enterprile, and make the beft 
^<of dat force which they couU bring together : and if he 
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'^ found that they were not to truth competently provuied i 

^ Tuftatn the firft (hock, he might, by bis Advicei aod AJ 

^' thority, coropofe them to expcA a better oonjuodurc, as 

^ in the mean time to give over all inconfiderate Attempt 

^' and there would be little danger in his withdrawii^ bac 

^ again to bis Majcfty. 

VmUtlif With this Errand the Earl lefcC^&gwf, under pretence c 

j^^'^puxfuinghisbu(ine& with the Gtrmsm Princes, upon tbeDc 

gf^^^nsdiycof the Diet; for which he ufed to make many Joui 

if ^« Mft nies; and no body fufpeOed that he was gone upon any othd 

Kngbiid Mdefign. But when he came into FUnJers , he was nocatal 

referv'd ^ but in the hours of good Felbwfliip, which was j 

great part of the day and nighr, communicatea his porpole t^ 

any Body he did believe would keep him Company, aod n;< 

the fanne hazard with him ^ and finding Sr Jtfipb Wkijt^ 

who had ferv'd the King in the laft War very honcAly, aod 

was then watching at the Sea-Coaft to take the firft opporca^ 

nity to Transport nimfelfaflbon as he (bouki bear of the ge« 

nend Infurreaion ^ which all Letters to ail places mendoo'd 

as a nutter refolv d on ) RoAeftir frankly declared to him 

5^ joftph wh^ he was going about : fo they hired a Bark atDwMj 

wagftaff and without any mi(adventure, found themfclves infafiety to- 

^ with ge^her at Lflndm : but many of thofe who fliould have bees 

in Armes were feifed upon, and fecured in feveral Prtfbos. 
^^ ^n The Meflenger bein^ difpatch'd , the King, at die time 
%^ A'"* appointed, and mat he might be fure to be near at the day, left

nor was it known to any Body, but to the Chancellour and the 
Secretary NicMaSj whither the King was gone, they taslaB% 
fucb relations to inquifitive People, as they thoaght ft. The 
day before the King went, S'^sufav Memus^ and j#fo licbt 
Iss^ eldeft Son to the Secretary, were (ear into Z/tskaiy to 
fiay there till they aK)uId receive fiuthcr Orders \ the for- 
mer of them being the PerloQ ddign'd to be at the Sign of die 
lR94m in Vbfimg^ and the other to be near to p^aie soy 


thing for the Kii^^fl hand chat flionld be found nebcmry^ a»i 
to keep tlie Qphers i both of tbem Peifons of uodoubced fi- 
delity. 

There was a Gentleman who lived in JCeAM^t, and 
ofoneof the beft Families lodchebeft Fortune there, who 
had married an EMg^ Lady > wbo had been hftuf^ <V 
in the Conit of the Qieen of B^bmi^ , aod vss oe 
Daugluer of a Gentleman of a very noble FamUj) vho 
had been loQg an 0£Bcer in Hs&m/. The Kii« hid o»^ 
this OuuthmBXk a Baronet } and fixoe wba were 0^>! ^ 
quaipQdwuhhiiB, weieooDfidenttbadiis lAafSgtBig^ 
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ody repofe himfelf in his Houfe, wichout any notice taken 
of hun, as long as it would be oeceflary for hira to be con- 
€ded. And his Majefty being lirft a&ured of this, made hit 
jooroey dircftly thither, in the manner mentioned before 9 
ttd bong received, as be expeded, in that Houfe, he gave 
prefent notice to S^ Jobm Mnms^ and M^ Nkhl^j that they 
iDfiit know whither to refort to his Majefty upon any occa- 
fioQ. Upon his firft arrival there, he received iatelfigeoce, 
*^ that t}}e Meflcngcr who bad been difpacched from Cohpu^ 
'^met with crofs winds and accidents in his return, which 
^ had been his misfortune liitewiib in his Journey thither; fo 
"that he came hoc fo foon to lAmtbm as was expeoed; 
^whereupon ibme concetv'd that the King did not ai^rove 
"the day, and therefore excuied themfelves from appearing 
"at the time ; others were well content with the exciw hav- 
"log difcem^d, with the approach of the day, that they ha4 
^'Effihark'd themfelves in a defign of more difficulty than was 
^u firft ai^ehended ; and fome were aftuaUv feMbd upoo^ 
"and imprubn'd, by which they were incapable of perform* 
"log thor promife. Thojugh this difappointmenjc confirm'd 
the King in his former bcHet, that nothing fidid could rdult 
60m fuQ^ a general Combination^ yet he thought it fi^ now 
he ^las in a ViA wheie he might fecurely reft, to exped 
whatdicEarl of Enbijht^s prefenoe, of wbofe bebg in Ijm^ 
Ashe was advertifed, might produce. And by this time the 
Chancdior of the Exchequer, according to Older, was oome 
to Briib ; from whence ne every day might hear from, and 
fend tothe King. 
Theik cannot be a greater Manifeftation of the unhrcrfal 
and averfion in the whole Kingdom cowards Crmm- 
and his Government, than that there could be fo many 
and Confpirades againft him, which were commu- 
nicated to to many Men, and that fucb figoal and notable 
PerioDi could refort to Ijmi&m^ and remam there, withouc 
aoy lixJi infiKonation or dUcovery, as mi^bt enable him co 
cuife chem to he apprehended ; diere being no body in^enc 
aadzicalous to make any fucb dilboveries. but fiich whofe 
Trade it was for great Waga to give hipi tnofe informations, 
who feidom care whether what they inform be true or 90. 
The Earl of RKbifier confuted with great freedom in JCjsi- 
tewididie Kiors Friends; and found tbax the Perfons im- 

C" fd were oiuy taken upon general fufpicion, and ai beiog 
n to be of that Part]^ not upon any particular difa>very 
of what they deQgp'd or intended to do^ and that the fiuoor 
SpUt Bill poObObdthde who weie at Liberty. TheDtfignio 
Xorappear'daoireaibQabfe^ at leaft noc to b^gin upon ; but 
Ik v» peifwadejl ( and he was very Credulous ] tbac to the

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North there wu a fouDdadon of ftrong hopes, and a Party 

ready to appear powerful enough topoflfeft themfelvesof Tiyri^j 

nor had the Army many Troops io thofe parts. In the Weft 

Jikewife there appeared to be a firongCotnbioation, io whidi 

many Gentlemen were engaged, wbofe Agents were dieo io 

Lmtdom^ and were exceedingly importunate to have a daji 

affign'd, and defired no more, thai that S^ Jojefb %. 

Jfafmighz be Auchorifed to be in the Head of themi who 

had been well known to them ; and he was as ready to engage 

Vm€sri4 with them. The Earl of Rocbefler liked the countenance of 

Rocbefter the North better ^ and fent Marmadnke Dmrcy, a gallant Geo* 

^^ fy^ tieman, and Nobly AUy'd in thofe Parts, to prepare the Pany 

IJwm- there; and appointed a day and place for the Rendezyous; 

ftaff ffif* and promifed to be himfeif there : and was contented tkac 

tktvr*f* S^JpfifhWagff^OskoiaXdLfp into the Weft; who upon oon- 

ference with thofe of that Country, likewife appointed Aeii 

Rendezvous upon a fixt day, to be wichin two Miles of Xii/- 

Avry. It was an Argument that they had no mean opioioa 

of thefar ftrength, that they appointed to api)ear that very day 

when the Judges were to keep their Affizes in thatGtv, and 

where the Sherifl^ and principal Gentlemen, of the County 

were d>liged to give their attendance. Of both thefe refo- 

lutions the Earl of Rocbefier^ who knew where the King 

was, took care to advertife his Majefty i who, from heiice, 

bad his former faint hopes renew'd ; aiid in a (hort time after 

diey were fo improved, that he thought of nothing more, than 

how he might with the greateft iccrecy Tranfport himfeif into 

B^Umdj for which he did expedt a fuddain occafion. 

Si r Jofifh Waiffaff' had been formerly Major General of 
the Foot in the Kingis Weftern Army, a Man generally be- 
lov'd ; and though he was rather for Execution than CouoTeli 
a ftout Man, who looked not far before him j yet he had a 
great Companiablenefs in his Nature, which exaediogly 
prevailed with thofe, who, in the intermiflion of Flghting,iov'd 
to fpend their time in joUity and mirth. He, aflbonas the 
day was appointed* left jjndim^ and went to Tome of his 
Friends Houfes in the Country, near theplaoe, that he might 
alEft the Preparations as much as was poflible. Thofe offing 
fhm were not fo pundual at their own Rendezvous, as to he 
rh% TLifiM pfdknt at that near SMluiurj at the hour ; however, WtgS^i 
M Safir and they of fffb/bire, appeared according to expeAation. Pi»- 
hnry. rmU&ci, a Gentleman or a fair Fortune, and great zeal and fo^ 
wardnds in the Service, Hwgb Gr9ve, 7^^^^ and other Per- 
fons of Condition, were there with a Body of near two huo- 
dred Horfe well Arm'd, which, they prefumed wouU erery 
day be improved upon the accds ot thofe who hadcngagoi 
Ihemfelves in the Wcftem Alliociatioo, e^pedallj after die 
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ftrne of their beiog up, and efleding any thing, flioald cone 
to their cars. They accounted that they were already flrofig 
eooQghto vific Sdliftury in all its prefent luftre, knowing thic 
tbey bad many Friends there, and reckoning that all who Were 
flocagainft them, were fot them; and that they fliould there 
esaeafe their Numbers both in Foot, and Horfe ) with wbicH 
ike Town then abounded : Nor didf their computation and 
coDJedure (ail them. They enterM the City about five of the 
Clock in the Morning : they appointed fome Officers, of whicU 
dey had plenty, to caufe all the Stables to be locked up, that 
all the Horfes might be at their devotion ; others, to break 
open theGoales, that all there might attend their BenefaAors. 
They kept a good Body of Horfe upon the Market-place, to 
eocounter all oppofirion ; and gave order to apprehend the 
Jodgcs and the Sheriff^ who were yet in their Beds, and to 
bring them into the Market-place with their feveral Commiffi*L 
OQs, not caring to (eife upon the Perfons of any others. 

All this was done with fo little noife or diforder, asifthd 
Town had been all of one mind. They who were within 
doors, eiceptthey were commanded to come out, ftayed ftill 
there, being more defirous to hear than to lee what was doife $ 
vcryooany beuig well pleafed, and not willing that othtti 
Ihould dikern it in their Countenance. When the Judges 
were brought out in their Robes, and humbly produced their 
Commiffions, and the Sheriff likewife, Wagfiiff refolv'd* af« 
terhehtd caufed the King to be proclaimed, to caufe them 
all three to behang'd (who were half dead already) having 
wdl CGsfiderM, with the Policy which Men in fucb Ad:ion^ 
areoaoually pofleOed with, how he himfelf (hould be ufed if 
ittwere under their hands, choofing therefore to be before* 
iund wnh them. But he having not thought fit to deliberate 
this before-hand with his Friends, whereby their icrupulou^ 
Conticnces might have been confirmed, many of the Coun* 
try Geodemen were foftartled with this propofition, that they 
pnxefted againft it ; and poor Fettruddock was fo paiBonate 
(0 preferve their lives, as if works of this nature could he 
me by halves, that the Major General durfl not perfift in it j 
bttt was prevail'd with to difmifs the Judges , and , having 
taken their Commiffions from them, to obl^e mem upon an* 
other occafion to remember to whom they ow'd their lives, 
nibifing ftill to hang the Sheriff; who pofitively, though 
hiDiblv, and with many tears, refuted to proclaim the Kuij; ^ 
wUdi being otherwifedone, they likewife prevailed with him 
radkcrookiep the Sheriffalive, and to carry him with them 
to redeem an hooefter Man out of the hands of their Enemies. 
Tim (cem'd an ill omen to their future agreement, and fub^ 
ffiiffioo to the Commands of their Gener^ ^ nor Was the ten- 
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derhevrtedo^b ibgencraL buccl^very man; of the Gentle- 
men were much (amdalifed at u,boch as k was a oontradiftioii 
to thek Commander in Cheif ; and as it would hav^e been a 
(ealbnable Ad of (everity to nave cemented thofe to pcrfe- 
verance who were engaged in it, and have kept chem fram 
entertaining any hofes but tn the (harpoeft of their Swords. 

The Noiie of this A&ion wj^ very great both in and out 
of the Kingdom, whither it was quickly lent. Wfehgut doubt 
it was a bold ^nt^rprife, and. might have produced wonderful 
^£ds, if it had been proifecuced with the fiune c^hirioo, or 
the famie ra£hnefs,it was entered into. AU that was reafi>oahle in 
the general contrivance of infurr^ipn and commoiio9 om 
the whole Kingdom, was founded uppn a foppofition of the 
divifion and &aion m tne Army ; which was knowo co be 
(b great, that it was thought Or^nn^U durft not draw the whole 
Army to a general Rendezvous, out of apprehend that^ 
when they QiouJkl oooe pieet togetl^r, hp flpould no loo§er 
be mailer of them. Apd thence it was concluded, that, if 
there were in any one place fiich a Body bcot]|ih( together v 
might oblige CramuKtt to make the Army, OY a. confideiabie 
pan of it to nurch, there would at leaft be no diTppfitioo is 
them to fight to strengthen his Authority, which they ab- 
horr'd. And many did at that tiine believe, that if they had 
remain'd with that Party at SaUshtry 6^r ipme days, whid 
they might wpl) have dpn^ without any difturbance, their 
Numbers would have much encreafed, and tbpii^ Friends 6i« 
ther Weft oujft have been preparedto receive (heias, rheo 
their retreat had been nece£&ry by a ftronger pari; of the Ar* 
miei marchjpg againft th^m. cy^^^oufffhipfelf was alannedj 
be knew wellthe diftemper of the Kingdom, and in hi$ Army, 
and now when he faw fucb a Body gather'd together withouc \ 
any noife, that durft in the midd^ of the IQngdom, eocei | 
into one of the chief Cities ot it, when his Judg^ and all the i 
Civil power of that County was in vu ^ take then^ Prifooers, | 
and proclaim the King in a time of full Peace, and whea m | 
Man durft fo much as lume him but with a reproach, he could | 
not imagine, that fuchanenttfprife could be undertaken wieb- j 
out a universal Confpiracy ; in which his own Army couM vtf^ 
be iniuxxnt; and therefore knew not bow to tnift'tbeiD tog^ 
TWmi/iriii-ther. But all tl^s appreh^nGon vapiih'd, whenitwaskflowBi 
iMft //«•«/ that within fovr or five hours afcer they had pcrform'd this 
'^* exploit, they left the Town with very finall enaeaie or addi- 

tion to their numbers. 

The truth is, they did nothing refcdutely aftpr their &ft 
A&ipn ; and wer6 in fuch diforder, and difconteot betweea 
themfclves, that without ftaying for their Friendsout of Hsi^' 
ibiT9 ( who w^re , to the nujinber of two or three bund/^ 
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Horfe, upon their way, and would have been at Salisiitrj that 
Night ) upon jprefence chat they were expeded in D^fitjhir$^ 
they kft the Town, and took the Sheiiff with them, about 
tvo of the Clock in the Afternoon : but were fo weary of 
their day'a Labour, and their watching the Night before, that 
they grew iefs in love with what they were about, and dif- 
fer'd again amoogft themfelves about the Sheriff j whom many 
dcfired to be prefendy rcleafed : and that Party carried it in 
hope of receiving good Offices afterwards from him. In this 
manner they continued on their march Weft ward. They from 
HmjQl&Rre, and other places, who were behind them, being 
togry for their leaving SaUshnjj would not follow, but feat- 
ter'd tbenoielves ; andtbey who were before them, and heard 
inwbatdiforder tliey had left Wiltflyirey likewife dtfperfed : 
fo that after they had continued their Journey into Dev0mfbfr0, 
widioot meeting any who would joyn with them, Horfe and 
Mco were fo tired for want of meat and fleep, that one fiogte 
Troop of Horfe, inferior in number, and commanded by an 
Offioer,of no credit in the War, being in thofe parts by chance^ 
feibv'd them at a diftance, till they were fo fpent, that he ra- 
ther intreated than compeird them to deliver themfelves^ fome, 
and amcmft thofe liF2i]{/fii]^, quired their Horfes, and found 
Oieiter in Jome honoft Men's Houfesjwhere they wereconceal'd 
till opportunity ferv'd to Tranfport them into the parts beyond 
theSoiSy where thevarriv'd fafely. But M' PemritJJock^ M' 
Gm», and moft of tiie reft, were taken Prifbners, upon pro* 
mife given by the QfBcer that their Lives fliould be faved ; 
wiiicfathey Quickly found he had no Authority to make good. 
ForOwwwnoKxmer heard of his cheap ViAory, than he 
feot Judges away with a new commiflion of Oyer and Termi- 
ner, and Order to proceed with the utmoft fevericy againft 
theOfllenders. ButJt#i^x, his Chief Juftice, who had fo luckily 
eloped ^tSsSskpyy had not recover'd the fright ; and would 
nomorelook thole Men in the Face who had dealt fo kindly 
with htm i but exprefsly refofed to be employ'd in the fer- 
vice, raffing feme feruples in point of Law, whether the Men 
could be l^ally condemned ; upon which Cromwetty Oiortly 
titer, ture'd himout of his Office, having found others who 
executed his Commands. FtnhuUotk^ and Grcve^ loft their 
heads at Exitfr; and others were hanged there y who having 
recovered the faintnefithey were in when they rendered, died 
with great cxNirafe and resolution, profeffing their Duty and 
Loysjty to the King : many were fent to SaSslurf^ and tryed 
and executed there, in the place where they had To lately tri* 
umphed^ andfome who were condemned, where there were 
Fathers, and Sons, and Brothers, that the Butchery might ap^ 
pear wkh fomc remorfe, were reprieved, and fold, and knt 
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Slaves to the Barbadoes^y where their treatment was iuch, 
chat few of them ever retum'd ioto their own Country. Thus 
this licde fire, which probably might have kindled and enflam- 
ed all the Kingdom, was for the prefent extingutfh'd in the 
Weft^ and CranyweUkoixed withouc the help of his Army; 
which he faw, by the Countenance it then (hew 'd when they 
thought be (hould have ufe of chem, it was high time to re- 
form ; and in that he refolv'd to u(e no longer delay. 
TbtiUfie* The Defign of the North, which was thought to be much 
"/* ^i^ifi better prepared andprovided for, madclefi noue, and expired 
tfli'tl^tb ^^^^ peaceably. The Earl of BochiSer. who faw danger at 
'a diftance with great courage, and looked upon it leis rcib* 
lutely wifen it was nearer, made his Journey from Jjamim^ 
with a Friend or two, into Twh-Jhin at the time appointed j 
and found fuch an appearance of Gentlemen upon the place, 
as might very well have deferv'd his patience. There bad 
been iome miftake in the Notice that had been given, and 
they who did appear, undertook for many who were abfent, 
that, if he would appoint another (hort day for a Rendez* 
vous, he (bould be well attended- NUrmadvlx Darcj had 
fpent his time very well amongft them, and found them well 
difpoled, and there could be no danger in ftaytng the time 
propofed, many of them having Houfes, where he might be 
well concealed, and the Country generally wifli'd well to the 
King, aiKl to thofe who concern d themfelves in his Afiairs. 
But he took many exceptions ; complain'd, as if they had d^ 
ceiv'd him \ and asked many Qtieltions, which were rather 
feafonable than feafonable, and which would have fumifb'd 
reafonsagainftentring upon the defign, which were not to be 
urged now when they were to execute, and when indeed 
they feem'd to have gone too far to retire. He had not yet 
heard ofthe ill Succe& at Sa/isturji yet he di4 not think the 
force which the Gentlemen were confident they could draw 
together, before they could meet with any oppofitton, fuffici- 
ent to enter upon any AAion, that was like to be dangerotis 
in the end : So herefulv'd to ftay no longer ^ the Gentlemen 
being as much troubled that he had come at all ; the; parted 
with little good Will to each other, the Earl returning through 
Tfc# J^/ by-roads to Jjmdam , which was the fccureft place , from 
ww»# «r ^J^^wre he gave the King notice of the bopelefsnefs of Affiin. 
LMdoa'; I^ he had not been a Man very fortunate in difgnifes, he coaM 
mhewc9 hi nevcr have .efcaped fo many perambulations. For as be was 
sdytTettb^ xb^ jeaft wary in making his Journies in fafe hourr, (b bede- 
S^/^w/f* P*'^^ very unwillingly from all places where there was good 
I'^'^J" eating and drinking ; and enter'd into Conferences with any 
Strangers he met, or joyn'd with^ 
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Wh£n he return'd from the North, he lodged ^Ajhf-jin seddtng 
hrj ^ and having been obferv'd to ride out of the way in a '*^ ^/«^ 
iirgc ground, not far from the Town, of which he feem'd **'" '* *" 
to take fume Survey, and had asked many queftions of a^'^"'^^' 
Country Fellow who was there (that ground in truth be- 
longing to his own Wife) the next Juftice of Peace had notice of 
it ; who being a Man devoted to the Government, and all that 
Country very ill afieded always to the King, and the Newa 
ofSaifsAmyj and the Proclamation thereupon, having put all 
Mco upon their GOard, came himfeif to the Inn where the 
Earl was ^ and being inform'd, that there were only two 
Gentlemen above at Supper ( for S' NicMas Armorer was 
Lkewifc with the Earl, and had accompanied him in that 
Joaroey J he went into the Stable^ and upon view of the 
Horfes nxitkl they were the fame which had been obferv'd in 
tbeGround. The Juftice commanded the keeper of the Inn, 
oae Giivyy who, befides that he was a Perfon notprioufly af* 
itded to the Government, was likewife an Officer, '^ that he 
"(hoQid noc fufl&r thofe Horfes, nor the Perfons to whom 
''they belonged, to go out of the Houfe, till he, the faid 
'^Juftice, came thither in the Morning; when he would exa«- 
'^ mine the Gentlemen, who they were, and from whence 
*' thtj came. The Earl was quickly advertifed of all that 
pailed bebw, and enough apprehenfive of what muft follow 
ia the Morning. Whereupon he prefently Cent for the Ma- 
fter of the Houfe, and no body being prefent but his Com- 
panion, he told him, *^ he would put his Life into his hands ^ 
'^ which he might deftroy or preferve : That he could get no- 
'^chiog by the one, but by the other he (hould have profit, and 
^ the good Will of many Friends,who might be able to do him 
^gpoQ. Then he told him who he was ^ and as an eameft 
of more bendic chat he might receive hereafter, he gave him 
thiiry or forty Jseoius\ and a fair Gold Chain, which was 
more worth to be fold than one hundred pounds. Whether 
the Man was moved by the reward, which he might have 
poOciled without deferving it, or by generofity, or by wif- 
dom and forefight, for he was a Man of a very good Under- 
ftaodiog, and might oonfider the Changes which foUow'd af- 
ter, and in which this Scffvice prov'4 of advantage to him, 
he did refolve to permit and contrive their Efcape : Ana 
though he thought fit to be accountable to the Juftice for 
their Horfes, yet he caufed two other, as good for their pur- 
pofe, of his own, to be made ready by a trufty Servant in 
awxher Stable \ who, about Midnight, Conduded them into 
lmdta^V9Vf\ which put them in Safety. The Inn-keeper 
wu vi&ted in the Morning by the JufHce ; whom, he carried 
into the Stable, where the Horfes ftUl ftqpd, he having ftiU 
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kipt th« Key in bis own Pocket, noc making anv doubc cf 
the Perfons whilft he kept their Hories ; but uie Inn-kecper 
confeOed they were ETcaped out of his Houfe in the Ni^r, 
how or whither he could not Imagine. The Juftice threatea'd 
loud i but the Inn-keepeer was of that unqueftionable Fidelicf^ 
and gave fuch daily demonftratioo of his Aflfedion to the 
Common-wealth, that CnmmU more fufpeded the conni* 
Vance of the Juftice ( who ought not to have deferred the era- 
ttiii^ation of the Perfons till the Morning ) than the Int^cy 
of a Man fo well known as the Inn- keeper was. The Earl 
reraain'd in L^mhrn whilft the enquirv was warm and impor- 
tunate, and afterwards eaGly procured a pa£&ge (oiFlmmers\ 
and (b retum'd to oAm. 
tk^Ki^i AssooNuthe Ring reoeivM AdvertifemeUt of the ill 
f^T ^ Succefles in BtgUmd^ and that all their hopes were for the 
i^ u Prefenc blafted there, he left ZnUmiy and retummg by Brdk, 
Cologne, ftaid in a. Dorp near the Town, till the Chaocelkir of the 
Exchequer attended him ; and then retum'd with all fpeed to 
Cokpte \ where his little Courtwas quickly gather'd togedier 
again, and better difpofed to fit ftill, and exped God's own 
time. HisMajefty was exceedingly afflided with the lofs of 
fo many honeft Gentlemen in fyglsmd , who had engaged 
themfelves fo defperately, not only without, but cxpreuly 
againft his Majefty's Judgetnent : And he was the more troih 
bled, becaufe he was from feveral of his Friends from thenoa 
advertifed, *^ that all his Counfeb were difcovec'd ; and diat 
^^ CremwiB had perfeft imellfgenoe of whatfoever his Majefty 
^^ refolv'd to do, and of all he faid Himfelf ^ fo that it would 
" not be fafe for any Body to oorrefpond with him, or to med* 
*^ die in his Afiairs or Concernments : That his coming into 
^' Zeelmal^ and his continuance there, was known to Crm* 
^will^ with all the particulars of his Motion; that many Per- 
^^ fons of Condition were feifed upon, and imprtfon'd for haf • 
^' ing a defign to poOefs themfelves of feme Towns , and 
^' Places of ftrength ; which intellieence could tiot be ^iveo 
'* but from O^kpe ; implying, <' that thd mifcarriage m all 
^'tbe laft defigns, proceeded wholely from the Treafoa of 
^'fome Perfons near his Majeftv. The King did noc at all 
wonder that O&mweB^ and his Inftruments, txKrir great pai» 
\o make it generally be bdiev'd, that Aey knew all that wai 
refolv'd or thought of at C^i^gm ; but that anv Men who 
were really devoted to his Servioe, and who had nndnels and 
efteem foi all thofe who were trufted by his Majefty, (hooH 
be wrought upon to believe thofe reports^ very much difturbed 
him. 

Whilst he was ill this Agony,and immediatd v after hii 
return to Okgm^ ^ (UTcofery w^ made of a ymnjy chst 
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mk him exofe Us Friends in Englaml ifbr chefar Jealoofy, tw difi^vi^ 
aod yet compofed his own mind from any fear of being be-r; •/ '^ 
uayed, it being an Impoilure of fach a Nature, as was dan- w*^*^' ^ 
lerous and ridicabas together. There was one Mammgy a «»^°4 m^^ 
proper 7001% Gentleman, bred a Roman Catholick in the tieuisr 4c« 
Fimily of the Maiiqiiis of Whtafitf^ whofe Page he had been. ^^ «/''• 
His Father, of that Religion likewise, had been a Colonel in 
the Kmg[s Army \ add was flain ac the Battle of Aht^di 
there this 7tHin|; Man, being then a Youth, was hurt, and 
niim'din the left Arm and Shoulder. Thii Oendemah came to 
Cih(»e (hortly dfter the King came thither firft, and pretend-* 
ed, "'that he had fcdd the incumbered Fbrtune his Father had 
"left him ; upon which, he had enough to maintain fa4m, and 
^reTolir'd to ipend it in waiting upon the King, till his Ma- 
^'fSci ibottid be able to raile an Army ; in which he hoped 
^to have an opportunity to revenge his Father's Bloody with 
mtoydifiiourfes of that Namre ; and he bi'bught a Letter co 
Dr fiirifxffom his Uiidb Mnnungy Who Was well known to 
hiffi, to odffimetkl his Nephew to liis converfatioh. He was 
thandfome Man, had ftore of good Cloaths, andpleiity of 
Mooey; which, with the memory of his Father, eafiiy intro- 
(hced him, and made him acceptable to the C5ompany that 
VIS there. He knew moft of the King's Party in Ef^bmd, 
and fpoke as if he were much trufted by them, and held cor* 
Kfooodence with them ; and had every Week the Dfumal, 
«M Ac News of Jjmiamy which feldom elfecame To fkr as 
Grf{». H^ aSbdated himfelf moft with the good-feUows, 
aodfttio dieirCompany^being well provided for the eicpence. 
Bydqpees, he Infinuated himfelf with the Earl of Roihefiw^ 
^ told him, ^ chat all the King's Party look'd upon him, as 
^ the General who muft Govern and Command them; for 
''vhidi they were very impatient : Thit he himfelf would be 
^r^y to mti his Fomm^ and attend him into BffgUmi : 
'^aodthacbe had two hundred good Men lifted, who would 
"ippetr well Mounted atid Armed, whenever he (hou)d re- 
"outre them ; and that he knew where good Sums of Money 
**h7 retdy to be applied to that Service. The Earl was ra* 
^im wkh ^ difcourfe, and look'd upon him as a Man fent 
^ Heaven to advance his dcGghs ; and asked him, '^ whe- 
^te he had been with the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and 
^coomunkated all this tb hito ? He faid << he had, at his firft 
^oontogtn Town^ tvaited dpon the Chancellor; and intend- 
||cd tohave fpibfceh of this, and much more than he had yet 
«t?^ if be had been vacant, or willing to hear : bat he 
B^' to hiffl too relerv^d ; wnidi he imputed then to fomo 
^Woeft tbilt pofieSHi him, and therefore made him a feoond 
^fit ; When ne faitnd tUm with the iame warinefs, and with-* 
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^Vout a defire to be infbrm'd by him cooGerntng the Affiiirs 
5* of that Kingdom ; fo chac he refolv'd to vific him do more. 

I N the end, he told the Earl, '^ that he would impart a fe- 
''cret to him of the lad importance, and which he had not 
^^ yet had opportunity to inform the King of, and, be did be- 
^^lieve^ it would be the fame thing to impart it to his Lord- 
'^ (hip as to his Majedy hitnfeif : The Sum was, tha( he wa$ 
'^truited by the voung Earl of femtr$h^ whofj: Aflfedions 
^ were entire for bis Majcfty, to aflure the King of the (anae^ 
^' and that though it would not be f^ife for him to appear in 
^^ the head, and beginning of an Infurredion, he would ad- 
'^vance it as much as if he were there in Perfbn; and be* 
^'caufe be knew the Weft was better prepared to begin cbe 
^' Work than any other part of the Kingdom, he hadcaufed 
^ three thoufand pounds to be laid aiide, and kept ready at 
'^ Wtlttmy which (hould be delivered to any Man, who, in die 
'^ King's Name, (hould require it of iiich a Mao ( naming a 
^^Perion, who was known to be much trufted by that Earl) 
^< UDon delivery of a private Token he . produced out of bis 
^^ I\x:ket ( which was a clean piece of Paper, ibJed withtbree 
impreifliqns of an Antick Head in hard Wax) ^^ which, he 
laid, ''the Earl rcouired him to preient (o the King when he 
'^ thought it might be feafon^ble, He added, '^ that he would 
<< be glad to be himfelf in that firft Engagement^ and fo robe 
** prcfcnt when that Token (hould be deUver'd ; vet he confi- 
'Mcr'd, that he was not enough known to have (uch a Secret 
^'imparted to him, as the time of fuch an Ad:ion ought to be; 
'^ and therefore, if it pleafed the King, he would pr^ently de- 
*' liver that Token into his Lordfliip's hands ; who, he was 
'^ confident, would be the firft that would have opportunity 
" to employ it- 

The Earl had the Journey then in his head, which he made 
fliortly after ^ and thought fuch a Treafure as this would mucb 
s advance the Service. He made baft to inform the King of 
the whole, that he might have his approbation to receive die 
Token. To that purpofe, he brought the Man to the King; 
who had never before taken other, notice of him, than for his 
bringing the Diurnal conftantly to be read to his Majefly after 
Pinner, or Supper, as he received it. He made a large Reh- 
tlon to the King of what the Earl of Femhrah had command- 
ed him to fay, and prefented the Token to his Majefty for 
the three thouCmd pounds ^ the manner of his difcourfe be- 
ing fuch ^ as the King bad not the leaft fufpicion of the 
trush of It. Afloon as he left the King, the Earl brought him 
to the Chancellor, conjuring him to ufe him with great kind- 
ncf9y and gently reproaching him for his want of Courtefy to 
\i\m before . which be wonaer'd at ; for it was very true that 
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Mmmg bad vifited him twice before, and ic was as true, that 
he had receiv'd him with as much Civility as was poflible hav- 
iog koowo his Father, and moft of his Family, and was glad 
to fee him frequently at Prayers, well knowing chat he had 
been bred a Roman Catholick ; and the young Man had feem'd 
much pleafed with the Reception he had given him. But 
bm that time that he made that Relation concerning the Earl 
dFmhikey which he repeated over to him as he had related 
it CO the King, the Chancellor always fufpeAed him ^ and 
could DOC prevail with himfelf to have any £imiliaricy with 
him; whidi the other complained heavily of, and the Chan^^ 
eellor was much reproadied for not treating a Peribn of 
foffluch Merit, who bad loft his Father and had been himfelf 
maim'd in the King's Service, with more opennefs ^ for he 
did always uic him with all nece(&ry Civility. But die Chan- 
cellor's knowledge of che Earl of Ptmtrfihy and of the bu<- 
tnour that then poflcfied him, ancl of the uneafine(s of his own 
Foitaoe, which did not make him at that timeMafter of much 
Money, befides that he believed chat, if the thing were true, 
heOnuid have receiv'd advertifemcnt (boner of it from a Per- 
foQ who was moft trufted by the Earl, and who correfpond- 
ed very cooftancly wich the Chancellor , made him diftrult 
him. He therefore told the King, <'that he doubted Man^ 
^^ng had made that part of the ftory to make himfelf the 
'^ nxire wcloooae j which bis Majeftyxlid not think was a rea- 
(ooable jealoufy ; but wilh'd him to ufe all the means he could 
todlbverthe uuth. The Chancellor had no farther fufpi* 
cioQ of him than upon the account of that ftory, nor the Jeaft 
apprebeoGoo that he was a Spy. . 

When it was publickly Known that the King was abfent 
(jomcApf^ aC that time that b^ made his Journey to Zte^ 
W, io the manner that is mention'd before, the Earl pf Rg^ 
^*f/f^ being departed from thence fume lime before, ^fi^ 
^^"ntt appeared wonderfully. croubjed, and complain'd to 
fome, ^' that be being encrufteid by all the King's Friends,who 
^' vodd Oct aedit any Orders but fuch as Qiould pals through 
1% hands, the King was now gone wicbouc imparting itca 
"liim^ which woula be che ruin of his dcfign. He went to 
the CittDcelbr, and lamented himfelf, ^^ chat chere fhould be 
"any Sword drawn in EMgiaM4 before His ^ his Father'&filood 
^ boiled within him and kept him from fleep. He delired 
Urn therefore, <^ that he would fo far communicate the defign 
||tohim, that he might only know to what part of England 
|to Trance him(f ih that he might be in AAion aftoon as 

^%ht bepdHble. He could draw nothing from the Chan* 

I'cIIot; who told him, '< that he knew of no probability of 

U7A&k)0i and cherefofe could give op advice. Upon 

which 
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irUch he cbtnplain*d much oF the ChanceBor^s waiit of tint* 
neb to him : 6ut he loft do tiirie ih following the Kihg j tai 
hftving great acquaintance with tttrhrf Prk&y a Man much 
crufted by the Earl oF Rotbejhr^ and that afleCted to know. 
or to be thought to know tbe^reattift Secretf, he ptenm 
with him, upon bearibg his Charges, to accotnpany hitHy 
that they might find Out where the King was, at leaS chat 
they might be ready on the Sea Coaft, to TranrportthemTdTes 
into Bwg/smd upon the firft occafion. Whether by accidenr, 
6t that the Earl of ttotbtSey had liiade any meHtibn of 2«- 
btiid to Mr frke. thither their both fcame ; and feeing S^ Jtk 
Memm^ and W l6cMm there, they belie^d theie night 
like Wife be othe^ of thtirC^/S^in^ friends, ttirtirt Pm, as 
be was a Man of a very tnquifitive Nature, watchH lb nsr- 
rowijf, that he found an opportunity to ibeet the Kiu^ in tn 
Evening, when he dl&d to walk to take a little Air after the 
da vs confinement. The King, fince he was diicorer'd, thought 
it befttb tnift him; atid charged him. ^^not only to main no 
^diicovefy, but to rethove out of the Ifland, left his behf 
^ feed thei'e, roi£ht raife fufbtcion in other Men. He dM 
Very importunately defire the King that he might bring ito- 
ivMgto Q)eak with him, as not only an honeftMan (as no 
doubt he thought him to be ^ but a maaof that importaooe 
and truft* as might contribute much to his prefent Sertice. 
But the King would by ho means adniit Mm, not did he 
fee him ; Jret afterwards, upon (his refleftk>tt, his NfajeSy 
concluded that Cr^tm)^ came to be inform'd of his beiq; in 
Ztetmiij Without any reproach to M' Ttk^s Fidelity \ whidi 
was not fufpeded, though his prefumption, aiid iispoitunicf, 
were always very inconvenient. 

Srortlt after the King's return to C^kg^f Jftans 
likewife came thithefr with his accuftom'd confidence. And ifi 
this time the Chancellor received Adverttftment ftotn Bf 
land, '^that he had no kind of truft from the Earl of ?<» 
** iroh, but on the contrary, had been turn'd out of hii S»^ 
^ vice upon matter of diflionefty ; and tfiat he was a ]oo(b 
^ Perfon of no Reputatbii : And his Ma^fty was inform'd 
by others from Atdwrpy " that every Pdft brought maajrlct- 
^* ters for him, which were taken up there, and tranfnAted 
^to Cclog^ ; and that he had Letters of Credit uoon a Mff- 
^ chant of AKtwn for good Sums of Money. All this ratfed 
a fufpicion in the King; who gave diredion to a ttnily Per- 
fon, wfto was purpofely fent fo take up all thofeLettentt 
Anfwerp, which were fent thither from Enghnd fw him, it 
being known under What cover they came, and IfkewilctWc 
which were fent froiri t^bgw by him, tAi addrefs being iik^ 

wife difcover'd. ^ this meate the Party reinrn^d with nn^f 

great 
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fpeat P^dEets boch from, and to him ; wh:ch being open'd^ 
and read| admiaifter'd matter of great atnazemeac There 
were Letters from Jtmlcfi^^ CrmmmflTi Secretary and Princi-^ 
piIMinifter, coDtainidg tt^ fatisfa&ion the Protedor teceiv'd 
in the partkiiilar Intelligence he receiv'd from him, with (hort 
Mmdkms how he Ihould behave himfelE The Perfoo em- • 
ploy*d had been fo dextrous, that he brought with him Atam^ 
snip's Letters of three Polls, all full of the moft particular 
things done at Or&gsMP; and the particular words faid by the 
King, and Others, that muft needs afieft thofe who (hould 
ffceife the Inteili^ce ; but of all whicK' there was nothing 
cnie^ Dofuch afiion had been done, nO fuch word f^oken. 

In one Letter, after fuch Informacitm as he thought fit, he 
faid, ^ that by the next he (hould fend fuch advice as was of 
''ouch more moment than he had ever yet fent, txhd above 
" what he had given from Znhmd^ and by which they might 
''fee, chit there was nothing fo lecrer at Coiagaey of which he 
"could not be informed, if he had Money enough ; and there* 
ibit defiled the Bill for the thoufand Crowns might be dif- 
^tdied. Together with this, the Letter of the fubfequent 
rdkmu likewife feifed upon; and by hit Method, which 
WIS afterwards difo>ver'd, it wa» very probable that they were 
boch fimt at one and the fame time^ and by the fiune Pbft, 
though chey were of feveral dates. That of the latter date 
Wis very lodff^ and In it wasenciofed an Overture or Defign 
foe the lurprife and taking of Fljm§§ah ; in which there wii a 
very eaft and true defcription of the Town, and Fort, and 
Ifland, lod the prefent Strength and Force that was there. 
Thea t PropoGtion^ that a Veffel with five hundred Men 
(there were no more defired ) ihould cotne to fuch a place ( a 
Creeit defoib'd ) and upon a fign then given, fuch a place in 
the Town (hould be firft feiied upon, 'whilft others (hould 
poflefi bodi the Fort, and the Ifland. The Names of the Per- 
Kmi who undertook to do both the one, and the other, were 
iikewife fet down ; and they were all Men known to be well 
tftded to the King, who, with the afliflance of that five hun- 
<ired Men, might indeed be able to Maftcr the place. For 
tbe better going through the Work when it was thus begun, 
tbere wasan undertaking that S^ Hugh F^dird^ and other Per- 
faoi named, who were all notable Men for their Zeal to the 
King*! Service, (hould be ready from the DeV0m-Jbire fide, as 
Colonel Ahmdei and others firom C^rmwml^ to feoond and 
fiipport what was to be done. 

The Letter informed, ^ that when the King delivered that 
""Faper to tbe CouncU (which, he faid, '' he had received 
"from a very good hand; and then th6 Marquis of Orm^mi 
Bttdtthis, and that objeftioni and otheis found this, and that 
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difficahv in the Execution of the Enterprife, all which tht 
Chancellor anfwer'd Tery clearly, and the Ring hirofelf {ud 
Tery much of the eafineU of the Undertaking ) '^ there Wa) 
^* one difficulty urged, that the King himfeif appeared to be 
^^ ftartlcd at, and looked upon the Chancellor ; who arofc 
^^ from his place, and went to the King's Chair, ^ whiffed 
^^fomcwhat in his Ear. Whereupon his Majefty told ibe 
^^ Lords, that he had indeed forgot fomewhac that the Cbt- 
^^cellor put him in mind of, and tor that particular they (houid 
*^ refer the care of it to Him, who would take it upon him, 
*^ and fo the matter was refoWd, and the Earl of Rme/erm- 
^'dertook for the five hundred Men, and their Tranfportation. 
MmmJfg concluded, ^' that if he had Money, they (houid 
^' know conftantly now this defign fliould be advanced, or 
^^any other fet on foot. Every Body was exceedingly atmzed 
at this relation, in which there was not one fyllablc of truth. 
There had never fuch aPropofition been made, nor was there 
any fuch debate or difcourfc. There were in his Letter ma- 
ny vain infinuations of hts Interefi) as if he were never out 
of the King's Company. Two of the King's Servants were 
fent to (eifc upon his Perfon, and his Papers ; ^fho found bio 
in his Chamber writing, and his Cipher and Papers before 
him; all which they pofleOcd thcmfelves of vritkout aoy re- 
finance. There were feveral Letters prepared, and made up 
with the dates proper for many Pods to come, with iofbroa* 
tion, and intelligence, of the fame nature as the former. 

The Secretary of State, and one of the Lords of the Couri' 
cil, were fent to examine him ; to whom he confcfled, with- 
out any referve, ^* that the NeceSIcy of his Fortune had ei- 
^'pofed him to that bafe Condition of Life ; and, tomaic 
^himfeif fit for it, he had diflemblcd his Religion; for, be 
^ faid, he remained ftill a Catholttk : That he was foot over bj 
^^ Tbmrlffm to be a Spy wherever the King Ihould be, and bad 
^^cpnftantly fent him Intelligence, for which he badreceiv'd 
^^ good Sums of Money ; yet, that he had been fo troubled in 
^^ Mind for the vilene» ot the Life he led, that he was reUf d, 
^' by raffing great expeAations in them, to draw a good Sum 
^/of Money from them; and then to renounce £mher cor- 

refpondence, and to procure the King^s Pardon, and &itii- 
' fully to ferve him. Being asked, why he made fuch rela- 
tions, which had no truth in them, he anfwer*d« *^ that if be 
^^ had come to the knowledge of any thing whit^ in truth liad 
*^ concerned the King, he would never have difcover'd it; 
*^ but he thought it would do no prejudice to the King, if be 
*^ got Monev from the Rebels by fending them Lies, vhicb 
*^ could neither do them good, nor hurt bis Majefty; and 

*' tl^efof e all his care was to amufe them with partioM 
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i^whichhc knew would pleiafe them ; and fo when he was 
^ilooc he always prepared Letters containing fuch things as 
"occurr'd CO his Invention, tobefentby the fucceeding Pofts, 
■^ and that he had never written any thing that was true^ buc 
'^ofhisMajefty's being in ZeeUmd ^ which, he believ'd, could 
"produce no prejudice to him. 

The King now difcern'd from whence all the Apprehen- 
EoQS of h s Friends proceeded ^ and that they had coo much 
pound for their Jealoufies y for though none of his Counfels 
kul been difcover'd, thev who had received thofe Letterf^ 
might reafonably think tnat none of them were concealed ; 
and might well brag to their Confidents or their knowing all 
that the King did. By this means, fuch particulars were tranP- 
micced to the King's Friends, as could not but very much 
afflafe them, and, no doubt, was the Caufe of the commit- 
ment oF very many Pcrfons,and of (bme who had no purpofe 
to fufier for their Loyalty. His majefty took care to publifli 
tbeTran&dions of this Man, with the Method of the Inrelli- 
geoce he gave ; by which his Friends diicem'd with what tha* 
dows they had been affrighted, and his Enemies likewife dif- 
cova*d what current Ware they had received for their Mo- 
ney : yet they endeavoured to have it believ'd that he was 
not iMjunfenc over by Them, but a Secretary in great Truft 
ibout fome Perlbn employed, whom they had corrupted : in 
which Ma were likewife quidkly undeceiv'd, and knew that 
he was a Man without any dependence or relation to, or coun- 
lenana from the Court : and the Wretch foon after, received 
the reward due to his Treafbn. 

As die King's hopes were much Edipfed in Ef^land by 
the hteunfeafonable Attempt, and the lofs of fo many gallant 



him. He lay before under the reproach of devifing Plots him- fg^% p«r. 
fclf, that the Common- wealth might be thought in danger, to <7. 
the end he might have excufe to continue fo Vaft Forces flill 
in p»r. Whereas it now appeared how Aftive, and confident 
the Kiitt's Party (Itll was, and that they would not have had 
theprduoptk>n to make fo bold an Attempt in the middle of 
the Kingdom, if they had not had good Aflurance of being, 
fecooded; and theiefore they were to look upon the Fire as 
only raked up, notcxtinguiflied. The Succefs and Triumph 
of a few dcfperate Perfons at SaRshtry^ that had produced fuch 
aCoBfteraation throughout the Kingdom, and would have en- 
danpr'd the fecurity of the whole Weft, if there h^ not 
happn'd fome accidental coi^fion amongft the Undertakers, 
wai eridenoe enough that there was not y ec Fcwce fufficient to 
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provide for th^ Saitry of the Kingdom ; and therefore that H 
was neceOary to make better provifion for the quiet of e?er]^

Thbreupoh he made by hiiown Authortty, aodthat 
of hta Council, an Order, << that all thofe who had ever borne

Hir &rdtr c< ^)^ Royal Partv flidald be decimated, that is, pay a temhl 
/^^*^''" part of all that Eftate which they had kfc, to fuppoii thc| 
jcjj>rptff.^' Charge which the Common- wealth was put to, bytheuo- 
i(y- ^' quietoefe of their Temper, and the wft Caufe of JeaJouf; 

^' which they had admlninerVi . And that the Publidc miglu 
loTe nothing of what be had (6 frankly given to it, CommiffioD- 
ers were appointed in every County, to value what diat teoth 
part of every (uch Eftate did amount to $ and that no Mao 
might have too good a bargain of his own, everv Man vit 
obliged to pay as much as thofe Commiffiooers judged fiq and , 
till he paid it, befides Imprifonment, which was ajudgemeot 
apart, and inflicted once or twice a year, as the JeaJoofb 
wrought, his whole Eftate was fequcfttr'd. And in this (k* 
cimation there was no confideration taken of former Cbmpo* 
fitions, of any Articles of War, or of any AAsofpardoDtod 
indemnity, which had been granted under thmr great Seal, 
without enquiry into their Adions, or fo much as accofiDg 
any of them of any aime or guilt, or of having any Cor- 
reKpondence with the King or any body trufted by bun j or 
that they were in any degree privy to the late de6gos or io- 
furredion. 
mikfi^ That this Order might be fubmitted to, and executed, 
f^mu jM-He publilh'd a Declaration to make the Juftice, ai well aidic 
^ ^' Neceflicy of that proceeding appear ; in which he did not oflijf 
fet down the grounds of his prefent proceeding agaipft the 
Royal Party, but the Rules by which he meant to proceed i- 
gainft any other Partv that (bould provoke, or give bimtiou* 
ble. It was a Declaration worded and digemd with moch 
more afperity againft all who had ferv'd the King, duo had 
ever been before publiQied. Great Caution had been iuthei^ 
ufed, as if nothing more had been defign'd than toanire the 
whole Nation in the joynt defence of the Common Ifltercft, 
and as if a refolution had been taken to have aboiiihed a^^l 
Marks of difuoion and diflb^lion of Parties, and that aU 
Men, of what Condition foever (except thofe who bad bea 
always excepted by Namej who would fubmit to the Goveis- 
roentt (hould be admitted to have (hares, and to a& partf in 

the Adminiftracion and Defence of it. But now nocicr^ 
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tdBOof ^' ittchao iabeicot MaUgDity, gnd ineooodltbleoeft 
"in all thole who fxom th? t^^gimiiog b%d adhered to tl;^ King. 
"ifldoppofed the proceo^ings of the Parliament, CQwarda SI 
''thde whohad fervid their Country^ aad vindicated the la* 
"terdof^hePeopteandNation, tfa^tbeydedin'd the com- 
"mon Rviles of Civility, and would have no Converiatioii 
**witbtbm9 and, that ihe&meMalii^e and AniiBofity might 
^delcead to their Pofteriry, t^ey would not make Marriages^ 
^orany Friendlhip or Alliance with chofir wha bad been fe- 
" parated, or divided from them it^ chafe Publick dtftcenoef; 
'^ aad tbcrefioiie ^bey wer^ i^oi; hereafter to wooder, or com* 
^ plain, if tWy were Ipoiked upoA as a CommoB Enemy, 
^' which ffiufli be kept from being able to do Mifchief; 6acft 
'^tkey woola always be willing tQ doaU they cocdd y- aiud that 
^^cbey were not (o expeA to he proiecmed, like other Men, 
"by the ordinary forma of Juft toe, and to have their Crimea 
^ID beprov'd by WitneOes, beforeehey ibould be concluded 
"tobeGoilcy. If any defperate Attempca wire undertaiceii 
"byaqrof that Paiey tO:didurbthe Publick Peace , that it 
" would be reaibniible tp <pncliide that they aU wiihed well 
"to it, thoqgh they appe%i['d Wt to Qwn it: that all Goo* 
"fptiadesoTthat na^iire wiene a^ted ii» ieccet, aad weredeedt 
'^of dtfki^, and Men might juftly be fuTpefied and piOi. 
^ ceededaeaioft as privy to them, by their common diicourftf, 
" by the Couppa^y they nfually kept, and by their very looks | 
wiiAoaay other exprefliooi^ offuch anuoufual nacure i»the 
difquifitioBoi juftice, and legal proceedings, that the King's 
Party might reafopably condude, they had nothing left that 
they oouid call their pwn, botmufteKpedfc atotalExtirpaiion, 
cither by Maflacre, or Tranfplantation. 

But then the Declaration took notice likewife of ''the 
^faftioosin the Army, that would not acquiefce in the Go- 
'^veiaaom eftablilh'd; but would have another found our, 
''aodform'd according to their Levelling humours; all which 
^'diftradions, to what other ends foever dire&ed, muft fo 
"weaken the Common- wealthy if not wiiely prevented, as it 
'^ muft in the end be expofcd as a Prey to their inveterate 
'^Eoeifiies; and therefore, that the fame remedies muft be 
" appl/d to Them, as to the others ; with intimation clear 
enough, '^ chat the connivance they had formerly received, 
" iQd even the Pardons that had been granted for their for- 
^ iner Mutinies and Tranfgreffions, were of no more validitv 
"th::> ae Articles, Promiies, and Ads of Indemnity, which 
** bj been granted to the Royal Party : all which^ were dc- 
^ cared t > be void and null , upon any fucceedlng Delin- 
" queocy : fo that all difcontented People who liked not the 
preieotGovemment, what pare foever they bad aded in the 
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palling down the old, whether Presbyterian, Independent, or 
l^eveUer, were left to canfider of the confequaioe of tbofe 
Maxims there laid down ; and mighc naturally conclude, that 
thev were in no better condition c^fecurity for what thej en- 
joy Vl, and had puichafed dearly, than thofe who by their help 
were brought to the loweft tnifery ^ though, for the prefenc, 
none but tne King's Party underwent that infupportable bur- 
then of Decimation; which brought a vaft incredible Sam of 
Money into CrmmMs Cofiers, the greater part whereof was 
railed ( which was a kind of pleafure, though not eafe, to the 
left ) upon thofe who never did, nor ever would have given 
the King the leaft affiftance, and were only reputed to be of 
his Party becaufe they had not affifted the Rebels with a n- 
fible chearftilnels, or in any confiderable proportion ; andbad 
propofed to thenafelves to fit ftiil as Neuters, and not to be 
at any charge with reference to either Party ; or fucfa whohad 
fhdter'd themfelves in Ibme of the King's C^ilbns for Aeir 
own conveniency. 
ru i^wg This Declaration was box to C^bgwe-, where the Kiog 
0M»fid M caufed an Anfwer to be made to it upon the grounds that vere 
*^£^ ?^laid down in it; and as if it were made by one who bad been 
^ ^' alwavs of the Parliament fide, and who was well pkded to 
fee the Cavaliers reduced to that extremity ^ but widi fuch 
refl&ftions upon the Tyranny that was ezcrcifed over die 
Kingdom, and upon the foulnefs of the breach oF Tnift die 
Protedor was guilty of, thatitobligedall the Nation to look 
upon him as a deteftable Enemy, who was to be remov d by 
any wav thatoflfer'd it felf; many of which arguments were 
made uleof againft him in the next Parliament that hecdTd; 
which was not long after.

GOiuendiDg wkh tke rigour of his Fortune wich/^^ ^ 

K cat temper and magnanimity; wbilft ^^b^l^^iM 
rinoea of JEwiyt leem'd to contend amongft^^^j^ ^ 
themielves, wbo (bould moft eoiineatly forget^ 
nd oegleft him ; and wbilft CnmmA exerdfed all ima^nSble

He cl)eQi>eheld;frfiWW, that l^gvd itis Rebellion. with ic- 
hunbane MaHacrck, and Burchcrjes of their peaceable: and in- 
iioceat NeighbourSj^aifcer'thbothtr^f ,f^^ftor/was lijpprcflid, 
or (b compounded, that the bleflSng of Peace had again co- 
vered the three Nations,^ ifthif fq^il}) People had not, with- 
out a;iy provocation, but of their own folly and barbftrity^ 
with th^t blo^ddypfolcgue engaged agaf ^ the thnx Kinedoms 
3n a raging and devouring W-^r^ A> tiou )thpugh^^^!w blew 
the firft Trumpet, it was Jrf/tf»/ that drew the firft blood;

' h4ppy 1^0^, whpp thoy faw that they could not make Wa^) 
; buc wei^ b^aton asofteaasencQUOtei^d, would notyettnake 
F^acej Qr.iJfihfyFjdid, (hey no Toooer madeic than broke it, 
wiQiail tbp cir^ttiftancesgf Trcgfhery, and Perjury, tijitcan 
9ia^e $^ny foQl.A^ion the i|K)(t odious. And after tbey 1»^ 
for their.laft prefervationy /murn'd to their obcdipiKC totbe 
JlCing, too puc the'mlelves again ivider his ProteAion, they 1 
fiuickly repented of their Loyalty, oficr'd themfelves to the 
Soveraigoty of a^. Forre»gi\ Prince^ and when they had feeo 
jhcir natural King Murther'd bybia other Rebels, for wiot 
pf jLhat AffiiUnoe which, they a)igh| bave givca hitn,chofe vt 
iher (odfpsipd 00 ch€ clemen(:y 9f the Ufurper, drifing ^ 
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them (he Govenioiir, andGovenunent of the King : I &jy 
his Majefty Qlw now this milerable People groveling -at the 
feet ot their proud Qooquerora^ reduced to the loweu deibla- 
tioO) and even to the point of Extirpation ; the blood they 
ludwaoconly, and fovagely fpiltin the beginniii£ of the Re- 
bellion^ now plentifully revenged in ftreams of their own 
blood| from one end of the Kiosdom to the other ^ whilft thofe 
Pcrfons who firft contrived the Rebellion, and could nev^r be 
reached by (he King, and they who caufed every Peace to be 
broken which had been made with his Majefty, with all the 
poffibie affroms to his Royal dignity and authority , after 
cbey bid endeavour'd, by all the tieacherous Offices agaioff 
cbc Royal Power, to reconcile themielves to their new Ma- 
ilers, were every day taken, and infamoufly put to death by 
Tkir authority who ufurped the Government ; who fold, as 
hath been faid before, fo many thoufands of them to the fer- 
Tices of Forreiga Princes, under whom they perifh'd for want 
of Br^, and without regard : fo that there is not an account 
in Hlftoryof any Nation, the Jews only excdptecL that was 
ever reduced to a more complete mifery than the Jrtfh were at 
tfaif time. And all this was the more extraordinary, in that 
ii was without the pity of any, all the world looking upon them 
as deferrag the fate they underwent. 

Lastly Eftglimdy that fesra'd to glory in the Conqueft 0/ Eng- 
of thofe two Kingdoms, and to Reign peaceably over them, land, 
yielded a proTpeA too, full of variety . Though the King's heart 
waseven broken with the daily informations he rccetv'd of 
the ruin and deftrudion his faithful and Loyal Party under- 
went j and the botcfaerv frequently aAed upon them, and the 
extreme Tyranny the Ufurper exercH^ over the whole Na- 
tion, was grievous to him, yet he could not be equally afflf- 
ded to iee thofe who had been the firft Authors of the publick y 
Calamky, now fo much iliarers in it that they were no more n- 
Mafters of their Eftates, than They were whom they had 
firft Ipoiled; and tliat tbemfelves were brought and expofed 
upon thofe Scaflfolds, which they had Caufed to beereded for 
odiers; that Httk or no part of the new Government was in 
their hands which had pull'd down the old ; and that, after 
Mooarchy had been made fo odious to the People, the whole 
Wealth of (he Nation was become at the difoofal of a fingle 
Pcribn; and that thofe Lords, without whole monftrous af- 
fiftanoe die Scepter could never have been wrefled out of, the 
hands of the King, were now^umber'd and maHhalPd with 
the dregs of the People : in a word, that CtamweB was notfo 
jealotis of aay, is oifthofe who had raifed him ; and contriv'd,' 
and propofed nothing more tohimfelf, than to fupprefs thofe, 
or todrivt them out of the Kingdom, whofaiad been the prin- 
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cipal means to fiippreft the Royal Aurhoricy, and to drive the I 
Royal Family, and all thacadher'droit, ioco baniDimeot. I 
This profpefk che King had ol the three Kingdoms during j 
his refideaoe at Cdbpte; but with tbofe roanifeftatjoia d[\ 
God's Vengeaace upon thoie iograteful Nations^ ofwbichhej 
had a moft tender aodcompaffionatefeeliog, be was not with- 
out fome glimmering l^hc to difcem an approach of tbar r^ 
compence, which the divine juftice ufually affigns to tfaoTe who 
patiently attend his vindication. 

Cromwell, whofe great heart was foUicitou» to extend 

the terror cfhis Name into Forreign Countries, by which mt- 

thod he thought to render the rough and ftubbom humoun 

of the People ac home more obfequious to him, had in the b^ 

Cromwell ginning oitheycsLTi6y^^ after hisdiflblutionof his refraftory 

i^Affj^MM^ Parliament, fen t two veiy great Fleets to Sea ; the one under 

•f 16 ssh^PtMy confifttng of about thirty Ships of War, with wUdi 

ru$N^u ^^'^ ^^^ Ukewife Embarked a Land Army, confifting of four 

StsithtMt or five thoufand Foot, and two Troops otHorfe, under the 

wtdtr Pen, Command of General Vemaiks^ a Gentleman of t good Fs* 

■jj^^j^mily in Chejhire\ who had ferved long in the Army in the 

vcnabica : coi^lition of a Colonel, and was then oiird out of Irdui to 

command in this Expedition. 

Both thefe Superior Officers were well afieAed to the 
King's Service, and were not fiondof the Enterprife they vat 
toConduft, the nature of which they yet knew nochmg of. 
They dkl, by feveral ways, without any communication wiA 
each other (which they had not oonndenoe to engage io) 
fend to the King, that if he were ready with any Force from 
abroad, or fecure of pofleffing any Port wkhin, they would, 
that is either of them would, engage, with the power that 
was under their Charge, to declare for his Majefty. If thtf 
bad be^n upon a joynt, and mutual oonfidenoe in each other, 
and that both Fleet, and Land Forces, though the Body of 
Horfewasfroalli would at the fame time have let up the King'i 
Standard, itmi^jht have been the foundation x)f fome bopenti 
«xpeftatioo. But neither of them daring to truft the other, 
the Kine could not prefuraeupon any Port; without whidi 
neither had promifed to engage^ nor could he make out of 
the diftin€l Overtures ( however he might hope to uoiie 
them ) fuch a probable Attempt) ifter the miicarriace of lb 
many, as to Embark his Friends in. So he wiflied uiem to 
jreferve their Afiedions for his Majefty, till a more proper re> 
fonto difooverthem; andtoprofecute the Voy^ to whidt 
they weredefign'd ; from which he was not wuhout hope of 
fome benefit to himfelf ^ for It was evident Cr&MtmeB meant to 
make fome Enemy, which probably might giv« his Majefty 
ibme Friend. 
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The oiber Fleet was not infierior in Naval ftrc^di,«ild7fa«Hbrr 
power, tmt was without a Land Army ; and that was com* Tint muUr 
nutted to tiie Command of Bl^h j in whom CnmoM bad all B^ak^. 
oonfideocc. Neither Fleet Jnew what (he other, or what it 
ibif wastodo, tillcachofthemcainetofuchaPcMmt ; where 
diey were ^x>pen their Cornmiflfons,^ and Cranrwdl had com- 
moDicated his purpofe for either to ta very, few, that, for 
Duny Months aner they were both at Sea, no Body knew to 
what they were defign'd. Though the intercourfe b^weea 
CrtmfoeB and the Cardinal was maintained with many Civili- 
ties, and fome confidence, yet there was nothing of a Treaty 
fign'd ; he reiblving, as he profeflled) *' to give bis Friendthip 
''to that Crown that (hould heft defervc it: and, witbout 
doobt, bcxh Crowns wexc amuied with his prcparactons^ and 

ibilidcovs to know wiiere the ftoiro would fall 

Spain, that had hitherto kept Dam Abwxs sb Cardmoi in 
EjtgUmdy after he had fo many years reEdcd there as Emhaffii* 
dour to the kte King, believing they were lefs faulty in that 
dun if they fliould lend another originally to CromweU^ now 
thought icneceGTary to omit no occafion to endear tbemfelves^ 
to him ? and therefore they fent the Marquis of JLtyda with ^ u^fauk 
ifpleodid Traii^,as cxtraordmary Embaflkiour,to congratulate^ Leyda 
all his S'JCceOcs, and to ofier him the entire Friendfliip of the ^»tEm^«/i 
Catbolick King. The Marquis, who wgs a wife and a jea- ^T ^ 
kMs Maa, found by his reception, andCrsnrutfiTsrerervation^^^^^'lP 
in all his Aodicnces, and the approaches be could make, that mh$ sfter i 
there was no room left for .his Mailer ; and fo after a Month M«»/<r rf. 
fpcnt there , he return'd to look to his Government in FUm- ^lll « 
«r/, with an expcftation that afloon as any News came of '^'*"*^' 
tbeFiecta, they fiiould hear of fome Ads of Hoftility upon 
the Sttt^cAs of 5jpMs; and did all he could to awaken all the 
Minifters of that King to the fame apprehenfion, and expe* 
ditkm. 

The two Fleets fet out fromtheCoaft of EfigfmU^ ^^t^urttt% 
under BUh^ fome Months before the other; and made ic'siMtf«>-Blalrs 
courfe diredly to the AUJitirranemf; being bound in the firft|!^'i"" ^ 
place to fijpprefs the Infolence of thofeof AlgierSy and n^A^^^^"^ 
who had infefted the EngDfi) Merchants , smd were grown 
powerful in thofe Seas. When he (liould have perform'd that 
Service, he was to open another Commiffion, whkh would 
inform him what courfe he was to fteer : the other Fleet un» 
der Fm was bound direAly to the BMr^sthis ; where they nit mim 
were to open their Commiffions, and to deliver Letters to^^^^f*^ 
that Govemour. There they found> that they were to take***'******^* 
in new Men for the Land Army, and then toprofecute their 
covle dsredly to the Ifland of Hi^mn$ls. The Governour 
had Orders to fupplj new Menfinr the Expedition } ^A there 
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m^rc Sbipt icidj for their Trao^xmttion , tiiere being a 
' mtrveUcHiB alacrity in the Pladters of thofe Leratsrd Iflaod?, 
which .Were over^tock'd wich Iiihabicancs, to feek their For- 
tune farther frotn home. So that, afreraihaiter ftay at the 
Birr^Wiif/thailtheyhadreafontocxped, having nov found 
there two Frigats ( wliicb CrmmM had Tent bckac to pre- 
pare ^1 things ready, and to put federal Shallops together, 
whidi werebfought ready in quarters ) and making prize of 
^boiic forty IMch Ship^ belonging to their new Allies of 
MlSMdf for Trading thither ( oontrary to the K& of Naviga- 
tion ) ibout the end of MMrcb they (et Sail, wkh an addiiion 
of four or five tboufand Foot for the Land Army, towards S^ 
Cbrifi&pl)fr$ \ where, after a (bore ftay, they iccei v'd about 
fifteen hundred Men more : to that V^m^Ues had now under 
his CommandaBodyofabovenine tfaonCind Men, wkh one 
Troop of Horfe more, whidi the Phmcers of the BMrhtim 
joyn'd to. hun ; and having a prodperous Wind, they oine, 
Tbfiwtf t$ about the middk of J^rHy within view of Smtio Dmm^\ 
iiifpanio- vhich is the chief Qty and Port of the Ifland of H^- 

Thmr Qf. Thbir Qrden firom O^mmeU were very particular, and 
dkn, y^iy pofitive^ that they (hould land at fudi a place, which vas 

plainly enough defcribed to them. But whetheir they didnoc 
clearly undemand it^ or thought ft not fo convenient, when 
they were near enough to make a judgement of k , diey 
. calfed a Conncilof W/lx ; and it was there lefolv'd that Ge> 
neral VkmstbttbomW land in another place ( which they a»- 
ceiV'd tohemudi nearer the Town than in truth it was ) and 
from thence march direftly to it^ there being another Bri- 
gade of Foot to be landed, at a Ida diftance from the Town, 
in a Bay, that (hould joyn wich them ; and joyn they did. 
But by the mardi which FhgftUts had made, in which he ijpem 
two days and a half in the Woods and uneafy Pal&g^, and 
in the kenribte heat of that Ocamtry^ Sun, where they found 
no Water to drinlc, they were to dtfpirited before they jojm'd 
wkh their Companions, that it was an illpre&ge of the mit 
adveltture that folio w'd. The lo6 of that time in their Ad* 
vaooe had another very ill efieA. . For the Inhabitants of the 
Town, that, at the BtH appearance of foch a Fleet, the like 
whereof in any degree they had never feen before, had been 
feifed upon by fuch a Conftemarion, that they defpair'd of 
making any refiftance, when they faw their Enemies pn)ceed 
fo flowly, and engaged in inch aMarch as moft tire and in- 
finitely annoy them , they recover'd their Spirits, and pre- 
pared for their Defence.

Cromwkll now thought his reputation, both abroad 
and at home, (o good, that he might venture ag^n upon call- 
ing of a Parliament ^ and, by their coUi)tenance and concur* 
rciice, fupprefi, or compofe thofe refractory Spirits, which 
croBed him in aU places ^ and having firft made fucb Sheriffi 
inalIQ)unties as he thought would be like to contribute to 
hudefigDs, by hindering luch Men to (land againft whom he 
had a prejudice, at leaft, by not lecurniiig themif the}i{hould 
be chofen, and by procuring fuch Perfons to be returned as 
would be moft agreeable tonim, of which there Wiere choice 
in all Counties i and having prepared all things to chi^ Ptur* ci^mwtil 
pole, aS'WeU afi he could, be fent out his Writs to call arar-./Mniw««. 
liamcot to meet ^tJVeitmmfier: upon the feventeenth of ^f^TsrUsmia 
tmkr. in the year i6$6. Whcn,npou the Rcmrns, he found, '•"*••' ^^• 
that though in fame places he had fuccceded according to his '^* ^^ 
wi(b, it was in others quite the contrary, and that very many 
Members were retum'd, who were Men of the moft iioton- 
OQsMaligoky againft him, he therefore rqforted to his old fe- imftfi* a 
cuiity, to keep all manner of Perfons from entering into the ^^nftim^ 
Houfe, who did not firft fubfcribe, ** that they would aft 3f^, 
<< Dod^ prejudicial to the Government as it waseftablifliM ktfmntktf 
^^uoder a Proteftor ; which being tendered , many Mem*/W«. 
bers Qtterly lefufed, and returned into their Countries, where 
they were not, for the moft part, the worle welcome for in- 
fiihng upon their Privileses, and Freedom of Parliament. . 

The major part frankly fubmined and fubfaibed; (bme of 
thcffl, that diey might have the better opportunity to do mif^ 
chief. So a Speaker was chofen ^ and at firft they proceeded 
lb unanimoufly, that the Prote&or begun to hope thftt he had 
gain'd his point. With very little, or ra contradi&ion, they iw vrttHi- 
pafled an Ad of Renunciation of anv Title that darks Sfu- in' jf ^ 
*n (for b ihcy had kxig called the King) or any of that Fa* ''*^^'^*^- 
tnilv might pretend ; and this all Men were bound to fub- 
fcribe. WitB as little oppofition, they pafled another, where- 
by it was made High Treafon co attempt any thing againft 
the life of the Proteflor. Then they {Mifled ieveral Ads for 
raifing Mone^ by way of G09tribution in Et^Umd^ Sc^UuUy 
and Mamly in a greater proportion than had ever yet been 
'aiied. T)iey gramed Tonnage and Poundage to the Pro- 

tedor 
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tedor for his Life ; and piflM inrefal odier A& fisr ther^ 
of Monies^ amongft cheni, one fiar obliging all Perfoas to 
py a fiiU years Rent for all Bidldtnn which hdd beeo ercded 
in, and about Lmdom^ from before the bcgfiming of the 
Troables ; by all irtiich ways, vaft Sams of Money were to 
be, and afterwards were, rai/ed. All chefe AQs cbey pre» 
fented folenanly to his Higbne(s,to beconfiroi'd bv his Royal 
Authority ; and He as gracioufly confirmed them ail ; and told 
them, *^ that as it had been the cuftom of the Chief Go?€r- 
« nours to acknowledge the care and kiodncft of Ae Coffin 
^ mons upon fuch Oocafioos, fo he did very heardiy aod 
<( thankfully acknowledge Theirs. 

But after all this, he was far from being fiitisfied with the 

method of dieit proceeding ; for there was nothing doDc to 

confirm his Peifbmd Authority ; and notwithftandiog all this 

was done, they might,' for ought appeared, reifibTe him from 

being both Protedor, and General . There had been for fome 

cromwvU'itinie jealoufies between Him and L^Mert^ who had beeo the 

i9^bmb4 principal advifer xX the raifing thole Major Generals; aod 

UmbcrCi being one of them himielf, and having the Govemmeot of 

the nve Northern Counties con)mitted to him, he ddEred to 

improve their Authority, and to have it fettled by Audxvity 

42^ Parliament. But CrMPioriT, on the other hand, was well con- 

.^bted that they fbould be look'd upon as a poblick grievance, 

and fo taken away, rather upon the defire or Parliament^ liiio 

that it fbould appear ro be out of his own indinatioo. Bff| 

hitherto , neither that defign in Ltmtert^ nor the odier in 

Cromwu^ nor any difierence between thein^ had broken out. 

Thb Protedor himfelf feem'd to demre nodii^g more 

than to have the Authority they had formerly given bim, ac 

leaft^ that he had ezercif<xi from the time he was ProceAy, 

cx>nfirm'd, and ratified bv Aft of Parliament. And if it had 

been fo, It had been mucn greater than any King ever enjoT'd. 

But he had ufed to fbeak much, ^that it wis pity theNobi- 

^ lity ihould be totally fuppreflra ; and diat the Goveromem 

*' would be better, if it palled another coofulcatioo beiides 

^ that of the Houfe of Commons. In matter of ReligioOi he 

would often fpeak, ^^ that there was much of good in tbe or-

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It Wit reported chftt an Officer of Name, in the JBdUr- 
ciffhumt upoQ theSubjed, told him refoliitely and vehenmc- 
IVy *<that if ever he took the Title of King upoa him, he 
^ would kill him. Certain it is that Ctmmm was infoim'dj 
and gaveaedit to it, ^^that there were aniunberof Men, wbo 
^^ bound themfelves by Oath to kill him , within fo maof 
^^ hours after he fliould accept that Title. They who were 
very near him, faid, that in tnia perplexity he revolv'd kii for- 
mer Dream, or ApMrition, that had firft infbrm'd, andpro- 
mifed him the high rortune to which he was ialready airiv'd^ 
atid which was generally fpdKn of even from the bepnniBg 
of the Troubles, and when he was not in a pofture tiut pro- 
mifed fuch Exaltation ; and that he then oblmrM, it had ool^ 
declared, '* that he ihould be the greateft Man in &glsM^ 
^ and (hould be near to be Ring ; which feem'd to imply due 
he (bouid be only near, and never aftually attain the Crown. 
Upon the whole matter, after a great diftraftioo of Miotii 
which was manifeft in his Coantenanoe to all who then lav 
him, notwithibinding his Science in diffimulation, his Courage 
faii'd him ^ and after he had fpent fome days very uneafiijr, 
he lent for the Committee (^ Parliament to attend him j and, 
as his looks were extremely difixxnpofed, and difcover'da 
Mind ftill of trouble,and irresolution, fo his words were bnksn 
and disjoynted, without method^ and fiill of pauies; with 
frequent mention of God and his grackHis diipeobtioo, Ik 
Mtf^n^ concluded, *' that he could not, with a good Coofcieooe^aG- 
0m TM 4 « cent the Government under the Title of a Kkig. 
^ '* Many were then of opinion, that hisGeaiiis at thattioe 

fbrfook him, and yielded to the King's Spirit, and nhst hii 
Keign was near its expiratk>n; and tbu if his ownCounge 
had not fiuled, he would eafily have mafter'd all oppoftion \ 
that there were many Officers of the Army, who would not 
have Jeft him, who were for Kindy Government in tbeir 
own afiC'dtoDs ; and that the greateft Fadiona in ReligioDn- 
ther nromiled themfelves Proteftlon from a fingle Pcribn, 
than from a Parliament, or a new numerous Couodl; dut 
the firft Motion for the making him King, was madeby one 
of die moft wcakhy Aldermen qp the Qty of Li W w i, and who 
ierv'd then for the City in Parlianient \ whkh was an Anpi- 
ment that That potent Bodjr ftood well afleOBd to riat Go- 
vernment^ and would have joyn'd with him in the defeooe of 
' it. Others were as confident, that he did very wiiely co<k- 
dlne It; and that, if he had accepted it, hecouU sot bve 
livM manv days after. The truth is, the danger was ooly in 
fome prdent Affiiffinatfen, and defperate Attempt upon to 
- Perfon. not from aRevolt of the Army from Um ; wbidi no 

fartieuiar Maahad Intereft enough to oonupt. AMhenck 
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bftve fecored faiiiifUf piobabhry for Ibme ciuie, from fiicb aft 
Affiolt ; and when (ucb dewot are deferred, they are com- 
monly dilcover^d ; as appear^ afterward^ in many Confpi-. 
ndet aninft hto Life. 

His imereft and Power over the Army wm fo neat, chat 
he had upon the fnddain reax>v'd many of thofe Onioers who 
had the ^reatcft Names in the Faftions of Reli^n^ as Ifisr* 
f^m^ Rfct^ and others 3 who, aflbon as they were remov'd, 
and their Regiments oonferr'd on others, were found to be 
of no %nificuion, or influence And it could have been no 
hard matter for him, upon very few days warning, to have fo 
(^arter'd, and Modeli'd his Troops, as to have ieciired him 
ta any Enttiprife he would undertalce. And, it may be, there 
were mmte Men fcandaltzed at his Ufurping more than the 
Royal Aodiority, diaa would have been at his Aflamptioo of 
theiRoyal Title too. And therefore they who ac tiMC time 
qe r cifed their thoughts with more fi^picicy, look'd upon that 
lefoial of his as an immediate AA of Almighty God towaids 
Ac King^s Reftoradon; and many of the fobereft Men in the 
Natioo Gonfefled, afeur the King's Recnrn, that their deieOed 
&irits were wonderfidly railed, and their hopes revived, by 
that in&tnation of his« 

Bt7T hisModefty,orhisWifdom,orhisFearfaithefefofiw 
diat ibpieme Tit(e, Icem'd not to be attended with the leaft 
di&dvainMe to mm. They who had moft fienally oppofed 
it, were fo Atisfied diat the danger they moft apprehended 
was over, thatdiey carednocto aoftany thing eUe that was 
propofed towards his Greatnds : which might be their own 
another day : and they who hacl carried on the other defign, 
and thereby, as they thought, obliged him, refoiv'd now to 

E' T him aU the Power which they knew be did defire, and 
ve it CO his own time, when with kfs hefitation lie might 
aflame the Title too. And Co they Voted, that he Ihould en* 
ioy the Tide and Authority he had alreacly ; which they en- 
imd in many pardculars, beyond what ic was by the firft 
Inftrumem of uoveromenc^ by another Inftrument, which 
they call'd the Humble PHiri$m and Advice ^ in which they 
granted him not only that Authority for his Life, but power 
by his laft Will and Teftament, and in the prefence of fuch a 
oomber of WitneOes, to make choice of, and to declare his 
own Snooeflbr ; which power lliould never be granted to any 
other Piocedor than himfelf. And when they had dtgefted 
snd aneed upon this Writing, at the paffiog whereof Lam- 1^ f, ^^ .

^ moft like to be fo elteem'd by htm. His fecond Son lUrry^ 
who had the Reputation of more Vigour, lie had fenc into 
InUmd^ and made him his Lieutenant of that Kingdom, that 
he might be fure to have no difturbance from thence. ^^

man, being then of about three or four and twenty years of 
Age, of great Vigour and Ambition, had many good pur- 
poles, which he thought ttiat Alliance might qualify and en- . jf^^LA^ 
able him to perform. Thefe Marriages were celebrated ac/^/^'*'^^ 
tPhiN-'HJl with all imaginable Pomp and Luftre ^ and it was ^ ^

eminently well, and in good dilcipline; yec his EmbaflBtdour

that aflboo as they had taken MmOmiyy and S( Ftens, the 
Army nuichM mto FUmJUrsi and though the Seaibn of the 
yeu wai too far Ipent to engage In a Siege before DmMrk^

JUUr, had obtaia'd over the JjpMvri/; which, in truth, with 
ftU k» Ciranftaaoes, was very woodeiful, aflid will never be 
CbigoltaD in S^smy and the Cmutrm. That Fleet had rode 
out aU the Winter Storms before Csks and tbeCoift of Pir- 
Dqpr^ after cfaeT had fenchome thofe former Ships vfaichchey 
had taken of tlie Weft MmUsm Fleet, and undeiflood by the 
P^ifeners, that the other Fleet from Perm, which v al«ajs 
miack fkher than that of Mxks, was undoubtedly at So, 
and would be on the Coaft by the bcginniog^of the Spring, if 
(hey receivVi not Advertifemeot of the preleoce of die JB^^ 
Heec ; in which cafe they wete moft like to day at the d- 
murmr. The Admiral ooncluded, that, nocwitsAandiiig all 
chef had done, or could do to block up akt , one way or 
€ther they would not be wkhout that Ad vertireroem ; and 
therefore refbl^d to fail with the whole Fleet to the lenph 
ef the CsMrier, tbat, if it wef« poi&ble, they might oeec 
wkh the Galeons before diSy catse thither ; and if tfaqr (hoold 
te firft got in thither, they wouldtbenconfider what was to 
htdone. 

With this Refolutk» the Fleet ftood for theCuMrirr, 
and about the mkldle of J^rilcgjat thkher} and foond that 
theGaleoM were got thither before them, and had placed 
dMBMnci, as they thought, an fafety. The fintlier Shin, 
being ten in number, lay in a Semidrde, moor'd aioog toe 
Shore; and the £z great Galeons ( the Fleet oonfiftiag of fii- 
tees good Ships ) which ooutd not come fo near the Shore, 
lar with thehr broad*fides towards the OSn.

BX)ft prefied againft them. M' MardMfmfz Lady had , by rw imMt 
pviogMoDey, procured fome in the number to be v^ty pro- ^»a»c6 m 
pttioustohcf Husband : and inrhe Evening of that day the*^®'**"" 
Tryal had beai begun, (he rcceiv'd two very important ad- {l^ 
vices from them. The one, ^ that Ihe (hould prevail with 
'^hcr Husband to plead ^ then his Friends might do him fome 
"Scnrice : whereas, if he infifted upon the point of Law, he 
''would in&Uibly fufler, and no Man durft (|)eak for him.- 
Theorher, *'that they had no fufficient proof to condemn him 
^^apon any particular with which he flood charg'd, buc only 
^ for die deihrery of the Commiffion to S^afkj ; and that there 
^ was to that point, befides Stafby^ one CoionelilfiiJZff^^ 
^whofe teftimony was more valued than the other'i This 
Mdnj had the reputation of an honeft Man^ and lov'd M^ 
Mtrdimf very wellj and was one of chofe who wef^piinci- 
paUytrufted in the bufinefs of Sujffex, and had beeft' bppre- 
bended about the fame time that Stafley was ; and finding^ 
Qpoo his frft Examination, by the Queilions adminifter^d to

Tbr Lady, having clear information of this whole matter^ 
coald not find any way that Night to ad vertife her Husband, 
dm he (bould no more infift upon the want of JuriidiAipn 
in cheCourt. For there was no poffibility of fpeaking with^ 
or fending to him, during the time of his Tryal. Therefore 
Ihe laid afide the thought of that bufinefs till the Morning, 
aodpafled the Night in contriving how Mfttory might be pre- 
vailed with to md[e an Efcap ^ and was fo dextrous, and (b 
fortunate, that a Friend of Hers difpofed the Money (he gave 
him foefleftually, that the next Morning, when Mmlkry was 
brought to the Hall to be ready to give in his Evidence, he 
foond fone means to withdraw from his Guard, and when be 
VIS in rhe Croud he eafily got away. 

Sh K had as good fortune iikewife to have a little Norc (he 
writ concerning the other Advice, put into her Husbands 
band, as he ptfled tolbe Bar: which having perufed, he de-<

with Courage ( and eafily evaded tbegreateftpartof dKEyi« 
douce they had agafufthun y nor could they findiMof, wiut 
prefumption foever there might be, that he had ipokn vkb 
the Marquif ctOrm^ni'y and he evaded many other partia]- 
lara of his correfooodence with the King, with notaUe Ad* 
dreft . That of tb^ CommifBon of Siafkrf waa refer/d to the 
hft i and the Commiflion being prodMoed, and both die han^ 
and the $tgnetgeneraUy known, byreafonof fo manyef (be 
like^: whidi had fallen into their hands at Wmrm/hfy and bj 
many ether AcoTdenta, M'A^i^ waa called to declare where 
he. bid it; and feeing himfetf confronted by M' Mndiml^ 
diough hedid, after many^iueftions and reproaches from the 
Council that, profecueed, at laft oonids that he did iseoeive k 
firoip M' M^dsuHt'y yet he-did it info diforderly and coo- 
ibfed amanner, that it appeared he had mudi rather aot faive 
faid i(^ and anfwer'd theQyeftioos M^ M^rimmt ^vkoi Um 
with that cotifi^OQ, that his Evidence could aot be fatisfi- 
dory to any impart^ Judges. Then MiMlhry waa oll'd for; 
but by no feardi ooukl be found ; and they codM not, by 
their own Rules,defer their Sentence. And k fo fell out bf 
one of ^Judge's withdrawing upon afuddain fit of die Stooe, 
that the Court waa divided, one half lor the Condemoing 
bim^ and tbeother half that he was not GuUty ; wbereopa 
the determlaatiott depended upon the fii^le Vote of the n^ 
fident; whooadeibmeexcufes for thejoftioe he wasiboat 
todo, and acknowledged manv obligatioQa to the Modierof 
thePrifoner, and, in contemplation thereofjjpronounoed bun 
Innocent for ought appear'd to Che Court. Tna« was not io 
tr§mfmltz time the like Inftance ; and Icaree any ether Ihut 
efcaped the Judgement, that was tried before any HighCoiBt 
cf Juftice. And he waa fe ofifeaded at it, that^ eontmr (o 
all thefotmsttfed by themfelvcs, he eaufed him to be wc 
for feme Months after in the Tower^ and would wilUo^ 
have broi^ht him to betried agaiB. For, wkhin a day or 
twoafter> M^ihry was retaken, and they had likewife oor 
lupsed a Frvair^raan, who had bng ferv^ him, and vas tbe 
only Servant whom he had madechofceof (fincchevafto 
be albw'd but one ) to attend him in the Pxnbn: and he btd 
difcover'd enough to ti^ve taken away his life feveral vtjfi*

u fibefty» And he was very lev days ac liberty, before he 
cobaiked blmfeif as fraftkly In the King's Service t$ before^ 
tod with better SooceTs.

The former had 
kin two years in Prifon in HmB^ and was brongbc tiow up to 
Ik Tower, for fear they might not difcoter enough of any 
new Plot, tomake fe many formidable Examples, as the pre- 
kot a>iniiDd»re required. They had againfl^hlm Etidence 
eooogb ( befides his ioconigible Fidelity to the Crown fiom 
fhefimaBuilting It^ that he had coiltriv'd, and contraded 
vicblbaie Officera of fb& about the titne tbatthe £arl of 
Hftkubf had been in T^k^bir0 two years before, for iht de- 
Iwcrj of one of the Btock-Houfestohimfortbe Singes Set* 
fice : nor did be c«e to defend hhafelf acaiilft the Acdifttfon ; 
bat ndier acknowkcteed* and jufHfied his AfieOion , and 
owD^i his Loyalty to the kiag^ with very Httle compHikient, 
or ceremony to the prefent Power. The other, Df HetPti^^t^T^^g^ 
fscelTiog no information of M' M&rdamtfs deeltning the way Hewet, r«- 
formerly teMt'd upon (which it was notpoflSble tocohvey/^^A^'f 
tohiiDindiat ktflant, no Body being fufler'd to fpeak wlcb'^ 
him ) and being brought to the Bar aflbon as the other was 
fea»v\ifromit, perned itfthe fame refolntion, and fpoke 
oaly tgainft the ulegattty of the Court ; which, upon better 
information, and before the Judgement was pronounced a- 
gubft Mm, hedcGred td retraft, and would hare put himfelf 
opoDhis Tryal : bat they then refiifed to admit hun ; and foiVrvM 
ScoMoeofacAth was prcHiouncedagamft them both^ which CMMrt^. j 
tky bodi underwent wfth great Chriftian Courage. 

Sia lUnj Simgstfy as is faid before, was in t^fiift Rank «^jmmiis 
of dieGentleiDen oif tmjbif ; and was returned to ferve as 4^> Htrry 
a Member in the Parliament that continued fo many years'} ^^■^IP^^- 
wiiereheteetill the Troubles b^ou} and havhig 06 refa- 
tioata, ordependence upon theCourt, he was fway^d only 
bjf hisOddlcience co deteft the rloient and undutiml beha- 
Yiourofdiat Parliament. HewaaaGentiemanof agood tm- 
derftandhig, but tff a very mehflcholick Nature, and of very 
few werds : and when he oouM ftay no longer with a good 
Confeieaoe In their Councils, in wUch he never concurred, 
be went into his Country, andjoyn'd with the firft \fho cook 
opArmesfortheKing. And when tbe War was ended^ he 
renaiardftfflin his own Houfe, prepared zoA difpofed to run 
AeFottuneof die Crown inany odier Attempt. And hav- 
iB|ijQOdFanuaeaad ageneral R^uwioD, had a greater

They who were raifed by him, and^"«"**f •• 
vho had railed hinft, even almoft the whole Body of Seftarie8,^^|[^ 
Ambaptifts, Independents, Quakers, declared an implacable 
hatred againft him; and whilft they contrived how toraife a 

Ewer to contend widi him, they likewife entered into feveral 
Mfpiracies to AQafltQate liim j which he exceedingly appre- 
heoded. They fent an Addrefs to the King by one of their Par- ^^ Mdref 
tv, a young Gentleman of an honourable Extradion, and V^'^^^2!!Lm^u 
Fans, by whom they made many extravagant Propofition$,^,^|J|^' ^ 
and fcem'd to depend very much upon the death of CrmmM^ 
and thereupon to compute their own power to ferve the King ; 
who gave lucfa an Aniwer only to them/as might difpofe them 
to hope for his favour, if lie received fervice &om them \ and 
to believe that he dici not intend to periecute, or trouble any 
Meo for their Opinions, if their Aftions were peaceable ; 
. vhich they petended to a£A. 

Since the Spirit, Humour, and Language of that People, 
aod, in truth, or that time, cannot be better deicribed and re- 
prcfeoted, than by diat Petition and Addrefs, which was ne* 
m publiibed, and of which there remains no Copy in any 
haod, thati know of, but only theOrlghial, which was pre- 
feoted to the King (xl being too dangerous a thing for any 
Mao who remained in Ag/ssri, to have any fuch traofcript in 
hisCoftody) it will not be amifs in this place to infert the Pe- 
tkioQ and Addrefi in the very words in which it was pre^ 
feotd to his Majefty, with the Letter^ that acoompanieid it 
Grom the Gentleman mentionM before, who was an Anabap- 
tilt of fpedal Truft among them, and who came not with the 
Petition, but expcftcd tlie King's pleafure upon the receipt of 
it; it being fent bv an CMEcer who had ferv'd the King in an 
emioeot Command, and was now gracious amongft thofe Se- 
ftaries without fwerving in the l«ift degree from his former 
Principles and Integrity : For that People always pretended a 
juftefteem and value of all Men who had faitnfully adhered 
to the Kin^, and liv'd foberly and virtuoufly. The Addreft 
was in thefe words :

tble duty for the King, and being a Man of excellent parts, Feb- «^;*' 
^od very dextrous in bufinels, was very (erviceable to his Ma- 
jefty; which he ever afterwards acknowledged; and about 
(heciid of FeAruarfy in the year by that Account 1^58) he 
went to Bruffeby and never alter returned to Bruges to rcfide 
there. 

H I s Majefty was no fooner come thither, but De» Ahmz^ 
renew*d his advices, and importunity, that he would make 
iconiondion with the Levellers. He had form^ly prevailed 
with him to admit their Agent, one Sexty^ to confer with him ; 
which his Majefty willingly confeoted to , prefuming that 
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Sixif might be privy to the Addrefs that bad beea made to 
him by the fame Party; which he was not, though they that

Troops, and was atter wards one of thofe Agitators who veie 
madeufe of cocontrole the Parliament} and bad fo great ao 
Intereftin CromweBy that he was frequently his Bed-fellow j i 
familiarity, he often admitted thofe to whom he employed 
■ in any ereac Truft, and with whom he could poi fo freely 

converfe, as in thofe hours. He was very perfeft io the Hi- 
ftory of CrMvweff's diflimulations, and would defaibe his Ar- 
tifices to the life„ and did very well underftand the temper of 
the Army, and very much undervalue the credit, and ioteieft 
of the King's Party ^ and madefuch demands to the King, ii 
if it were in his power, and his alone, to reftore him \ in 
which D9m Ahnxo concurred fo totallv, that, when he &v 
that the King would not be advifed by him, he fentbis Fneod 
Six^ into SpMm to conclude there ; and, uixm the maoer, 
wholely withdrew htmfelf from fo much as vifitin£ die King. 
And there need not be any other Charader or ddcripdon of 
the Stupidity of that Spfmiard^ tlian that fuch a Fellow, witii 
the help of an Jrfjh Pheft, (hould be able to cozen him, aod 
make him to cozen his Mafter of ten thoufiuid Piftoks ; fa 
he received not left than that in Fimfdert^ whatever elfe he pc 
by his Journey to Madrid *y which did not ufe to be of Ifflall 
expence to that Court. 

Nothing that was yet tocome, could be fsoremuu- 
fieft, than it was to all difcerning Men, that the firft (ie6gfl 
the Frtncb Army would undertake, when rh«y fliould bepn 
their Campagoe, muft be the Siege of Dwkirk ; witboat nk- 
ing which, JUardike w6ald do t&m little good : befides, dieir 
ContraA with Cromwell was no Seaet ; yet the SfMisnb to- 
tally negleded makingprovifions to defend it ; being perfvad- 
ed by fome Intelligence they always purchafed at a great rate, 
CO deceive themfclves, that' the Fremb would begin the Cam- 
Tht^Arauu pagiie With befieging Cdmiray. In the beginning of the year, 
de Lcyde the Marquis de JJyde^ Governour oSDtmlnrky and the befi

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^ plid with Men^ Ammunition, and Vidua! ; of all which 
be flodd in great need, and of neither of which he could gee 
&pply ; They celling him^ '^that he would not be befieged ; 
^chac they were liire the Prencb meant to attempt Can£ray^ 
which they provided the beft they could, and bid him be 
confident, ^' chat, if he were attacked, they would relieve 
** him with their Army, and Fighc a Bactle before he ihould be 
** in danger. Being able to procure no other Anfwer, he re- 
turned, and came to cake his leave of the King as he went out 
of the Town,and complain'd very much to his Majefty of their 
Coonfels,and deluding chemfelves wich falfe iDtelligence. He 
faidy ^ he was going co defend a Town without Men, without 
^ AJmrnqnition, and wichouc Vidua!, againft a very ftroog 
'* and Triamphanc Army ^ thac, if he could have obcain'd Sup- 
'^plies in any reasonable degree, he (hould have been able to 
" have entertain'd them fome time ; but in the condition he 
** was in, he oould only lofe his Life there ; which he was re- 
^ Iblv'd to do : And fpoke as if he were very willing to do it ^ 
and was as good as his word. 

Within diree or four days after his return, the FrwcifrDnn^''^ 
Array appear'd before Dunkirk ; and then the Spsmari be- Ji p^ench 
liev'd it j and made what haft they could to draw their Army ^mj, 
cogiether, which was very much difperfed, fo that, before 
rhry were u()on their march, the French had perfeded their 
Ciroimvallation, and rendered it impoffible to put any Suc- 
cours into the Town. Now they found it necei&ry indeed 
to hazard a Banle, which they had promifed to do, when 
they intended nothing iefs. When the SfMniards had taken 
a full view of the pofture the Enemy was in, and were there- 
upon to choofe their own ground, upon which they would 
be found, D0n Jusn^ and the Marquis of OmrMcenay who 
agreed in nothing elfe, refolv'd how the Army (hould be 
ranged,' which the Prince of Condi diflwaded them froro^ ivPrM^f 
and told them very exa&ly what the Marihal Turenne would •/ condt'i 
do in that cafe; "and thac he would ftill maintain che Siege, ^^''^J^ 
'^aod give cbem likewife Battle upon the advantage of iht^^^^ntt " 
*' ground ; whereas, if they would place their Army near an- btdrkf»d /#; 
'^ocher pare of the Line, cney ihould eafily have communica- 
^^ tion with the Town, and compel the French to Fighc with 
" more equal hazards . 

1 T might very /eafonably be iaid of the Prince of Condi 
and Mzr&aAlkremney what a good Roman Hidorian (aid here- 
tofore ofjngnrtba and Marm^ thac ^^ in ufdetn cafirn didicere^ 
^ftf fefies m centrnrns fecere ; They had in the fame Ar- 
^mies learned thac Difcipline, and thofe Stratagems, which 
"they afterwards prafbf^ againft each other in Enemy Ar- 
^'mies; and it was a wonderful^ and a pleaianc thing to fee 
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tnd obferve ia Attacks or in Marches^ with what fore6ght 
either of them would declare what the other would do: u 
the Prince qf CmJiy when the Armies march'd near, iDd the 
SfMmards would not alrer their former lazy pace, nor their 
reft at noon, would in choler cell them, *^ if we do doc make 
^^great haft to pofllefs fuch a Pafs (which they never thought 
of) Nfarflial TuMime will take it, though it be much fanber 
^^ from him; and would then, when they confidet'd oocwhac 
be faid, advance wkh his own Troops to poOeft the place, 
even when the Fremh were come in view y aiid by fucb fealbo- 
able forefights faved the Sfmtifh Army from many diftrdk. 
And MarihalTlvrAnsf had the fame caucion,aod govera'd bim- 
felf according as' the Prince of Omdi was in the Rere or Van 
of the Army; and, upon the matter, only confider'd where 
He was, and order'd his Marches accordingly ; of which there 
was a very memorable laftance two years before, whea the 
Spawpj Army had Beiieged Arras y and when the Duke of 
T9rk was prefent with Marfhal TVrsmif The Sfamgris had 
made themfelves fo very ftreng, that when^ the Fmvi Aray 
came thither, they found that they could not compel theio to 
Fight, and that the Town muft be loft if they did not force the 
Line. Marfhal Turemey accompanied with the Duke of Ttrk^ 
who would never be abfent upon thofe occafioos, and fone 
of the principal Officers, fpent two or three days in viewiog 
the Line round, and obferving and informing himfelf ofaii 
that was to be known, and riding (b near the Line very fe- 
fuently, that fome of his Company were kall'd widuomudi 
left than Muiquet (hot. In the end, he called fome of the 
principal Officers, and faid, ^' he would, that day at nooo, 
^^ aflault the Line, at a place which he (hew'd to them ; whid 
the Officers wonder'd at; and faid, '^it was the moqgeft 
^ part of the Line^ and that thev had obferv'd to him, thai 
^' the whole Line on the other fide was very much weaker; 
to which the Marfhal replied, *' you do not know who keeps 
^< that Line; We fluU do no good there ; Mm$fm k Frm» 
^ never fleeps, and that is his i'oft ; but I will tell you, what 
^ will fall out on the other fide ; for he had himfeif mard'd 
in the SPanifb Army, and very well underftood theCuftoou 
of it. He told them then, '^that it would be very k}ng,bdbie 
^^ the Soldiers upon the Lme, or the adjacent Guard, would 
^' believe that the French were in eameft, and that they woold 
"in truth at that time of day aflault them ; but would think, 
that they meant only to give them an Alarm ; which diey 
were never warm in receiving:. That when tht^^mirii 
^ were convinced that the FrenUf were in eameft, in whid 
<< time he fhould ' be got near their Line, they would fend to 
^< the Count of PuemfaU^ns. who at that time of day was 
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'^ttiuatlyaikep, and his Servants would not be perfwaded to 
^^wiken him in a moment : He would then fend for hto 
^'Horfe, and ride up to the Line i which when he faw, he 
^ would with fome haft repair to the Arch-Duke's Tent; 
''who was like wife ac »his S^U^Oy and when He was awake, 
*' thev would confulc what was to be done ^ by which time, the 
Marfhal faid, ^ They Oiould have done : And they did enter 
the Line accordingly, and found by the Prifoners, that every 
thiogb^ &liea out as he had foretold. So the Siege was 
raifed, the Spmmards' fled without making any refiftance, left 
their Cannon , Bag and Baggage behind them : only the 
Prince of CMtde was in fo good order upon the firft Alarm, 
that when he heard of the Confufion they were in, he drew 
off with his Cannon, and loft nothing (hat belonged to him, 
and marched with all his Men to a place of lafety. 

Notwithstanding the advice which the Prince of ^^ *««'* 
CnuU had given, Dtm Juam was pofitive in his firft Refolu- ^^?" 
tioo. The Prince, not without great indignation, confaited; " 
and drew up his Troops in the place they deiired ; and quick* 
iy faw all come to pa(s that he had foretold. The Country 
was moft indofed, fo that the Horfe could not Fight but in 
ffflall Bodies. The Bt^t^ Foot under lAckbsrt Charg'd the 
^dM^ Foot, and, tfcer a good refiftance, broke and routed 
them; after which there was not much fluire refiftance on 
that fide, the Sfmt^ Horfe doing no better than their Foot. 
Our King's Foot were placed by themfelves upon a little ri* 
fing ground, and were Charged, by the Frettcb Horie after the 
Sftt^ Foot were beaten. Some of them, and the greater 
part) marched off" by the favour of thelnclofures, there noc 
being above two hundred taken Prifoners. The Dukes of Tfrk 
^Ghufter Charg'd ieveral times on Horfe- back ; and in the 
eod, having gotten fome Troops to go With them, Charg'd 
the ^1^ f whom, though Enemies, they were glad to lee 
behave themfelves fo well) and with great difficulty, and fomo 
blovs of Mufquets , eot fafe oflF. But there was a runxxir 
^read in the Frmcb Army, that the Duke of Ttrk was taken 
Prifoner by the EMgH/by fome Men undertaking to fiiy that 
they faw him in their hands : whereupon many of the Vnncb 
Officers, and Gentlemen, refidv'd to fet him at Liberty, and 
rode up to the Body of Mftgi^y and kx>ked upon all their 
Prifoners, and 'founa they were misinform'd ; which if they 
bad not been, they would undoubtedly, at any hazard,or dan- 
ger, have enlarged him ; fo great an aflfedion that Nation, 
own'd to have tor his Highneto. 

Thb day bemg thus loft with a greater Rout and Oonfia> 
uon dian lols of Men, Dam Jnsm^ and the Marquis of Ovr- 
^^9u^ who behaved themfelves in thek own Perfons with 
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Courage enough, were cootenced to think better of the Prince 

of OnuU's advice, by which they preferv'd the beft part of the 

2?" tk^up Army, and retired to Ifres and Funm, and the Duice cSTtrk 

0ftb»Ba»tU to Nnpforty, that they mtghc defend the reft when Dmmkirk 

ntirtjf (hould be taken; which was the prefent bufinels of MaHhal 

iprcf. Tkremtej who found the M^rq\lis de Z^Je refotv'd co defend 

it, notwithftanding the defeat of the Army : and therdbre he 

betook himfelf again to that work, afiboo as the Sfsaufb Army 

. was retired into faftnefi. The Marquis Je hfydtj when he 

SAiUtsuf^m whilft he expeAed, he was wary in the hazard of his Mon, 
tbtentmy ; was nowrefolv'd to try what he could do forhtmfclf : lb wirh 
wr#j»/M as ftrong a Party as he could makc,»he made a defperace Saliy 
*^-^**'- upon the Enemy ; jfirho, though he diforder'd thcoi, wcie 
quickly fo feconded^that they orovehim back into the Town 
With great lofs, after himfelf had received a wound, of wbidi 
he died within three days after. And then the Officers feor 
to treat, which he would not confent to whilft he liv'd. The 
Marquis was a mueh greater lofs than the Town j which cbe 
Mafter of the Field may be always Mafter of in two Mcmths 
timeatmoft.

Army marched into the Field, the King had- renew'd bis de- 
fire that he might likewife go with them, but was refafed with 
• the fame pcficivenefs he had h^n before. His Majefty ihere- j 
upon refolv'd that he would net ftay alone in Bruffiby whilft 
ail the World was in A&ion; but thought of fome more pri* 
▼ate place, where he might take the Summer Aur, and reiirtfli 
himfelf , during that Seafon. He was die oiore confirm'd in 
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this upon the News of che defeat of the Army near Dumkirkj 
and the lo6 of that place. So he remov'd to a Villa^ call'd 
Hi9cSfir0ten ^ where there were very good Houfes, capable to ju Ki»t 
have reoei?'d a greater Train (han bulong'd to His Court. r»t$ret r« 
Thkher the King went about the Month otjiugMB; the Vil- Hochftra- 
lagc lying opon the skirts of the Siates Dominions in Bra^amty *'" '" *' 
and ivithtn five or fix Miles of BretUi^ fometimes he made Jour- 
nies, s9C4gfit9y to fee places where he had not been before. 

X H E R E a Man might have obferv'd the great difference 
of che condition, which theSubjefts in the States Dominions, 
even in the fight and view of the other, enjoy above wbac 
their Neighbors of the Sfanifb Territories are acquainted 
with. H^Aftrstim is an open Village belonging to the Court 
of chatname,aiid hathenjoy'd very ample Privileges, the owner 
thereof being one of the greateft Nobles in the Duchy of Bra- 
^amt. It 16 pleafantly Seated, many very good Houfes, and 

the Mannor large of Extent, and of greac Revenue. But by 

redbfi that it is always a Horfe^uarcer in the Winter Seafon, 

who ufe great licence, it is fo poor, that thofe good Houfes 

have only Walls; fo that the People had not Furniture to fup- 

ply chofe Rooms which were for the accommodation of thofe . 

who attended the King, chough they were fure to be very 

well paid, and therefore ufed all the means they could tp pro- 
cure it. But there appcar'd poverty in the faces and looks of 

the People, good Grounds without any Stock, and, in a word, 

nothing that looked well but the Houfes, and thofe empty 

within : on the other fide of a Line that is drawn ( for a Man 

may fee one Foot in the Dominion that is referv'd to the King 

of ^ipm, and the other in that which is aflign'd to the HoUmh- 

der) the Houfes, though not (landing fo thick, nor fo beauti- 
ful wirhoat, clean, neat y and well furniQi'd within ^ very good 

Linen, and feme Plate in every Houfe ; the People jolly, well 

cloathed, and with looks very well pleafed ^ all the Grounds 

and Land fiilly docked with all kind of Cattle, and, as if it 

were the Land of G402«9,the appearance of nothing but wealth, 

and fia'tility, encomp/ifTed with extreme barrenncfs, and un- 

ocmoriveable poverty. And they on the Holland fide, that lies • 

equally open, and undefended, can (eethe ^pii;^^ Troops ex- 

cixife aULicence upon their poor Neighbours of Hechftraten^ 

ami yet the moft diflblute among them dare not ftcp into their 

Qittfters to take a Hen, or commit the lead Trefpafs : lb 

ftrjAly the Articles of the Peace are obfcrv'd. 
Whilst the King fpent his time in this manner, about ^ 

the middle of Stftembery the Duke of Xorky whorcmain'd ftill^ 

with the Troops at Newport to defend that placeJTas Don Jnan^ 

and the reft, remained about Fumes and Bruges^ fent an Ex- 

prcfi to the King co let him know, " chat the Letters from ^, ^ - yj ^j /

Cram* I T had been obferv'd in EKgLmd, iliat, though from the 

wcll''-f/- diOoIution of the laft Parliament, all things feetn'dto Ak- 
^ !^ '***'> " huoae and abroad, to the Protcftor's wifli, and bb 
bk diMk. Power and Greatoefi to be better cQablilh'd than ever it hid 
been, yet he never had the faibe rerenityof Mind be had been 
ufed to, after he had refilled the Crown j but was oat of 
^ countenance, and chagrin, as if he were Confciou* of not 

having been true to himlelf ; and much more appTeheDfi?e of 
danger to his Perfon than he had ufed to be- Infomuch ai he 
was not eifyofacoels, nor fo much Teen abroad ; andfeeca'd 
, to be in fome difbrder, when hia Eyes fisund any ftraiwcr in 

the Room ; upon wbom they were ntll fixed. When He io- 
tcoded to go to Ua^ut oivrt, which was his priodpil de- 
light and diverfion, it was never known, till he was in the 
Coach, which way ho would go i and be was fiill bem'd in by 
his Guards both before and behind ; and the Coach in whl^ 
be went, wu always thronged as fiill u it could be, widi hh 
Servants^ whowere armed j and he feldom retum'd the (imc 
way he wentj and rarely lodged two Nights together in ok 
Chamber, but had many fumilbed and prepared, to which 
bis own key convey'd him and thole be would have widi 
him, when he had a mind to go to Bid : which made bii 
fears the more taken notice o^ and publick, bocaule he hid 
never been accuftom'd to thole prccautioni.

A T the day appointed for hia Execution, thofe Troops 
Cromwell was moft confident of, wef e placed upon the Tower- 
Hill, where the Gallows were ereded. But when the Guard 
call'd Sjndfrcome co arife in the morning, they found him 
dead in his Bed ^ which gave trouble exce^ingly to Cromwell y 
for bcfides that be hoped, that, at his death, to avoid the ut- 
moft rigour of it, he would have confefled many of his Con« 
federates, he now found himfelf under the reproach of having 
caufed him to be poyfon'd, as not daring (o bring him to 
publick Juftice : nor could he fupprefi that Scandal. It ap- 
pear'd upon Examination, chat the night before, when he was 
going to Bed in the prcfence of his Guard, his Sifter came to 
take her leave of him ; and upon her going away, he put ofiT 
his Cloaths, and leaped into his Bed, and faid, ^^ this was the 
^4aft Bed he ibould ever go into. His Body was drawn by a 
Horie CO the Gallows where he Qiould have been hanged, and 
buried under it, with a Stake driven through him, as is ufual 
in the Cafe of felf Murtherers : yet this Accident perplexed 
CrmmmB very much ^ and though he was without the particu- 
lar difcovery which be expeded, he made a general difcovery 
by ir, that be himfelf was more odious in his Army than he 
believ'dhe had been. 

He feem'd to be much affllAed at the death of his Friend iht dgjuh ^ 
the Earl of Wmrwkk ; with whom he had a faft FrtendQiip ^ #<» esrt 1/ 
though neither their humours, nor their natures, were like. ^?T'5j^' 
Aad the Heir of that Houfe, who had Married bis youngeft cJ^/v 
Daughter, died about the fame time ; fo that all his relation (frMJfim. 
to, (V confidence in that Family was at an end ; the other 
Branches of it abhorring his Alliance. His Domeftic delights 
were leflen'd every day : He plainly difcover'd that his Son 
F'C&mtfrM^e's Heart was fet upon an Interefl deftruftive to his, 
and srew co hate him perfeftljr. But that which chiefly broke 
his Peace^ was the death of his Daughter d^^fok; who bad rtudisth 
been always his greateft joy, and who, in her ficknefs, which •/ crom- 
•^ of a nature the Phyficians knew not how to deal with, J^^,^ 
had (everal Conferences with him, which exceedingly per- ciaypole. 
plesed hiai. Though no body was near enough to hear the 
particulars, yet her often mentioning, in the pains (lie endured, 
the blood her Father had fpilt, made People conclude, that ' 
Bie had presented his word Adlions to his confideration. And 
though he never made the ^eaft fliew of remorie for any of 
thofe Anions, k is very certain, that either what file faid, or 
^r death, afiedted him wonderfully.

his Phy6daiis began to think him in danger, cboi^h the 
Preachers, who pray'd always about him, and cold God Al- 
mighty what great things he had dene for htm, and how modi 
more need he had ftiU of his Service, declared as from God, 
that he Ihould recover : and he himfelf was of the fiune mmd, 
and did not think he Qiould die, till even the time diat his 
HtspptiBts Spirits fail'd him. Then be declared to them, ^clut he did 
Ikfdh^' ^^PPO^i^^ ^^ S™ ^ fucceed him, his eldeft SonRkbard; sod 
^IrAr; ^^ expired upon the third day of Sfptemter i^fg, a day he 
sud tnph9i thought always very propitious to him, and on which he had 
Septtmb. 3. twice triumphed for two of his greateft ViAories. And this 
now was a day very memorable for the greateft Storm of Wind 
jh$ ttrriu^ that had been ever known, for fome nours before and after 
surmwtkthxs death, which overthrew Trees, Houfes^ and made great 
[mmdsj. Wrecks at Sea j and theTempeft was fo untverfid, that the 
efiedls of it were terrible both in Prsmce^ and Flmdns, wbeic 
all People trembled at it ^ for befides the Wrecks all along the 
Sea-Coaft, many Boats were caft awav in the very Rivers j 
and within few days after, the drcumtcance of bis death, thac 
accompanied that Storm, was univerfally known. 
Hif C^4' H E was one of thofe Men^ ;mx vkftpersre we knmki ph 
rta^/t. dem fn]piw$y mfi ut fimul UuJkut ; whom his very Enemies 
could not coiidemn without commending him it the fame 
time: For he could never have done half that mifi^iefwid)- 
out great parts of Courage, Induftry, and Judgement. He 
muft have had a wonderful underftanding in the Natures and 
Humours of Men, and as great a dexterity in applytnff them j 
who, from a private and obfcure birth ( though of a good 
Family ) without Intereft or Eftate, Alliance or Frienmbi|^ 
could raife himfelf to fuch a height, and compound andkoead 
fuch oppofite and contradiftory Tempers, Humours, and Is* 
terefts intoaconfiftence, that contributed toHisde^n% and 
to their own deftrudbion ; whilft himfelf grew infenfibly power- 
ful enough to cut off thofe by whom he had dimbed, iatiie 
. inftant thac they projeAed to demoliSi their own butldiog. 
What was faid otCmns may very juftly be (aid of Him, «>- 
/um eumy qua nemo auderet (emus - f^ffrciffe^ qua i mA, tif 
fartlffimOy ferfici foffent. He attempted thofe things which do 
a good Man durft have venmr'd on; and atchieved thofe is 
M which none but a valiant and great Man could have fucoeeded. 
Without doubt , no Man with more wickednefs ever at- 
tempted any thing, or brought to pa(s wlut be defired more 
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wickedly, more in the face and cootempc of Religion, and 
moral Hoocfty ; yet wickedneb as great as his could never 
have accompUlh*d thofe defines, without the affiftance of a 
peatSpiric, an admirable circumfpedion, and fagacity, and 
a moft magnanimous re(olution. 

W H B N he appeared firft in the Parliament, he feemed to 
have a Perfon in no degree gracious, no ornament of difcourfe, 
none of chofe Talents whidb ufe to conciliate the Afl&dions of 
the Sunder by : yet as he grew into Place and Authority, his 
parts feem'd te be raiied, as if he had Had concealed Faculties, 
till he had oocafion to ufe them ; and when he was to aft the 
part of a great Man, he did it without any hidecency, not- 
withftandlng the want of Cuftom^ 

After he was coofirro'd, and invefted Protcdor by the 
biunblc Peiftiomsnd advice J hcconfulted with very few upon 
any A Aioo of importance, nor communicated any enterprife 
he refolved upon, with more than thofe who were to nave 
principal pares in* the execution of it j nor with them fooner 
than was ahfolutdy necel&ry. What he once rdblved, in 
which he was notraih^ he would not bediflWaded from, nor 
endure any contradi&ion of his power and authority ^ but ex- 
torted obedience from them who were not willing to yield it. 

One time, when he had laid fome very extraordinary /i6t^ 
Tax upon the City, one Om^, an eminent Faoatick, and 
who had heretofore ferved him very notably, pofitive 
fiifed to pay his part ^ and loudly diuwaded others from 
nittiqg to it, "as an impofition notoriouilyagainft the Law,' 
'* and the Property of the Subjedl, which all hoceft Men were 
'* bound to defend. CromweB (cm for him, and cajoled hi 
with the memory of "theoldkindnefs, andPriendfliip, that 
^ had been between them; and that of all Men he did not 




behaviour from thofe who had formerly been abfolutelv go- 
vem'd by him ; and they commonly put him in mind of fome 
expreffionsandfayiogsofhisown, in cafes of the like nature: 
fo this Man reroeml^r'd him, how great an Enemy he had 
exprefled himfelf to (uch grievances; and had declared, '^ that 
^ all, who flibmitted to them, and paid illegal Taxes, were 
^ more to blame, and greater Enemies to their Country than 
^ they who had impofed them ; and that the Tyranny of 
'* Princes could never be grievous, but by the tameneis and 
" ftupidity of the People. WhenO^spuvafaw that he could., 
not convert htm, he told him, ^4hathe had a Will is ftub- 
^^ bom as His, and he wouldtry which of them two Ihouldbe 
^Mafter. lliereupon , with fome expreffions of reproach 

and 
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and conrempc , he committed the Mao to Prifbn ; whofe 
courage was nochiDg abated by it ; but aflbon as the Term 
came, he brought his Hahat Corpus in the King^s Bench, which 
they then called the Upper Bench. Majnard^ who was of 
Council with the Prifoner, demanded his Liberty with great 
confidence, both upon the illegality of the Commitmeot, 
and the illegality of the impofition, as being laid without aoy 
lawful Authority. The Judges could not maintain or defeod 
either, and enough declared what their Sentence would be; 
and therefore the rrotedor's Attumey required a fanher day, 
toanfwer what had been urged. Before that day, Msjiurd 
was committed to the Tower, for prefuming to queftionor 
make doubt of his Authority ; and the Judges werefent for, 
flLod feverely reprehended for fuSering that Licence j when 
they, with aH humility, mention'd the Law and AUffut d^r- 
ta^Cr^mwfB told thcnif with terms of contempt, andderifioo, 
*^ their ^ifpM F- — fhould not controle his. .Adions ; which 
** he knew were for the fafety of the Common- wealth. He 
asked them, <^ who made themjudees? whether they bad 2117 
^' Authority to fit there, but what He gave them ? and if his 
^* Authority were at an end, they knew well enough, what 
'^ would become of themfelves ; and therefore advSed them 
^' to be more tender of that which could only prefenre them ; 
and fo difmifled them with caurion, ^^ that they (hould not 
^^ fufier the Lawyers to prate what it would not become Them 
** to hear. 

Thus he fubdued a Spirit that had been often troubk* 
fome to the moft Soveraign Power, and made Wfimaftfr- 
Hcff as obedient, and fubfervient to his Commands, as any of 
the reft of his Quarters. In all other matters, whkji did not 
concefntheLireofhis Jurifdiftion, he iqem'd to have great 
reverence for the Law, rarely inrerpofing beAxreen Party and 
Party. As he proceeded with this kind of indignatioo, and 
hauehtinefs;, withthofe who wererefiraftory, and durft coo- 
tena with his greatneis, fo towards all whocompUed wkhbis 
good Pleafure, and courted hisProfieftion,heuied great Ci* 
vilitv, Generofity^ and Bounty. 

To reducp three Nations, which perfeftly hated biffl, to 
an entire obedience to all hisDifiates ; to awe, and gorem 
thofe Nations *by an Army that was indevoted to htm, and 
wifli'd his ruin, was an Inftance of a very prodigious addicft. 
But his greatneis at home, was but afhadow of^he plory be 
had abroad. It was hard to difcover, which feard htm moft, 
France^ Spam, of the Low Countries, where his Friendfliip 
was current at the value he put upon it. As thsy did all ia- 
aifice their Honour, and their Intereft, to his Pleafure, b 
there is nothing ho could have demanded^ that eiti^r of Aem

The other Inftance of bis Authority was yet greater, and 
more Incnedible. In the City of Mtiiiw/, which is one (tf the 
fiireft in the Province of LMgatJaCy and where thofe of the 
Rcligioado moft ^x>und, there was a great Fadion at that 
Seafan when the Confuls ( who are tba Chief Magiftraces ) 
wereio be cbofen. Thofe of the Reform'd Religion had the 
coo&dence to let up one of thcmlelves for chat Magiftracy ; 
wbicb they of the Roman Religion relblv'd to oppofe with 
alt their Power. The diObafion t>etweeD them made ib much 
noilc, that the Intendant of the Province, who j« the fupreme 
Minifterlnall Civil Affairs throughout the whole Province, 
went tfatther to prevent any dtforder that might happm. 
When the day of ElcAion came, thofe of the Religion pof- 
(cOcd thcmlelves with many Arm'd Men of the Town-Houfe, 
where the EleAion wastohemade. TheMasUlratesient to 
know what their meaning was ; to which thcv anfwer'd , 
"they were there to give their Voices for the cnolce of the 
" new ConTulj, and to be fure that the Ele^on Qiould be 
"£urtymade. TheBilhopoftheCity, thelotendant of the 
Prmrinoe, with all the OSkers of the Church, and the pre- 
£-nt Magifiratet of the Town, went together' in their Robes 
to be orient at the EtcAion, wichout any fufpicion that there 
would be any Force tiled. When they came near the Gate 
of die Town-Houle , which was (hut , and (bey fuppofed 
would be open'd when tbey came, they within pout'd out a 
Volljr of Musket- Qiot upon them, by which the Dean of the 
Church, and two or three c^tbeMagiftrates of the Town, 
werekill'd upon the place, and very many otben wounded ; 
whereof fboK died Uwrtly after. Inthts Confufion, the Ma- 
ciflmes puttbemfelvesintoasgoodapoftureta defend tbem- 
Klrei as they could ^.wiUkxu any purpole ofofitndiog the 
5 (Xher, 
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odiers, till they fliould*be better prOYided ; in order to which 
they feot an Exprefs to the Court with a plain relation of the 
whole matter ot faft, *' and that there appear'd to b? no mao- 
^' ner of Combination with thofe of the Religion in other 
^^ places of the Province ^ but that it was an iniblenceio thofe 
'^ of the place, upon the prefumption of their great Numbers, 
'^ which were little inferior to thofe of the CathoUdu. The 
Court was glad of theOccafion, andrefolv'd that this provo- 
cation, in which other places were not involv'd, and whidi 
no body could excuie, ihould warrant all kind of ipverity in 
that City, even to the pulling down their Temples, and ex- 
pelling many of them for ever out of the City; which, with 
the execution and forfeiture of many of the principal Per- 
fons, would be a general Mortification to all of the ReligioD 
in France^ with whom they were heartily oflfended; and a 
part of the Army was forthwith order'd to march tovards 
Nt/mesy to fee this executed with the utmoft rigour. 

Those of the Religion in the Town, were quickly feo- 
fible into what condition they had brought themfelvet; and 
fent, with allpoffible Submiffion, to the Magiftrates to ex- 
cuTe themfelves , and to impute what had been done to the 
raflineft of particular Men, who had no order for what they 
did. The Magiftrates anfwer'd, *< that thev were glad tbej 
'^ were fenfibleof their Mifcarriage; but they could fay do- 
'* thing upon the SubjeA, till the King's pleafure Oiould be 
''known; to whom they hadfent a full relation of all that 
<< bad pafled. The others very well knew what the King's 
pledure would be, and forthwith feat an Exprefs, one iA|r 
ms^; who had liv'd many years in that place, and in JUn^ 
iSfr, to GroffrmeB to defire his proteAion and interpofitioo. 
The Exprefs made fo much haft, and found fo gpod a reoep- 
tioil the firft hourhecanie, that OomweBy after h^ hadV 
ceiv'd the whole Account, bad him '^refrcih himfelf after fe' 
'Moxi^ a Journey, Ind he would take fuch careof hisbufr 
'' ne(s, that by the time he came to P^srar he (hould find it 
'' difpaf^ch'tl ; and, that Night,. fen^away another Meflengbr 
to his £mba(&dour Locibart ; who, by the time Mnttms onxf 
thither, had fo far prevailed with the Cardinal, that Odeis 
were fent to ftop xhe Troops, which were u^on their Much 
towards N^te/^ and, within few days after, AfovAssx retum'd 
with a full Pardon, and Amnefty from thd King, uDder the 
' Great Seal oiFramcey fo fully confirm'd with all drcomfiafloef, 
that thertf was never farther mention made of if, bat alltfaingSt 
palled as if there had never been any fuch thing. So that no 
body can wonder, that his Memory remains ftill io thole 
parts, and with thofe People, in great veneratioa. 

H K would never fufier himfef to be denied say tbii^ ^ 
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erer asked of the Cardinal, alledRioff, '^ that the People would 
'^ sot be otherwiie Iktisfied ; whica Che Cardinal bore very 
heaTtly^acid complain'd of to thofe with whom he would be 
free. One day, ne vifited Madam TmnitM , and when he 
took his leave of her. She, according to her Cuftoro, befoughc 
him to continue ghuaous to the Cbirches. Whereupon the 
Cardinal coU her, ^ that he knew not how to behave btmfelf ^ 
^^ if he JKivifed the King to panifli and fupprefi their Info-

was cxMxfidendy reported, that, in the Council of Officers, ic 
was more than once propofed, '^ that there might be a general 
^ MaflBicre of all the Royal Party, as the only expedient to 
^ieaireilieGk)Veroment, but that crmmoeU would never con- 
^ fent to It i it may be, out of too great a contempt of his 
Enemies. In a word, as he was guilty of many Crimes againfl 
whidi Damnation is denounced, and for which Hell-hre is 
prepared^ fi> he had fome ^ood Qualities which have caufed 
the Memory of fome Men m all Ages to be celebrated ; and 
he will be looked upon by Pofterity as a brave wicked Man.

CONTRARY toall expeOation both at hoxotntM^ 
and abroad, thU Eanhauake wa^f attended with »"x ^Ri« 
no figoal Alteration, ic was believed that i^wn-chtrd'iG^; 
fcit would be in the head of the Army, and that' 
Jifynk in ScHlswd would never fubmit to be under 
him. Bcfides the expedation the King had from the general 
ASediui of the Kingdom, he had fair promifes from Men of 
Imereft in it, and of Command in the Army, who profcfled 
to prepare for fudi aConjundureasthis^ and that the difof^ 
der arifing ^rom Cr^mwets death might difpofe Loekhart |o 
depend upon the beft Tide, ieem'd a reafonable expeAation : 
but nothing of this fell out Never Monarch, alter he bad 
inherited a Crown by many defcents, died in more fikuoe^ 
Bor with lefs alteration : and there was dbe fame, or a greater 
cilffl in the Kingdom than had been before. 

The next Morning after the death of OSvir, JRkbard hit 
Son is Prodalm'd his Lawful SucceObr ; the Army congratu- 
late thelf new General, and renew their Vows of fidelity to 
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him; the Navy docb the like; cheGcyappean more uaani- 
motu for His Service, thto thev were for his Fathers ; and 
moft Counties in Btglmtd, by Addrefles under their hands, 
tefljfied dieir obedience to their now Soveraign without any 
befitation. The dead is interred in the Sepulcher of the Kius, 
and widitbeoUequtes duetofuch. His Son inherits all ms 
Greacnefiy and all his Glory^ without tlM^ publick hate, that 
vifibk attended the other. Fof rejgn Princes addiefled their 
ODOooIeaaces to hin, and defired to renew their Aliiaaoes ; 
and nothing was heard in EMgUmd but the voice of Jov, and 
large Encomiums of xbeir new Proteftor : fo that toe lying's 
condition never appeared ib lx)p|elds, fo defperate j for a more 
favourable Conjundbire his Friends could never ezped: than 
this, which now feem'd to blaft all their hopes, and confirm 
their utmofl: defpalr. 

It is probable that this Melancholick profoeft mijdit have 
rootiDved Iqisg^ if dus Child ofFoiuiiieoflu w j|ulvc ftte ftiD, 
and been contented to haveenjoyM hisownfelMn^ 6i*t his 
Council thought it nece£Eiry that he Ibpuld call a' rariiameiit, 
V$vms6m imtdMf had alieady given him, atid to Ai£pA 
fix P^uds wbidi migbtariie.

give him. This could hardly be done without ibme ^a^«v^ 
of Parliament^ and therefore the newProtc^gr fenc out his

»V i^S9* ^ remained as great a Prince as ever his Father had been. 
He follow'd the Model that was left him ; and fent out his

* - ^' Honfe in the former Parliament ; and foboth Lords and Com- 
mons met at the day affign'd. 

Richard came to the Parliament in the fame Seatethat

But they were no fooner incloitd within thofe Walls, than 

there appear'dtheold Republican Spirit, though more wary 
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than it hxA ufed to be. Ic begun wieh enquiring into tbe Ac^ piftrwea * 
counts, how tbe Money bad been fpent, and into the Offiowjf' r* !?* 
of Exdfe atid CuftooSy and what was become of all tbatRe-^j^i^ ^ 
fcoue. When they were called opon to fettle the Aft cfkmntbtM^ 
Recognition, to confirm Bkbard^ and his Authority In the«MH«f ^m*- 
State, they woald firft inform themfelves of their own An- fj* Vf^ J" . 
thority , and how hx tbe Government was already fettled, and |^, ^ 
what part was fit to beaffign'd to the other Houfe; which * 
they would by no means allow to be a jpart of the Govern* 
mentalready eftablifh'd, which they bad proroiied not to al- 
ter. Upon this Argument they exerctfed themfelves with 
great Licence, as well upon the Creator of thofe Peers, sn^ 
the power of the late Proteftor, a^ upon his Creatores the 
Peers ^ ofwhofe dignity thcjr were not tender, but handled 
then according to the QuaMty theyhad been of, not thac 
which they were now pown i6» They nut the Hode ii^ 
mind, ^ go w grievous it had been to the Kingdom, that the 
^Bifhonshadfatein tbe Houfe of Peers, becaufe they were

NoTwiTHSTAKDiNG all ibis Confidence, which di- 
ftarbed the Method intended to be proceeded in, this vic^c 
Party couM not prevail, but it was carried by the M^ part 
of the Hoofe, ^thtt they would meet, and confinr with &itU9m «4r-^ 
** other Boufc, as apart of the Parliament, dnrin| this pre- "J^>'J]*^** 
"fent Parliament i and likewile, thatfiich other ftrfons, ^tZdulu 
*^ had a right to come to that other Houfe, and bad not for- /m^'ii, 
"fetted it by their breach of Truft ( by which they meant 
thofe Lords who had been always againftthe King ) '^Ihonld 
" not be reftrain'd from coming thither : yet the Temper of the 
Houfe of Commons could hardly be judged by all this.

They therefore pre- 
2^f# Ri- P**^^ ^ Addrefs to him ; in which they complain'd of, **• the 
cfiird Apr/^ great Arrears of pay that were due to the Army, by which 
f; t6x9. ^< they were in great Streights : That thev, who had borne the 
V brunt of the War, and undergone all the diffioilcics and 
^^ dangers of it, were sow undervalued, derided, and laid alide : 
^^ That the Good Old Caufe was ill fpokenof, and craduoed 
<' by Malignants and dilafleAed Perfons; who grew every day 
^ more infolent, and their Numbers encreafed, by the reibrt 
<^ out of FUmderSf and other places y and they had feveral ife- 
<<cret meetings in the City of LmmKmi: That the Names of 
<' all thofe who had fate upon the late King as his Judges, were 
^ lately Printed,and fcatter'd abroad, as if tbcj were defign'd to 
^< deSrudtibn ; and that many Suits were commenced at Com- 
'^mon Law ^inft honeft Men, for what thev had traniadcd 
<'in the War as Soldiers : That thofe famous Ads, whidi had 
. ^' been performed in the lone Parliament, and by the bue Pro- 
'^ tedor, were cenfured, raiPd at. and vilified. By ail which, 
they faid, ^^it was very roanifeft, that the good old Caufe 
<< was declined ^ which they were refohr'd to tBkit, And 
^^ therefore they befought his Highnels to reprefent thofe their 
^* Complaints to the Parliament, and to require proper and 
^ fpeedy Remedies. 

This Addrefs was deliver'd from the Army by Fkghmi 

to Bkhsrd^ on Afril6^^ i^]^9» which was no fooner known, 

n^nr^Uf-dian Ticbhtrny and JrefMi, two Aldermen of Ijuuhmy and 

UtU fiend principal Commanders of that Militia, drewuplikewifeaRe- 

^: monftrancc, and fent it to the Council of Officers : in whidi 

they declared their Refolutions with the Army to fttck to the 

good old Caufe, and that they were refolv'd to accompany 

them, in wbatfoever they (hould do for what they calPd the 

Nation^s good. 

The Parliament was quickly alarm'd with thefe Cahalf of 
the Army, and the City j which Kchmrd was as much terri- 
fied wi:b> as They. In order to the fuppreffion thereof, die 
ptH tf th% Parliament Voted, *' that there (hould be no meeting, or geoe- 
Midmnt t< j^^\ Council of Officers, without the Protedor's Confcm, 
7*'f* *fand by his Order: and, thatnoPerfon (hould haveCom- 
^' mands by Sea or Land, in either of the three Nations, who 
^' did fioc immediately fubfcribe, that he would not diftorb die

'^ bates and Counfels. Thefe Votes, or to this efied, were 
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feot to AJbkri^ and by him pieieotly to WJlmgfrti Hoaloy 
where the Coundi of Oflkers then fate. 

T H BS B OflBcen were Men who refolvM to execute as well 
as order ; they knew well that they were gone much too hxy 
if they went no fiirther : and therefore they no fooner receiv'a 
chefe Vocet* but they fent FlHt^uo9d and Deshrougb to lU- nw ofitrt 
tbmrd (Che firft had Married his Sifter j the other was his Unde; ^^f* ,^"» 
both railed by OrmmmB) to advtfe him forthwith to diflolve^Xfil- 
the Parliament. They were two upon whofe Afiedion, in re-g^itf s 
gard of the neameis of their AUianoe, and their ob%(Uion tx>^ 
and dependence upon his Father, he had as much reafon to 
be ormfadfnr, as on any Men's in the Nation. FbiPwHd uied 
no Aigoments but of Ck>n(cience, ^ to prevent the Nation^a 
^^ beiw engaged in blood ^ which, he &td, ^ would inevita- 
^ Uy tell our, if the Parliament were not prefently diflblv*d. 
BcfAfrMfA a Fellow of a rough and rude temper, treated him

Shortly after the KiiM^s Return, and the maniieft joy that 

poflefkd the whole IQngdom thereupon, this poor Creature 

found it neoefl&ry to Tranfport himfelf into ^mce, rooie ftr 

fear of his Debts than of the King j who thoiighc it not oe- 

ccfiry 
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ccffiry to enquire after a Mao fo long forgotten. After he 
had liv'd fbme years in Psris uncaken notice of, and indeed 
unknown^ livine in a moftobfcure condition and dilguife, noc 
owoii^ his ownName, nor having above one Servant to at- 
tend hittky he thought it neceffiiry, upon the firft rumour and 
apprehenfion that there was liite to be a War between Bfgtand 
aad Frsmcej to quit that Kingdom, and to remove to fome 
place that would be Neutral to either Party ; and pitched up- 
on GemtVM. Making his way thither by BouraeauXy and 
through the Province of LngueJgc^ht pafled through Fmuss^ 
X very plea&nt Town belonging to the Prince of C9wtL who 
batb a. fair Palace there, and, being then Goveinour of Lam-^ 
gmdfe, made his Re6denoe in It. 

In this place lUcihrri/ made fomeftav, and walking abroad 
to entertain tumTeif with the view ot the Situation, and of 
many things worth the feeing, he met with a Perfon who 
well knew him, and was well known by him, the other hav* 
ing always been of his Father's, and of His Party ^ fo that 
they were glad enough to find themfelves together. The 
ocfa^ toU him, ^^ that all Strangers who came to that Town, 
*^ uSsd CO wait upon the Prince of Cuai, the Govemour of 
^' the Province^ who ezpeAed it, and always treated Strangers, 
^ and particularly the E^gG/b^ with much Civility : That he 
*^need noc be known, but that he himfelf would firft go to 
^the Prince and inform him, that another EngSfb Gentleman 
^ was paffing through that Town towards Itafy^ who would 
^ be gkd to have the honour to kifs his hands. The Prince 
received him with great Civility and Grace, according to his 
natural cuft>m, and, after few words, begun to diicourfe of 
the A&in of BftgLmiy and asked many queftions concerning 
the King, and wliettier all Men were quiet, and fubmitted 
obediendy to him ^ whkh the other anfwet^d briefly, accord- 
ing to die truth. '^ Well, faid the Prmce, '^ Oliver j though 
^he was aTraytor and a Villain, was a brave Fellow, bad 
^' great Parts, great Courage, and was worthy to Command ; 
*^but chat EtcUrdj that Coxcomb, Ofv/iv, Fobrawy was furely 
^ Che bafeft Fellow alive ; WhaC is become of that Fool ? 
^How was it poffible he could be fuch a Sot ? He anfwer'd. 
^that be was betray M by thofe whom he moft trufted, and 
^ who had been moft obliged by his Father ; fo being weary 
of his Vifir, qukkly took his leave, and the next morning left 
the Town, out ot fear that the Prince might know that He 
was the very Fool and Coxcomb he had mention'd fo kindly. 
And within two days after, the Prince did come to Itnow who 
it was whom he had treated fo welL and whom before, by his 
behavioor, he had believ'd to be a Man not very glad of the 
King's Reftoratioo. 
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Unkfrtm MoNK from Scfftloml prefentd hh Obedkncc to dbe Psr* 
j2JU?i, Hatncnr, and ihc ailuranceof cheFideUty ofelie Army under 
Z^^^tt ^ Command^ to all their (tetermfnatioDS. The NavyCon- 
tktm. emobterf their Retam to the Soveraign Power, and cender'd 

oieir Sobmifiion. The Emba&doors who were in the Tovi^ 

J ^* »*• ooickiy received new Credentiafc , and then had Aixfieooe 

'*'^* from them, as their good Allies, making all the Profeffioop 

to them, which they had formerly doile to Oliver and Kcbtri. 
SS'uck''^'^ Paniamcnt continaed L^ktsrt as their Embai&doiir to 
hm£W«/'^^'*^> as a Kfan who could belt cajdb the Caidiiiai, and 
fidm M knew wel! the Intrigues of i!hat Court. They fas, Embaf&- 
v^nn. doursto the^^mu/, to mediate a Peace between tbolb two 
^g ^ ^Crowns, being refolvM to decfine all Oocafions cf expeooe 
n tmdittt sbroad, that they might the better fettle their ^ 


f90ct k' at home. To that pdrpoTe they were willing to ptit an cod 
tmmm rw to the War withf SfMm^ wiAoiK parting with any thing tiac 
y y*^had been taken from it, which would not coniift with tbdr 
Honour. That they might throoghly unite their Priendi of 
Tkiyftfi Mthe Armr to them, they £afled an Ad of Indemnity id pardon 
limwTf alltheirh>rmerTraa%^mons,andTergitcr&tions,w1lK^ 
fit jtmj, t'C^ ^^^ caufrof the Parliament's former difiEdmioo, and of 
all the Miichief which had foHowM. 

How their appeared as great a Cahtt as ever, and their Go- 
vernment well fettled, to the general coateot of the Feopk of 
their Part]^ who tefcified the fame by their Acchunatioof, 
and likewife by particular AddreScs. And that they might 
be fiire to be liable to no more Afionts, they would no sore 
make a General, which mtghc again introduce a fingfe Fer« 
fon; the thought of wllich, or many thing that mipit coo- 
tribute towards it, they moft heartily abhorrd. And to make 
That impoffible , as they thought , Aey appointed ^ the 
3«nr^^ifMf<^ Speaker to execute the OfSoe ofGenend, to fiich manner 
f c«ww/** " as they fhould direft ; and that all Commifikms fliooM he 
uH^uh "granted by him, and fealed with their oww Seal ; afl the 
find h iht " Seals ufed by the CromweSs being broken. And aoooitfiDg* 
•$wt«^. ly all the OflRcers of the Army, and Navjr ( for the Speaker 
was Admiral as well as General j deiiver'd up dieir CJoomiit 
fions, and took new Ones in the form that was prefoibed. 
So that now they faw not how their Empire could be 
(haken. 

But rhefe Men had not fate long in their old places, when 
they call'd to mini how they had been ufed after they had 
been depofed, the reproaches, and the contempt they under- 
went from all kind or People } but above all, the foofi and 
derifion they fufier'd from the King's Party, when they &w 
them reduced to the fame level in Power and Authority widi 

themfelves. And though the (mart they fob from odn 

vexed 
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vexed and suiger^d tbem as much, yec they wore ooateot to 
tabead chek leveoce towards Tbeb, that they might with 
le6 cooarole exerdfe their Tyraimy over the poor brolcoi 
Cavaliers. So they made a prefeot Order, ^' to btnifb allivr^w^ 
^^ who had ever maaifefted aoy Aftdtoti to the Kiog, or h\$sU c^vaims 
^ Faciier. twenty Miles from Lmhm : and revived all thoTe^"!/^ 
Ofders tiiey had formerly made, and whidi CrmmmB had^ * 
aboliffa'd or forborne to exeaite 3 by which many Perfons 
were committed to Prifens for offences they thought had 
been forgotttsn. And the oonfequcnce of thefe proceedings 
awakenVl tbofe of another Claffi9, to apprehenfioos of what 
They might be made liable to. The Soldiers were very merry 
«£ cheir siew General ; and thought it necd&ry he ibould 
march with them upon the next Adventure ; and the Ofiicers 
ttaotigbc diey had <feierv'd more than an A& of Indemnity, 
for rcftoring them tofuch aSoveraignty. In a word, as* the 
Parliament lemember'd how They bad been ufed, fo all other 
People remember'd how they had uled them, and could 
HOC forif^ themlelves to lool^ with reverence upon thole , 
whom, for above four years toBetber, they had derided and 
oonccmn'd. 

This tmiverial temper railed the Spirits again of the King's n# i^iU 
Friends, who found very many of thole who had heretofore p^*^/ ^<*m 
IcarvVl tlie Parliament, and been afterwards difobligcd both by '* "'^- 
OmmmeB^ and the Rump Parliament, very defirous to enter 
into Amity with them> aod to wske a firm conjundion with 
them towards the King's ReeftablUhmenr. Thofe Members 
of die long Parliament, who, after the Treaty of the Me of 
H^tif wese bv violence kept from the Houfe, cook it in great 
indignation, that They, upon whom the (aid violence was 
pra&ced afterwards, which they had firft countenanced upon 
them, lliottld not reftore them being now reOored ihemfeives, 
mod wcie ready to embrace any occanon to difturb their new 
Govenoors^ to which they were the more encouraged by 
the oommon dilbourle of the Soldiers ; who declared, ^^ chat, 
^ tf there were any oommocion bi the Kingdom, they would 
^ go no farther co fiippreis it, than LatiAalQioold kad them. 
Mr Mo RD AUNT, who bad fo lately his head upon the 
Block, was more aftive than any Man; and was fo well truft^ 
cd by Men of all conditions, upon the Courage of his former 
behaviour, that he had in trutn very full engagomenta from 
vcrv good Men in moft Quarters of the Kingdom, ^ that if j^ ^ 
^ thcKlng would affign them a day, and promife to come to aium^' 
^ chem amr they were imbodyed, they would not fail co ap- f« BruOeit 
^ pear at thed&y. Whereupon, M' MtrJsfmt veptur'd him- r» MtfuMnt 
leffCoocxBe indilguife to tbe King to Bruffils^ to give him'^'^'^

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there was of fiiccefi, and likewife co compttinof the vaocof 
forwardneTs in fome of cbofe upon whom the Khig vacft r^ 
lied, to encourage other Men, and to defire that his l/UjAj 
would, by Him, require them to concur with the Rsft. Icap- 
fcta'djby the Account he gave,that there were very few Coun- 
ties in EMgimtd^ where there was not a form'd Uodertiking

ti^i of (he Gentlemen of the Farts adjacent. This was uodemka 
willouj^h- by the Lord WttwgUf of Tarbsmy with the codent and Ap- 
by tf Par* probation of Sr H9rsti0 Tnmfimd: who, being a GeodeBan 
him w ^r ^ jj^ greatefl Intcreft, and Credit, in that large Oiumy of 
Tol^fend. N(9ffaitj was able to bring in a good Body of Men to poflds k.

The Gentleman acculedi was S* Kdmi 
VlffL^^ ITEEv; who had from the thinning to the endof the.Wir, 
imfu. except at Newtrk^ given teftinoony of his Dacy and Aikti* 
ance, andwasuniveifally thought tobefiiperior to all teopn- 
trooA of infidelity . He was a G^deman, and was very vdl 
bred, and of verygood parts, a courage emioeotlj bovo, 
and a very good Officer, and in truth of fe genenl a good ft> 
pucation, that, if the King had profefled to have soy doubt 
of his honefty, his Friends would have thought he bid I^ 
ceiv'd ill infiifioos without any ground } and Be badginn t 
very lateteftimony of bis finoerity by concealing tiie Mtrqoii 
of (Mmtmd^ who had Communicated moie with biiOi tbto 
with any Man in jpNrAfW,during his being there. Ondieocher 
€de, ait the other intormattons, and advices, Aat were fax 
by the Perfon who accufed him, were very impoftanty tnd 
could have no end but hisMajefty's Servicej anddieOSca 
that Gentlenian oflferVi to ptr6»rm for the futarc, vereofdat 
confequence, that chey could not be overvalued. Tb» ^

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I ^J thii perpkxity, his Majefty would noc prefently depart 
ftom his oonfidence in the Geuclemati accufed. As Co all other 
particiitars, he confcfled himfelf much facisfied fn the inform 
matlon he had receiv'd ; acknowledged the great fery ice ; and 
nude all thofe promifes which were neoeflary infuch a Ca(e ; 
only franidy declared, '^ chat nothing could convince him of 
^ die infidelity of that Gentleman, or make him wichdraw his 
^ traft fiom him, buc the Evidence of his band- wotiog j^ whiclx 
^W28 well known. This .Mefleneer no fobner returned to 
Urnhn, but another was difpatch'd with all that m^nifefia-.TW'^Ms^f 
lion of the truth of what had been before inform'd, that there*'**''-' 
lanain'd no more room to doubt. A great Ndmber of WsjJJJJJ'l" 
Letters were fent^whereof the Charafler was well known;,^d uu„i$ui 
the IntelKgake cotntbiinicated, was of fuch things as were 
taiowDCo very few befides that Perfon himfelt 

One chiog[ was obferv'd cnrougboul the whole, tbat^he.fel- 
dom commutlicati^d any chiii^ in wliicli there was a qecefficy^ 
tDoame any Mati who was of che Kinj^|s Party, and had been 
always fer^cedl Biit'whac wasuhdercaken byany of che 
Presbyterian Party, or by aiiy who had been againft the King, 
was pourtd out to the life. Amongft' thofe. he ^ave tnforma* 
tionofiKf^'s defign upon G'loce/fer, and of his being' con-> 
ceded in tome 'place pear the Rme. If at any cim^ he named 
any who had been of the Kirig^s Party, ic was^ cbieHy of them 
wlSowiere fatisfied with what they had done, how little fo« 
ever, andiefolv'd to adventure no more.

In this coniua- 
durt, M^ Moi^Joitnt OLttic to Brujjits^ andinform'd his Maje- 
fty of ail *thofe particulars relating to the pofture his Eriends 
were in, which are mentioned beK>rei ahdamongft the other 
Orders he defired, one was, thit Tome Meflage might be fcnc ^ 
to that knot of Men (whereof the accufed rctfon was one K 
"who, he faid, were prindp^ny trufted by his Majefty^ and 
'^ were all Men of honour, but fo wary and incredulous, that 
"others we^ more difcouraged by their coldncfs : and there* 
fore wtflk!d. ^ thacthey might be quicken'd, and required to 
^' concur wHh the moft forward. Hereupon che King asked 
kiffl, whafche thought of fuch a one, naming S' EuharJffil- 
f^ y Mr MfficMir anfwer'd, ^^ it was of Him they cdmplairi'd 

MULPart*- Xx "prin- 
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^ prioctpally ; who, they thought, was the caufe of all the 
^^warineffi in the reft ; who looked upon him not only as an 
'^ excellent Offioer, but as a prudent and difcreet Man ; and 
'^ therefore y for the moft part, all debates were referred to bkn^ 
^' and he was (b much given toobjeftions, and to raifiog dif- 
^ ficulties, and making things unpradicable, that moft men 
^* had an unwfllinenels to make anv propofition to him. The 
King asked him, ^^ whether he had any fufpidon of hit want 
^' ofhonefty ? the other anfwer'd, ^^ that be was fo far from 
^' any fuch fufpicion, that, though he did not take him to be his 
^^ Friend, by reaibnof the many difputes and cootradiAions 
^* frequently between them, he would put his life Into his hand 
^5 to morrow. 
T^ Ki'^Z 1 1 was not thought reafonable, that M^ hkrJUmtt (boukl 
tmmmmeii- fetum into tMhnd^xttk a confidence in this Mao ; and therc- 
'^nJyif fore his Majefty freely told him all he knew, but not the way 
AiordauDc by whtch he knew it, or that he had his v^ Letters in \k 
own hand, which would quickly have diicover'd how became 
by them; and the Kine charged him *< no farther to Com- 
<* municate with that rerfon, and to give his Friends fcicb 
^ caution, as might not give a greater difturbanoe to his Af- 
^' fairs , by raifing new Fa&ions anongft them, or provoke 
** him to do more mifchtef , which it was in bis power to 
^* do. But for all this there was another Expedient found \ for 
by the time M' H/hrdmma retum'd to LmtJ$m^ the Perlbn who

It was towards the end of Junt that M^ Mmrimtmt left 
BruJJils^ with arelblutionthat there (bould be a general Ren- 
de^^vous throughout England of all who would declare for the 
King, upon a day named, about the middle Qijwlf\ thae 
being Commii&ons in every County direded to ux or feves 
known Men, with Authority to them to choofe one to Com- 
mand in Chief in that County, till they fbould make a ooo- 
junftion with other Forces, who had a fuperior Commiffioo 
from the King. And thofe Commiflioners had in their hands 
plenty of Commiffions under the King's hand, for R^gimeocs 
and Governments, to diftribute to fuch as they judged fit to 
receive th^m \ which was the heft Model ( how UaNe fcef er 
to exception) that, in fo diftraded a Sute of Affiurs, could '

GeofgeBQotby beioft a Ferfbnof the beft Quality and fortune 
of that (!^ouDty, oT thofe who had never been of the King's 
party, came into Chffier^ with fuch Pexibpsas he thought, fit 
to take with htm, the Night before : lb that chottgh:the tem- 
peffaioufnefi of the Ni^c, and the next Morning^ had the

'^ that was lawfully cooilituted ; therefore, They^ being ieofi> 
f^ ble of their duty, and utter ruin,if thefe diftraAiooB fiKnikl 
^'continue, had taken Armsinvindtcatkxiof tkelrQedomof 
^^ Parliaments, of the known Laws,Lit^erty, and Piop9cty,and 
^ of the good Peoplq of this ^fat^n groaning under infap-

they mentioned nothing of bisMijefty in expiefi teriK, tbey 
gave all coimtenanoe, and reocpcioo, and ^1 imagjottble tBk* 
ranoe to the King's I'arty ; who had direftioBs froQiche King 
to concur, and.to unite themfelves. to them. 

What difappointments foever ^herQ.w^ro i9 other i phoes, 
the fame. of this Adion ofthe^ Vfff> Gmximmt mii^ the 
Spirits of all Men. They who' were at liberty, renmmi their 
former defigpt} and they whQJ^^M not : pri)ad(^difi»ifeiw 
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obces of refuge, pi^epared tfaemfelves to march tx> d^Jhr^ if 
Sr(3iVfgr Bt&ibAtA not draw nearer with his Army; whtd^ 
in cnich he meant to have done, if the appointments which 
lud been made, had been obferv'd. But when he heard that 
all other places failed, and of the moltitnde of Perfons Impti- 
Cso'd, npon whole affiflanoe he moft depended , he ^as in 
great appreheafion that he had begun ine Work too foon i 
andiJioiigh his Numbers increaled every day, hedioogfatic 
heft to fctepthe Pofl he was io^^tH-faeimew wtatt was Itlce to 
be dane eUbwhere. 

This fire was kindled in a place which the Pirliament 
kaft fofpeded; and therefore they were the more alarm'd at 
the News of it ; and Imew it would fpread far, if it were not 
quicUy jiuenched ; and they had now too foon ufe of their 
Army, in which they had not Confidence. There were many 
Officers whom they had mudi rather tntft than Lamhrt^^ buc^WP^r/u: 
there was none they thousht could do their bufineis fd well : ^^^^ 
So they made choice of Htm to mardh with fuch Troops ^^j^'jjl^^ 
he liked, and with the greateft Expeditkn, to fupprefs tUs ^ 

new Rebellion, which they faw had many Friends. They 
bad formerly feot for two Regiments out of Irebmd, whidi, 
they knew, were devoted to the Republican Intereft, and 
thofe they appointed tMnbert tx> joyn with. He undertodk 
Ae Chaife very willingly, being defirous to reOew his Credit 
with the Soldiers, who bad loved to be under Ids Command, 
becaufe, though be was ftriA m difdpline, he provUcxi well 
for theflft, and was himielf efteem'd brave upon any AAion ; 
He cared not to take any diine with him that might hinder 
his march ; which he relolv'd (hould be very fwifr, to prevent 
the inoeafe of the Eneiny in Numbers, had he did make 
incredible bafle ; <b that S^ George B^tb found he was within 
le& than a days march, before he thought he could have been 
half the way. S' Gasm himfelf had not been acquainted with 
the War, and the Ointers who were with him, were not of 
one fflted or humour ; yet ail v/crt defirous to Fight ( the na- 
tural infirmity of the Nation, which could never endure the 
view of an Enemy widiout eng;aging in a Battle) and inftead 
of retiring ftito the Town, which they might have defended 
againft a much greater Army than Lamiert had with him, 
lot^ than he oould ftay before it, they marched to meet 
him ; and were, after a fhort Encounter, Routed by him, and irb$ Rmit 
totally broken : fo that, the next day, the Gates of CbeBerSro. Booth 
were open'd xoljtmkrt'y Sf09raB6§th himielf making his^li^^' 
flif^t in a dilguUe j but he was tu:en upon the way, and fent 
Prifbner to the Tower. 

L A M B B R T proiecuted the advantag:e he had ^ot, and 
maiched innyNorth WUes^ whither S* Tb&mss MUdktm i^as 
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retired with his Troops to a ftroog Cattle of his own; and 

he clioughc neither the Mao, nor die Place, were to be left 

l>ehind him. It was to no purpofe for one Man to oppofe the 

whole Kiii^dom, where ail other Perfons appeared mbdoed. 

And chererore, after a day or two making diew.of lefiftaooe^ 

8t Thama MMhtom accepted fuch Conditions as he coold qbcain, and 

Middieton fufier'd his goodly Houl^ for the ftrength of the Situation, to 

ji#/iv««i^ be pulled down. 

Ht c^Pit. X H I s Suocefs put an end to all endeavours of force in 
EMgfamti and the Army had notl\ing to do but to make all 
Perfons Prifoners whofe looks they did not like ; fo that all 
Prilbns in EttgUnd were (iii'd ; whilft the Parliament, exalted 
with their Conqueft , confulted what Perfons they. would 
Execute^ and how they fliould Confifoate the reft ; by means 
whereof^ they made no doubt they (hould deftroy aQ Seeds 
of future Infurreftions on the behalf of the King, many of 
the Nobility being at prefent in cuftody. And they reiolv'd, 
}f other Evidence was wanting, that the very fufpcding them 
fbould be fufScient reaibn to continue them there. 

When the King came to Cf Aixr, where he leoeiv'd Ac- 
counts every day from EKglm^d of what was TranfaAed theie, 
as he was much troubled with the News he received daily of 
the Imprifonment of his Friends, fo he was revived with the 
-— ^* Fame of S^ George Beetb's being poflefled of Cie/hr^ and of 
the Conjunftion between him and Mdiktom. They were 
reported to be in a much better pofture than in trudi chqr 
were ; and the ezpedation of fome appearance of Troops in 
ZJmolnhJbire^ and rark-fiire^ and ibme other Counties, ftood 
fair ; whereupon the King refolv'd to go himfelf to fome 
other part ofFraneey from whence he might fccurdy Tranf- 
Tbi K*9i V^^ himfclf into tbofe parts of Bffglamd, where, with leaft 
remnti f hazard, he might joyn nimielf with the Troop which were 
9k»C9€ii •/ in Armes for him, and fo went to the Coaftof B n tfjgw. 
»«ca|5nc. X H E Duke of Tcrk remained at B^ubpte^ to expea fome 
appearance of Armes in Kent^ and Effex\ whidi was fliU pro- 
mifed, aflbon as the Army fliould be drawn fiirther from Im- 
rwDnkitl^' In this expedlatlon, his Royal Highnefs found an op- 
York c««- portunity to confer with his old Friend MarQul Tkremmi who 
/ir# with very frankly afligtfd him fome Troops ; and likewtie pio- 
rZtTw ^*^^^ Veflels to Tranfport them, if an opportunity had in?ircd 
i»(w 4trt him to an Engagement to any probable Enterprife : and diis 
s^Hsnei. with fo much Generofity and Secrecy, that the Caimnal, who 
was then upon the Borders of SfMm, fliould have had no no- 
tice of the preparation, till it was too late to prevent the ef- 
fedt thcreoh But it j>Icared God, that, whilft his Highnefs 
was providing for his longed for Expedition, and when the 
fCing, after his'vifitiog Sc iUUes, was at B0fM, in hope p 
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find a amyenieiu^ for hisTranfporcarion, the fatal News ar- 
rnrVl in all parts of the defeat of Sr Gnrgi Bo^tb, and of the m i^ni 
total and entire fuppreffioo of all kind of pppoGtion to the rtetivis 
power of the Parliament j which feem'd now to be in as abfo-^'^' ^^f 
Jute pofleffion of the Government of the three Nations, as ever J^^ ' 
CrtmmeB had been. 

S TRUCK with this difmal relation, the King and his 3ro- 
cher feem'd to have nothing elfe to do, but to make what haft 
they could out of Frmice ; where it was thought they could 
not now be found with fafecy. The Duke of Tori returned '^ ^*^ 
fpeedily to Bnfjffeb^ but the King, lefs dejeded than might b'^iJ^ 
have been evpeded from the extreme defpatr of his Condi- n« Ki-^ 
tioo, refum'd a refolution he had formerly taken, to make ^ftf^ivtsfU 
Jouniey himfelf to the Borders of ^m, to follidte moref '^'2^'" 
powerral Supplies I the two chief MiniiElers of the two Crowns ^fj^t^ 
being cheie met at this time. And indeed his Majefty pre- ritts •[ 9h$ 
ferr*d any peregrination before the negleA he was fure to find tm crmnt^ 
at Bruffeby and the dry looks of the SfamarJf there ^ who 
were broken into fo many Fadions amongft themfelves, that 
the Government was hardly in a ftate to fubfift ^ and the 
Marquis of Otrracena, and Dom Abnno^ had fuch an influence 
upon the Counfels at Madrid^ that Dm Juan receiv'd Orders oon jnaa 
without delay to return to ^tfw, and to leave the Govern- ''"f ** ^» 
ment in the nands of the Marquis of CdrrMcens; which Dmi^^^'^ 
jMsm very unwillingly obeyed ^ and aflbon as he could obtain 
a Pa&togo through Ffiffffe, he left thofe Provinces, and made 
his Journey through that Kingdom towards Madrid. He was 
a Perfon of a fmdl Stature, but well made, and of great vi- 
vacity in his looks y his Parts very good, both natural and ac« 
8uirc», in feincy and judgement. And if he had not been re- 
lain'd by his Education, and accuftom'd to the pride and 
forms of a Spaw^ breeding, which likewife difpoied him to 
kzineft and taking his pleaiurey he was capable of any great 
Empbyment, and would have difcharged it ^ell. 

I S A I D befbn?, the Chief Minifters of the two Crowns 
were now met on the Borders of the two Kingdoms. For, 
this year, Ibme thing had happen'd abroad, that, as it was 
new, mieht feem to adminifter new hopes to raife the King's 
Spirits ; however, it was a fubjeft for Men to exerdfe their 
cnougbts on with variety of conjedures. The War had now 
continued between the two Crowns of France znd SfMn^ for 
near the fpace of thirty years, to the icandal, and reproact^ 
of Cbriftsanity, and in fpight of all the interpofition and me- 
diation of moft of the Princes of Eurofe\ a War wantonly 
enter'd into, without the leaft pretence of Right and Jufliice, 
CO comply with the Pride and Humour of the two Favourites 
of the Crowns (bcfidesthe natural Animofity, which will al- 
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ways be between the twoNacioos) who would try the Ma* 
{tcrw of their Wit and Invention, at the charge of ihcir Ma- 
tter 8 Treafiire, and the blood of their SubjeAs, againft ali 
the obligations of Leases and Alliances; a War profeoited 
only tor War's fake, with ajl the circumftancesof Fire, Sword, 
and Rlpine, to the confumpcion of Millions of Treafure, and 
Millions of Lives of noble, worthy, and honeft Men, only to 
ifnprove tjie skill, and mySery , and fcience of deftnidion. 
All which appeared the more unnatural and the noore nnh 
firous, t^at cliis fecm'd to beeficded, and carried on bj the 
power of a Brother and Sifter againfteacb other ( for half the 
time had been (pent i'li the Regency of the Queen of Fntif) 
wben they both lov'd , and tendered each others good, ami 
happinefs, as the beft Brother and Sifterou^hc to do. 
' 1 T was high time to put an end to this ()arbarQQs aud 
War, which the Queen Mother bad lone and pztBoimdj de- 
iired in vain. But now being more itruck in years, and 
troubled with the infirmities of Age , aiid the youn^ Kiog 
being! of years ripe to Marry, and the Infanta of ^Pbrnr bciog 
lii that^ and all other refpefts, the moft compe^oc Matcb 
Tn smtu for him, which would be the beft, and was the only Expedf- 
^ftbtr •/ cnt to procure a Tcace, her Majcfty refolv'd to imploy aJl 
^anccA. her Intereft,and Authority, to bring it to pafe, andknoviat 
2trfT4.weIl, all Her defircs could produce no efled, if fte bad not 
Mr ^iiMt» the &1( concurrence of the dai-dinal, (lie propofed it to him 
$kg fw# with all the warmth, and all the concernment fuch a Subjed 
^*'^* required; conjuring him "by all the good offices Ac had 
jl^riMgt, " perform'd towarcfi him , that be would , not only coo-

M jtrn,. The Cardinal ufed.all the Arguments he could, to diffwadc 
m€ntt i. ber Majefty from defiring it at this time ; *^ that it would ooc 
imnfh, ^^befor ber Majefty 's Service; nor was he able to bear the 
^' reproach, of being the Inftrumentof making a Peaoe» at a 
^' time when SfM was reduced to thofe ftreights, that it 
^' could no longer refift the Vidorious Armes of Frsm^; that 
^^they could not fail the next Summer of being ptffiAd of 
^* Brujjils it felf, and then tbey fhould not be long widxxit 
^^ the reft of the Spamfh Netherlands^ and therefore, at diis

The Queen was not divertjed from her parpofe by thofe 
Arguments ; but propofed it to the King, and p/ofecuted k 
with the Cardinal^ that, as himfelf oonfeOed to. bis iodmate 
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VjkodSy be wasneceOkated either to con^nc to it, or tQ ha?e 
as irreconcilable breach with kcr Majefty ; which his grati- 
tude would cot fuffLr him to choole j and tberpupoo He 'Sm dt uf

He knew well, (hat Sf am iid^ at that imtant, ufe all 
the underhand means they could to make a Peace with them ;

With w 

ill prefages, greac preparaCions were made (or this Tieaty, 

and the time and the place were agreed on, when, and vhere

THKiame of this Treaty, aflbon as it was agreed tojiad 
fielded variety, and new Matter to the King to confider. Both 
Crownshad made the contention and War that was between 
too, the only ground and realbn, why they did not give 
him that Afliftanoe, which in a cafe fo near relating to them- 
felves, he might well expeA i and both had made many pro- 
feffions^that, wbenitfliould pleafeGod toreleaie them trom 
chac War, they would manifeft to the world, that they took 
the King's cafe to be their own : fo that his Majefty might 
very resionably promtfe himfelf (bme advantage and benefit 
(roiD this Peace, and the world could not but expeft, that 
he would have fome EmbaSulour prefent to (bllidte on bii 
behalf. Tltere were fo many difficulties to find a fit Perfon, 
and fo many greater to defiray the expenoe of an EmbaflBidour, iw Kiv^ 
that his Majeily had at firft refolv'd to find himfelf prefent inf^^^f^J* ^ . 
that Treaty; whKh refolutioiv he itcptvery private, though'"^ ^*** 
he was (hoitly after oonfirtn'd in it by a Letter from S' Harry 
Bemut; by which he was informed, ^^ that he fpeakin|^with 
^Dm Zjeim about his Journey to FuiMtsraiiSy and" asking 
^^ him whither he wquld gi^ him leave to wait on him thf 
^ther, DmtLemk anfwei^d, that he/houlddo well to be pre- ' 
^ feot; and then asked him, why the KinR himfelf would not 
" be there ; and two Of three days after, ne told him, that if ' 
^the King, with a veryltglRt Train, came hc0gmt0 thither, 
'^ for die place could not permit them to receive him in State, 
^ aiter the great difiBculties of the Treaty were over , he 
'^ would do all he could to induce the Caidinal to concur in t 

** what might be of convenience to his Majdty. The King 
had before refolv'd to have a very little Train with him, fuit- , 
able to die Treafure he had to defray his Expences, and to 
make his whole Journey tntognilfiy send not to be known in 
^7 place through which he was to pais. BpTVft was trou- 
bled what he was to dq with reference to FmC0\ .trough 
which he was neceflarily to make his Journey. HowWchM- 
<^s foever he meant to travail, it might be neceiSiry againft 
any accident to have a PiUs; yet tp ask one , and be refii* 
^ wouU be worfe than going Withouf one. Though he 
cxfeAed much lefs from the Naoire of the Cardinal, than 
i^oi&chefiQoerity of Dm Lew$ JttUro^ yet the former was 
aUe to do lum much more good than the latter ; and therefore 
^ was to be taken that he might have no caufe to find him- 
i^negleded, and that more depending upon Sfam might 
not inecondle FrMmt. 

To extricate himfelf out of thefe perplexities, his Majefty 
I^writien todieQiieen his Mocher, to intreat her, *'as pif 
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lior feif^ to define the Gtrdiiid's advice^ whecbtr h wouU 
''not be fit for the King tobeprefent at the Titaty; dai 
<^(he might fend his Majefty fi>ch oouofel as wi* proper:^ 
«<he thoutthc well of it, Qie might chea propofe fiich Ptflle^ai 
« (hottki feem reaTooable to ter. Her Mtjefty a o midiiig Jy 
look MB oppoffomicy to ask the Queftkm of the CardiBd; 
whc^ at the very mottoo, told her very warmly, ^ that itwss 
^by aomeamfiti and that kweuld do the King moch ham; 
csrdi9Mi gild afterwards, reooUeftiog himfelf, he wiih^ Ac Qokb 
M^4. *^tole(theKfa«lmow. thtfhelhoaldrdyvpQahunlo ok 
11^ k. ^ cue of what Goooorad him; whUi he would not fail todoi 
<*a0oon ai he dUbem'd that the Treaty wouki ptodnoe a 
^ Peace. Her Majefty acairieiced with this profi^Bon, and fent 
^^ the Kiag word, liow Idnd the Gardind was to htii^ liiit wtnld 
by no means thM his Majefty fliould thinlt of onderkkiif Acb 
ajoumey himfelf ; nor did the Queen imaguie diat theKint 
would ever think ofit without aPaft, and the GafdiaaTs %^ 
pfobation. 

When his Majefty had raoeived thb Aoooirat ffaobis 
Mother, he £iw it was to aopurpofii 6> thfadc of aPafi. And 
thus fiiir, in the beginmng of this iaft Sering, before anydeEp 
of fifing in Eag/fwrfwas ripened, his Majefty had prooeeded in 
Jlis intention of befaig perlboallypre&atatthe Con fcr eoo e be- 
tween the twd great Mintters. Butnow, when all his cnt- 
Aattons firom Bmtmd for this year were defeated, and woa 
he himMf was aUcady advanced far into ¥ftm»^ he dMnght 
it more neoeSary than ever cotaheup his former rcfeiodgD. 
Beiogtherefore by this time firily advcnifiMl, that die Favoa- 
ritea bad been met a confiderabie tim^ and were entered fe6r 
into the Treaty, in the very entrance of which they had «reed 
Co a C>l£itk)n of Arms, his toijefty attended by the foine Com- 
pany he had then with him, the Marquis of OraMn^ Dmd 
O Mdr, and two or three other Servants, toeether widi tfac 
Earl of Bri/l§t (though Sr Jfirny BmwS had MforeiofeniKd 
the Kkig, that Dm Ltwis Jeibnhad parciculaily defirel he 
would not bringthat Earl with him ; whofe Comaanf ftf, 
in refpeftof hia Lan|uafle^ the King behev'd would bsfoy 
TWf^i^^oonvenienttohim) bis Majefty, I f^, with tiiia AtnodaDtt, 
^ t'JT* began his Journey from that part ot Bfif^gne where he An

jiisr^ 9f ever to conceal himfelf hihis Journey, and reailv to appe- 
ormoDd, bend being ftopp'd if he were difcovor^d ; and oieaefeiewis

^ " been heastofoie faiown j yet he allowed himielf the noic dnic,

GoUe^ who knew oooftof Frm^e^ at leaft moptf tfaab any 

body cUe did ^ and who alwayt deUgbced to go out of the 

wiy^ and IhmklO NeiU totalte Ga«e that thejr alwajo fared H«/wf ^ 

vdl in cbek Lodgloes ; for which Province a& Maivwaafit-i'roos>ia« 

ter.

Don ILrtnsikHMfo was a Man of great Temper, oft (al- 
low Complexion, Hypocondriac, and never weary of hat- 
ing 'j thoueht well of what he was to fay ; what be vaotcd 
inacutenels he made up in warinefs , and though be i#c 
omit the faying fomewhat he had a good ocdnm to&y) 
he^ never (aid any thing of whidh he had occaioo to f^ 
pent. He hada good judgement and underftandtng, and ^ 
be was without any talent of Rhetorics fo he was very veil 
able tocfefend himfidf from it. Hetold the CaidiDai,''tlttr 
*< he knew well his Mafter^s Afiairs needed a Peace with 
*< flrjwtf; and that the accompUfhjng this Maaiage, was tbe 
^only way to attain it : that the Marriage was tbebeft, and 
^* the moft honourable in Chriftendom,a&d ought to beequallf 
^defired on both fides; that his Gstholick Majefty was fco-

» and defired nothing more than that, before his death, he 
'^mi^t fee this Peace and this Marriage fintflied, and made

" the grbundlefs Rebellion there was fo well known to all the 
^< World, chat he fliould not go to his Grave in Peace, if he 
^^ihoold do any thing which might look like a countenance, 
'^or conceflion to that Title , that was only foanded upon 
^'TreafcMi and Rebellion; oru hefhould omit the doing any 
<<thiogdbat might, with God's bleffing, of which he could 
^'ooc doubt, r^uce that Kingdom to their duty, and his obe-

" and leparatioo, and of thoTe who had run his Fortune, and 
'' put themfelves under his Protedlion : that the Prince had 
" performed all be had undertaken to do, and bad rendered 
^^very great Service to his Catholick Ma jeHy; who would 
^oot onely rather lofe FlawderSy but his Crown likewife^ than 
" fiiil in any particular which he was bound to make good to 
" Ac Prince : and therefore he defired the Oirdihal *' to ac- 
"quiefceinboththefe particulars, from which he Oiould not 
^ recede in a tittle ^ in others, he would not have the &mt 
««obftjwcy. 

Whkn the Cardinal f6und that all his Art, and aafty 
^uenoe were loft upon Dm Lewis's want of PoUceoeis ; 
uKl that he could not bend him in the leaft degree in either 
of diefe important particukrs , he refolv'd they (hould pay 
odierwife for their laol Honour, and Punftuality ; and after 
he had broi^t him to confent to the detention of all the 
pbcesthn bad taken, as well in Ijiximhmrgy as FLmins, and 
allotber Provinces, by which they difmember'd all the Sfmii/b 
Dominknis in thofe parts, and kept themfelves neaitr Neigh- 
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bours to the HoUanJirs^ than the other dcGred th^ OkwU 
be, he comp^li'd thkm, though a thing very forrd]^ to the 
Treaty, to deliver the Town of Julsers co the Duke of New* 
httby without the payment of any Money for what they had 
laid oat upon the Fortifications ; which they couM otbervife 
claim. It is* very true, that Town did belong of right co the 
Duke of N&txihtrgb, a^ partof the Duchy of JuUers^ which 
was deTcended to hihi. Bur it iras true, that it Was prefen'd 
by Sfsmy from being poflciTed'by the H^Bawdirs many years 
before, and by Treaty to remaiit in their hands, till du^ Ibould 
receive fatisFadlion foraii their DisbUrfements. After vbidi 
time, they erefired the Citadel there, and much mesxled rbe 
Fortifications. And this dependence, and expedadoo, bid 
kept that Princd faft to ail the^j9s^ Intereft in Gmmj: 
whereas, by the wtdHng it now out of chdr hands, and frank- 
ly giving it up tb the true Owner, they got the endre Devo- 
tion of me Duke of Nmiitrgb to Frmtc^^ abd fo a new Friend 
toibengthen tbeii- Aihance iijpon the XMr^, irtiich was be* 
fore tneonvenientenoagh to SpM$pf ftbpping the lefort ofaoy 
Germkm Succooit into Fkmdtrs, Ahd if at an]r tiiMto dome, 
theFfssria&flnHi>lirtliare5fWMrxfirom the Duke ofMHoti^, 
as upon manf Aocsdents he may be induced to jptrt with it, 
they will bepofleffed of the rocA adrantageous Poft to&dli- 
tate tbtir enterprife upoh* JUigs', or C^iSqpnp, or tb difhnb the 
IMi^fiirs in 'AMfirickf or to fcHc upon A^tAfjpmtt^ an Im- 
perial To^ ^ and, indeed j to dlfturb the Peace of C^fei* 

Ol? Pirtugkl TM other care \»%s taken ih the Treaty, thao 
that after the Fmc^ King had pompoufly declared,*' he wooU 
^< have gvirenup all his Conqnefts by the War, provided die 
^Kiflig of ^i^ would have cobfented that allthiflp^>^ 
** remain it Portugal as thiey wtre at that prefent ( wWdi Pro- 
pofitton , 'twki raid, his CathdRdf Majefty' fadd aMMixdy 
refhibd) now <<the moft Chrlftian King IhoaU be aliot^d 
^* three Months time, coiimtng from the day of the Rldfica- 
" tkn of thb Treaty, wherein he might try to df^jpole the ?f^ 
<< tMgimft to (atisfy his CaChoUck M^jefty. But after tbofe 
<< three Months (hould be expired, if his good offiodi iboald 
^^ not produce the cfle3idefired,>tben neitnei- hil MdftCbn-

To th^Prkiceof CMNW'an thiiV^ W^i^ yi<^ld^ wMtK had 
beevlnfiftoi on; and fiill'recolnpence nhidk^'to k£k of bi^ 
Party'iscouidiiocbereftdktlttb chkirOffidesjatf Fre^^ 
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Pkkf and foine others : yet Den Ltwis would not fign the 
Treaty^ till h^ had fcnt an Exprefs to the Prince of ConJ^, to 
iofonn him of all the particulars, and had recei?'d his full 
approbation. And even then, the King of Spain catifed a great 
Sam of Money to be paid to him^ that he mi^hc difchurge all 
the debts which he had contraded in Fianders^ and reward 
hii Officers, who were to be disbanded ; a Method trance did 
notufeat the (ametimero their Profely tea, but MtCatalo^ 
9k to their King's Chaftifement, without any provifionroade 
for Den^fipba de Margaritaj and others, who had been the 
priccipal Contrivers ot thofe difturbances ; and were left to 
eat the bread ofFratne; where it is adminifier'd to them very 
fparingly, witi^out any hope of ever feeing their Native Coun- 
try again, except they make their way thither by fomenting « 
new Rebellion. 
W a £ M all things were concluded, and th^ Engro(!mcnti( 
paring, the Cardinal came one Morning into Don Ln^is 
isChan^r with a fad Countenance; and told him, ^'thet 
''had loft all their pains, and the Peace could not be concluded. 
At whidi Don Lewis, in much difturbance, asked , ^' whaC 
" the matter was ? the Cardinal very compofedly anfwer'd, 
" that it muft not be; that they two were too good Catholick^ 
"to do any thing againft the Pope's infallibility, which would 
^ be caUed in queftion by this Peace ; fince his Holynefs had 
" declared, that there would be no Peace made ; as indeed 
be had done, after be had, from the firft hour of his Ponti- 
ficate, labour'd it fox many years, and ft)und himfelf ftlll de- 
luded by the Cardinal, who had yet promifed him, that, whed 
the Seaion was ripe for ir, he (hould have the Ible power td 
conclude it; fothat when he heard that the two Favourite^ 
were to meet , of which he had no Notice,, he faid in the 
Coofiftory , . ^ that he was fure that Cardinal Mazarm 
^ would not make a Peace. Don Lemis was glad that there watf 
no other objedion againft it; and (ball the Company made 
themfelves merry at the Pope's charge. 
, Whsn the Marquis ofOrnrMu/difcover'd by the informa- 
tun he received at Toubuje, that the Treaty was fo near an 
cod, be made all poffible haft to the place the King had ap- 
potmed to noeet at^ that his Majefty might lofe no more time. 
When he came thither, he found nobody ; which he imputed 
to the ufual delays in their Journey; andftayed one whole 
day io expedition of them ; but then concluded that they 
vere |Qne forward <bme other way, and fo thought it his bu- 
fiodstohafteoto Fneniaraitay where he heard nothing of the

The Treaty was now concluded ; and though the ur- 
dinal remaio'd ftill at his old Quarters on the French GdC} un- 
der fome indi(pc£tioa of the Gout, yet He and D0» Ifi»; 
"were to meet no more. But Don htmts was the lets troubled 
that the King had not come fooncr^hecaufc he had found the 
Cardinal^ as often as he had taken occafion tofpeak of the 
King, very cold, and re(erv*di and he had magnified the 
power of the Parliament, and fcem'd to think his Majefty's

H K bad a yoiinger Brother, a Divine, who had a Parfonagt 
io Drimftfire, and had, through all the ill times, carried him? 
islf with Angular Integrity i and, being a Gentleman of a good 
Family, was in great reputation with all choie who conftantly 
adhered to the King. S' Hi^tb pcB^rd^ and SfT^lm Qnimviiy 
who had both Friendlhip for the General,and old acquaintance, 
aod all confidence in his Brother, advifird with him, ^^ whe<^ 
*' ther, fince CrarnmU was iu>w gone, and in all reafon it might 
'^be expensed that his death would be attended with agene^ 
^'ral Revolution, by which the King's Intereft would be again

cullifcs, all the little remainder of his hopes was extinguiflicd, 
and he had nothing left before his Eyes but a perpetual Exile, ". :\ 
attended with all thofe difcomforts, whereof he had too long ' 
Experience, and which, he muft now cxpeft, would be im- 
proved with theworft circumftanccsof ncglcft, which ufcto 
wait upon that condition. A greater confternaiion and deje- 
ftion of mind cannot be imagined than at that time covered the 
fmall Court of the King; but God didnotfuffir him long to 
be wrapped up in that melancholic Cloud.

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When it begun to be dark, the Lx>rd Marquis of Ortmwd 
brought a young Man with him to the ChancellorV Lodgii^ 
at Prifffels ; which, was under the King's Bed- Chamber, and 
to which his Majeiity everyday vonchfafed to come for the 
fdifpatchof any Bufiners. ydc Marquis faid no more bur '^ that 
'^ that Man had f3rmerly been an Officer under him, and he 
^^ believed he was an honeft Man ; befides, that he brought t 
^^ line or two of Credit from a Perfon they would both be- 
^'lieve; but that his difcourfe was ib ftrai^e an4'citrav2- 
^^gant, that he knew npc what tp think of it; hovevcr, he 
^Vwould call the King tq jti^ge j and fo went put of the Room 
leaving the M^n there, and immediately returned with the 
King. 

The Man's name was fiir/^; who ha4 Hy'd mo& in In- 
land, and had fervid there as a Foot O^cer under the- Marquis. 
He looked as if he had drank much, or flept little : bis Rdl- 
rion was, ''that in the AfVemoon of fuch a day, hewaa wirh 
*' S^ Joim Stefbens in tjtmieth Houfe, ufcd then as a Prifon for 
^' many of the King's Friends j where, whil(l they were in 
^' conference together, News was brought into the Houfe by 
f ' feveral Perfons , that the General was marched with his 
*r whole Army int6 the City (it being within two or three 
^' days after he had been there, and broke down their Gates, 
^' and puird down their Pofts ) and thit he had a ooofereoce 
'' with the Mayor and Aldermen ; which was no Ibonereod- 
^'ed, bifi that aJj the City Beils rang out; and He heard the 
'' Bells very plain at Lamieth : and that he ftaid there /b hte, 
till they iaw the Bone-Hres burning and flaming in the City : 
upon which S^John Stephens had dcfired him, that |ic would 
immediately crofs the River, and go into LQndem% and m- 
^^ quire what the matter was ; and if he found any thing eztr»- 
'' ordinary in ir, that he would take Poll,, and make all poffi- 
ble hafb to BruffelSyihsx the King might be informed of k; 
andib gave him a flion Note in Writing to the Marquis of 
OrmmJ, that he roght belicveall thait the Meflenger would 
inform him ; that thcrcupon.he went over the River, waUted 
through Cheaffidey faw the BoneT>rirts,^nd the King's health 
'^ drank in icveralplaces, heard ail that the General had done, 
♦* and brought a Copy of the Letter which the peneraJ had 
^' Tent to the Parliainenr, at the time v^hen he returned wkh 
^* his Aripy into th^ City ; 9nd then .told mftn^ things, whkh 
^' were, he faid, '' publickly fpoken , concerning fending far 
'^ the King : . that then hci took Poft for JXav^fy and hired a 
^' Bark that brought him to Ofiend, 

The time was fo fliort from the hour he left Tjemitmy that 
the expedition . of his Journey was incredible; nor could any 
man undertake to come from thence in fo Ibqn a t|mf, opo? 
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the moft imporcaot Afiair, and for the greateil reward. It 
was evident by many paufe^ and hefitattons in his diicourfe^ 
tndfome Repetitions, that th/eM^was not compofed, and at 
bcii wanted deep i yet his Relation could not be ameer fiAi- 
on and imagination. S' John Stephens wa« a Man well known 
to hit Majefty, and the other two ; and had been fcnt over 
hiely by the King, with fome advice to his Friends \ and ic 
was well known, that he had been apprehended at his Land- 
ing, and was fenc Prifoner to JJonketh Ho^fe. And though 
he bad not mentioned in his Note any particulars, yet he had 
given him credit, and nothing but thejMan's own Devotion 
CO the King could reafonably tempt him to undertake To ha* 
zirdous and chargeable a Journey. Then the Generals Let- 
ter to the Parliament was of the highell moment, and not like 
to bcfeini'd; and upon the whole matter, the King thought 
he had Argument to raife his own Spirits, and that he fliould 
do but juftly in communicating his Intelligence to his difpiric- 
ed Family , and Servants; who, upon the News (hereof, 
were revived proportionably to the defpair they had fwal- 
low'd \ and, according to the temper of Men who had lain 
under long difcoofolation, thought all their SufFcrings over i 
ftnd laid in a ftock of fuch vaft hopes, as would be very hard 
foranyfucoefs to procure fatisfa^on for. 

BtXT the King, who thanked God for this new dawning 
of hope, and was much refreib'd with this uncxpeAed Alte- 
ration, was yet reftrain'd from any confidence that this would 
produce any fuch Revolution as would be fufficient to do his 
workj towards which "he faw caufe enough to defpair of a^- 
fiftance from any Forreign power. The moft that he could col- 
led from the General's Letter, befides the fupprefling the pre- 
fect Tyranny of the Rump-Par.iament, was, that , poffibly, 
at laft the excluded Members might be again admitted, and, 
it mav be, able to govern that Council. And even this Ad- 
roiniftcr'd no fblid ground of comfort or confidence to his Ma- 
jefty. Several of thofe excluded Members had not been true 
Members of Parliament, but cle&ed, after the end of the 
War, into Their places who had been expelled for adhering 
CO the King^ and Ik^ they had no title to fit there, but what 
the counterfeit Great Seal had given them, without, and a- 
gainft the Kin£*s Authority. It was thought thcfe Men, with 
oth^ti whohad beenLawtuUy chofen, were willing, and de- ^^ t/ 
firoui, that the Conceflions mule by the late Kingatthelflc 'v ^ ' 
^Wi^bt might be accepted /^hich in truth did, with the/ 
prefervation of the Name and Life of the King, near as much/)^ 
eftabiiih a Republican Government, as was fettled after his 
Murthtr*, and becaufe they would inlift upon that, the]^ were, 
with thofe circumflanccs of force and violence, which are 
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formerly mention^, excluded from the Houfe ; without which 
that horrid Villany could never have been committed. 

Now what could the King reafonably expeft from thcfe 
Mens readmiffion into the Government, butthat they would 
refume their old Conclufions, and prefs htm to Gonfeiit to his 
Father's Conceflions ? which his late Majefty yielded to with 
much Icfs chcarfulnefs, than he walked to the Scaffeld j thot^h 
ir was upon the promife of many powerful Men then in chc 
Parliament, " chat he fliould not be obliged to acconepliili 
'' that Agreement. Thefe Revolving? wrought much upon 
his Majefty, though he thought it ncceflary to appear pleafcd 
wich what he had heard, and to expeft much grcacer things 
from it y which yet he knew not how to contribute to^ till he 
fliould receive a farther Account from l/mdtm of the Rerolu- 
tions there. 

Indeed, when all his Majefty hsd heard before, was con- 
firm'd by feveral Exprefles, who pafled with much freedom, 
and were every day fent by his Friends, who had recovcr'd 
their Courage to the full, and difcerned that thcfe excluded 
Members were principally admitted to prepare for thecalltog 
a New Parliament, and to be fure to make the difibhitionc^ 
this unqueilionable and certain, the King recover'd his hopes 
again ; which were every day increafed by the AddreOcs of 
Many nr» niany Men, who had never before applied themfelves to him; 
0Pfij to lbs ^^^ tniLTiy fent to him for his Majefty s Approbation and leave 
^"^' to fcrve and fit in the next Parliament. And from the time 
^ w'/ '^^^ ^^^ Parliament was diayv'd, the Council of State be- 
\ind*lehj^ haved themfelves very civilly towards his M^jefty*« Friends, 
viimrfttwto and releafed many of them out of Prifon : particularly Am- 
»'* Ki"g'^ neflejy when Prefident of the Council, was very wdl con- 
tnt^dK fenrcd that the King fliould receive particular Information o^ 
W\% Devotion , and of his Refolutibn to do him Service ; 
which he manifefted in many particulars of importance, and 
had the Courage to receive a Letter from his Majefty, and re- 
turned a dutiful Anfwer to it : all which had a very good 
afoeft , and fcem'd to promife much good. Yet the Kiug 
knew nor what to think of theGcneral's Paper, which he had 
deliver'd at his Conference with the Members; for which he 
could fecm to have no temptation, but his vicJent Aflfedioo 
to a Common- wealth. Few or none of his Majefty 's Friends 
could find any means of addrefs to him; yet they did believe, 
and were much the better for believing it, that the Kinghi'i 
fome fecret correfpondence with him. And fomeoftkem 
fent to the King, ** of what importance it would be, that he 
** gave them fome credit, or meansof Acceftro the Gcner;il, 
" by which they might receive his Order and Direfticn in 
'^fach things as occurred on the fuddain, and that they might 
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be fure to do nothing that might croft any purpofe of His. 
"o which the King return'd no other Anlwcr , " but that 

they (liould have patience, and make no Attempt whatfo- 
everj and that in due time they fliould receive all Adver- 
tifements ncceflary j it being not thought fit to difclaim hav* 
ig intelligence with, or hopes of the General^ fince it wa< 
cry evident, that the receiv'd opinion, that he did dcfign to 
:rve the King, or that he woulu be at lad obliged to do it, 
whether he defign'd to do it or no, did really as much con* 
ibute to the Advancement of his Majefty's Service, as if he 
id dedicated himfelf to it. And the Afiiirance, that the other 
*arty thought they had, that he had no fuch Intention, hin- 
er'd thofe obftruAions, jealoufies, and interruptions, which 
cry probably might have leflen'd his credit with his own 
Irmy, or united au the reft of the Forces againft him. 

There happen'd likewlfe at this timcabufinefi that very 
nuch troubled the King, and might very probably have de- 
boy'd all the hopes that began to flatter him. Upon the 
)iflolution of the Parliament, which put an end to all thc^,^^^^-^^ 
'owerand Authority of thofe who had been the chief Inftru*^ ^j 
neots of all the roonftrous things which had been done, the 
lighcft deijpatr feifed upon all who had been the late King's 
udges ; who were fure to find as hard meafure from the te* 
:iuded Meaibers, as they were to exped if the King himfelf 
ud been reftored. And all they who had afterwards con* 
"urt'd with them, and exercifed the £ime power, who were 
aird the Rt/mp, believ'd their ruin and deftrudtion to becer- 
Mn, and at hand. And therefore they contrived all the ways 
hey could to preferve themfelvcs, and to prevent the aflem* 
)liog a new Parliament ; which if they could interrupt, they 
nade no doubt but the Rump Members would again refume 
He Government, notwithftandiog their Diflblution by the 
lower of thefecluded Members ^ who would then pay dear 
^r their prefumption anij inrruGon. 

To this purpofe, they cmploy'd their Agents amongfttbe 
)fficers and Soldiers of the Army , who had been difgrace- 
ully rcmov'd from their Quarters in tlie Strand^ and Wefi- 
"i'^fiir^ and the parts adjacent to L^ndon^ to make room for 
jcnerai Memk'% Army ^ which was now look'd upon as the 
ble Confiding part of the Army. And they inflamed thefe 
i4cn with the fcnie of their own defporate condition ; who, 
laving ferved throughout the War, ibould, befides the k>ftf 
^ all the Arrears of Psiy due to diem, bo now oficr'd as a ia- 
riiice to theCavalicis, whom they had Conqeer'd, and who» 
hey fuppofed. Were irophcaWy inccnfed againft them. Nor 
lid they oipk to make the fame iafvfions int^ the Soldiers of 
jcncral MnUt% Army> w^o hid ail.tbe£ube Tide tothefaite

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fms tndapprehenfioiis. And when their minds were thus pre- 

poied, and ready to declare upon the firft opportuniry. Lam- 

Lamkm'# ifrf made his efcape out of the Tower ^ his nny Inviog in 

«/c^ mt ^all places fo many of their Combination, that they opuld com- 

9h$ Ttmtr. ^^ ^|^^ defigns of that kind whenever they thought fir, 

though the Genend had as great a jealoufy of this Man's 

efcape, as of any thing that could fall out to uipplant him. And 

therefore , it may be prefumed, he took all poffible care to 

prevent it: ^d they who then had Command of the place, 

were notork)ufly known neither to love Lamiert's Perfon, nor 

to fivour his Defigns. 

This eicape of L^mhrt in fuch aconjunAure, the moft 

Srilous that it could fall out in, put the General, nnd the 
lundl of State, into a great Agony. They knew well what 
Poyibn had been fcatter'd about the Army, and what imprdl^ 
fion it had made in the Soldiers. ^Lamtert was the nioft Po- 
pular Man, and had thegreateft Influence upon them. And 
though they had latdy deferted him , they had fuffdendy 

Bblifli'd theu'renx>r(e, and their deteftation of thofe who had 
luced and couien'd them. So that there was little doubt to 
% be made, now he wu at liberty, but that they would flodc 

^ and relbrt to him, allbon as they (hould know where to find 

him. Ob the other hand , no fmall danger was threaoen'd 
from the very drawing the Aronr together to a Rendexvooi 
in order to profeouteand oppote him, no Man being able to 
make a judgement what they would choofe to do in fuch a 
conjunoure, when they were fo full of jealoufy and difitis- 
faftioa And it mav very realbnably be bdievM, that if he 
had, after he found nimfelf at liberty, Iain ooooeaFd, till he 
had digefted the Method he meant to proceed in^ and pro- 
cured fome place to which the Troops mi^t rcmt to de- 
clare with him, when he flxxikl appear ( which had been 
very eafy then for him to have done ) he would have gone 
near to have flukcn at leaft the Model the General had 
made* 

But either through the fear of his fecurirv, and being be* 

tray'd intothe hands of hisEnemies ( asall kind of treachery 

^. - was at that time very aAive ; of whkh he had cxperienoe ) 

or the prefumptkni, that the Army would obey him upon 

his firft Call ; and that, if he could draw a finall part to tuoL 

the reft would never appear againft him ; he precipitaied

' With him were taken Cohiet^ Cned^ and fome other Of- 
C'1^ ficers of the greateft Incereft with the Fanatick pare of the 
Army, and who were moft apprehended by theGeneial, in a 
time when all the ways were full of Soldiers endeavourify to 
repair to them : fo that, if they had not been cruflicd in that 
inftant, they would, in very few days* have appeared very 
formidable.

He in- 
tbrm'd him of *< S^ Geergt Bwth*s being pofleOed of Cb^, 
^ and in the head of an Army^ and that his Majefty was af* 
^ fured of many other Places y and of a general CombinadoQ 
^ betweeti Perlbns of thegreateft Intereft, to declare for the 
^ King ^ and that , if he would bf ing his Fleet upon the 
^ Coaft, his Majeft V, or the Diike df ttrk^ would iomedi* 
^ ately be on Board wich him. This Letter was indofed ia 
another to Edmsrd M&maagHej to be by him delivered, or Not 
deliv6r'd, as he thought fit ^ and oommitced co the care of an 
Ezpreis, who was then thought not co be without Ibme 
Credit with the Admiral himfelf ; which did not prove tme.

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However, theMcQenger was diligent in prolecutinghis Voy- 
age, and aniv'd fafely tt C9f€mhmtn ( wbetc the Fleet lay ; 

iDd where all the Plenipotentiaries from the Parliament then 
. were j and without difficulty found opportunity to deliver hit 
, LttttrtothePerfonto whomitwa8diieAed;.wbo,the&m(i 

Nighty delivered the other to his Coufin. He received it 

diearfiilly, and was well pleafed with the h(^«s of fuddain 

Revolutions in EifgUni. 
Thet were both of them pu2xled how to behave them* 

felves towards the Meflenger, who was not aocepuble to 

them, being v^ well known eq the Fleet, where tnoush he 

had had gcxxl Command, he had no Credit ; and had ap» 

pear'd fo pubKckly, by the folly of Good-fellowfliip, that the 

Admiral, and many others, had feen him and taken notice of 

him, before he knew that he brousht any Letter for him« 

The condufion was, that he (bouid without delay be fent 

away, ^ without fpeaking with the Admiral, or knowing tluit 

he knew any /thing of his Errand. But EdwsrJ Mmasg^ 

writ fuch a Letter to the Chancellor, as was evidence enough 

dnt his Maiefly would not be diiappointed in his expeda- 

doa of any Service that the Admiral could perform for him. 

With this Anfwer the Meflenger returned to BnMlsy where 

th^e wu a great alteration from the time he had left it. 
Within few days after this MeOenger*! withdrawing 

from OfitJu^mj of whofe being there the Plenipotentiaries 

were ib jealous, thatthey had refolv'd to require of the King 

of Dewmark^ that he might be committed to Prifon, Admiral 

itfMSR^iirpw declared^ *' that he Ihould not be ableto ihy fon- 

^'gcr there for the want of Visual ; of which he had not ^ *^. 

^more than would ferve tocarry him home^ and therefore ' ^ 

''defired, that they would preb both Kings, and th^ IMci 
'^ Plenipotentiaries, to finifh the Negotiation. By this time 
the News of the Commotions in B^glmU made agreat noife, 
and wpere reported, according to the Affediopsof the Perfons 
who fent Letters tnitker, more to the King's advantage than 
there was reafbo for \ and the other Plenipotentiaries came to 
know, that the Man, of whom they were fo jealous, hadpri* 
vately fpoken with EdwsrJ Mfimtapa ^ who wu very well 
known, and very ill thought of by them. And from thence 
they concluded that the Admiral , who had never pleafed 
diem, was oo ftranger to that Ncsotiation^ in which jttloufy 
they were quickly oonfirm'd , when they faw him with his 
Fleet under Sail, making his courfe for B^glmfd, without giv* 
log them any notice, or taking his leave of them ^ which if 
he had done, they iuul fecret Authority from their coming 
thither ( upon the general app'^h^^fion of his Inclination ) to 
have fecuxcd his Perfon on Board his own Ship, and to have ^ 

difpofej 
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difpofed of (he Government of the Fleet ; of which being chas 

Ereveoted thej could do no more than fend Exprefles over 
and, CO ttcqiiainc the Parliament of his departure, wkh all 
the aggravation of his pride , prefumption, and infidelity, 
which the bkterncfs of their nature and wit could foggeft to 
them. 

When the Fleet arrtv'd near the Co^ of Emg/snJy they 
found Sr George Booth defeated^ and all Perfons who pretend- 
ed any afl^dtion for the King, fo totally auflied, and the 
Rump Parliament in (b full exerctfe of it's Tyrannical power, 
that the Admkal had nothing to 60 but to juftify his return 
^ by his fcarcity of Vidua], which muft havefiilcd, if he hid 
^ ftaid till the Winter had (hut him up in the SomeJ; and his 
return was refolv'd upon the joynt Advice of the Fiag-Offi- 
cers of the Fleet ; there being not a Man but his Coufin, who 
knew any other reaibn of his return, or was privy to his 

ELirpofes. So that, afibon as he had prefented himfelf to the 
arliament, and laid down his Command, they defierr'd the 
examination of the whole matter, upon the coroplaincs which 
^ey had received from their Commtffioners , till they coaJd 
be at more letfure. For it was then ibont the time that they 
grew jeabus'of Lamiert ^ (o that Mountague went quietly imo 
the Country, and remain'd negled^ and forgotten, ttilthofe 
Revolutions were over which were produced by Lamiert*s 
Invafion upon the Parliament, and General Memk's march 
into Emglmdy and till near the time that the Name and Tide 
of that ParliamerH: was totally aboltfhed, and eztinguifhed ; 
and then the fecluded Members being reftored caH'd him to 
refume the Command of the Fleet j which he accepted in die 
manner aforefaid. 

This, together with the other good Symptoms in the 

State, raifed his Majefty's hopes and expemtion higtier Aan 

ever, if it had not been an unpleafant allay, that in fo grest 

an alteration, and application of many who had been emh 

nently averfe from his Majefty, of the General, who esly ooold 

put an end to all his doubts, there was akinm fiientkm ; no 

r^Tf^Penfons tjrufted by his Majefty could approach him, nor was 

'^'any word known to fell from htm that cotild enconr^ 

chem to go to him, though they ftilf prefumed that he mean: 

well. 

TheG^nersfs The General was weary and perplexed with his unweSdy 

C9tmfeis Mt Burthen, yet knew not how to roaxe it lighter by commu- 

this timt, nication. He fpent> much time in confultation with Perfons 

of every Intereft, the King's Party only excepted ; with whom 

-""^he held no conference j though he found, in his every day's 

'' difcourfes in the City, with thofe who were thought to be 

Presbyterians, and with other Perfons of Qsjaliry and Confi 

; deratiop, 
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deration, ditt the People did generally with for the King, and 
that tbey did believe, there could be no firm and fettled 
Ponce in the Nation, that did not comprehend His Intereft, 
and compoft the preiudice that was againft His Party. But 
then there muft be ftrlA Conditions to which he muft be 
bound, which it fliould not be in his Majefty's Power to break; 
and which might not only (ecure all who had borne Armea "j^x 

?;ainft him^ but fuch who had purchafed the Lands of the J 
rown, or of Bifhops, or of Delinquents, and no body (poke 
more fiivoarably, than for the conhrroing all that had been . 
ofler'd by his Father in the Ifle of Wight, 

Whether by invitation, or upon his own denre,hewas//#fej i 
prefentat *ftff A«wfcrAt»/ Houfe in a Conference with that '•"/•*''»'• 
Earl, the Earl oi ManeheRt^, and other Lords, and likewifc •^t/"";'' 
widi iWSr, Srjmiam WaBir^ Lewis, and other eminent Per- i^STrUrid 
fons, who had a truft and confidence in each other, and who M«i|/#. 
were looked upon as the Heads and Governours of the mo- 
derate Presbyterian Party; who, moft of them, would have 
been contented, their own fecurity being provided for, that 
theKiitf^ihould be reftored to his full Rights, and the Church 
to it's Pofleflions. In this Conference, the King's Rcftora* 
tion was propofed in diredl terms, as abfolutel]^ neceflary to 
the Peace of the Kingdom, and for the Satisfadion of the 
People ; and the queftion fecm'd only to be, upon what term3 
they (hould admit Him : fome propofing more moderate, o- 
tfaers more levere Conditions. In this whole Debate, t)ie 
General infilled upon the mofb rigid Propofitions ; which he 

ErdTed in fuch a manner , that the Lords grew jealous that 
e had fuch an averfionfrom Reftoring the King, that it wouIdC^ 
notbeiafe for them then to profecute that advice ; and there- 
fore it werebeft toacquiefeetillthe Parliament met, and that 
they could make fome judgement of the temper of it. And 
the Genera], though he confulted with thofe of every Fattion 
with much freedom, yet was by many then thought to have 
moft familiarity, and toconverie moft freely with S^ Arthur 
ILfflerigy who was irreconcilable to Monarchy , and looked 
upon as the Chief of that Republican Party, which defired 
not to prcferve any fiice of Government in the Church, or 
Uniformity in the publickExercife of Religion. This made 
the Lords, and all others, who were of difl&rent aftcdions , 
very wary in their dilcourfes with the General , and jealous 
of his Inatnations. 

There was, at tfaia time, in nfuch converfation , andH#M<i«/r/ 
tmft with the General, a Gentleman of l>evo9(/hiri, of a fair""'* ^"' 
Eftate and Reputation, one M' miliam Mortice, a Perfon of ^"""'"^ 
a retired Life, which he fpent in Study, being Learned and of 
good Parts : and he had been always looked upon as a Man 
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fiur from any Malice towards the King, if he had not good 
Afibftions for Him; which they who koew himbeft, believ'd 
him to have in a good meafure. This Gentleman was ally'd 
to the General, and entirely trufted by him in the manage- 
ment of his Eftate in that Councry, where, by the death of 
his elder Brother without Heirs Male, he inherited a fair For- 
tune. And Morrkey being chofen to fenre in the next en- 
fuing Parliament, had made haft to Umdvmy the better co ob- 
ferve how things were like to go. With Him the General 
Gonfulted freely touching all his perplexities and obfervadons ; 
/7 /&^- h^^ ^^ ^ found moft Men of Quality and Intereft inclined to 
• /rrUa4^^. I^f?^ ." call in the King, but upon fuch Conditions as rnuft be voy 

^ . /T Pt^/rK^^. (J^bcing new Printed, and, by OrdeFffxed up in all Churches, 
It/^ -^"^ ^ they, in their Sermons, difcourfcd of the feveral obligadons 

in it, that, without expoGng themfelves to. the danger of 
naming the King, which yet they did not long forbear, every 
body underftood, they thought it neceffiiry the People fliould 
return to their Allegiance. 
^ That which wrought moft upon the Genml^ was the 
^ choice which ^as begun to be macfe in all Counties for Mem- 
bers to ferve in Parliament ; very many of them being known 
CO be of fingular AfFeftion to the King, and very tew who 
did not heartily abhor the Murther of his Father, and deoeft 
the Government that fucceeded : fo that it was reafonably sp- 

Krehended, that, when they (hould oncd meet, there would 
t warmth among them, that could not be feftrain'd or con- 
croled \ and they might take the bufioefs lb rouc^ into their 
own hands, as to leave no part to Him to merit of die Kiog; 
from whom he had yet deferv'd nothing. 

M' MoRRicE was not wanting to cultivate thofe coo- 
ceptioni with his information of the AScftionsof the Weft, 
^^ where the King's Reftoration was. he faid, ^' fo impatiently 
^^ longed for, tlut they had made choice of few or no Mem- 
^^ hers to ferve for Cormvat^ or Div9njbir§y but fuch, who^ 
^ they were confident, would contribute all chey could to in- 
*^ vite the King to return. And when that Subjeft was oooe 
^'upon the Stage, They who concurred with moft frankneft. 
^^ would find moft credit ; and They who oppofed it, woala 
*' be overborne with lafting reproach. When the General 
had reflefted upon the whole matter, he refolv'd to advance 
that defi^n ^ and fo confulted with his Friend how he might 
manage it in that manner, before the Parliament Oioald at 
femble, that what followed might be imputed to His Connfcfe, 
and Contrivance. 
There was then in the Town a Gentleman watt known

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to be a Servant of eminent Truft to the King, Sr John Green- 
vilj who, from the time of the Surrender of Siuy, had en- 
joy'd his Eftate, and fometimes his Liberty, though, undc^ 
the jealoufy of a difa£fed:ed Perfon, often reftrain'd. He ha^ 
been privy to the (ending to cUe General, into icitland th« 
dergy-mah, his Brother; and was cqnverfant with thofe 
who w^e moft trufted by his Majefty, and at this time wAs 
taken notice of to haVe all Intiinficy with Mr Mordiuwt ; wha 
moft immediately corrcfponded ^ith Bru£els, This Gentle- -^ 
man was of a Family to which tHb General was ajly^d j and ^ 
he bad been obliged to his leather, Sr Bivil Greenivil ; whd 
loft his Life at the Battle of Ldnfdovm for the King, and by, 
his Will had recommended his much impair'd Fortune^ and hii 
Wifis and Children, to the carie and counfel of his Neighbour 
and Friend, M>^ Mortice ; who had executed the Truft with 
diS utinbft Fidelity and Frieiidfliip. 

Tri£ General was content, that Sr John Greenvit Ihould A> johri 
be twfted in this great Af&ir, and that M' Morrke fliould Gf«^n^»» 
bring him fecrctly to hiill in a private Lodging he had in S^'ZaZr^* 
*fkmVs. When he came tb him, after he had folemnly con-^^r.Sor- 
jured Him to fecrecy, upon the peril of his Life ; he cold him,xice . 
^ he meant to lend him to the King^ with whom, he pre- 
*' famed, he had credit enough to be believed without any 
^teftimony j for he was refblved not to write to the King, 
^nor tb give him any thing in writing ; but wifhed him to, 
** confer with M' Morricey and to tale flidh Memorials id 
'^ his own hand of thofe particulars hefhould oflTer to him in 
^'diicoarfe^ which when hehad done,, he would himfelf con- 
ifer with him again it an Hour he Ihould appoint. And fer 
he retired haftil v out of thd Room^ as if he were jealous that 
other Men woiifd wonder at his abfence. , , 

T ti AT tirHich M^ Mbrrice Communicated tp GrekiruHy mi; 
after he had enlai^ed upon '* the perplexity the General was 
^*in, bv die feveral humours and faoions ti^hich prevailed, 
" and tnat he durft not truft any Officer of his own Army, or .^V^^. 
^' any Friend but himfelf, with his own fecret purpofes; hd ^_ 
adviled, << that the King (hduld terite a Letter to the Gencf^ %7^^ 
'^ ral ^ in which ^ after Icind and gracious Expreffions , he 
^ihould defirehtmto cieli^erthe in^Iofed Letter, andDecla-- 
''ration (o the Parliarnent ; the particular heads, and mate? 
rials for wBicH Letier, and Deckration, Morrice dlfcourfed to 
him ; the end of which was (o fatisfy all Interefts,* and to com- 
ply with every Man's humour, and indeed to fufler ever^ 
Man to enjov what he would. 

After ^ Jelm Qreemwl \aA ^ough diicoqrfed all parti^

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brought with the fiune warinefs, and in mother place, to the

with Mr ix was no unpleaiant profpedl to the King, nor offmall 
Mordauoc. ^^y^^^ (q him, that the Sfjnusrd look'd upon all thde 
Revolutions in E^giand as the ttkOs of the fcveml animofi- 
ties, and emulations of the difeent Fadions unoqg them- 
- - felves ; a Contention only between the Presbyterian^epubli- 
[i cans oa one fide, and the Independent and Levelling Paity on 
the other, for Superiority, and who (hould fleer the Govern- 
ment of the State, widiout the leaft referenoe to the Kn^'s 
Intereft : which ^ they thought, would in no d^ee be ad- 
vanced which fide foever prevailed. And theidbre Dwm A- 
lonzoy by his Jr|^ Agents (who made him believe any thiog) 
continued iirm to theJLevellers, who, if they got the better of 
their Enemies, he wasafliired, wxMild make « good Peace widi 
Sfaimi which above all things thc^ defined: and if they were 
opprefled, he made as little doubt they would unite themielves 
to the King, upon fiich conditions as lie fhould arbitrate be* 
tween them. And in thisconfidence he embraced all the ways 
be could to correfpond with them , receiving fiich Agents 
with all poffihle feaecy who repaired to Iiim to Br^^iand 
when Inftrumqnts of moil credit and importance^ wooU not 
adventure thither, he was contented to fend ibme rerfixi, who 
was intrufted by him, into Ziebmdxoixailcx and treat with 
them. And in this kind of Negotiation, which was very ez- 
penfive, they cared not what Money they disburled, whilft

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they negleded the King, and fufier'd him to be without that 
(mail fupply which they had aflign'd to him. 

I N this temper were the Spanijh Minifters, when M' Mor^ 
daunt and Sr John Greewvil came to Brujjils. And Don AUn^ 
xo had fo fully pofleded the Court at Madrid with the fame 
Spirit, that when the Chancellor, in his Letters to S^ Harry 
BfvMif/, his Majefty's Refident there, intimated the hopes chey 
had of a Revolution in England to the advantage of the King, 
he anfwer'd plainly, ^Uhathe durft not Communicate any of 
^* thofe Letters to the Minifters there ^ who would laugh at 
^ him for abufing them, fince they look'd upon all thofe hopes 
^ of the Kine as imaginary, and without foundation of Senfe, 
<^ and upon his condition as rood deplorable and abfolutely 
*' defperate. 

When SrJobnGreenviibzd at large informed his Majefty ^'Vjohn 
of the Afikirs of Effglandy of the manner of the General's ^'**°*j* 
conference with him, and the cood affcdion of M' M^rrice^^l^^^^ ^^^ 
and had communicated the Initrudions and Advices he had t^unt •fhk 
received, as his Majefty was very glad that the General had ^''^^^^''ma 
thus far difcover'd himfelf, and that he had open'd a door for •"* ^ 
correfpondence, fo he was not without great perplexity upon * ' 
many particulars which were recommended to be done; fome 



land J or Irelandy bv purchafe or donation, whether of lAXtis f%fei h ' ^ 
belonging to the Crown, and Church, or fuch who for adhcr- </*««'*'• 
ingto his Father and himfelf, were declared Delinc^uents, and 
had their Lands confifcated and difpofed of as their Enemies 
had thought fit. Then, the complying with all humours in 
Religion, and the granting a general liberty of Confcience, 
was a violation of all the Laws m force, and could not be ap- 
prehended to confift with the Peace of the Kingdom. No 
Man was more difpofed to a general Ad of Indemnity and 
Oblivion than his Majeftv was, which he knew, in fo long and 
univerial a guilt, was abfolutely neceflary. But he thought it 
neither confiftent with his Honour, nor his Confcience, that 
thofe who had (ate as Judges, and condemn'd his Father to be ; v 
murthei^d, (hould be comprehended in that Aft of Pardon : ! 
yet ic was advifed, ^^that there might be no Exception y or 
** that above Four might not be excepted ^ becauie, it wasal- 
ledg'd, ^that fome of them had facilitated the General's 
^' maroi by fiilling from Lamiertj and others had barefaced 
*^ advanced the King's Service very much. 

After great deliberation unon all the particulars, and weigh- 
ing the importance of complying with the General's advice ^ * 
in all things which his Confcience and Honour would permit, 
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Ills. Majefty direded fuch Letters and Declarations to fic me* 
pared, as mould be, in a good degree, fuitable to tbe Willies 
and Counfel of the General, and yet make the traofadJOD of 
fhofe things which he didnotlike. theefied of the power of 
the Pai-liainetit, rather than of bis Majefty's approbatioa* And 
the confidence he had upon the general Elra:iqpi of honeft 
mid prddenc Men, and iti fome particular Perfons,' wbq, be 
hedra, were jalready chofen, difpofedhim tq make ageneral 
referende of all things ^hich he could not r^rve to himfelf, 
to the wifdom of thp Parliament, upon prefumption that they 
would not exadt mbre'from him than hp was willing to pofo- 
iknt to ; fince he wdl knew, that whatever title Tbey ftfliimoi, 
or He save them, they muft have another kind of Parliament 
to confirm all that was done by them ; without which They 

^< " pould not be fafe, and contented, nor his Majeftv obliged. 

\ The Advice for his Majefliy's reinove out ot FlaMders pre* 
(ently, was not ungrateful ; forhetuid reafons abundant to be 
Weary of it : yet he was without any great 'inclination to H$U

the profped he had of the Revolutions like to enfue f whioi 
probably could not but be advantageous'to the Kipg ) and by 
, the uncertainty of L4>fi^i&^^'s own condition upon any fiich AJ- 
I tcrations. The Arguments were urged to him with cfeu- 
<>nefs and force enough, and i\\ necemry oficrs made to per- 
fwade him to declare for th^ Kihg, and to receive his Maicfty 
into that Garrifon ; which might be facilitated by his Maje^ 
fty's Troops, if he did not think his own Soldiers enough at 
his devotion : yet he coCild not be prevailed with, urging"^ the

The King wasrefolv'd rather to make no mention of the 
Murtheiers of his Father, than to pardon any of them, and 
except four, as was propofed : but chofe rather to refer the 
whole conGderation of that Afiair, without any reftriftion, to 
the Conidence of the Parliament ; yet with fuch expreffions, 
and ddlcriptions, that they could not but difcern that he truft- 
ed them in confidence that they would do Themfelves and 
the Nation right, in declaring their deteftation of, and pre- 
paring vengeance for, that Parricide. And from the time that 
the fixluded Metnbers late again with the Rump, there was 
good evidence given that they would not leave that odious 
Murther unexamined and unpuniflied ; which the more di- 
ipofed the King to depend upon their Virtue and Juftice.

N o m I w 6 hath been of late faid of Irelmfi^ which wait- ^^ ^^^rt 
ed upon itie didates of the Governing Party in JGBsgAiW with •/ irriaod 
the fame giddinds. The Ir^ft, who would now have been/"' f*^ 
^ to have redeemed thek paft Mifcarriages and Madnefs y^f!^!^^""^ 
doing Service for the King, were under as fevere a Captivity, ' "^' 

and Gomftot Mifery, as the worft of their Anions bad de- v 

ferv'dy and indeed as they were capable of undergoing. After 
Bear one hundred thoufand of them Tranfported into Forrei|n 
Wts, for the Service of die two Kings of France and Sfmm^ 
few of whom were alive after feven years, and after double 
that Number confumed by the Ph^ and Famine, and Se* 
verities exerctfed upon them in their own Countrv; the re- 
mainder of them had been by CrmtmnM f who could not find a 
better way of extirpation ) tranfplamed into the moft inland, ^ 
barren, defolace, and mountainous part of the Province of Or* -^ 
naugtt'y and it was lawful for any Man to kiU any of the I^, 
who were found in any place out of thofe prectnds which 
were aflign'd to them within that Circuit. Such a proportion 
of Land was allotted to every Man as the ProteAor thought 
competent for them ; upon which they were to give formd 
Releafes of all tteir pretences and titles to any Lands in an^ 
other Provinces, of which they hadi been deprived ; and if 
they rtfufed to give fuch Releaies, thfey were ftiU depriv'd of 
what they would net Releafe, without any reifonable hope of 
ever being reftored to it ^ and left to ftarve within the Limits 
prefcribed^to d»em ; out of which they durft hot withdraw ;

catpe to enjoy fome part of what had been their own^ but 
to thofe who were driven thither out of other Provinces, k 
was little lefs deilrudive than if they hid nothing ; ic wa^ fo 
Ipn^ before they could fettle theoifelves, and by If usbandpy 
raiie any thing out of their Lands to fupport their Lives : yet 
neceflity obliged them to acquiefcence, and to be i|i fome

Upon the recalling, and tame Submiflkxi of Hsnj Crsm- 
9eU to the Rump- Parliament, aflbon as his Brother Bkterd 
was depofed, the Fadions encreafed in Ireland to a very great 
height, >s well amongft the Soldiers and Officers of the Array, 
as m theCouncil of State, and amongft the Civil Magiftnt^. 
The Lord BroghiU^ who was Prciident of Mmifier^ and of a 
very great intereft, and influence upon that whole Provinoe, 
though he had great warinefs in diicovering his Inclinatioiis, 
as he had great guilt to reftrain them, yet hated Lifmiert (b 
much, that be \ck feared the King j and (o wiflicd for a&fe 
opportunity to do his Majefty Service y and he had a good 
]Poft, and a good Party to concur with him, when be flioold 
call upon them, and think fit to declare. . 

Sir Charles Cooty who was Prefidentef Cffxr^j^/, andhad 
a good Command, and Intereft in the Arjny, was a Mao of 
lets Guilt, and mqre Courage, and impatience to (erve the 
King. He fent over S^ Arthur Forhesj a Scot/Jb Genticman 
of good Afifedion to the King, and good Intereft in the Pro- 
vince of Vlfter^ where he wa$ an Officer of Horfe. This 
Gentleman S^ Charles Coot fent to BruJJils to the Marquis of 
Ormonde ^^ chat he might afliire his Majefty of his Amftioo 
'^ and Duty ; and that, if his Majefty would voucUafe him- 
'^ fcif to come into Jrelandy he was confident the whole Kiz^- 

<*dom 
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. ^^doffl would declare for him : that though the prefent Power 
'Ma EMglamJ hzd remov'd all the fober Men from the Govern- 
^ ment of the State, in Ire/ami^ under the Charader of Pref- ' 
^'bvterians ^ and had put ijuUowy Corbet^ and others of the 
'' King's Judges in their places; yet they were lb generally 
^^ odious to the Army as well as to the People, that they could 
'^ feife upon their Perfons , and the very Qiftle of Dutlm^ 
** when uiey (hould judge it convenient. 
* Sir Arthur Forbes arriv'd at Brujjib^ before the King had 
any afliirance or confident hope of the General, and when 
few Men thought his Fortune better than defperate : fo that> 
if what S' Arthur propofed ( which was kept very fecret) had 
been publiOi'd, moft Men about the Court would have been 
^tvjf tollidtous for his Majefty's goine into Ireiamd. But bis 
Majefty well knew that that unhappy Kingdom muft infallibly 
wait upon the fate of EMglanJ^ aod therefore he refolv'd to 
attend the vidffitudes there ; which, in his own thoughts, he 
flill believ'd would produce fomewhat, in the end, of which 
he (hould have. the benefit; and difmifled S' Arthur F§rhes 
with fuch Letters and Commiflions as he defired ; who there- 
upon returned for Ireland y where he found the State of Af- 
fairs very much alter'd fince his departure.

ly dedicated themfel ves to his Service. Even* before ioit G^ 

neral had declared himfelf, or the Parliament was Aflbmbbd. 

fome, Who had fiite Judges upon his Father, fenc many £x- 
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cufes, that they were forced to it, and oScfd to perform 
figDal Services, if they might obtain their Pardon. But his Ma- 
jSy would admit no Addreis from them, nor hearken to any 
Prqpofitions made on their behalf. 

THERE W8B one inftance that perplexed him; which w^TUfonuu. 
the Cafe of Colon^ iig^A/x4;f ; who was iQ the Number oi^'^C^JJ!^, 
the late King 8 Judges, and whofe Name was in the Warrant^"*' ^^* 
for his Murther. He, from the depofal of Ricbard, had de* 
cfaired, that he would ferve the King, and told M^Mor^Lumf^ 
^ that he would perform all Services he could, without mak- 
^^ ing any condidonls ; and would be weU content , that his 
" Majefty, when he came home, (hould take bis head otE, if 
^ he thought fit ; only he defired that the King might know 
^ the truth of his Cafe ; which was this. 

H E was a Gentleman of a good Extradion^ and near all/d 
to CramwiBj who had drawn him into the Army before, or 
ftboatthe time when he came firft to Age, where he grew to 
be a Colonel of Horfe, and to have the Reputation of great 
Courage againft die Enemy, and of equal Civilitv to all Men. 
Itis very true, be was named amon^^ thofe wno were ap- 
pointed to be Judges of the King ; and it is as true, that he 
was never once prefent with them , always abhorring the 
Adion in his Heart, and having no other PtafHon in any part 
of the Quarrel, but his perfonal kindnefi to CromweB. The 
oext day afber the Horrid Sentence was pronounced, he had 
anoccanon tofpeak with an Officer, who, he was told, was 
in the Painted Chamber ; where, when he came thither, he 
faw OmnoffS, and the reft of thofe who had fiite upon the 
King , and were then, as he found afterwards, ailembled to 
fign the Warrant for the King's death. Aflbon as CtomwelFa 
Eyes were upon him, he run to him, and taking him by the 
hand, drew him by force to the Table; and fiiid, ^^ though 
^ he had efcaped him all the while before, he fhould now 
<< iign that Paper as well as They ; whidi he, feeing what it 
was, refufed with great PaiSon ; &ying, ^^ he knew nothing 
^ of the bolineis ; and ofier'd to go away. But CrojmueUy and 
odieis, held him b? Violence; and Cnmtwetty with a loud 
iaughcer, taking his nand in his, and puttiiig the Pen between 
his Fingers, with bis own hand writ Richard Ingoldshy^ he 
making all die refiftance he could : and he faid, ^^ if his Name 
*^ there were compared with what he had ever writ himfelf, it 
^^ couM never be look'd upon as his own hand. 

Though his Majefty had within himfelf compaffion for 
him, he would never fend him any afliirancc of his Pardon ; 
prefutning that, if all thefe Allegations were true, there would 
be aSeafon when adiftinAion would be made, wiihout his Ma» 
jetty's declaring himfelf, b«wccn him and ihofc other of that

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T H E Earl of Sc ^&w^ found the King in too good ^po- 
fture of hope and expedbttion, to fuficr himfelf to be mudi 
importuned upon the Inftances he brought ; and was coor 
tented to return with the King's acknowledgements and ez- 
ThtK^tift cufe, *^ that he could not decently pafe through FUmders, af- 
•f^-^ " tcr he had refufed to return to BruJJhls 5 and without going 
'■' ^^ '^ through thofe Provinces, he could not well make a Journey 
^^ into Frmme. In the mean time it was no fmall pittfure to 
his Majefty, to find himfelf fo fokmnly invited, by the Mi- 
nifters of thefe two great Kings, to enter into their Domi- 
nions, out of one of which he had been rejeAed with fo many 
difobligations and indignities ^ and with fomuch caution and 
apprehcnfion had been fufier'd to pais through the other, that 
he might not refidea day there, or (jpend more time than was 
abfolutelyncccflary for his Journey. 

Sevbral Penons now came to Breda^ not , as hereto- 
fore to Cologme^ and to BraJJelsy under difguifes, and in fear 
to be difcover'd, but with bare Faces, and the Pride and Va- 
nity to be taken jiotice of, to prefent their Duty to the King \ 
fome being imploy'd to procure Pardons for thofe who thought 
themfelves in danger, and to (land in need of them^ others 
brought good Prcients in Engl^ Gold to theKing, that Aieir 
Names, and the Names of their Friends « who Cait them, 
might be remember'd amongft the firft of rhofe who made 
demonftrations of their Affedions that way to his Majcfty, by 
fapplying his Neceffities j whidi had been difcontinueid for 
many years to a degree that cannot be believ'd, and ought 
:^-7-^,, not to be remember d. By tln:re Supplies his Majcfty was 
enabled, beiides thepaymentof his other debts, not only to 
pay all his Servants the Arrears of their Board Wages, but to 
give them all fome Teftimony ofhis Bounty, to raife their 
Spirits after fo many years of patient waiting for deliverance : 
and all this was before the delivery of the King's Letter by 
the General to the Parliament.

*^ SuflFcrings under the late Tyrannical Government ^ when 
Cmc of them had been zealous Inftrumenrs and Promoters of 
It. The Magiftrates of the Town took all imaginable care to 
exprefs their Devorion to the King, by ufing all Civilities to- 
ward5, and providing for the Accommodation of the multi- 
tude^f his Subjcfts, who xti^ntA thither to exprefs their 
Duty to him.

'^fe&ioD, Duty, and Obedicnoe, from all his Subjeds. And 
left his Return fo much longed for might be retarded by the 
want of Money, to difcharge tbofe debts, which he could 
not but have contraded, they prefented from the Parliament 
the Sum of fifty thoufand pounds to his Majefty; having like- 
wife Order to pay the Sum of ten thouiand pounds to the 
Duke of Torkj and five thoufimd to the Duke of Ghceftevj 
whMi was a very good Supply to their feveral Neceflities. 
Thk^King treated all the Committee very gradoufly together, 
and every one of them fcverally and particularly very oblig- 
ingly. So that fome of them, who wereconfctous to thcBi- 
felves of their former demerit, were very glad to find that 
they were not to fear toy Uttemels from fo Princely, and fo 
geneioos a Nature. 

The City of Loni^m had had too great a hand in driving ^^ ^^n ^ 
the Father of the King from thence, not to appear equally )f^^^^.f 
Zealous for his Son's return thither. And tnerefore they(^/^tri. 
did) at the (ametime, fend fourteen of the mod Subftantial^M/. 
Citizens '^ to aflure his Majefty of their Fidelity , and moft 
*^ chear&l Submiffion ; and that they placed all their Felicity, 
" and hope of fiiture Profperity in the afliirance of his Ma* 
^'jefty's Grace and ProteAion; for the meriting whereof, 
^ their Lives and Fortunes fhould be always at his Majefty's 
^^diQK>fal; and they prefented to him from the City the 
Sum of len thoufand pounds. The King told them, ^^ he 
*' had always had a particular AffeAion for the City of LAn* , 
^^d$ny the place othis Birth; and was very glad, that they 
*' had pow to good a part in his Reftoration ; of which he . 
^' was inform'd ; and how much he was beholding to every <i^^ 
"one of them ; for which he thanked them very gracioufly, *^ 
and Knightei them all ; an Honour no Man in the City had 
received in near twenty years , and with which they were 
mudi delighted. 

It will hardly be believ'd, that this Money prefented to 
the King by the Parliament and the City , and chareed by 
Bills of Exchange upon the rich^ Merchants in Amfferddnfy 
who had vaft Mates, could not be received in many days, 
though fome of the principal Qtizens oi London^ who came 
to the King, went tbemfelves to ibllictte it, and had Credit 
enough tbemfelves for much greater Sums , ii they had 
brought over no Bills of Exchange. But this was not the 
hrft time ( of which fomewhat hatn been (aid before ; that 
it Wis evident to the King, that it is not easy in chat molt

^^jefty very W^U^ and had lately, upon the cpportmity th^ 
'^ God h;id put into their handa, inform'd the People of their 
^' Duty ; which, they pixrfumed, his Majefty had heard had 
*' proved cffl^ua], and been of' great ufe ro him. They 
thanked God *^for his Conllancy to the Proteftant Reli^on; 
and p!ofc(Tcd) '^that they were no Enemies to moderate EpiA 
. ^^ copacy ; only de(ired that fiich things might notfoeprcfled 
^uponth(.m in Gods Worftiip, which in their judgement who 
^^ ufed them were acknowledged to 4>e nutters indiflerent, sod 
*' by others were held unlaWmi. 

\ T HE King fpoke very kindly to them ; and laid, **rhat 

^'he had heard of their good bchayiour towards him; and 

** that he had no purpofe toimpo(c hard Conditions opoo 

*^thcm, with reference to their Consciences : that they well 

^ *' knew , he had referr-d the fettling all difierences of that 

" Nature to the Wifdom of the Parliament ; which btft knew 

*^ wliat Indulgence and Toleration ,. was necedary for the 

puvSf7tf •" Peace «nd Quiet of the Kingdom. But his Majefty cooid 

€9urfet sif9 0<>f he fb rid oTthem ; they defired fevcral private Aodieoc^ 

mttb him. of him ; which he never denied j wherein they roid him, 

'' the Book of Common-Praver had been long diioontinued 

^^ in England^ and the People having been diuilod ro it, and 

"many of them having never heard it in their Lives, ff 

" would be much wonder 'd at^ if his Majefly {houki, at bis 
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'^ (irft Laodiog in the Kingdom , revive tl^e ufe of it in 
'^ bis own Chapei ; whither all Perfons would refort ; and 
^'therefore they beibught him, that he would not ufe it en- 
"cirely and formally, but have only fome parts of it read, 
^^ with mixture of odier good Prayers, which his Chaplains 
"might ufe. 

The King told them with fome warmth, *' that whilft he ''• ^-;W' 
*' gave Them liberty, he would not have his own taken from '^^ '* 
'^him : that he had always ufed that form of Service, which' '*' 
'^bethought the beft in the ix^orld, and had never difconti^ 
'^nued it inplaoes where it was more difliked than he hoped 
" it was by Them : that when he came into Englandhf^oxiid 
*'not feverely inquire how it was u(ed in other Churches, 
<< though he doubted not, he (liould iiud ic ufed in many ^ but 
^^he was fure he would have no other ufcd in his owndhap^l. 
Then they beibught him with more importunity, '* that the 
" ure of the Surplice might be difcontinued by his Chaplains, 
" becauie the fight of it would give great oSence, and icandal 
" to the People. They found (he Kinc; as inexorable in jthac 
point as to the otber^ He told them plainly, ^^that he would 
^'not be reftran'd Himfelf, when he gave others To much li- 
^^beny; that it had been always held a decent .habit in the 
^^ Qiurch, conftanrly pradiced in Ef^Und till thefe late ill 
'^ times ; that it haa been ftiU reuin'd by him ; and though 
^ he was bound for the prefent to tolerate much diforder and 
^undecency in theexercife of God's Worfliip, he would ne- 
^ver, in tne leaft degree, by his own praaice, difco^nte- 
*^ nance the good old Order of the Churcn, in which he had 
^^ been bred. Though they were very much unfatisfied with 
hiiD, whooEi they thought to have found more flexible, yec 
cheyocaied farther troubling him, inhppe, and prefumption, 
that diey (hould find their importunity in Efighmd more ef- 
feftuaJ. 

After eight or ten days fpent at the tUgtm in Triumphs 
and Feftivals, which could not have been more iplendid if 
all the Monarchs of Eunfi ba^ met there, and which were ^^^ j^ 
concluded with feveral rich Prclents made to his Majefty, the tmkArkt /«f 
King took bis leave of t^ States, with all the prokflions of England. 
Amity theur Civilities dderv'd ; and Embark'd bimfelf on the ^;^ '^ 
Rfysl cAsrles i which had been before call'd the Nsfiiy, but ^^7^' ^ 
had been new Chriflen'd the day before, as many others had Thf Kj»t 
been, in the pre&nce, and by the order of his Royal High- ^mw smd 
ne(s the Admiral. Upon the four and twentieth day ofM/y, ^"^' ^ 
the Fleet fet Sail ; and, in one continued thimder of Cannon, \^y\^^tu 
arriv'd near D^ver fo early on the fix and twentieth, that his mtnt r* * 
Majefty difembark'd ; and being received by the General at canterbu* 
the brink of the Sea ( whom be met, and embitced , with nr. ^ 
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{jtkt danonftrationt of afiedion ) he ^refenrly rook Coad^ 
tid came that Night to Cstairbury ; where he ftaid the next 
day, being Stutday; and went to his Devotions to theCatbc^ 
dfal, which he found very much dilapidated, and out of re- 
pair ; yet the People feem d glad to hear the Common-PriYer 
again. Thither' came very many of the Nobility, tod other 
Pcrfons of Quality, to prelent themfdvesto the Kingj and 
there his Majefty aflembled his Council ; and fwore (he 
General of the Council , atid M' Mnrue y whom be there 
Knighted, and gave him the Signet, and fwore him Secretary 
of State. That day his Majefty gave the Garter ro the Gene- 
ral, and like wife to the Marquis cfHertfordy and the Earl of 
^outbimfton ( who had been ekAed many years before) and 
fe^c it likewife hy GsrSery Herauld and King at Armcs, to 
Admiral H/Utmtaguey who remained in the Dowms, 
May 19. H« On Moiiifi^ He wtot to RocheHer ^ and the next day, be- 
^h!^t/tc '^i ^^^ ^^^ *"^ twentieth of Aft^, and his Birth- day^ he en- 
whi'w-* ^cf'd Landam j all the ways thither being fo full of People, 
lull, and Acclamations ; as if the whole Kioedom had been gather'd 
there. Between Deptfbrd and Soutbwsrk the Lord Mayor and 
Aldermen met him, with all fuch Proreftations of jc^ as can 
hardly be imagin'd. The Concouife was fo gl'eat, that the 
King rode in a croud from the Bridge to Wtt^-HsBytB the' 
Companies of the City (landing in order on both fides, and 

{giving loud thanks 'to God lor his Majefty's prefence. He no 
boner came to White^Hatty but the twoHoufesof PtoliaxDcnt 
T^uld^'' folcmnly caft themfelves at his Feet, with all vows C3f afiefiion 
J-;^^ ** and fidelity to the world's end. In a word, the Idy was (b 
unexpreflible, and fo univerfal, that his Majefty &ia fibiling- 
ly to fome about him, ^^ he doubted it bad beeii his own four 
^^ he had been flbfcilc fo long j for he faw no body thtt ^not 
*^ proti^fl'j he bad ever wifl)e<ffor hfsRetnm. 
TheCwitt. IN this wonderful manner, and with this incredible expe- 
lil'//r^ dition; did God put an end to a Rebellion that had raged near 
^, ^'^'' twenty Years, and bcgjcarried on wirii all the horrid dr- 
cumftanoesof MunherfDevaftation, and Pantdde, that Fire 
and Sword , in the hands of the nK>ft widped Men in the 
world, could be Inftrumenrs of ; almdft cot^ dcfolatibo of 
two Kingdoms, and the exceeding defacing and tleformiog 
the third. : : . 

I T was but five Months, fioce JLamherfn Fanatical Army 
was icatter'd and confounded, and General M&nKs roaicb'd 
into Bngiawi'. it was bur three Momfas, fince the'fiduded 
Members were rcftored ; and, (hottly after , the mosftrous 
long Parliament finally diilblv'd) and tooted up : it was buta 
Month, i/nce the King's Letter's ahd Declaration were deli- 
vered cotte New Soxliament^ afterwards called the Osri«a. 
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im : on the firft of May they were delivered, and his Majefty 
was at f0^-Hall on the %^^^ of the fame Month. 

By thefe remarkable Steps, among others, did the merciful 
hand of God, in this (hort (pace of time, not only bind up 
and heal all thofe wounds, but even make the Scars as undif- 
ocrniN^> as, in refped: of the deepnefs, was poflible; which 
was a glorious addition to the Deliverance. And, after this 
miraculous Reftoration of the Crown, and the Church, and 
thejuft Rights of Parlianienrs, no Nation ui^er Heaven can 
ever be more happy, if God (hall be pleafed to add Eftablifb- 
ment and 'Perpetuity totheBIeffings he then reftored.
